LAWS  OF  ALABAMA 

RELATIVE  TO  THE 

COLLECTION"  OF  DEBTS,  Etc. 


Prepared  expressly  for  J.  A.  Graft  &  CoPs  Legal  Directory. 


Assignments. — 1.  Assignments,  verbal  or  written,  of  any  prop- 
erty, made  in  trust  for  the' use  of  the  person  making  the  same,  are 
void  as  to  existing  or  subsequent  creditors. 

2.  All  conve}rances,  verbal  or  written,  of  any  property  made  with 
intent  to  hinder,  delay  or  defraud  creditors,  purchasers  or  other  per- 
sons, or  judgments  suffered  with  like  intent,  are  void  as  to  the  persons 
hindered  or  delayed. 

3.  Every  deed,  mortgage,  .assignment,  or  deed  of  trust  made  to 
secure  a  pre-existing  debt  is  fraudulent  and  void  as  to  the  creditors  of 
the  grantor,  when  any  creditor  provided  for  thereby  is  required  to  make 
any  release,  or  to  do  any  other  act  impairing  his  existing  rights  before 
participating  in  or  receiving  the  securities  therein  provided  for  him. 

4.  A  debtor  in  failing  circumstances  may  prefer  one  or  more  of  his 
creditors  in  the  payment  of  their  demands,  when  it  is  done  bona  fide,  and 
the  sale  of  property  for  such  purposes  is  for  an  adequate  consideration  ; 
but  when  a  general  assignment  is  made  no  such  preference  can  be 
given. 

Actions  Upon  Accounts. — Whenever  action  is  brought  on  an 
account,  if  the  plaintiff  file  with  the  complaint  an  itemized  statement  of 
the  articles  constituting  the  account  and  the  |harges  made  therefor,  ver- 
ified by  an  affidavit,  made  before  an  officer  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this 
State  to  take  affidavits,  that  the  account  is  true  and  correct,  due  and 
unpaid  (state  when  it  was  due,)  on  the  trial  of  said  cause  the  account  so 
verified  shall  be  received  in  evidence,  as  if  the  same  was  proved  by  the 
deposition  of  the  witness,  unless  within  the  time  allowed  by  law  for 
pleading,  the  defendant  shall  appear  and  file  an  affidavit,  denying,  to 
the  best  of  his  knowledge,  information  and  belief,  the  correctness  of  the 
account,  or  that  he  is  liable  for  the  amount  due  therein. 

(Affidavits  under  this  law,  when  made  out  of  the  State  of  Alabama, 
should  be  made  before  a  Commissioner  for  Alabama  only). 

Attachments  at  Law. — Attachments  may  issue, 

1.  To  enforce  the  collection  of  a  debt,  whether  it  be  due  or  not,  at 
the  time  the  attachment  is  taken  out. 

2.  For  any  moiiied  demand,  the  amount  of  which  can  be  certainly 
ascertained. 

3.  To  recover  damages  for  the  breach  of  contract  when  the  dam- 
ages are  not  certain  or  liquidated. 

4.  When  the  action  sounds  in  damages  merely. 

No  attachment  must  issue  unless  the  plaintiff  (his  agent  or  attorney 
for  him)  execute  bond  in  double  the  amount  claimed  to  be  due,  with

surety  payable  to  defendant,  with  condition  that  plaintiff  will  prosecute 
his  attachment  to  effect,  and  pay  the  defendant  all  such  costs  and 
damages  as  he  may  sustain  by  the  wrongful  or  vexations  suing  out  of 
the  attachment. 

The  plaintiff,  his  agent  or  attorney,  must  also  make  affidavit  of  the 
existence  of  one  of  the  following  grounds  of  attachment,  to-wit:  That 
the  defendant  resides  out  of  the  State ;  that  defendant  absconds;  that 
defendant  secretes  himself  so  that  the  ordinary  process  of  law  can  not  be 
served  on  him;  that  the  defendant  is  about  to  remove  out  of  the  State; 
that  the  defendant  is  about  to  remove  his  property  out  of  the  State, 
go  that  plaint  ill"  will  probably  lose  his  debt,  or  will  have  to  sue  for  it  in 
another  State;  that  the  defendant  is  about  fraudulently  to  dispose  of  his 
property;  that  the  defendant  lias  fraudulently  disposed  of  his  property; 
or  that  the  defendant  has  money,  property  or  effects  liable  to  satisfy  his 
debts  which  he  fraudulently  withholds. 

Defendant  can  not  deny  the  grounds  of  attachment  in  the  attach- 
ment suit,  but  may  bring  suit  at  anytime  on  the  attachment  bond  for 
wrongfully  suing  out  the  attachment,  after  the  attachment  has  issued, 
and  within  time  prescribed  by  statute  oi  limitations. 

Collections.  Actions. — All  civil  actions  commenced  by  sum- 
mons and  complaint,  a  copy  of  which  must  be  served  on  the  defendant. 
When  the  summons  is  served  twenty  days  before  the  return  term  thereof 
the  cause  must  stand  for  trial  at  the  first  term  of  said  court 

Exemptions. — 1.  Personal  property  of  any  resident  of  this  State  to 
the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  selected  by  such  v.  eident,  ia 
exempt  from  sale  under  legal  process  or  any  debt  contracted. 

2.  The  homestead  of  every  resident  of  this  State,  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  to  be  selected  by  the  owner  thereof, 
atid  not  in  any  city,  town  or  village,  and  not  exceeding  two  thousand 
dollars  in  value,  and  the  appurtenances  thereon  owned  and  occupied  by 
such  resident;  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  any  lot  with  the  appurtenances,  in  a 
city,  town  or  village,  not  exceeding  in  value  two  thousand  dollars, 
owned  and  occupied  by  such  resident.  If  the  same  can  not  be  allotted, 
then  two  thousand  dollars  of  the  value  thereof  shall  be  exempt  from  levy 
and  sale  for  the  collection  of  debts  contracted. 

As  to  executions  on  judgments  founded  on  torts  there  is  no -ex- 
emption. 

General  Assignments .-1  General  assignments  do  not  absolve  debt- 
ors from  their  liabilities. 

2.  Every  general  assignment  made  by  a  debtor,  by  which  a  prefer- 
ence or  priority  of  payment  is  given  to  one  or  more  creditors,  shall  be  an 
ennure  to  the  benefit  of  all  the  creditors  equally. 

Insolvent  Laws. — There  are  no  insolvent  laws  in  this  State  by 
which  debtors  can  be  relieved  of  their  debts.  No  imprisonment  for  debt 
in  this  State. 

Two  terms  of  the  Circuit  Court  in  each  county  annually. 

Interest, — The  legal  rate  of  interest  is  8  per  cent.,  whether  by 
com  i  act  or  otherwise.  In  suits  on  usurious  contracts,  the  principal  only 
is.  collectable,  and  if  upon  tin;  trial  it  is  made  to  appear  tint  the  contract 
was  intentionally  usurious,  the  defendant  recovers  full  cost. 

Judgments  and  Executions.— Execution  issues  within  fifteen  days 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  court  at  which  judgment  was  rendered,  and 
is  a  lien  on  the,  real  and  personal  property  of  defendant,  within  the 
county  in  which  it  is  received  by  the  Sheriff,  and  only  from  the  time  it 
Is  bo  received,  which  lien  continues  as  long  as  the  execution  is  regularly 
issued  and  delivered  to  the  sheriff,  without  the  lapse  of  an  entire  term. 

LiMiTANlON  of  Actions— Civil.—I ,  Actions  upon  a  judgment  or 
decree  of  any  court  of  the  State,  of  the  United  States,  or  any  State  or 
Territory  of  the  United  States,  must  be  brought  within  twenty  years. 
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2.  Actions  founded  upon  any  contract  or  writing  under  seal ;  ac- 
tions for  the  recovery  of  land,  tenements  or  the  possession  thereof  ; 
motions  and  other  actions  against  Sheriffs  or  other  public  officers,  for 
non-feasance,  misfeasance,  or  malfeasance  in  office,  must  be  brought 
within  ten  years. 

3.  Actions  for  trespass  to  real  or  personal  property ;  actions  for  the 
detention  or  conversion  of  personal  property  ;  actions  founded  on  a 
promise  in  writing  not  under  seal;  actions  for  recovery  of  money  on 
loan  or  stated  account;  motions  and  other  actions  against  attorney s-at^- 
law,  for  failing  to  pay  over  money  of  their  clients,  or  for  neglect  or 
omission  of  duty ;  and  all  other  actions  arising  from  a  simple  contract  or 
sjjecialty,  must  be  brought  within  six  years. 

4.  Actions  to  recover  money  due  by  open  or  unliquidated  account 
must  be  brought  within  three  years  from  the  date  of  the  last  item  of 
said  account,  or  within  three  years  from  the  time  when,  by  usage  or 
custom,  the  said  account  shall  be  due.

Laws  relative  to  arrest  on  civil  process,  attachments,  executions, 
exemption  of  real  and  personal  property,  homesteads,  garnishment,  in- 
terest, judgments  and  limitations  of  actions,  are  similar  to  those  of  Cal- 
ifornia, except  that  the  law  does  not  provide  for  any  declaration  of  home- 
stead.   The  character  of  homestead  is  acquired  by  actual  residence. 

NO  INSOLVENT  LAWS  IN  ARIZONA. 

Chattel  Mortgages — May  be  given  on  all  property  and  furniture 
in  hotels  and  public  boarding  houses,  when  given  to  secure  purchase 
price ;  on  saw  mill,  grist  mill  and  steamboat  machinery,  tools  and  mach- 
inery used  by  machinists,  foundrymen  and  other  mechanics;  steam 
boilers,  steam  engines,  locomotives,  engines  and  rolling  stock  of  rail- 
roads, printing  presses,  instruments  and  chests  of  surgeons,  physicians 
and  dentists,  libraries  of  all  persons,  machinery  and  apparatus  for  min- 
ing purposes,  growing  crops,  grain  in  store  and  field,  teams,  implements 
and  stock  on  farm,  provided  the  mortgage  be  executed  and  recorded  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  act;  and  declares  that  no  chattel  mortgage 
shall  be  valid  (except  between  the  parties  thereto)  unless  the  same  shall 
have  been  made,  executed  and  recorded  in  conformity  to  the  provisions 
of  the  act;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  mortgagee  receives  and  retains 
actual  possession  of  the  property  mortgaged,  he  may  omit  the  recording 
of  his  mortgage. 

Mortgages — On  real  estate  must  be  executed  and  recorded  like 
deeds,  and  the  remedy  for  enforcing  them  is  by  civil  action. 

After  sale,  under  ■  decree  of  foreclosure,  the  mortgagee  has  six 
months  to  redeem,  by  paying  amount  of  bid  and  18  per  cent,  thereon, 
and  such  taxes  as  may  have  been  paid  by  the  purchaser. 

Satisfaction  may  be  entered  in  the  margin  of  the  record  book,  and 
signed  and  acknowledged  by  the  mortgagee  in  presence  of  the  recorder, 
or  it  may  be  by  a  separate  instrument  executed  and  recorded  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  mortgage. — Comp.  Laws,  1877,  2281-3. 

Refusal  or  neglect  to  execute  and  acknowledge  a  certificate  of  dis- 
charge of  a  mortgage,  after  performance  of  the  conditions  thereof  for 
seven  days,  and  after  being  requested,  and  after  tender  of  his  reasonable 
charges,  makes  the  mortgagee  liable  to  the  mortgagor  for  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  for  actual  damages  occasioned  by  such  refusal  or  neglect. 
(See  Chattel  Mortgages. 

Notes  and  Bills— Are  negotiable  obligations,  collectible  by  and  in 
the  name  of  the  holder.  Three  days'  grace  are  allowed,  except  on  sight 
drafts,  and  any  one  of  the  holidays  specified  in  the  statute  coming  within 
said  three  days'  grace  shall  be  counted  as  one  of  such  days.  The  days 
specified  are  the  1st  of  January,  the  4th  of  July,  the  25th  of  December, 
commonly  called  Christinas,  and  the  first  day  of  the  week,  commonly 
called  Sunday,  and  no  presentment  for  payment  of  any  note  or  bill  or 
other  negotiable  instrument  shall  be  made  on  either  of  said  days.

Actions. — Suits  in  the  Circuit  Court  are  commenced  by  filing  a 
complaint,  signed  by  the  party  or  his  attorney,  verified  by  affidavit  in 
Justice  Court;  no  written  pleadings  are  necessary — the  account  or  note 
sued  on  must  "be  filed.  The  defctident  is  required  to  answer  in  the 
Circuit  Court,  on  the  day  which  the  case  is  set  for  trial.  In  Common 
Law  actions,  where  the  summons  has  been  served  ten  days  in  the  county 
where  the  action  is  brought,  or  in  an  adjoining  county,  or  twenty  days 
elsewhere  in  the  State,  or  sixty  days  out  of  the  State.  In  justice  Court 
the  answer  must  be  filed  on  the  day  on  which  the  case  is  set  for  trial. 
If  the  summons  has  been  served  five  days  previous  thereto,  where  the 
amount  in  controversy  does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars ;  or  where  the  amount 
in  controversy  exceeds  fifty  dollars,  where  the  summons  has  been  served 
ten  days  previous  thereto.    Gnatt's  Digest,  Sections  3726  and  4582. 

Appeals. — Appeals  can  be  taken  from  a  judgment  of  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  within  thirty  days  from  the  rendering  of  the  judgment.  Appeals  from 
the  Circuit  Court  may  be  taken  at  any  time  within  three  years  from  the  ren- 
dering of  judgment.  Appeals  from  the  Probate  Court  to  the  Circuit 
Court  may  be  taken  at  any  time  within  one  year  from  the  rendition  of 
the  judgment,  and  from  the  County  Court  to  the  Circuit  Court  at  the 
term  at  which  judgment  is  rendered,  or  at  the  next  regular  term.  Gnatt's 
Digest,  Sections  3819,  3S21, 10G6  and  705  and  Acts  1874-5,  Page  268.- 

Assignments. — Assignments  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  are  author* 
ized,  before  the  assignee  can  do  anything  towards  the  execution  of  the 
assignment,  he  must,  in  the  office  of  the  Probate  Clerk,  file  a  complete 
inventory  and  discription  of  the  property,  and  execute  a  bond  to  the  State, 
in  double  the  value  of  the  property  assigned,  conditioned  to  faithfully 
perform  the  trust,  dispose  of  property  to  the  best  advantage,  and  pay  the 
proceeds  to  the  creditors  named  in  the  assignment,  and  perform  his  duties 
faithfully  as  required  by  law. 

Chattle  Mortgages. — Chattle  Mortgages  become  liens  from  time 
of  filing — if  not  recorded,  the  lien  expires  in  twelve  months,  unless  the 
mortgagee  or  his  agent  shall,  thirty  days  before  the  expiration  of  the 
year,  file  an  affidavit,  showing  the  interest  the  mortgagee  has  in  the 
property,  and  the  amount  yet  due  on  same. — Acts  1877,  Page  80. 

Claims  against  Estates. — Claims  must  be  presented  within  two  years 
from  the  grant  of  letters  of  administration;  if  not  so  presented,  are  barred. 
Claims  are  paid  in  the  following  order:  First,  funeral  expenses;  Second, 
expenses  of  last  sickness,  wnges  of  servants,  and  demands  for  medicines  and 
medical  attendance  during  last  sickness;  Third,  judgments  rendered  against 
the  deceased  in  his  life-time,  and  which  are  liens  on  the  lands  of  the  de- 
ceased, if  he  died  possessed  of  any,  otherwise  to  be  regarded  as  debts  due  by 
contract. 
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Depositions. — Depositions  used  in  the  following  cases  :  First,  where 
the  witness  does  not  reside  in  the  county  where  the  action  is  pending  or 
in  an  adjoining  county,  or  is  absent  from  the  State,  or  is  in  the  Mili- 
tary service;  second,  where  the  witness  is  unable  from  infirmity  to  at- 
tend court;  third,  where  the  witness  resides  thirty  or  more  miles  from 
the  Court  where  the  action  is  pending;  fourth,  where  the  witliess  is  a 
State  Officer,  a  Practicing  Attorney,  or  doctor,  keeper  or  guard  of  the 
penitentiary,  or  Judge  or  Clerk  of  a  Court.  Depositions  are  out  or  in 
the  State  upon  notice  or  commission  and  interrogations.  The  notice 
must  be  signed  by  the  party  giving  it  or  his  attorney,  addressed  to  the 
party  on  whom  it  is  to  be  served,  and  specify  the  time  and  place  of  tak- 
ing the  deposition,  and  the  action  or  proceeding  in  which  it  is  to  be 
used.  Notice  may  be  served  as  a  summons.  One  day's  notice  must  be 
given  for  each  thirty  miles  to  be  traveled,  and  one  day  for  preparation 
Where  the  distance  is  less  than  one  hundred  miles,  and  two  days  where 
it  is  more. 

Evidence. — Husband  and  wife  for  or  against  each  other  persons, 
convicted  of  any  capital  or  infamous  crime  without  the  consent  of  both 
parties  to  the  suit,  and  infants  under  ten  years  old  cannot  testify.  GnatlV 
Digest,  Section  2482. 

Affidavits  may  be  read  to  verify  a  pleading,  to  prove  the  service  of  a 
summons,  notice,  or  other  process;  to  obtain  a  provisional  remedy,  a  stay 
of  proceedings,  a  warning  order,  or  in  support  of  a  motion.  Onatt's 
Digest,  Section  253G. 

Witnesses  are  not  excluded  on  account  of  interest, Either  or  both 
parties  may  testify  in  a  suit. — Constitution  1874,  Sec.  2. 

No  imprisonment  for  debt  except  in  cases  of  fraud. — Constitution  of 
1874,  Article  II,  Section  10. 

Exemption. — The  personal  property  of  any  resident  of  this  State, 
who  is  not  married  or  the  head  of  a  family,  to  be  selected  by  such  resident, 
not  exceeding  in  value  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  in  addition  to  his 
or  her  wearing  apparel,  shall  be  exempt  from  seizure  on  attachment  or  sale 
on  execution,  or  other  process  from  any  court,  issued  for  the  collection  of 
any  debt  by  contract.  Provided  that  no  property  shall  be  exempt  from  exe- 
cution for  debts  contracted  for  the  purchase  money  therefor,  while  on  the 
hands  of  the  vender. 

The  personal  property  of  any  resident  of  this  State,  who  is  married 
or  the  head^of  a  family,  to  be  selected  by  such  resident,  not  exceeding 
in  value  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  in  addition  to  his  or  her 
wearing  apparel,  and  that  of  his  or  her  family,  shall  be  exempt  from 
seizure  on  attachments,  or  sale  on  execution,  or  other  process  from  any 
court,  on  debt  by  contract. 

The  homestead  of  any  resident  of  this  State,  who  is  married  or  the 
head  of  a  family,  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  lien  of  any  judgment  or 
decree  of  any  court,  or  to  sale  under  execution,  or  other  process  thereon, 
except  such  as  may  be  rendered  for  the  purchase  money,  or  for  specific 
liens,  laborers,  or  mechanics'  liens,  for  improving  the  same,  or  for  taxes, 
or  against  administrators,  guardians,  receivers,  attorneys,  for  moneys 
collected  by  them,  and  other  trustees  of  an  express  trust,  for  moneys 
due  from  them  in  their  fiduciary  capacity.  The  homestead  outside  of 
any  city,  town,  or  village,  owned  and  occupied  as  a  residence,  shall 
consist  of  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  with  im- 
provements thereon,  to  be  selected  by  the  owner.  Provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  and  in  no 
event  shall  the  homestead  be  reduced  to  less  than  eighty  acres,  without 
regard  to  value. 

The  homestead  in  any  town,  city  or  village,  owned  and  occupied  as 
a  residence,  shall  consist  of  not  exceeding  one  acre  of  land,  with  the 
improvements  thereon,  to  be  selected  by  the  owner,  provided  the  same 
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shall  not  exceed  in  value  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  and  in 
no  event  shall  such  homestead  be  reduced  to  less  than  one-quarter  of  an 
acre  of  land,  without  regard  to  value. 

If  the  owner  of  a  homestead  die,  leaving  a  widow,  but  no  children, 
and  said  widow  has  no  separate  homestead  in  her  own  right,  the  same 
shall  be  exempt,  and  the  rents  and  profits  shall  vest  on  her  during  her 
natural  life.  Provided  that  if  the  owner  leaves  children,  one  or  more, 
said  child  or  children  shall  share  with  said  widow,  and  be  entitled  to 
one-half  of  the  rents  and  profits  till  each  of  them  arrive  at  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  each  child's  rights  to  cease  at  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and 
the  shares  to  go  to  the  younger  children,  and  then  all  to  go  to  the  w  idow, 
and  provided  that  said  widow  or  children  may  reside  on  said  homestead 
or  not.  And  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  widow  all  of  said  homestead 
shall  be  vested  in  the  minor  children  of  the  testator  or  intestate. — Con- 
stitution 1874,  Article  IX,  Sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  G. 

Interest. — All  contracts  for  a  greater  interest  than  ten  per  centum 
per  annum  as  to  principal  and  interest  shall  be  void,  and  the  General 
Assembly  shall  prohibit  the  same  by  law;  but  when  no  rate  of  interest 
shall  be  agreed  upon,  the  rate  shall  be  six  per  cent,  per  annum. — Article 
XIX,  Section  13,  Constitution. 

Limitation, — All  actions  of  debt  founded  on  contract  or  liability, 
not  in  writing;  all  actions  of  account  and  the  like,  founded  on  any  con- 
tract, express  or  implied  ;  all  actions  for  injuring  goods  or  chattels  nrust 
be  brought  within  three  years  from  the  time  the  cause  of  action  accrued. 
Actions  on  promissory  notes  and  other  instruments  must  be  commenced 
in  five  years  after  the  cause  of  action  accrued.  Actions  on  judgments 
and  decrees  must  be  brought  within  ten  years  after  right  of  action 
accrued.  A  right  of  action  which  has  been  barred  may  be  revived  by 
part  payment  or  a  new  promise  in  writing.  Limitation  of  actions  for 
the  recovery  of  real  estate,  seven  years,  saving  in  favor  of  married 
women,  infants,  and  insane  persons,  two  years  after  these  disabilities  are 
removed,  and  this  clause  applies  to  all  periods  of  limitation  of  actions. — 
Gnatt's  Digest,  title  limitation. 

Married  Women. — The  real  and  personal  property  of  any  femme 
covert  in  this  State,  acquired  either  before  or  after  marriage,  whether  by 
gift,  grant,  inheritance,  devise,  or  otherwise,  shall,  so  long  as  she  may 
choose,  be  and  remain  her  separate  estate  and  property,  and  may  be 
devised,  bequeathed  and  conveyed  by  her  the  same  as  if  she  was  a  femme 
sole,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  debts  of  her  husband. — 
Constitution,  Article  IX,  Section  7. 

The  widow  is  entitled,  absolutely  entitled,  to  one-third  of  the  per- 
sonal property  of  which  her  husband  has  seized,  and  one-third  of  the 
realty  during  her  life.  If  the  husband  dies  leaving  no  children,  she  is 
entitled  to  one-half  interest  in  the  lands  for  her  life,  and  one-half  of  the 
personalty  absolutely. — Gnatt's  Digest,  chapter  44. 

Mortgagfs. — Mortgages  must  be  acknowledged  same  as  deeds — no 
lien  by  reason  of  title  filed  for  record;  but  good  between  the  parties. 
Sales  of  chattels  render  on  credit  of  three  months — really  on  credit  of 
not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  six  months.  Property,  except  for  the 
purchase  money,  must  bring  two-thirds  of  its  appraised  value;  or,  if  it 
does  not,  personalty  cannot  again  be  offered  in  less  than  sixty  days  and 
in  one  year. 

Notes  and  Bills  of  Exchange — Are  not  changed  by  the  code,  and 
are  governed,  as  heretofore,  by  the  law  merchant. 

Practice. — Common  law  forms  of  actions  are  abolished,  and  a  code 
of  practice  adopted  similar  to  the  Kentucky  code  of  practice. 

Proof  of  Claims. — In  suits  on  accounts,  the  affidavit  of  the  plain- 
tiff that  the  account  is  just  and  correct,  is  sufficient  to  establish  the  same, 
unless  the  defendant,  under  oath,  shall  deny  the  correctness  of  the 
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account,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  which  case  the  plaintiff  shall  he 
held  such  part  of  his  account  as  is  denied  by  other  evidence. — Gnatt's 
Digest,  section  2,537. 

Non-resident  plaintiffs  must,  in  all  cases,  give  bond  for  security 
of  costs. 

Sealed  and  Unsealed  Instruments. — All  distinctions  between 
abolished  by  Constitution,  schedule,  section  one  (1). 

Redemption. — Real  estate  or  any  interest  therein,  when  sold  under 
execution  or  decree,  may  be  redeemed  by  the  debtor  from  the  purchaser 
or  his  vendees,  within  twelve  months  after  the  sale,  by  paying  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Court  where  the  execution  issued,  the  purchase  money  with 
fifteen  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  Sheriff  gives  the  purchaser  a  certifi- 
cate of  sale,  but  the  purchaser  is  not  entitled  to  a  conveyance  or  posses- 
sion of  the  premises  until  the  time  for  redeeming  has  expired. — Gnatt's 
Digest,  section  2,696. 

The  following  are  the  grounds  of  attachment :  First.  In  an  action 
for  the  recovery  of  money  where  the  action  is  against : 

1.  A  defendant,  or  several  defendants,  who,  or  some  one  of  whom 
is  a  foreign  corporation  or  a  non-resident  of  the  State,  or 

2.  Who  has  been  absent  therefrom  four  months,  or 

3.  Has  departed  the  State,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  or 

4.  Has  left  the  county  of  his  residence  to  avoid  the  service  of  a 
summons,  or 

5.  So  conceals  himself  that  a  summons  can  not  be  served  on 
him,  or 

6.  Is  about  to  remove,  or  has  removed  his  property,  or  a  material 
part  thereof,  out  of  this  State,  not  leaving  enough  therein  to  satisfy  the 
plaintiff's  claim,  or  the  claim  of  said  defendant's  creditors,  or 

7.  Has  sold,  conveyed,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  his  property,  or 
suffered,  or  permitted  it  to  be  sold  with  the  fraudulent  intent  to  hinder, 
cheat,  or  delay  his  creditors,  or

Actions — Commenced  by  filing  complaint.  Court  always  in  session 
(legal  holidays  and  non-judicial  days  excepted).  Summons  may  issue 
by  order  of  plaintiff  at  any  time  within  one  year  after  tiling  complaint. 
Lu  the  Superior  Courts  the  defendant  must  answer  within  ten  days  after 
service,  if  served  in  same  county.  If  served  elsewhere,  thirty  clays.  At- 
tachment may  issue  with  summons,  or  any  time  thereafter,  upon  con- 
tracts, express  or  implied,  if  payable  in  the" State  and  not  secured ;  or  if 
security  is  worthless  or  not  responsible.  Bonds  must  be  given  in  the 
ordinary  way  in  such  cases,  in  the  higher  courts  not  less  than  $200,  nor 
more  than  the  amount  claimed ;  in  justices'  courts  not  less  than  $100,  nor 
more  than  the  amount  claimed. 

Arrests. — A  debtor  may  be  arrested  in  the  following  cases  :  First, 
in  an  action  for  the  recovery  of  money  or  damages  on  a  cause  of  action 
arising  upon  a  contract,  express  or  implied,  when  the  defendant  is  about 
to  depart  from  the  State  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors;  second,  in 
an  action  for  a  fine  or  penalty,  or  for  money  or  property  embezzled,  or 
fraudulently  misapplied  or  converted  to  his  own  use,  by  a  public  officer, 
or  an  officer  of  a  corporation,  or  an. attorney,  factor,  broker,  agent  or 
clerk,  in  the  course  of  his  employment  as  such,  or  by  any  other  person 
in  a  judiciary  capacity ;  or  for  misconduct  or  neglect  in  office  or  in  a  pro- 
fessional employment,  or  for  a  willful  violation  of  duty ;  third,  in  an  ac- 
tion to  recover  the  possession  of  personal  property  unjustly  detained, 
when  the  property  or  any  part  thereof  has  been  concealed,  removed  or 
disposed  of  to  persons,  its  being  found  or  taken  by  the  sheriff;  fourth, 
when  the  defendant  has  been  guilty  of  a  fraud,  in  contracting  a  debt  or 
incurring  the  obligations  for  which  the  action  is  brought,  or  in  conceal- 
ing or  disposing  of  the  property  for  the  taking,  detention,  conversion  of 
which  the  action  was  brought;  fifth,  when  the  defendant  has  removed 
or  disposed  of  property,  or  is  about  to  do  so  with  intent  to  defraud  his 
creditors.    Xo  female  debtor  or  defendant  can  be  arrested  on  civil  process. 

Assignments. — An  insolvent  debtor  may  execute  an  assignment  to 
one  or  more  assignees,  in  trust,  for  the  satisfaction  of  all  his  creditors,  as 
follows  :  By  petition  in  writing,  subscribed  by  the  assignor,  or  his  agent 
thereunto  authorized  by  writing.  It  must  be  acknowledged,  or  proved 
and  certified  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  law  for  recording  transfer  of 
real  property  and  recorded  according  to' law,  assignee  not  to  be  regarded 
as  a  purchaser  for  value ;  within  twenty  days  after  assignment  assignor 
must  make  and  lile  a  true  inventory  with  the  County  Recorder,  and  an- 
nex thereto  an  affidavit  that  the  same  is  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 
and  belief;  assignee,  within  thirty  days  after  assignment,  must  enter 
into  a  bond  to  the  people  of  this  State,  in  amount  to  be  fixed  by  Judge, 
with  sufficient  sureties,  and  file  same  in  office  of  County  Recorder;  as- 
signee may  be  required  to  account  after  six  months  from  date  of  as?ign- 
ment;  property  exempt  and  life  insurance  of  assignor  do  not  pass  to 
assignee;  assignee  not  held  liable  for  acts  done  in  good  faith,  because

Has  originally  an  ap- 
pellate jurisdiction  power  to  issue  writs  of  mandamus,  certiorari,  prohi- 
bition, habeas  corpus,  etc.  Appellate  jurisdiction  in  equity  cases  (except 
such  as  arise  in  justices'  courts),  in  cases  at  law  involving  title  or  pos- 
session of  realty  or  legality  of  tax,  impost,  assessment,  toll,  municipal 
fine,  or  where  demand,  exclusive  of  interest  or  value  of  property 
amounts  to  $300.

surveyer  or  dentist,  Avith  their  professional  libraries;  libraries  of  profes- 
sional men  and  their  instruments  and  office  furniture;  the  cabin  or 
dwelling  of  a  miner  to  the  value  of  $500,  with  all  mining  implements, 
two  horses,  mules  or  oxen,  if  necessary  to  be  used  with  windlass,  etc. ; 
also  his  claim,  not  exceeding  in  value  $1 ,000 ;  two  horses,  mules  or  oxen, 
wagon,  etc.,  by  which  teamster  earns  his  living;  one  horse  forphysician 
or  minister;  poultry  in  value  $25 ;  thirty  days'  earnings  of  debtor  pre- 
ceding levy,  if  necessary  to  support  family ;  if  claim  is  for  necessaries 
only  one-half  of  wages  is  exempt;  shares  in  homestead  association,  if 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  State ;  all  musical  instruments,  wear- 
ing apparel  of  master,  officer  or  seaman,  life  insurance,  annuities  and 
lodge  beneficiaries;  homestead,  not  exceeding  in  value  $5,000,  except  for 
purchase  money. 

Interest. — The  legal  rate  is  7  per  cent,  after  debt  becomes  due  and 
until  entre  of  judgment,  but  parties  may  agree  upon  any  rate  of  interest 
whatever,  simple  or  compound ;  a  judgment  bears  interest  from  the  entry, 
at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Insolvency. — Every  insolvent  debtor,  upon  compliance  with  the 
law  may  be  discharged  from  his  debts  and  liabilities,  upon  either  a  vol- 
untary or  involuntary  petition  to  the  Superior  Court;  the  voluntary  pe- 
tition of  debtor  owing  debts  exceeding  $300;  may  apply  in  the  county

Petition,  schedule 
and  inventory  must  be  verified  by  debtor  on  filing  same;  court  shall 
make  an  order  declaring  the  petitioner  insolvent  and  direct  Sheriff  to 
take  possession  of  the  estate  and  keep  same  until  assignee  is  appointed ; 


no 
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the  clerk  shall  immediately  publish  a  copy  of  said  order,  etc.  In  ad- 
judication of  involuntary  insolvency  may  be  made  on  the  petition  of  five 
or  more  creditors,  residents  of  this  State,  whose  demands  accrued  in  this 
State,  and  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  not  less  than  $500,  and  must  be 
verified  by  at  least  three  petitioners,  in  substance  about  the  same  as 
United  States  bankruptcy;  same  must  be  accompanied  by  a  bond  with 
two  sureties,  in  at  least  $500.  Upon  filing  Court  shall  issue  order  that 
debtor  show  cause,  etc. 

Two  or  more  persons  who  are  partners  may  he  adjudged  insolvent, 
"on  petition  of  such  partners  or  one  of  f  hem,  or  on  petition  of  five  or  more 
creditors  of  such  partnership;  also  applies  to  corporations.  Debtor  may 
apply  for  discharge  at  any  time  after  three  months  from  application,  etc. 

Justices'  Courts. — Jurisdiction  in  actions  on  contract  for  recovery 
of  money  not  exceeding  $300,  damages  for  injury  to  person,  injury  or 
detention  of  personal  property,  injury  to  realty,  when  question  of  title 
is  not  raised,  amount  not  exceeding  $300 ;  for  fines,  penalties,  \\  hen  no 
issue  is  raised  as  to  legality  of  tax,  impost,  assessment,  toll  or  municipal 
fine;  to  enter  judgment  by  confession,  exclusive  of  interest,  not  exceeds 
ing  $300.  They  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  Superior  Court 
within  their  townships,  in  actions  for  forcible  entry  and  detainer  when 
rental  value  of  property  does  not  exceed  $25*  per  month,  and  damages 
claimed  at  $"200;  to  enforce  and  forclose  liens  on  personal  property  when 
amount  of  liens  or  value  of  property  does  not  amount  to  $300. 

Married  Women. — No  dower.  May  become  sole  traders  and  liable 
on  all  their  contracts.  All  property  owned  by  her  before  marriage,  and 
that  acquired  afterwards  by  gift,  bequest,  devise  or  descent,  with  rents, 
issues  and  profits,  is  her  separate  property.  At  death  of  wife,  all 
property  goes  to  husband ;  at  death  of  husband,  wife  takes  half,  balance 
to  children.  • 

Protest. — Foreign  paper  protested  by  law.  Merchant,  local  or  in- 
land bills  may  be  presented  by  holder,  and  he  may  give  notice  in  writing 
of  non-payment. 

Statues  of  Limitation. — Actions  for  recovery  of  possession  of  realty 
on  judgment  or  decree  of  any  court  of  record  in  the  United  States,  or  for 
mesne  profits  of  real  estate,  Jive  years.  On  written  obligations  executed 
within  the  State,  four  years.  Liability  created  by  statue,  other  than 
penalty  or  forfeiture,  trespass  to  real  property,  for  detention  or  injury  to, 
or  recovery  of,  personal  property,  for  relief  on  ground  of  fraud  (after 
discovery),  three  years.  On  obligations  not  written,  or  those  executed 
without  the  State  or  against  officer,  for  official  acts  or  omissions,  to  re- 
cover damage  for  death  caused  by  wrongful  act  or  negligence  of  another, 
two  years.  Action  upon  a  statue  for  a  penalty  or  forfeiture  of  bond,  in 
criminal  actions,  for  libel,  slander,  battery,  false  imprisonment,  or 
Reduction,  against  a  city  or  corporation  for  damage  by  a  mob,  one  year. 
Actions  against  an  officer  defacto;  to  recover  property  seized,  or  damaged 
done  by  officer  by  seizure,  and  to  recover  stock  sold  for  delinquent  nssess- 
menr,  months.  Actions  not  specified,  four  years.  Ko  limitation  to 
recover  deposits  with  any  hank,  banker,  trust  company,  saving  and  loan 
societies.  Absence  of  defendant  from  State  deducted.  Revivor;  new 
promise  in  writing. 

Superior  Court— Held  in  each  county,  and  at  least  one  Judge  for 
each  county ;  always  in  session  ;  original  jurisdiction  in  equity  cases  and 
concurrent  with  Supreme  Court  involving  questions  of  realty,  taxes,  im- 
posts, assessments,  toll,  municipal  lines  and  demands  lo  the  amount  of 
$300,  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  insolvency,  to  prevent  and  abate  nui- 
sances and  probate  matters;  also  divorce  proceedings,  not  other  wise  pro- 
vided for;  in  all  criminal  cases  amounting  to  felony  and  misdemeanors, 
nor  otherwise  provided  for,  naturalization,  etc.  Appellate  jurisdiction 
in  cases  arising  in  justices'  and  other  inferior  courts,  as  prescribed  by

Assignments  and  Insolvency. — (Gen.  Stat.,  p.  378). — If  a  debt, 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  is  sued  for,  and  no  sufficient  property 
can  be  found  to  attach,  the  creditor  can  apply  to  the  Court  of  probate  to 
appoint  a  trustee  in  insolvency  of  the  debtor's  estate.  A  citation  then 
issues,  and  a  hearing  is  had.  If  the  petition  is  granted,  the  trustee  lakes 
all  the  debtor's  estate,  not  exempt  from  execution,  and  voluntary  con- 
veyances, and  attachments  on  mesne  process  or  incomplete  le\ies  of 
execution,  commenced  within  sixty  days  previous,  are  dissolved.  The 
debtor  receives  an  allowance  irom  li is  estate  for  the  support  of  his  family, 
and,  if  he  pays  seventy  per  cent,  of  all  claims  proved,  obtains  a  full  dis- 
charge. Commissioners  are  appointed,  in  each  case,  to  pass  upon  claims 
presented,  with  an  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court.  Three  to  six  months 
are  allowed  for  proving  claims.  Proving  claim,  and  accepting  dividend, 
does  not  operate  as  a  discharge  of  the  debtor.  Preferential  assignments 
are  not  allowed,  but  assignments  in  insolvency  can  be  voluntarily  made 
by  any  one  to  a  trustee  of  his  own  selection;  subject  to  the  substitution 
of  another  by  the  Court  of  Probate,  if  deemed  proper.  The  estate  is 
settled  in  substantially  the  same  way  as  in  involuntary  proceedings. 

All  debts  due  any  laborer  or  mechanic,  for  personal  wages  for  labor 
performed,  within  three  months,  are  preferred,  to  the  amount  of  one 
hundred  dollars;  also  the costs  of  incomplete  levies  of  executions  and 
attachments,  which  are  dissolved  by  insolvency  proceedings. 

Attachment — Is  served  by  attaching  goods  or  lands  of  defendant, 
or,  if  none  be  found,  by  attaching  the  person,  when  liable.  Non-resident 
plain  tilt  must  furnish  bond  for  costs. 

Goods  concealed  in  hands  of  agents,  or  debts  due  to  the  defendant, 
are  reached  by  foreign  attachment,  which  takes  the  place  of  garnishment. 
No  assignment  of  future  earnings  will  prevent  their  attachment  when 
earned,  unless  made  to  secure  a  bona  fide  debt,  due  at  the  date  of  suck 
assignment,  the  amount  of  which  shall  be  stated  therein,  as  nc;irly  as 
possible,  nor  unless  the  term  for  which  they  are  assigned,  shall  be 
definitely  limited  in  the  assignment,  nor  unless  recorded,  before  such 
attachment,  in  the  town  clerk's  office  in  the  town  where  the  assignor 
resides,  or  if  he  reside  without  the  State,  in  the  town  where  the  employer 
reside,  and  a  copy  left  with  the  employer.    (Public  Acts,  1S78,  p.  263. 

Executions — Issue  on  the  I'eturn  of  final  judgment,  and  are  return- 
able within  sixty  days.  No  execution  issued  in  an  action,  founded  on 
contract  merely,  can  be  levied  on  the  body  of  the  debtor,  except  for 
breach  of  promise  of  marriage,  misconduct,  or  neglect  in  office  or  pro- 
fessional employment,  or  breach  of  trust.

EXEMPTIONS. — Necessary  apparel,  beds  and  bedding,  household 
furniture  arms,  implements  of  debtor's  trade,  one  oyster  boat,  worth  not 
owr  two  hundred  dollars,  one  cow,  <  fa  value  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  ten  pheep,  of  same  value,  two  swine,  poultry,  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  dollars  in  value,  twenty-five  bushel  of  charcoal,  two 
ton  -  of  coal,  two  hundred  pounds  of  flour,  two  cords  of  wood,  two  tons 
of  h  iy,  two  hundred  pounds  of  beef,  five  bushels  of  potatoes  or  turnips, 
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two  hundred  pounds  of  fish,  ten  bushels  of  corn  or  rye,  twenty  pounds 
of  wool  or  llax,  one  stove,  the  horse,  buggy,  harness,  saddle,  and  bridle 
of  a  practicing  physician  (provided  the  value  of  the  horse  does  not  exceed 
two  hundred  dollars)  the  library  of  any  person  to  the  value  of  live  hun- 
dred dollars,  one  sewing  machine,  burial  lots,  and  one  pew  in  church,  so 
much  of  any  debt  which  has  accrued  by  reason  of  the  personal  services 
or  labor  of  the  debtor,  having  a  family,  which  he  is  liable  to  support,  as 
shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  dollars,  and  all  pension  moneys  and  allow- 
ances from  benefit  societies,  shall  be  exempted  from  foreign  attachment 
and  execution;  provided  that  in  all  suits  for  house  rents,  or  .provisions, 
only  ten  dollars  shall  be  exempted,  and  no  exemption  shall  be  allowed 
upon  debts  for  personal  board;  also  wages  of  a  minor,  to  the  amount  of 
ten  dollars,  are  exempt,  though  no  exemption  is  allowed  in  suit  for  per- 
sonal board,  or  necessaries  furnished  the  minor. 

Interest. — The  rate  is  six  per  cent,  in  the  absence  of  any  agreement  to 
the  contrary. 

Mortgages — Of  real  estate  are  executed,  acknowledged,  and  recorded 
in  the  same  manner  as  deeds,  and  are  foreclosed  by  bill  in  equity.  The 
equity  of  redemption  exists  for  a  limited  time,  fixed  by  the  court,  de- 
pending upon  the  value  of  the  equity.  Chattel  mortages,  to  be  good  against 
third  party,  where  the  mortgagor  retains  possession,  must  be  executed, 
acknowledged,  and  recorded,  as  mortgages  of  land,  and  can  only  be  made 
of  the  following  described  personal  property,  with  or  without  the  real 
estate,  in  which  the  same  is  situated  or  used,  namely:  Machinery, 
engines  or  implements,  situated  and  used  in  any  manufacturing  or 
mechanical  establishment,  machinery,  engines,  implements,  cases,  types, 
cuts,  or  plates,  situated  and  used  in  any  printing,  publishing,  or  engrav- 
ing establishment,  household  furniture  in  a  dwelling  house,  used  by  the 
owner  therein  in  housekeeping,  hay  and  tobacco,  in  leaf,  in  any  building. 
Piano,  organ,  melodeon,  and  any  musical  instruments  used  by  an  orchestra 
or  band.    (Public  Acts,  1881,  p.  79.) 

Hotel  keepers  may  mortgage  the  furniture,  fixtures,  and  other  per- 
sonal chattels  contained  and  used  in  the  hotels  occupied  by  them,  or  em- 
ployed in  connection  therewith.  Chattel  mortgages  are  foreclosed  by 
sale  under  order  of  court. 

Notes  and  Bills. — Promissory  notes,  for  the  payment  of  money 
only,  payable  to  any  person,  or  his  order,  or  to  bearer,  are  negotiable. 
(Gen.  Stat.,  p.  343.) 

Negotiable  demand  notes  are  deemed  over-due  and  dishonored  after 
four  months.  When  third  day  of  grace  falls  upon  a  holiday  or  Sunday, 
presentation  for  payment  should  be  made  on  the  next  preceding  secular 
or  business  day. 

Judgment  notes  (so-called)  are  not  allowed.  No  particular  form  of 
note  is  recommended.

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Assignment  and  Insolvency.— Insolvent  debtor  may  in  good  faith  make 
assignment  in  trust  for  benefit  of  creditors,  which  may  provide  for  any  sub- 
sisting liability  of  the  assignor,  whether  absolute  or  contingent.

Attachment  law  amended  in  1883,  further  provides  : 

That  whenever  any  debtor  residing  in  this  Territory  is  about  to  remove 
from  the  County  where  he  resides  with  the  intention  of  permanently  changing 
his  or  her  place  of  residence,  ir.  shall  be  lawful  for  his  or  her  creditors'to  demand 
of  such  debtor  security  for  such  debts,  and  in  case  of  failure  or  neglect  to  secure 
the  same,  such  creditor  shall  have  the  right  of  attachment  auainst  the  prop- 
erty of  such  delinquent  debtor  under  the  provisions  of  law  regulating  attach- 
ment proceedings.  Plaintiff  must  make  affidavit  setting  forth  one  or  more  of 
the  grounds  for  the  issuing  of  attachment,  and  furnish  bonds  in  not  less  than 
8250  for  the  protection  of  the  defendant  to  cover  costs  and  damages  caused  by 
a  wrongful  suing  out  of  said  attachment. 

In  Justices'  Courts  the  bonds  must  be  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than 
three  hundred  dollars. 

Executions.— Executions  issue,  of  course,  at  any  time  within  five  years 
after  rendition  of  judgment;  after  five  years,  leave  of  court  must  be  obtained, 
unless  an  execution  issued  within  the  five  years  has  been  returned  unsatisfied, 
in  which  event  another  execution  can  be  issued  without  leave  of  Court. 

Lands  levied  upon  need  not  be  appraised.  The  officer  serving  the  execution 
is  required  to  notify  the  debtor  (if  the  head  of  a  family)  of  his  right  to  claim 
a  homestead,  and  it  is  made  his  duty,  in  case  a  homestead  has  not  already 
been  designated,  to  cause  a  homestead  to  be  marked  out,  and  recorded,  com- 
mencing at  some  designated  corner  of  the  dwelling  house,  and  set  aside  KiO 
acres  If  in  the  country,  and  not  exceeding  one  acre  if  within  a  town  plat, 
each  of  which  is  without  regard  to  value,  and  no  judgment  against  the  home- 
stead is  of  any  validity,  except  for  purchase  money  of  the  same,  or  mechanics' 
Hens  for  improvements  to  the  same,  and  taxes  on  the  homestead.  Executions 
are  returnable  within  sixty  days  when  issued  from  Clerk  of  Court,  and  thirty 
days  when  issued  out  of  Justices'  Courts. 

Real  estate  sold  under  execution  or  other  process  as  provided  by  law,  may 
i>p  redeemed  within  one  year  from  day  of  sale;  purchaser  entitled  to  value  of 
monthly  rents  from  time  of  purchase,  when  not  redeemed  when  debtor  retains 
possession. 

EXEMPTIONS— Exempt  from  execution  or  other  mien  process,  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars  of  personal  property,  and  in  addition,  the  propeity  absolutely 
exempt,  as  follows: 

1.  All  family  pictures. 

2.  A  pew,  or  other  sitting  in  any  house  of  worship. 

3.  A  lot  or  lots  in  any  burial  grounds. 

4.  The  family  Bible  and  all  school  books  used  by  the  family,  and  all  other 
books  used  as  a  part  of  the  family  library  not  exceeding  in  value  one  hundred 
dollars. 

5.  All  wearing  apparel  of  the  debtor  and  his  family. 

6.  The  provisions  necessary  for  the  debtor  and  his  family  for  one  years' 
supply,  either  provided  or  growing,  or  both,  and  fuel  necessary  for  one  year. 
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Interest. — The  legal  rate  of  interest  is  7  per  cent.  Parties  may  contract 
for  a  higher  rate,  not  to  exceed  12  per  cent.  A  person  taking,  receiving,  retaining, 
or  contracting  for  any  higher  rate  of  interest  than  12  per  cent.,  shall  forfeit  all 
the  interest  so  taken,  received,  or  contracted  for. 

Interest  on  open  accounts  commences  from  the  date  of  the  last  item  charged 
in  a  regular  account,  either  debit  or  credit,  except  in  the  Black  Hills  counties, 
to  wit:  Lawrence,  Pennington,  Center,  Mandan,  and  Forsyth,  wherein  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  take,  receive,  retain,  and  contract  for  any  rate  agreed  upon  be- 
tween the  parties.  Interest  is  payable  on  all  judgments  recovered  in  the 
courts  of  this  Territory  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Mortgages  of  real  property  must  be  in  writing,  with  the  formalities  required 
in  case  of  grants  of  real  property.  Wife  need  not  join,  except  in  mortgage  or 
conveyance  of  homestead.  If  containing  power  of  sale,  may  be  foreclosed  by 
advertisement  without  intervention  of  court.  Mortgagee  has  right  of  posses- 
sion during  the  year  of  redemption  after  sale,  but.  liable  for  rents,  damages, 
and  waste  in  case  he  does  not  redeem.  Chattle  mortgages  are  void  as  against 
creditors  and  subsequent  purchasers  in  good  faith,  unless  fiLed  in  office  of  Reg- 
ister  of  Deeds  in  the  county  of  the  residence  of  the  mortgagor. 

Notes  and  Bills  of  Exchange.— Three  days  of  grace  allowed  on  all  bills 
of  exchange  or  sight  drafts  (unless  grace  is  waived),  whether  foreign  or  domestic, 
and  on  all  promissory  notes,  bills  of  exchange  and  drafts,  on  the  face  of  which 
time  is  specified,  and  notes  on  demand  for  payment  of  same.  Acceptances 
must  be  in  writing  by  the  drawee,  or  an  acceptor  for  honor.  To  hold  endorser, 
the  instrument  must  be  presented  on  the  day  of  maturity,  and  notice  of  dis- 
honor given.  Damages  are  allowed  in  favor  of  holder  for  value  on  bills  of 
exchange,  drawn  or  negotiated  within  the  Territory  and  protested  for  non- 
acceptance  or  non-payment.  Apparent  maturity  of  a  non-interest-bearing 
Sight  or  demand  note  is  ten  days  after  date,  in  addition  to  the  time  required 
for  transmission;  on  interest-bearing  notes,  one  year  from  date.

The  U.  Circuit  Court  has  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  cases  where  the 
damages  claimed  amount  to  $500,  and  the  plaintiff  is  a  citizen  of  another 
State. 

The  Superior  Court  has  general  jurisdiction  of  all  civil  cases. 
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Justices  of  the  peace  have  jurisdiction  within  their  respective  coun- 
ties, where  the  amount  demanded  does  not  exceed  $100,  exclusive  of 
interest.  Stay  of  execution  for  six  months  shall  be  gr  anted  to  a  person 
pleading  his  freehold,  if  found  sufficient  to  secure  the  debt,  and  for  nine 
months  upon  giving  sufficient  security.  The  defendant  may  appeal  to 
the  Superior  Court  at  any  time  within  fifteen  days,  by  giving  security  to 
prosecute  the  appeal.  No  appeal  is  allowed  unless  the  judgment  before 
the  justice  of  the  peace  exceeds  five  dollars,  or  in  case  of  a  trial  before 
referees,  unless  the  amount  exceeds  $15. 

Practice  to  a  great  extent  is  under  the  common  law,  with  some 
statutory  modifications.  The  full  name  and  residence  of  the  party  send- 
ing a  claim  should  always  accompany  the  account.  In  case  of  a  partner- 
ship, the  full  names  and  residence  of  each  member  of  the  lirm  should  be 
furnished.  In  case  of  a  corporation  the  correct  title  should  be  given,  and 
also  under  the  laws  of  what  State  the  company  was  incorporated.  Officers 
are  not  compelled  to  issue  or  execute  process  until  their  fees  are  paid,  in 
the  case  of  non-residents,  and  they  may  be  ruled  to  give  security  for  costs. 

In  all  actions  in  the  Superior  Court  upon  bills,  notes,  bonds,  or  other 
instruments  of  writing  for  the  payment  of  money,  or  for  the  recovery  of 
book  accounts,  or  foreign  judgments,  and  in  all  actions  of  scire  facias, 
recognizances  in  the  Orphans'  Court  and  Court  of  Chancery,  judgments, 
or  mortgages,  judgment  by  default  shall  be  entered  upon  motion  by  the 
plaintiff,  or  his  attorney,  on  the  last  day  of  the  regular  term  to  which  the 
original  process  is  returnable,  notwithstanding  appearance  by  the  defend- 
ant ;  unless  the  defendant,  or  if  there  be  more  than  one,  one  or  more  of  them, 
shall  have  previously  filed  in  the  cause  an  affidavit  that  he,  or  they,  have 
a  legal  defense  to  the  whole  or  part  of  such  cause  of  action,  and  setting 
forth  the  nature  and  character  of  the  same.  But  no  judgment  shall  be 
entered  unless  the  plaintiff  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  term  to 
which  the  original  process  shall  be  returnable,  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Prothonotary  a  copy  of  the  instrument  of  writing,  book  entries,  or  claims, 
or  in  case  of  a  scire  facias,  a  certified  abstract  or  transcript  of  the  judg- 
ment, mortgage,  or  recognizance,  and  in  case  of  a  foreign  judgment,  a 
copy  of  said  judgment,  certified  to  under  the  Act  of  Congress,  passed 
May  26,  1790.  with  an  affidavit  stating  the  sum  demanded,  and  that  he, 
or  they,  verily  believe  that  the  same  is  justly  and  truly  due.  Stay  of 
execution  for  six  months  on  all  such  judgments  shall  be  granted,  upon 
security  being  given  for  the  debt,  interest,  and  costs. 

Affidavits. — In  case  of  a  suit  by  a  corporation,  the  affidavit  shall 
be  by  the  cashier  or  treasurer.  Affidavits  taken  out  of  the  State  shall  be 
before  any  judge  of  any  court  of  record,  the  mayor  or  chief  magistrate  of 
any  city  or  borough,  a  commissioner  of  deeds  for  the  State,  or  any  consul 
or  vice-consul  of  the  United  States,  such  affidavit  being  certified  under 
the  hand  and  official  seal,  or  seal  of  court,  city,  or  borough  as  the  case 
may  be,  of  the  person  taking  the  same. 

Acitons. — Suits  may  be  commenced  by  capias,  or  summons,  or, 
when  the  defendant  is  a  non-resident,  by  process  of  foreign  attachment. 

Arrests. — Non-resident  plaintiff  cannot  arrest  non-resident  defend- 
ant, on  mesne  process,  for  any  debt  contracted  without  the  State.  No 
writ  of  capias  ad  satisfaciendum  can  be  issued  until  a  writ  of  fi  fa  on  the 
judgment  shall  have  been  issued,  and  a  return  thereon  that  the  defendant 
has  not  sufficient  property  within  the  county  to  pay  the  debt,  interest, 
and  costs,  or  an  affidavit  to  the  same  effect,  alleging  fraud,  shall  have 
been  made.  The  party  arrested  upon  an  affidavit  of  fraud  may  have  a 
hearing  before  any  judge  in  vacation,  upon  the  specifications.  No  writ 
of  capias  ad  respondendum  can  be  issued  against  a  citizen  of  this  State, 
except  upon  an  affidavit,  made  by  the  plaintiff  and  tiled  in  the  Protho- 
notary's  office,  that  the  defendant  has  absconded  or  is  about  to  abscond 
from  the  place  of  his  usual  abode,  or  that  the  defendant  is  justly  indebted 
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to  the  plaintiff  in  a  sum  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and  that  he  verily  believes, 
the  said  defendant  has  secreted,  conveyed  away,  assigned,  settled,  or  dis- 
posed of  property  of  the  value  Of  more  than  $100,  with  intent  to  defraud 
his  creditors.  The  supposed  fraudulant  transaction  must  he  specified 
and  set  forth  in  ihe  affidavit. 

Exception  is  made  in  case  of  actions  for  libel,  slander,  or  injury  to 
person  or  property,  accompanied  by  violence,  upon  affidavit  of  the  cause 
of  action  being  filed  with  the  praecipe. 

Attachments. — A  writ  of  domestic  attachment  may  be  issued,  after 
a  return  to  a  summons,  or  capias  issued  and  delivered  to  the  sheriff  or 
coroner  ten  days  before  the  return  thereof,  showing  that  the  defendant 
cannot  he  found,  and  proof  satisfactory  to  the  Court  of  the  cause  of  action, 
or  upon  affidavit,  filed  with  the  Prothonotary,  that  the  defendant  is  justly 
indebted  to  the  plaintiff  in  a  sum  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and  has  ab- 
sconded from  the  place  of  his  usual  abode,  or  gone  out  of  the  State,  with 
intent  to  defraud  his  creditors  or  to  elude  process,  as  is  believed.  The 
proceeds  of  sales  of  property  attached  are  divided  among  all  creditors. 
A  writ  of  foreign  attachment  may  be  issued  against  any  non-resident 
after  a  return  as  above,  or  an  affidavit  "that  the  defendant  resides  out  of 
the  State,  and  is  justly  indebted  to  the  plaintiff  in  a  sum  exceeding  fifty 
dollars." 

The  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  the  full  benefit  of  his  diligence  and  dis- 
covery. The  property  of  foreign  corporations  may  be  attached.  All 
attachments  may  be  dissolved  by  entering  special  bail.  The  goods  and 
chattels,  rights  and  credits  of  a  defendant  may  be  attached.  The  garni- 
shee shall  answer  or  plead  as  the  plaintiff  shall  elect. 

Judgments. — Of  courts  ot  record  are  a  lien  upon  real  estate,  from 
the  date  of  entering,  for  twenty  years,  after  which  they  will  be  presumed 
to  be  paid. 

Judgments  obtained  before  justice  of  the  peace  may  be  made  a  lien 
on  land,  by  filing  a  transcript  in  the  Superior  Court,  after  a  return  of 
nulla  bona,  or  when  the  defendant  has  pleaded  his  freehold.  Judgments 
obtained  in  other  States  must  be  sued  on  as  other  debts. 

Execution  may  issue  from  a  court  of  record  to  any  county,  as  soon 
as  judgment  is  obtained,  except  in  case  of  a  stajr.  Real  estate  cannot  be 
levied  upon  until  personal  property  is  exhausted.  Personal  property  is 
bound  from  the  time  the  writ  is  placed  in  the  sheriff's  hands,  if  actually 
levied  upon  within  60  days  thereafter.  The  lien  of  such  levy  is  good  for 
three  years,  as  against  subsequent  executions.  Property  sold  on  execut- 
ion or  mortgage  cannot  be  redeemed. 

Landlords'  claim  for  rent,  not  exceeding  one  year,  has  preference,  in 
case  of  the  sale  of  goods  of  tenant  under  execution  process. 

Limitations. — All  actions  of  account,  assumpsit,  case,  trespass,  re- 
plevin, detinue,  or  debt  not  founded  on  specialty  or  record,  must  be 
brought  within  three  years  from  the  accruing  of  the  right  of  action,  and 
in  case  of  bills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes,  or  acknowledgments. 

Actual  seizin  within  20  years  is  necessary  to  maintain  an  action  for 
the  recovery  of  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments.  Kight  of  equity  barred 
after  20  years. 

Interest. — The  legal  rate  of  interest  is  six  percent.;  the  penalty 
for  usury  is  the  forfeiture  of  the  whole  sum  lent. 

Exemptions. — Family  bibles,  school  books,  and  family  library,  family 
pictures,  seat  or  pew  in  church,  lot  in  burial  ground,  all  wearing  apparel 
Of  debtor  and  family,  and  in  addition  to  the  above  the  tools,  implements, 
and  fixtures,  necessary  to  carry  on  trade  or  business,  not  exceeding  in 
value  $75.  Head  of  family,  in  addition  to  the  above,  other  personal 
property  that  may  be  chosen  by  the  debtor,  not  exceeding  $200.  Wages 
are  exempt  from  execution  attachment  in  New  Castle  County. 
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Testimony. — Interest  excludes,  but  a  party  to  the  suit  may  be 
examined  by  the  adverse  party,  as  if  on  cross  examination. 

Claims  against  Deceased  Persons  are  paid  in  the  following  order : 

1.  Funeral  expenses. 

2.  Bills  for  medical  attendance,  medicines,  nursing  during  and 
necessaries  for  last  illness. 

3.  Wages  of  servants. 

4.  Rent  not  exceeding  one  year. 

5.  Judgments. 

6.  Mortgages,  recognizances,  and  other  obligations  of  record. 

7.  Obligations  and  contracts  under  seal. 

8.  Contracts,  under  hand,  for  payment  of  money  or  delivery  of 
goods. 

9.  Other  demands. 

All  claims  incurred  during  the  life-time  of  the  deceased  must  be 
probated,  and  the  affidavit  must  set  forth  "  that  nothing  has  been  paid  or 
delivered  towards  satisfaction  of  said  debt,  except  what  is  mentioned,  and 
that  the  sum  demanded  is  justly  and  truly  due."  One  year  allowed  to 
settle  the  estate  from  the  date  of  letters. 

Married  Woman. — The  real  and  personal  property  of  a  married 
woman,  which  she  has  at  the  time  of  her  marriage,  or  which  she  shall 
acquire  from  any  person  other  than  her  husband,  shall  be  her  sole  and 
separate  property,  and  is  not  liable  for  the  debts  of  her  husband.  She  is 
entitled  to  wages  for  personal  labor,  and  may  sue  in  her  own  name  for 
the  same.  She  may  make  contracts  in  respect  to  her  own  property,  and 
prosecute  and  defend  suits  in  regard  to  it.  She  may  give  a  bond  or  war- 
rant of  attorney,  and  dispose  ot  her  property,  real  and  personal,  by  will, 
without  the  consent  of  her  husband. 

Corporations. — There  is  a  general  incorporation  act. 

Wills. — Any  person  of  twenty-one  years  and  upwards,  of  sound 
and  disposing  mind,  may  make  a  will.  Wills  must  be  in  writing,  signed 
by  the  testator,  or  if  he  be  unable  to  write,  by  some  person  at  his  request, 
and  be  attested  by  two  or  more  witnesses  in  the  testator's  presence. 

Deeds. —  But  one  witness  is  necessary  to  deeds ;  a  scroll  answers  for 
a  seal.  If  a  deed  is  not  recorded  within  one  year  after  sealing  and  de- 
livery, it  will  not  avail  against  a  bona  fide  purchaser,  creditor,  or 
mortgagee,  without  notice. 

Acknowledgments  out  of  the  State  mny  be  taken  before  any  consul- 
general,  consul  or  commercial  agent  of  the  United  States,  before  any 
judge  of  a  district  or  circuit  court  of  the  United  States,  or  the  chancellor 
or  any  judge  of  a  court  of  record,  or  the  mayor  or  chief  officer  of  any  city 
or  borough,  and  certified  under  the  hand  of  such  chancellor,  judge, 
mayor,  or  officer,  and  the  seal  of  his  office,  city,  or  borough ;  or  in  open 
coryjt  certified  under  the  hand  of  the  clerk  and  the  seal  of  the  court ;  or 
before  a  commissioner  of  deeds  appointed  by  the  Governor.

Actions.— Under  fifty  dollars  Justices  of  the  Peace  have  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion, from  fifty  to  one  hundred  dollars,  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  Supreme 
Court,  above  one  hundred  dollars,  suits  must  be  brought  in  the  Supreme  Court. 
Costs  must  be  paid  in  advance,  ten  dollars  deposited  with  the  clerk,  and  the 
marshal  paid  for  services  of  process,  subpoenas,  etc.,  when  served.  No  arrest  for 
debt. 

Assignments— May  be  made  under  the  common  law,  and  creditors  preferred. 
There  is  no  insolvent  or  bankrupt  law  in  force. 

Attachments— Can  only  be  issued  when  defendant,  (1)  is  a  non-resident, 
(2)  evades  service  of  process  by  concealment  or  absence1,  (3)  has  removed  or  is 
about  to  remove  property  from  the  D.  C,  to  defeat  just  demands.  This  must  be 
shown  by  affidavit  of  the  plaintiff,  and  one  or  more  witnesses,  and  plaintiff  must 
give  bond,  approved  by  the  clerk,  for  all  damages  for  wrongful  suing  out  of  the 
attachment. 

Goods  properly  attached  can  not  be  discharged,  unless  defendant  gives 
approved  bond  to  pay  final  judgment. 

Bills  of  Sale,  or  Chattel  Mortgages— Must  be  acknowledged  and 
recorded  within  twenty  days,  or  they  are  void.  They  are  void,  as  to  creditors, 
when  given  upon  a  stock  in  trade,  and  use  and  possession  retained. 

Exemption— Wearing  apparel,  household  furniture,  to  three  hundred  dollars 
in  value,  implements  of  trade,  to  the  value  of  two  hundred  dollars;  stock  in 
trade,  to  the  value  of  two  hundred  dollars;  libraries  to  the  value  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars;  one  horse  and  harness,  and  cart,  wagon  or  dray,  farming  utensils, 
family  pictures  and  library,  to  value  of  four  hundred  dollars;  one  cow,  one  swine, 
six  sheep,  and  earnings,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  per  month.  These 
are  only  to  head  of  a  family. 

Interest.— Where  rate  is  not  specified,  six  (6)  per  cent,  is  legal  rate,  but  any 
rate,  not  exceeding  ten  (10)  per  cent.,  when  stipulated  for  in  writing,  is  lawful. 
The  penalty  for  usury  is  only  loss  of  all  interest,  which  interest  may  be  recovered 
by  suit  brought  within  one  year  after  payment. 

Insolvents. — There  is  no  insolvent  or  bankrupt  law  in  force  in  this  District. 

Judgment. — Before  a  Magistrate  good  for  three  years,  before  Supreme  Court 
for  twelve  years.  Can  not  be  entered  upon  judgment  bond  or  separate  papers. 
Judgment  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  may  be  renewed  for 
twelve  years  by  writ  of  scire  facias. 

Limitation — On  simple  contracts,  book  debts  or  accounts,  three  years. 
Specialties  under  seal,  twelve  years.  Deeds  of  trust  twenty  years.  No  excep- 
tions in  favor  of  non-residents. 

Married  Women.— Rights  of  married  women  to  all  property,  real  or  person- 
al, acquired  from  any  other  source  than  husband,  are  same  as  if  they  were 
femme  sole,  and  they  can  be  sued,  and  sue,  in  respect  to  them,  separately. 

Mechanic's  Liens— Note  of  may  be  filed  by  the  contractor,  sub-contractor, 
material  man,  journeyman  or  laborer,  respectively,  any  time  after  the  com- 
mencement or  within  three  months  after  the  completion  of  building  or  repairs  ; 
and  when  filed,  is  a  lien  upon  the  building  erected  or  repaired,  and  the  lot  of 
ground  on  which  it  stands,  and  takes  precedence  of  all  other  liens  or  incum- 
brances recorded  or  attached,  subsequent  to  the  commencement  of  the  work 
done. 

Mortgages— Are  seldom  used.  Deeds  of  trust  with  power  of  sale  on  default, 
prevail  on  chattel  and  real  estate  securities. 

Notes  and  Bills.— Law  merchants  is  in  force  in  regard  to  drafts,  notes,  and 
bills  of  exchange.  One  action  may  be  brought  against  all  persons  liable,  jointly 
or  severally. 

Recording  of  Deed,  Etc.— All  deeds,  deeds  of  trust,  mortgages,  and  all 
other  instruments  of  writing  entitled  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder 
of  Deeds,  take  effect  from  the  date  of  record,  except  as  modified  by  the  Mechanic's 
Lien  Law. 

Redemption.— There  is  no  provision  of  law  for  the  redemption  from  judicial 
sales,  or  those  made  under  deeds  of  trust. 
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Terms  of  Court. — First  Tuesday  of  every  month,  except  August, 
for  return  of  process  and  judgments  by  default.  Trial  terms  commence 
fourth  Monday  of  January,  second  Monday  of  May,  and  third  Monday 
of  October. 

Set-Off. — Mutual  debts  may  be  set-off  in  all  actions. 

Stay  of  Executions. — When  no  appeal  is  taken,  execution  issues 
forthwith  on  judgments  of  the  Supreme  Court.  Magistrates  judgments 
may  be  stayed,  upon  a  proper  bond,  for  one  month,  when  the  sum  does 
not  exceed  twenty  dollars;  two  months  from  twenty  to  forty  dollars; 
four  months  from  forty  to  seventy-five  dollars,  and  six  months  from  sev- 
enty-live to  one  hundred  dollars. 

Salaries  of  persons  employed  by  the  United  States,  or  the  District  of 
Columbia,  can  not  be  attached.

Arrests. — Xo  arrest  or  imprisonment  for  debt.  Money  or  goods 
obtained  by  false  or  fraudulairt  pretenses  is  a  violation  of  the  criminal 
Lm  ws  of  the  State,  and  punishable  only  as  such.  . 

Assignments. — May  be  made  with  or  without  preference. 

Attachments. — Will  be  issued  where  affidavit  shows  that  sum  de- 
manded is  due,  and  that  affiant  has  reason  to  believe,  that  debtor  is  about 
to  fraudulently  part  with  his  property,  or  will  fraudulently  part  with  his 
property  before  judgment  can  be  recovered,  or  is  actually  removing,  or 
about  to  remove  out  of  the  State,  or  that  debtor  is  a  non-resident,  or 
lias  absconded,  or  is  concealing  or  secreting  himself  or  his  property,  or  is 
about  removing  his  property  into  another  circuit,  where  the  debt  is  over 
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$100,  or  is  about  removing  his  property  into  another  county,  where  the  sum 
is  $100  or  less,  or  that  debt  was  contracted  under  false  or  fraudulent  repre- 
sentations, when  amount  is  $100  or  less.  Attachments  will  also  be  issued 
upon  debts  of  over  $100,  when  same  will  become  due  within  nine  months, 
where  the  debtor  is  actually  removing  his  property  from  the  State,  or  is 
fraudulently  disposing  or  secreting  the  same  to  avoid  payment  of  his  just 
debts.  Where  sum  is  $100  or  less,  and  will  be  due  within  three  months,  at- 
tachment will  be  issued  on  any  of  the  above-mentioned  grounds.  Garnish- 
ments may  issue  before  or  after  judgment  and  execution,  upon  affidavit  show- 
ing that  debtor  will  not  have,  or  has  not,  visible  property  subject  to  levy. 
Bond  in  double  the  sum  sued  for,  with  two  sureties,  is  required  in  all  cases 
before  attachment  will  be  issued,  where  the  sum  is  more  than  $100.  Only 
one  surety  necessary  where  it  is  $100  or  less. 

Claims  and  accounts  for  collection  should  be  itemized,  and  when  sent 
by  a  co-partnership  firm,  should  be  occompanied  with  the  full  names  of  in- 
dividual members.  In  case  of  suit  to  enforce  payment  of  the  amount  over 
$100,  ten  dollars  should  be  remitted  to  cover  court  costs,  etc.  Where  amount 
is  $100  or  less,  five  dollars  will  be  sufficient.  Accounts  or  claims  need  not 
be  sworn  to  before  notary  or  Florida  commissioner,  except  when  against  es- 
tates of  deceased  persons.  If  disputed,  they  only  need  be  proved  or  estab- 
lished by  testimony  of  witnesses  in  open  court,  or  by  deposition  taken  after 
notice  to  adverse  party.  One  unimpeached  witness  is  sufficient  to  prove  an 
account  or  claim. 

Executions — Are  liens  only  on  personal  property  from  the  time  they 
are  received  by  the  sheriff  or  constable.  They  can  be  issued  at  any  time  after 
ten  days,  and  within  three  years  from  rendition  of  judgments,  after  that  time 
upon  scire  facias  proceedings  reviving  judgment.  There  is  no  redemption  of 
property  sold  under  execution,  and,  technicall}',  there  is  no  stay  of  execution. 

Exemptions. — Personal  property,  $1000;  realty,  160  acres,  with  im- 
provements, if  outside  corporate  limits  of  town  or  city ;  if  within,  half  an 
acre,  with  improvements,  not  to  exceed  the  place  of  business  and  residence 
of  the  head  of  a  family.  Upon  his  death  it  descends  to  his  heirs,  subject  to 
none  of  his  liabilities.  The  insurance  on  his  life  also  passes  to  the  benefici- 
aries named  in  policy  in  the  same  manner.  Exemptions  are  personal  privi- 
leges, and  may  be  waived  by  absolute  or  defeasible  conveyances.  Exemp- 
tions of  realty  do  not  apply  against  purchase  money,  or  labor,  or  improve- 
ments thereon.  Money  due  for  personal  labor  or  services  to  the  head  of  a 
family  is  also  exempt. 

Insolvency.— No  insolvency  laws,  except  as  to  estates  of  decedents,  in 
which  case  claims  will  be  settled  in  the  following  order  :  Expenses  of  ad- 
ministration, funeral  and  attendance  of  physician  or  surgeon,  after  which  all 
other  claims  will  be  settled  pro  rata. 

Interest. — No  usury  laws.  Legal  interest,  eight  per  cent.,  unless 
otherwise  expressed  in  the  contract. 

Limitations. — Statutable  penalties  or  forfeiture,  and  libel,  slander,  as- 
sault, battery,  or  false  imprisonment,  two  years;  statutable  liabilities,  ex- 
cept penalties  and  forfeiture,  trespass  to  realty;  actions  involving  the  recov- 
ery of  or  damage  to  personal  property,  and  for  relief  on  ground  of  fraud  (to 
run  from  discovery),  three  years;  book  accounts,  four  years;  promissory 
notes  or  other  written  contracts  not  under  seal,  five  years;  realty,  seven 
years  ;  judgments  and  contracts,  under  seal,  twenty  years;  all  actions  not 
above  specified,  four  years.  Limitation  does  not  run  during  absence  of 
debtor  from  State.  If  cause  of  action  accrued  in  another  State,  and  is 
barred  by  its  statute,  it  is  also  barred  here.  Disability  not  available  unless 
it  existed  when  cause  of  action  accrued.  No  special  limitation  on  claims  or 
accounts  filed  with  assignee,  if  defendant  is  out  of  the  State.  A  debt  can  be 
revived  only  by  new  and  distinct  promise.  Claims  against  decedents  are 
barred  in  two  years  after  expiration  of  notice  for  presentation  is  given  by 
executor  or  administrator,  except  where  disabilities  exist,  in  which  case 
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two  years  are  allowed  after  removal  of  disability.  Executors  or  adminis- 
trators can  not  be  made  to  pay  debts  of  deceased  until  six  months  after 
granting  letters  testamentary  or  of  administration,  and  no  legacy  or  distri- 
bution to  heirs  can  be  required  until  expiration  of  same  period,  and  then 
only  upon  bond  or  security,  if  required,  to  refund  a  due  proportion  thereof 
if  necessary,  to  pay  debts  or  demands,  presented  within  the  two  years  above- 
mentioned. 

Mortgages,  Deeds,  Etc.— All  bills  of  sale  or  other  instruments  of 
writing,  made  to  secure  payment  of  money,  are  deemed  mortgages.  Mort- 
gages are  only  liens,  and  the  possession  of  the  mortgagor  can  only  be  de- 
feated by  foreclosure  and  sale  of  property.  Chattel  mortgages  are  void  as 
against  third  parties,  unless  property  mortgaged  is  delivered  to  mortgagee,  i 
or  the  mortgage  recorded,  within  twenty  days  after  its  execution.  Deeds' 
and  mortgages  should  be  executed  in  presence  of  two  witnesses,  ar.d  acknowl- 
edged before  any  officer  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  State  where  executed 
to  take  acknowledgments.  If  acknowledged  before  officer  not  having  an  of- 
ficial seal,  there  should  l>e  attached  a  certificate,  under  seal,  from  a  clerk  of 
a  Court  of  R:eord,  or  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State,  that  the  officer  taking 
the  acknowledgment  was,  at  the  date  thereof,  the  person  he  is  therein  repre- 
sented, that  his  signature  is  genuine,  and  that  the  instrument  is  executed 
and  acknowledged  according  to  law.  Wife  may  join  husband  and  relinquish 
dower  right  in  same  deed,  or  execute  a  s(  pirate  deed.  Her  acknowledgment 
should  state  that  she  executed  the  deed  freely  and  voluntarily,  and  without 
any  compulsion,  constraint,  apprehension  or  fear  of  or  from  her  husband. 
A  scrawl,  with  the  word  "seal"  written  thereon,  is  good  in  law.  Deeds  of 
real  property,  unless  recorded  within  six  months,  are  void  as  against  a  sub- 
sequent purchaser. 

Judgments — Are  liens  upon  real  estate  only  of  debtor  in  county  where 
same  is  obtained  or  recorded.  Judgments  cf  Justice's  Courts  are  not  liens 
until  recorded  in  County  Clerk's  office,  when  they  become  judgments  of 
equal  dignity  with  those  of  Courts  of  Record.  This  must  be  done  within 
four  years  after  rendition,  or  new  suits  must  be  brought.  Judgments  of 
other  States  are  of  no  force,  except  as  evidence  for  new  suit.  There  is  no 
law  of  this  State  permitting  attorneys'  fees  to  be  taxed  in  judgments.  They 
may  be  taxed  in  the  foreclosure  of  mortgages,  when  they  contain  such  a 
promise  or  agreement. 

Marrted  Women— May  have  separate  estate  and  property,  but  neither 
are  liable  for  the  debts  of  her  husband  nor  for  her  own  debts,  unless  she  spe- 
cially charge  her  property  for  the  payment  of  the  same.  She  may  become 
liable,  and  her  property  also  f>>r  her  debts,  when  she  dees  business  as  a  free 
trader  by  permission  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county  wherein  such  busi- 
ness i^  conducted.

Arrest  for  Debt. — Imprisonment  for  debt  prohibited  by  the  Con- 
stitution of  Georgia. 

Assignments. — The  following  acts  by  debtors  are  declared  to  be 
fraudulent  in  law  against  creditors,  and  as  to  them  null  and  void : 

1st.  Every  assignment  or  transfer  by  a  debtor,  insolvent  at  the 
time,  of  real  or  personal  property,  oc  chosrs  in  action  of  any  description 
where  any  trust  or  benefit  is  reserved  to  the  assignor  or  any  person  for 
him. 

2d.  Every  conveyance  of  real  or  personal  estate,  by  writing  or 
otherwise,  and  every  bond,  suit,  judgment  and  execution,  or  contract  of 
any  description,  had  or  made  with  intention  to  delay  or  defraud  creditors 
and  such  intention  known  to  the  party  taking.  A  bona  fide  transaction, 
on  a  valuable  consideration  and  without  notice  or  grounds  for  reasonable 
suspicion,  shall  be  valid. 
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3d.  Every  voluntary  deed  or  conveyance,  not  for  a  valuable  con- 
sideration, made  by  a  debtor  insolvent  at  the  time;  but  a  debtor  may 
prefer  one  creditor  to  another,  and,  to  that  end,  he  may,  bona  jide,  give 
a  lien  by  mortgage  or  other  legal  means,  or  he  may  sell  in  payment  of 
the  debt,  or  he  may  transfer  negotiable  papers  as  collateral  security. 
The  surplus  in  such  cases  not  being  reserved  for  his  own  benefit  or  that 
of  any  other  favored  creditor  to  the  exclusion  of  other  creditors. 

"In  all  cases  of  voluntary  assignments  by  insolvent  debtors  for 
the  benefit  of  creditors,  the  assignment  must  be  accompanied  by  a  sworn 
statement  of  assetts  of  the  insolvent  person,  firm  or  corporation." 

Attachments. — Attachments  for  debt  may  issue : 

1st.    When  the  debtor  resides  out  of  the  State. 

2d.  When  he  is  actually  removing,  or  about  to  remove  without  the 
limits  of  the  county. 

3d.    When  he  absconds. 

4th.    When  he  conceals  himself. 

5th.    When  he  resists  a  legal  arrest. 

6th.  When  he  is  causing  his  property  to  be  removed  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  State. 

7th.  When  the  debt  is  created  by  the  purchase  of  property,  upon 
such  debt  becoming  due,  when  the  debtor  who  created  such  debt  is  in 
the  possession  of  the  property  for  the  purchase  of  which  the  debt  was 
created — or  when  saicf  property  is  in  the  possession  of  any  one  holding 
the  same  for  the  benefit  of  said  debtor,  or  in  fraud  against  the  creditor, 
and  judgment  on  such  attachments  shall  take  rank  from  the  date  of  the 
levy  of  the  attachment. 

8th.  Whenever  a  debtor  shall  sell,  or  convey,  or  conceal  his  property 
liable  for  the  payment  of  his  debts,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same,  or  shall  threaten  or  prepare  to  do  so. 

9th.  Whenever  any  person  shall  make  a  fraudulant  lien  on  his 
property. 

Before  attachment  can  issue,  it  must  appear  by  the  affidavit  of  the  credi- 
tor, his  agent,  or  attorney  at  law,  or  in  fact,  that  some  one  of  the  grounds 
above  enumerated  exists,  andthe  amount  of  the  debt  claimed  to  be  due  must 
also  be  sworn  to.  If  affidavit  is  made  by  the  attorney  or  agent,  he  may  swear 
the  amount  claimed  is  due  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  but  the 
grounds  for  attachment  must  be  sworn  to  positively.  Bond  with  security  in  at 
least  double  the  amount  of  the  debts  sworn  to,  must  accompany  the  affidavit. 

In  cases  where  attachment  can  not  issue,  the  creditor  can  not  seize  the 
property  of  the  debtor  until  after  judgment,  except  in  equity  by  a  receiver 
or  by  garnishment. 

Conditional  Sale  of  Personal  Property. — Whenever  personal  prop- 
erty is  sold  and  de'livered  with  the  condition  affixed  to  the  sale  that  the  title 
thereto  is  to  remain  in  the  vendor  until  the  purchase  price  therefor  shall 
have  been  paid,  in  order  for  the  reservation  of  title  to  be  valid  against  third 
persons,  the  written  contract  of  such  conditional  sale  shall  be  executed,  at- 
tested, and  recorded  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  existing  laws  for 
the  execution  and  attestation  of  mortgages  on  personal  properly. 

Evidence. — Parties  in  interest  are  competent  as  witnesses  in  all  civil 
suits  except  where  one  of  the  parties  to  the  original  contract  is  dead. 

Garnishment. — In  all  cases  where  attachment  may  issue,  in  all  cases 
where  suit  is  pending,  in  all  cases  where  a  judgment  has  been  obtained, 
the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  process  of  garnishment,  by  which  the  party 
garnished  is  required  to  return,  under  oath,  what  he  is  indebted  to  the 
debtor,  what  property,  money  or  effects  of  the  defendant  he  has  in  his 
hands  at  the  date  of  the  service  of  the  summons  of  garnishment,  and  also 
what  property,  money  or  effects  may  come  into  his  or  her  hands  at  any 
time  from  the  date  of  said  service  to  the  date  of  the  answer.  And  said 
garnishee  shall  also  answer  what  he  or  she  owes  the  defendant  at  the  date 
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of  the  service,  and  also  what  he  or  she  may  become  indebted  to  the  de- 
fendant at  any  time  between  the  date  of  the  service  of  the  summons  and 
the  answer  thereto.  Before  summons  of  garnishment  can  issue,  there  must 
be  affidavit  made  to  the  amount  due  and  the  grounds  for  the  garnishment, 
and  bond  given  similar  to  cases  of  attachment. 

The  daily,  weekly  or  monthly  wages  of  journeymen,  mechanics,  and 
day  laborers  are  not  subject  to  the  process  of  garnishment. 

Homestead  Exemptions — Against  all  contracts  subsequent  to  the  25th 
of  July,  1868,  and  prior  to  the  5th  day  of  December,  1877.  Each  head  of 
a  family,  or  guardian  or  trustee  of  a  family  of  minor  children,  is  entitled 
to  a  homestead  of  realty  to  the  value  of  two  thousand  dollars  in  specie, 
and  personal  property  to  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  specie,  both 
to  be  valued  at  the  time  they  are  set  apart. 

Against  all  contracts  subsequent  to  the  5th  of  December,  1877,  each  head 
of  a  family,  or  guardian,  or  trustee  of  a  family  of  minor  children,  or  every 
aged  or  infirm  person,  or  person  having  the  care  and  support  of  dependent 
females  of  any  age,  who  is  not  the  head  of  a  family — is  entitled  to  a  home- 
stead exempt  from  levy  and  sale  by  any  process  whatever  (except  for  taxes,  for 
the  purchase  money  of  same,  for  labor  done  thereon,  for  material  furnished  therefor, 
or  for  the  removal  of  incumbrances  thereon);  these  exceptions  apply  also  in  case 
stated  above,  of  realty,  or  personalty,  or  both,  to  the  value  in  the  aggregate 
of  sixteen  hundred  dollars — or,  the  debtor  who  is  the  head  of  a  family, 
may,  at  his  option  claim  as  his  homestead  fifty  acres  of  land  and  live  ad- 
ditional acres  for  each  of  his  or  her  children  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  or  in  lieu  of  the  above  real  estate  in  a  town,  or  city,  or  village, 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in  value,  together  with  afarm  horse 
or  mule,  one  cow  and  calf,  ten  head  of  hogs,  fifty  dollars  worth  of  pro- 
visions and  five  dollars  additional  for  each  child.  Fifty  bushels  of  corn, 
one  thousand  pounds  of  fodder,  one  one-horse  wagon,  one  table  and  a 
set  of  chairs  sufficient  for  the  use  of  the  family,  one  loom,  one  spinning 
wheel,  two  pair  cards  and  one  hundred  pounds  of  lint,  cotton,  common 
tools  of  trade  of  himself  and  wife,  equipments  and  arms  of  a  militia  soldier 
and  trooper's  horse,  ordinary  cooking  utensils  and  table  crockery,  wear- 
ing apparel  of  himself  ami  family,  family  Bible,  religious  works  and 
school  books,  family  portraits.  The  library  of  a  professional  man  in 
actual  practice,  or  business,  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  in  val- 
ue and  be  selected  by  himself,  one  family  sewing  machine.  This  last 
exemption  is  gooil,  whether  the  debtor  is  the  head  of  a  family  or  not, 
against  every  debt  except  the  purchase  money. 

Any  debtor  may,  except  as  to  wearing  apparel  and  $300  worth  of 
household  and  kitchen  furniture  and  provisions,  waive  or  renounce  his 
right  to  the  benefit  of  the  exemptions  provided  for  by  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  Georgia,  by  a  waiver,  either  general  or  specific,  in  writ- 
ing, simply  stating  that  he  does  so  waive  or  renounce  such  right,  which 
waiver  may  be  stated  in  the  contract  of  indebtedness,  or  contemporane- 
ously therewith,  or  subsequently  thereto,  in  a  separate  paper. 

The  exemption  after  the  death  or  subsequent  marriage  of  the  wife 
remains  for  the  support  of  the  minor  children  of  the  debtor  during  their 
minority. 

Interest.— The  legal  rate  of  interest  is  7  per  cent.,  unless  a  higher 
rate  is  specified  in  writing,  when  as  high  as  8  per  cent,  is  1  iwfuL 

Judgments. — In  the  Superior  Courts  judgments  can  be  obtained  at 
t!;e  first,  or  appearance  term,  upon  suits  on  contracts  for  rent,  if  no 
defense  is  sustained. 

In  all  other  judgments  can  be  obtained  at  the  second,  or  trial  term, 
if  no  defense  is  sustained. 

In  the  Justices'  Courts,  which  have  jurisdiction  in  all  civel  cases 
where  the  principal  sum  claimed  does  not  exceed  $100,  judgments  can  be 
obtained  at  the  first,  or  appearance  term,  if  no  defense  is  sustained. 
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The  judgments  of  ail  the  courts  in  this  State  are,  from  their  date, 
liens  upon  all  property  of  the  debtor,  real  and  personal,  not  specially 
exempted. 

Executions  may  issue  at  any  time  after  judgment  is  signed  and  filed, 
and  is  returnable  to  the  next  term  alter  being  issued. 

Execution  may  be  stayed  for  sixty  days  if  the  judgment  is  over  $30, 
and  for  forty  days  if  the  judgment  is  for  $30  or  less,  by  giving  bond  and 
security  within  four  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  court  at  which 
the  judgment  is  rendered. 

Limitations  of  Actions. — For  open  accounts,  four  j^ears;  notes, 
etc.,  six  years ;  sealed  instruments,  twenty  years.  J  udgments  to  be  kept 
open  and  ret  un  their  lien  must  have  execution  issued  thereon  within 
seven  years,  or  they  become  dormant. 

Execution  must  be  levied,  or  have  some  entry  thereon  by  the  Sheriff 
or  oilier  proper  officer  every  seven  years,  or  the  judgment  becomes 
dormant.  Dormant  judgments  may  be  revived  within  three  years.  A 
promise  to  renew  or  revive  the  debt  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations 
must  be  in  the  handwriting  of  the  debtor,  and  signed  by  him  or  some 
one  authorized  by  him. 

All  debts  contracted  prior  to  June  1 ,  1865,  are  barred  if  not  sued  on 
prior  to  the  1st  of  January, 1870.  All  suits  or  proceedings  by  or  m  be' 
half  of  any  eeslinque  trust  for  the  recovery  of  any  realty  sold  as  the 
property  of  such  cestinque  trust  by  the  order  of  the  Chancellor  where 
the  said  cestinque  trust  was  not  represented  by  a  guardian  ad  litem,  must 
be  commenced  within  three  years  from  the  removal  of  the  legal  disability 
of  said  cestinque  trust  to  sue. 

All  proceedings  to  set  aside  judgments  or  decrees  of  the  court  must 
he  made  within  three  years  from  the  rendering  of  such  judgment  or 
decree. 

Married  Women. — All  property  of  the  wife  in  possession  at  the  time 
of  marriage,  or  afterwards  acquired  by  her,  is  her  separate  property,  and 
not  liable  for  the  payment  of  any  debt,  default  or  contract  of  her  husband- 

A  married  woman  may  sue  or  be  sued  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this 
State  in  the  following  cases: 

1st.    When  the  action  concerns  her  separate  property. 

2nd.    When  the  action  is  between  herself  and  husband. 

3rd.    When  she  is  living  separate  and  apart  from  her  husband. 

In  no  case  is  she  required  to  prosecute  or  defend  by  a  guardian  or 
next  friend. 

Mortgages. — Do  not  pass  title  are  simply  security  for  debt,  may  be 
foreclosed  either  in  compliance  with  statutory  provisions  or  Dy  bill  in 
equity.  A  mortgage  in  this  State  must  clearly  indicate  the  creation  of 
lien,  specify  the  debt  to  secure  which  it  is  given  and  the  property  upon 
which  it  is  to  take  effect.  If  executed  in  this  State  it  must  be  executed 
ia  the  presence  of  and  attested  by  or  proved  before  a  Notary  Public  or 
Justice  of  the  Peaee  or  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  in  case  of  real 
property  by  one  other  witness,  and  recorded  within  thirty  days  from  its 
date,  it'  the  mortgage  is  executed  out  of  this  htate  it  must  be  attested 
by  a  Commissioner  of  Deeds  for  the  State  of  Georgia,  or  a  Consul  or  Vice- 
Consul  of  theUnited  States,(thecertiticateof  these  officers  under  their  Seals 
being  evidence  of  the  fact)  or  by  a  Judge  of  a  Court  of  Record  in  the  State 
where  executed,  with  a  certificate  of  the  Clerk,  under  the  seal  of  such 
Court,  ot  the  genuineness  of  the  signature  of  such  Judge.  Or,  if  sub- 
sequently to  its  execution  the  deed  or  mortgage  is  acknowledged  in  the 
presence  of  either  of  the  above  named  officers  that  fact  certified  on  the 
deed  or  mortgage  by  such  officer  shall  entitle  it  to  be  recorded. 

Widows'  Right  of  Dower. — The  wife  has  a  right  to  an  estate  for 
life  in  one-third  of  the  lands,  according  to  valuation,  including  the 
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dwelling-house  (which  is  not  to  be  valued  unless  in  a  town  or  citv),  of 
which  the  husband  was  seized  and  possessed  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
or  to  which  the  husband  obtained  title  in  right  of  his  wife. 

lSTo  lien  created  by  the  husband  in  his  life  time,  though  assented  to 
by  the  wife,  shall  in  any  manner  iterfere  with  her  right  to  dower.

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Assignments  and  Insolvency. — An  insolvent  debtor  may  be  dis- 
charged of  his  debts  by  executing  an  assignment  of  all  his  property,  real 
and  personal,  which,  with  a  sworn  inventory  of  property,  and  schedule 
of  creditors,  must  be  filed  in  the  District  Court.  At  a  creditors'  meeting, 
held  after  thirty  days'  notice  given,  one  or  more  assignee,  not  exceeding 
three,  are  appointed,  and  claims  proved.  Court  will  set  aside  property 
exempt,  and  issue  order  for  sale  of  insolvent's  propery.  Any  creditor 
may  oppose  proceedings  on  the  ground  of  fraud,  and,  if  the  allegation 
be  proven,  the  debtor  shall  be  forever  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  the 
insolvent  laws. 

Attachments. — Attachment  process  may  issue  in  actions  on  con- 
tracts for  the  direct  payment  of  money,  where  no  mortgage  or  pledge 
had  been  given,  or  where  such  security,  if  given,  has  been  rendered 
nugatory  by  act  of  defendant.  Plaintiff"  must  furnish  bond,  with  two 
sufficient  sureties.  Garnishment  process  may  issue  in  aid  of  attach- 
ment or  execution,  and  the  garnishee  must  make  answer  under  oath. 
Defendant,  in  a  civil  action  for  recovery  of  money  or  damages,  under  a 
contract,  expressed  or  implied,  may  be  arrested,  when  about  to  depart 
from  the  Territory,  with  intent  to  defraud,  or  when  the  debt  or  obliga- 
tion was  fraudulently  contracted. 

Chattel  Mortgages — May  be  given  upon  all  kinds  of  personal 
property.  To  be  valid  against  subsequent  incumbrancers,  or  purchasers 
in  good  faith  for  a  valuable  consideration,  the  mortgage  must  show  the 
residence  and  the  profession,  trade,  or  occupation  of  the  mortgagor  and 
mortgagee,  and  the  mortgagor  must  make  affidavit  thereto,  that  the 
mortgage  is  made  in  good  faith,  and  without  any  design  to  hinder,  delay 
or  defraud  creditors.  When  so  made,  they  must  be  recorded  in  the 
county  recorder's  office,  of  the  county  where  the  mortgagor  resides,  and 
also  in  the  county  where  the  property  is  located.  One  day  is  allowed 
for  every  twenty  miles  of  the  distance  necessarily  traveled  in  going  to 
recorder's  office.  Unless  otherwise  stipulated,  property  will  remain  in 
the  possession  of  the  mortgagor.  Chattel  mortgages  must  be  foreclosed 
by  action,  and  property  sold,  unless  it  is  provided  in  the  mortgage  that 
the  mortgagee  may  take  possession  of  the  property  (upon  failure  to  pay), 
and,  after  notice,  as  specified  in  mortgage,  sell  the  property  and  pay  the 
claim,  paying  over  the  balance  to  debtor. 

Executions — Issue  at  any  time  within  five  years  after  judgment. 
The  only  stay  is  by  appeal,  with  secured  bond.  Six  months  allowed  for 
redemption. 

Exemption. — Homestead,  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  if 
duly  acknowledged  and  recorded ;  office  furniture  and  library,  one  hun- 
dred dollars;  necessary  household  and  kitchen  furniture,  and  provisions 
for  family  for  three  months;  certain  farm  animals,  <fec,  with  food  for 
three  months;  tools  and  implements  of  husbandry  up  to  two  hundred 
dollars ;  libraries  of  professional  men,  and  team  used  by  a  laborer  or 
teamster,  are  also  exempt. 
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Interest. — Ten  per  cent,  is  the  legal  rate,  where  there  is  no  express 
contract,  fixing  a  different  r.-ue.

Mortgages — Are  executed  .and  acknowledged  in  the  same  manner 
as  deeds.  They  are  not  usually  accompanied  by  a  bond.  They  need 
Kot  be  signed  by  the  wife  of  a  married  man,  unless  the  property  to  be 
mortgaged  is  her  separate  property,  or  is  the  homestead.  Mortgages  are 
not  conveyances,  whatever  their  terms,  so  as  to  enable  the  owner  of  the 
mortgage  to  recover  possession  of  the  real  property  without  a  foreclosure 
and  side. 

Mortgages  are  discharged  by  a  satisfaction  piece,  duly  proved, 
acknowledged,  and  recorded;  or  by  entry  of  satisfaction  on  the  margin 
of  the  record,  witnessed  by  the  recorder.  The  manner  of  foreclosure  is 
prescribed  by  statute,  it  being  by  action  in  the  District  Court,  and  a  per- 
sonal decree  obtained  in  same  action  against  the  mortgagor  for  any  de- 
ficiency from  the  debt,  and  costs  arising  on  sale  of  the  mortgaged  prem- 
ises, an  attorney's  fee  is  allowed  if  stipulated  for  in  the  mortgage.  The 
decree  is  for  a  strict  foreclosure,  under  the  decisions  of  the  courts  of  the 
Territory.    There  is  no  redemption. 

A  mortgage  is  a  mere  security  for  the  payment  of  money. 

Dam- 
ages for  protested  bills;  domestic,  fifteen  percent.;  foreign,  thirty  per 
cent.

Actions. — Keal  actions  must  be  brought  in  Courts  of  JRecords  where 
land  is  situated.  Non-residents  of  State  required  to  hie  bonds  for  costs 
before  writ  issues.  Forms  of  actions  are  those  of  common  law,  viz., 
assumpsit,  debt,  covenant,  etc.  Action  must  be  brought  in  county 
where  defendant  or  one  of  them,  resides,  or  may  be  found. 

Arrests. — Capias  ad  respondendum  will  issue  on  bond,  and  affidavit 
of  plaintiif  that  debt  was  fraudulently  contracted,  or  that  defendant  is 
about  to  remove,  conceal  or  assign  his  effects  with  intent  to  hinder  or  de- 
fraud his  creditors. 

Assignment. — No  preference  of  creditors.  Three  months  allowed 
for  creditors  to  file  claims.  Assignee  under  control  of  County  Courts, 
and  is  required  to  file  bond  on  assuming  trust.  Final  settlement  to  be 
made  within  one  year  from  expiration  of  three  months. 

Attachment — Issues  upon  bond,  and  affidavit  stating  one  of  usual 
statutory  grounds,  viz. :  non-residence,  about  to  leave  State  and  remove 
property,  about  to  conceal,  assign  or  dispose  of  property  to  hinder  credit- 
or.

Garnishment. — Creditor  may  garnishee  money  due  any  debtor,  or 
money  or  property,  in  hands  of  another.  Garnishee  process  will  issue 
in  attachment  against  person  owing  debtor,  or  having  money  or  property 
of  debtor  belonging  to  him;  but  in  all  other  cases  process  can  only  issue 
after  judgment,  and  return  on  execution  mo  property  found." 

Interest. — Legal  rate  six  per  cent.  Contract  in  writing  as  high  as 
eight  per  cent.    Usury  forfeits  entire  interest. 

Judgment — Of  a  Court  of  Record  is  a  lien  on  real  estate  for  seven 
years,  if  execution  is  issued  within  one  year.  A  transcript  of  judgment  from 
justice  becomes  a  lien  on  real  estate  when  filed  in  a  Court  of  Record. 

Limitation. — Action  on  unwritten  contracts,  express  or  implied", 
five  years ;  actions  on  written  contracts,  ten  years ;  foreclosure  of  mort- 
gages and  trust  deeds,  ten  years  from  the  date  action  accrues;  to  recover 
lands,  twenty  years. 

Married  Women. — Rights  the  same  as  of  single  women,  except  that 
she  cannot  become  member  of  a  partnership  without  her  husband's  con- 
sent. Husband  and  wife  both  chargeable  with  debts  contracted  in 
maintenance  of  a  family.  Wife  may  be  sued  jointly  or  severally  for 
same. 

Notes  and  Bills. — Fraud  in  execution  avoids  in  hands  of  innocent 
holder,  fraud  in  consideration  will  not.  To  charge  indorser  due  dilligence 
must  be  exercised,  and  suit  brought  at  first  term  of  court  having  juris- 
diction, unless  the  maker  is  insolvent,  or  a  non-resident,  or  has  left  the 
fetate,  a  guarantor  is  held  regard  less  of  any  attempt  to  recover  from  the 
maker.  Total  or  partial  failure  of  consideration^  good  defence,  except 
in  hands  of  innocent  holders  for  value  before  maturity. 

Proof  of  Claims. — Party  claiming  under  contract  for  payment  of 
money,  who  file!-,  with  his  declaration,  an  affidavit,  stating  nature  and  ! 
amount  due  after  allowing  set-offs,  etc.,  is  entitled  to  judgment,  as  by 
default,  unless  defendant  files  affidavit  that  he  verily  believes  he  has  a 
good  defence  to  demand,  or  a  part  of  it,  etc.

Redemption. — Lands  sold  on  execution  or  foreclosure  may  be  re-  I 
deemed  by  debtor  or  mortgagor  within  one  year,  and  by  judgment 
creditor  from  previous  j udgment, after  twelve  and  within  fifteen  months; 
from  tax  sale,  within  two  years. 

Statute  of  Frauds. — Usual  provisions  of  the  statute.  Conveyances 
of  any  interest  in  lands  or  lease,  for  a  term  greater  than  one  3rear,  must  J 
be  in  writing.

LAWS  OF  INDIANA 

RELATIVE  TO  THE 

COLLECTION  OF  DEBTS,  Etc. 

Revised  expressly  for  J.  A.  Graft  &  Co.'s  Legal  Directory.. 

Action. — There  is  in  this  State  but  one  form  of  civil  action,  and  no  dis- 
tinction in  pleading  and  practice  between  actions  at  law  and  suits  m  equity. 

Assignments. — Any  debtor  in  embarrassed  or  failing  circumstances, 
may  make  a  general  assignment  of  all  his  property  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of 
all  his  bona  fide  creditors,  which  must  be  by  deed  of  indenture  acknowledged 
and  recorded  in  the  Recorder's  office  of  county  where  the  debtor  resides,  within 
ten  days  after  its  execution.  The  indenture  must  contain  a  full  description 
of  the  real  estate  assigned,  and  be  accompanied  by  a  schedule  containing  an 
enumeration  and  description  of  all  personal  property. 

The  indenture  is  not  operative  until  filed  for  record,  when  it  takes  pre- 
cedence to  executions,  attachments,  etc.,  not  theretofore  levied. 

The  assignor  is  allowed  the  benefit  of  the  $600  exemption  as  against  debts 
upon  contract,  but  no  exemption  from  claims  founded  in  tort. 

Attachments. — The  plaintiff  at  the  time  of  filing  his  complaint,  or  at  any 
time  afterwards,  may  have  an  attachment  against  the  property  of  the  defend- 
ant, in  the  case  and  in  the  manner  hereafter  stated: 

1st,  Where  the  defendant,  or  one  of  several  defendants,  is  a  foreign 
corporation  or  a  non-resident  of  the  state.  2nd,  Where  the  defendant,  or  one 
of  several  defendants,  is  secretly  leaving,  or  has  left  the  State,  with  intent  to 
defraud  his  creditors;  or  3d,  So  conceals  himself  that  a  summons  can  not  be 
served  upon  him;  or  4th,  Is,  removing.  Or  about  to  remove,  his  property,  sura! 
ject  to  execution,  or  a  material  part  "thereof,  out  of  the  State,  not  leaving 
enough  to  satisfy  the  plaintiff's  claim  ;  or  5th  and  Gth,  Has  sold,  conveyed, 
or  is  about  to  sell  and  convey,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  his  property,  subject 
to  execution,  or  has  suffered  or  permitted  it  to  be  sold,  with  the  fraudulent 
intent  to  cheat  hinder,  or  delay  his  creditors.  Under  the  2nd,  4th,  5th  and 
6th  clauses  attachment  can  be  had  in  debts  to  become  due. 

Decedents'  Estates,  Etc — Letters  of  administration  shall  be  granted  in 
their  order:  1,  To  the  husband  or  wife.  2,  To  the  next  of  kin.  3,  To  the 
largest  creditor  residing  in  the  State  ;  and  4,  If  no  person  thus  entitled 
shall  apply  within  thirty  days  alter  death  of  intestate,  the  Clerk  of  Court 
shall  appoint  a  competent  inhabitant  of  the  county. 

After  inventory  and  appraisement  of  decedent's  personal  estate,  the  widow 
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may  select  and  take  articles  to  the  value  of  $500,  or  that  amount  in  cash,  and 
receipt  to  executor  or  administrator  for  the  same. 

If  the  entire  estate  of  the  decedent  does  not  exceed  in  value  $500,  the 
widow,  on  petition  filed,  may  take  the  same,  discharged  of  all  debts  of  deced- 
ent, except  mortgages  of  realty  and  expenses  of  funeral  and  last  sickness. 

Claims  against  estates  of  decedents  are  classed  as  follows  :  1,  Expenses 
of  administration.  2,  Expenses  of  last  sickness  and  funeral.  3,  Judgments 
which  are  liens  upon  the  decedent's  real  estate,  and  mortgages  of  real  and 
personal  property  existing  in  his  lifetime.  4,  General  debts.  5,  To  legatees. 
G,  To  distributees.  There  shall  be  no  preference  as  to  claims  of  the  same 
class.    (R.  S.  1876,  Vol  II,  p.  534.) 

The  surviving  partner  or  partners  have  the  right  to  settle  and  close  up 
the  partnership  affairs.  Such  surviving  partner  or  partners  shall  give  bonds, 
and,  within  sixty  days  after  such  death,  shall  file  a  complete  inventory  of  all 
the  partnership  assets  and  liabilities.    (R.  S.  1876,  Vol  I,  p.  641.) 

Depositions— May  be  taken  before  any  Judge,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Notary 
Public,  Mayor  or  Recorder  of  a  city,  Clerk  of  a  court  of  record,  or  Commis- 
sioner appointed  for  the  purpose.  The  officer  taking  the  deposition  can  not 
decide  legal  questions.  Objections  may  be  raised  either  at  the  time  of  taking 
the  deposition,  and  noted  by  the  officer,  or  in  court  at  the  time  of  trial.  (See 
forms  following.) 

Dower — is  abolished.  Widow  takes,  as  heir  and  in  fee  simple,  one-third 
of  real  estate,  except  when  real  estate  exceeds  $10,C00,  one-fourth,  and  when 
it  exceeds  $20,000,  one-fifth,  as  against  creditors  only;  otherwise  one-third.  She- 
takes  one-third  of  personal  property.  If  but  one  child  or  descendant,  widow 
takes  one-half.  She  may  elect  to  take  under  the  will  or  the  law.  If  she 
marry  a  second  time,  having  children  by  former  husband,  she  can  not,  during 
such  coverture,  alienate  real  estate  received  by  former  marriage,  and  if  she 
dies  during  such  coverture,  real  estate  goes  to  children  by  previous  marriage. 

Divorces — May  be  granted  for  the  following  causes  and  no  others :  1,  Adult- 
ery, except  as  hereinafter  provided.  2,  Impotency,  existing  at  time  of  marriage. 
3,  Abandonment  for  two  years.  4,  Cruel  and  inhuman  treatment  of  either 
party  by  the  other.  5,  Habitual  drunkenness  by  either  party,  or  failure  of 
husband  to  make  reasonable  provision  for  his  family.  6,  Failure  of  husband 
to  make  reasonable  provision  for  his  family  for  a  period  of  two  years.  7,  Con- 
viction, subsequent  to  the  marriage,  of  either  party  of  an  infamous  crime. 

The  care  of  minor  children,  and  the  granting  of  alimonv,  are  within  the 
discretion  of  court.    (R.  S.  1876,  Vol.  II,  p.  324.) 

Examination  of  Party  to  Suit,  etc. — Either  party  to  a  suit  may,  upon  five 
day's  notice,  compel  the  opposite  party  to  attend  before  any  officer  authorized 
to  take  depositions,  and  be  examined  as  to  all  matters  in  controversy  in  suit, 
which  examination  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  may  be  used  in  evidence. 

Exemption. — Upon  filing  the  necessary  affidavit  and  schedule,  any  resi- 
dent householder  may  exempt  property  to  be  selected  by  him  to  the  amount 
of  $600  as  against  claims  founded  on  contract  made  since  May  31st,  1879,  and 
to  the  amount  of  $300  on  claims  contracted  before  that  date.  No  exemption 
as  against  judgments  founded  on  tort.  Married  women,  whether  householders 
or  not,  may,  if  resident  of  the  State,  claim  $600  exempt  in  like  manner  as  house- 
holder.   To  all  employees  one  month's  wages  are  exempt. 

Quere.  Can  an  exemption  be  claimed  as  against  judgment  for  the  costs  of 
the  opposite  party?  IT.  S.  Dist.  Court  for  Dist.  of  Indiana,  in  re  Owen,  6th 
Bissel,  432:  Gresham,  J.,  holds  that  judgment  for  the  cost  of  the  opposite 
party  is  not  "a  judgment  founded  on  contract,"  and  can  not  be  scheduled 
against  under  the  exemption  laws. 

Garnishment. — If,  at  time  an  order  of  attachment  issues,  or  before  or 
afterwards,  the  plaintiff,  or  other  person  in  his  behalf,  shall  file  an  affidavit 
that  he  has  good  reason  to  believe  that  any  person  (naming  him)  has  property 
of  defendant,  of  any  description,  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control,  which 
the  officer  can  not  attach,  or  that  such  person  is  indebted  to  defendant,  a 
writ  of  garnishment  shall  issue  against  such  person,  and  he  shall  he  account- 
able to  the  plaintiff  for  the  amount  of  money,  property  or  credits  so  under 
his  control,  or  due  the  defendant  from  him,  from  the  time  of  service  of  sum- 
mons in  garnishment.  But  all  employes  are  entitled  to  one  month's  wages 
free  from  garnishment. 

Interest — May  be  charged  at  6  percent,  on  money  due  and  payment  with- 
held or  delayed  on  accounts  stated.    8  per  cent,  may  be  charged  on  written; 
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agreement,  and  may  be  taken  in  advance.  Where  no  rate  specified,  it  is  6  per 
cent.    All  judgments  bear  0  per  cent.    Usury  forfeits  excess  above  6  per  cent. 

JUSTICES  of  the  Peace — Have  jurisdiction  in  civil  actions,  attachments, 
replevin,  etc.,  to  $200. 

Judgment  Lien — Holds  for  ten  years  after  the  rendition  of  judgment  or 
the  Last  execution,  upon  real  estate  in  county  where  rendered;  so,  too,  of 
transcript  of  judgment  of  Justice  of  the  Peace,  where  transcript  is  filed  in 
Clerk's  office  in  any  count}7  in  State.  Judgment  may  be  revived  within  twenty 
years  after  rendition.  Execution  lien  on  real  and  personal  property  in  county 
from  time  of  issuing. 

Limitations. — Actions  must  be  brought  within  six  years  after  the  cause 
has  accrued  on  accounts,  and  contracts  not  in  writing  for  use,  rents,  and 
profit  of  real  property,  for  injury  to  property,  damages  for  any  detention 
thereof,  and  recovering  possession  of  personal  property,  and  for  relief  against 
frauds.  Actions  for  injuries  to  person,  or  character,  and  for  a  penalty  given 
by  statutes,  must  be  commenced  within  two  (2)  years,  against  a  public  officer 
within  five  (5)  years,  but  against  the  officer,  or  his  representative,  for  money 
collected,  and  not  turned  over,  any  time  within  six  ((i)  years.  For  the  recov- 
ery of  real  property,  sold  on  execution  debt,  or  his  heirs,  or  any  person  claim- 
ing under  him,  by  title  acquired  after  date  of  judgment,  within  ten  (10) 
years  after  the  same.  Upon  promissory  notes,  bills  of  exchange,  and  other 
written  contracts,  for  the  payment  of  money  hereafter  executed,  within  ten 
years.  Provided,  that  all  such  contracts  as  have  been  heretofore,  executed, 
may  be  enforced  under  this  act,  within  such  time  only  as  they  have  to  run, 
before  being  barred  under  the  existing  law,  limiting  the  commencement  of 
actions,  and  not  afterward.  Upon  contracts  in  writing,  other  than  those  for 
the  payment  of  money,  on  jndgments  of  courts  of  records,  and  for  the  recov- 
ery of  the  possesession  of  real  estate,  within  twenty  years. 

Married  Women,  Eights  of. — All  property  she  owns  at  time  of  mar- 
riage, or  acquires  during  coverture,  remains  her  own  separate  property,  and 
can  not  be  sold  for  hushand's  debts.  May  sell  her  separate  personal  proper™ 
same  as  if  she  were  sole.  May  carry  on  business  on  her  sole  account,  and 
have  profits  of  such  business;  husband  shall  not  be  liable  for  debts  on  ac- 
count of  such  business.  May  make  contract  in  reference  to  her  personal, 
and  the  management  of  her  real  property,  and  her  separate  estate  shall  be 
liable  therefor  on  judicial  process.  Husband  must  join  in  conveyance  of  her 
lands.  She  is  bound  by  her  covenants  of  title  in  conveyance  of  her  real 
estate.  May  not  incumber  her  separate  property,  acquired  by  descent,  devise 
•or  gift,  as  security  for  any  one.  Is  bound  by  her  contracts,  except  as  surety, 
but  can  not  make  any  executory  contract  concerning  her  separate  real  estate, 
nor  convey  or  encumber  it  without  her  husband  joining  with  her,  or  where 
he  has  abandoned  her,  by  permission  of  court. 

She  may  charge  her  husband's  real  estate  or  personal  property  for  her 
support,  where  he  has  abandoned  her,  by  decree  of  court. 

Mortgages. — Must  be  recorded  in  county  where  land  is  situated  within 
45  days  in  order  to  preserve  priority. 

Chattel  Mortgages — must  be  recorded  in  county  where  mortgagor  re- 
sides within  ten  days  after  execution  to  be  good  as  to  third  parties. 

Notes  and  Piles. — Bills  of  exchange  and  promissory  notes,  payable  in 
bank  within  the  State,  arc  governed  by  the  law  merchant.  Three  days  grace 
allowed  on  all  commercial  paper  payable  within  the  State,  except  when  third 
day  is  holiday,  then  paper  matures  on  second  day.  All  notes  and  bills  should 
contain  the  clause:  "  Without  relief  from  valuation  or  appraisement  law.'' 

Proof  op  ('eaims. — The  full  name  of  each  of  the  claimants  should  b*e  seni 
with  the  claim.  An  itemized  bill  of  particulars,  the  correctness  of  which  is 
sworn  toby  the  claimant,  or  some  one  in  his  behalf,  is  sufficient  proof,  in 
case  of  dei'iiult  by  the  defendant,  but  not  otherwise. 

Redemption. — heal  estate  sold  on  execution  or  decree,  may  be  redeemed 
within  one  year  from  date  of  sale,  by  payment  of  amount  for  which  it  sold, 
■with  8  per  cent,  thereon  from  date  of  sale. 

Stay  of  Execution — May  lie  had  by  giving  one  or  more  sufficient  free- 
hold sureties;  in  higher  courts,  on  judgments  not  exceeding  $G,  30  days; 
over  $6  and  not  exceeding  $12,  90  days;  over  $12  and  not  exceeding  #20,  90 
days;  over  #20  and  not  exceeding  #40,  120  days;  over  $40  and  not  exceeding 
#100,  160  days;  over#100,  180  days.  In  Justices'  courts,  if  over  $40  and  under 
.#75,  150  days;  over  $75,  180  days  ;  smaller  amounts  same  as  higher  courts.

RELATIVE  TO  THE 

COLLECTION  OF  DEBTS,  Etc.

Accounts. — In  suits  on  account,  the  items  of  the  account  must  be 
set  out  in  a  hill  of  particulars ;  and  in  case  of  failure,  so  to  do  the  petition, 
is  subject  to  demurrer  for  this  defect.  But  when  set  out  as  above  required, 
and  duly  verified,  if  the  defendant  fails  to  appear,  or  appearing  fails  to 
controvert  the  items,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  pleading  duly  verified  ; 
then  the  account,  or  such  portion  thereof  as  is  not  controverted,  is  taken 
to  be  true. 

Assignments. — ISTo  general  assignment  for  the  benefit  of  creditors, 
is  valid  in  this  State,  unless  for  the  benefit  of  all  creditors  in  proportion 
to  their  respective  claims.  The  above  is  not  construed  to  prohibit  a  debtor, 
"who  is  at  the  time,  unable  to  pay  all  his  debts,  from  paying  or  giving 
mortgages  to  secure  to  any  one  creditor  all  his  claim,  even  though  doing 
so,  may  leave  nothing  for' the  payment  of  others. 

Assignments  should  be  acknowledged  and  recorded  like  conveyances 
of  real  estate,  and  should  have  attached  to  them  an  inventory  of  all  the 
property  of  the  assignor,  together  with  a  list  of  his  creditors,  and  the 
amount  of  their  respective  claims.  The  assignee,  must,  within  twenty 
days,  on  pain  of  removal,  file  a  similar  inventory  and  valuation  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  District  or  Circuit  Court,  and,  then  and  there,  file  a  bond 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  trust  in  double  the  amount  of  his 
inventory  and  valuation.  He  is  also  required  to  publish  for  six  weeks, 
notice  of  the  assignment,  and  to  mail  to  all  creditors  known  to  him, 
notice  to  present  their  claims  within  three  months.  Provisions  are  made 
for  the  death,  inability,  or  refusal  to  act  of  the  assignee. 
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COMMERCIAL  LAWS. 


Attachments.  Property  not  exempt  from  execution,  may  be  attach- 
ed on  any  of  the  following  grounds :  First,  that  the  defendant  is  a  foreign 
corporation,  or  acting  as  such;  or,  second,  that  he  is  a  non-resident  of 
the  State;  or,  third,  that  he  is  about  to  remove  his  property  out  of  the 
State,  without  leaving  sufficient  remaining  for  the  payment  of  his  debts; 
or,  fourth,  that  he  has  disposed  of  his  property,  in  whole,  or  in  part,  with 
intent  to  defraud  his  creditors ;  or,  tifih,  that  the  defendant  is  about  to 
dispose  of  his  property,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors;  or,  sixth, 
that  he  has  absconded  so,  that  the  ordinary  process  cannot  be  served  upon 
him;  or,  seventh,  that  he  is  about  to  remove  permanently  out  of  the 
lounty,  and  has  property  therein,  not  exempt  from  execution  ;  and  that 
lie  refuses  to  pay  or  secure  the  plaintiff;  or,  eighth,  that  he  is  about  to 
remove  permanently  out  of  the  State,  and  refuses  to  pay  or  secure  the 
debt  due  the  plaintiff;  or,  ninth,  that  he  is  about- to  remove  his  property  ^ 
or  a  part  thereof,  out  of  the  county,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  credit- 
ors; or,  tenth,  that  he  is  about  to  convert  his  property,  or  a  part  thereof 
into  money,  for  the  purpose  of  placing  it  beyond  the  reach  of  his  creditors ; 
or,  eleventh,  that  he  has  property  or  rights  inaction,  which  he  conceals; 
or,  twelfth,  that  the  debt  is  due  for  property  obtained  under  false  pretences. 

An  attachment  may  issue  before  the  debt  is  due,  when  nothing  but 
time  is  wanting  to  fix  an  absolute  indebtedness,  on  any  of  the  fourth, 
fifth,  or  twelfth  grounds  above  given;  or  that  the  defendant  is  about  to 
remove  from  the  State,  and  refuses  to  make  any  arrangements  for  secur- 
ing the  payment  of  the  debt  when  it  falls  due,  and  winch  contemplated 
removal,  was  not  known  to  the  plaintiff  at  the  time  the  debt  was  con- 
tracted. 

Claims,  Proof  of — See  account. 

Cost  Bond — If  the  defendant  before  answering,  make  and  file  an 
affidavit,  that  he  has  a  good  defense  in  whole  or  in  part  the  plaintiff,  it 
he  be  a  non-resident  of  the  State,  or  a  private  or  foreign  corporation,  will  t 
be  required  to  give  bond  for  the  payment  of  all  costs. 

Collections. — Attorney  fees  on  written  contracts,  made  since  July 
4th,  1880,  containing  an  agreement  to  pay  an  attorney's  fee,  shall  be 
allowed  and  taxed  as  part  of  the  cost,  as  follows  : 

For  the  first  $200  or  fraction  thereof,  ten  percent,  of  the  amount 
found  due.  For  the  excess  of  $200,  up  to  $500,  five  per  cent.  For  the 
excess  of  $500,  up  to  $1,000,  three  per  cent.  For  all  in  excess  of  $1,000 
one  per  cent. ;  provided  that  the  plaintiff  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  nol 
to  exceed  one-half  of  the  above  collection  fee,  in  case  payment  is  made 
after  commencement  of  suit,  and  before  return  day. 

Evidence. — Common  law  rules  of  evidence,  relating  to  competency 
of  witnesses  materially  altered.  Interest  in  the  result  of  the  action,  does 
not  disqualify  any  one  from  being  a  witness.  Neither  husband  nor  wife  can 
be  a  witness  one  against  the  other,  except  in  an  action  one  against  the  other, 
but  they  may  in  all  cases  be  witnesses  for  each  other.  Confidential  communi- 
cations made  to  attorneys,  physicians,  ministers,  etc.,  can  not  be  disclosed 

Executions. — Executions  are  issuable,  immediately  upon  the  rendi- 
tion of  judgment,  and.at  any  time  before  the  judgment  is  barred.  In 
Justices'  Court,  execution  must  be  returned  within  thirty  days,  and  in 
a  Court  of  Record,  within  seventy  days.  Execution  may  be  stayed  where 
the  amount  is  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  three  months,  and  where 
the  amount  is  over  one  hundred  dollars  for  six  months,  provided  the 
defendant,  within  ten  days  of  the  rendition  of  judgment,  give  a  bom 
With  one  or  more,  sufficient  freehold  sureties,  for  the  payment  of  the 
judgment,  interest  and  costs. 

Exemptions. — Homestead  of  40  acres  in  country,  and  half  an  acre  i 
Within  a  town  plat,  with  buildings  without  regard  to  value.  Persona 
property  exempt  includes  tools,  instruments,  library,  necessary  team 
&C.,  of  mechanic,  farmer,  teacher  or  professional  man;  wearing  apparel 
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household  and  kitchen  furniture,  $200;  certain  farm  animals  and  necessary 
food  for  six  months.  Earnings  of  debtor  within  90  days  of  levy  are  exempt. 
Foregoing  relates  only  to  residents,  being  the  head  of  a  family;  unmarried 
persons  and  non-residents  being  only  entitled  to  retain  their  own  clothing 
and  trunks.  "Where  debtor  is  a  printer,  the  printing  press  and  types,  furni- 
ture and  material  up  to  $1,200  are  exempt. 

Garnishment. — See  attachment. 

Insolvent  Laws. — See  assignments. 

Interest. — The  legal  rate  of  interest  is  six  per  cent.,  but  parties  mn  j 
contract  for  any  rate  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent.  Jn  eases  on  contract 
providing  for  more  than  tea  per  cent.,  the  court  will  render  judgment 
for  the  amount  of  ten  cents  on  the  hundred  by  the  year,  in  favor  of  the 
State  of  Iowa,  for  the  use  of  the  school  fund  of  the  county,  where  the  act- 
ion is  pending,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  plaintiff  have  judgment  for  more 
than  the  principal  sum.  Accounts  bear  interest  after  six  months  from 
the  date  of  the  last  item. 

Judgments.— Judgments  in  the  District  and  Circuit  Courts  may  be 
obtained  at  first  term  after  suit  commences,  if  undefended,  and  they  are 
a  lien  upon  all  r  al  property  of  the  defendant,  from  the  rendition  of  the 
judgment,  in  the  county  where  the  same  is  rendered,- and  in  any  other 
in  the  State  from  the  time  of  filing  a  transcript  of  the  judgment  in* the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  that  county. 

Judgments  in  Justices'  Court  are  a  lien  upon  the  real  property  of  the 
defendant,  from  and  after  the  filing  of  a  transcript  of  the  judgment  in  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  District  and  Circuit  Courts  of  the  county,  in 
which  they  are  rendered,  from  whence  transcripts  may  be  sent  to  other 
counties  in  the  State,  the  same  as  if  rendered  in  the  District  or  Circuit 
Court.  No  judgment  is  a  lien  upon  personal  property,  until  said 
property  is  actually  levied  upon  under  execution. 

Limitations  of  Actions. — Actions  founded  on  injuries  to  the  per- 
son, or  reputation  must  be  brought  within  two  years.  Actions  to  enforce  a 
mechanic's  lien  within  two  years  from  filing  the  statement  in  the  Clerk's  of- 
fice. Those  against  any  ofheer  where  the  liability  arises  out  of  any  official 
act,  within  three  years;  those  founded  on  unwritten  contracts  or  injuries  to 
property,  or  for  fraud  and  all  other  actions  not  otherwise  provided  for  in 
this- respect,  within  five  years;  those  founded  on  written  contracts  or  ]n<\ 
ments  of  any  court,  other  than  a  court  of  record,  and  those  brought  for  the 
recovery  of  real  estate,  within  ten  years;  those  founded  on  judgment  of  a 
court  of  record  of  this  or  any  other  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  within 
twenty  years. 

Married  Women. — A  married  woman  has  the  same  control  over  and 
right  to  her  real  and  personal  property  of  every  kind,  however  acquired,  as 
her  husband  has  over  his.  Expenses  of  the  family  and  education  of  the 
children  are  chargeable  upon  the  property  of  both.

Assignments  and  Insolvency. — Assignment  must  be  for  all  creditors 
alike;  deed  of  assignment  must  be  executed  and  recorded  like  conveyances 
of  real  property ;  sworn  inventory  must  be  filed  within  thirty  days  from 
date  of  assignment,  unless  court  grants  further  time.  Appraisers  are  ap- 
pointed by  District  Court,  and  receive  three  dollars  per  day  each  for  their 
services.  Sworn  appraisement  must  be  filed  by  appraisers  within  five  days 
from  date  of  their  appointment.  Assignee  is  required  to  give  bond  in 
double  the  amount  of  the  appraisement,  said  bond  to  be  approved  by  the 
Court  or  Judge  or  Clerk  thereof,  in  vacation,  and  recorded  by  clerk  of  said 
court.  Assignee  shall  exhibit  on  oath  a  statement  of  accounts,  with  proper 
vouchers,  to  District  Court,  at  its  first  regular  term  after  the  end  of  one  year 
from  execution  of  assignment,  and  yearly  thereafter  until  assigned  estate  is 
settled. 

If  assignee  fail  to  comply  with  provisions  herein  contained,  he  may, 
on  motion  of  creditor  or  creditors,  be  cited  by  the  court  to  appear,  and  on 
failure  to  do  so  may  be  discharged  as  such  assignee,  but  no  such  citation 
shall  be  issued  till  after  one  year  from  date  of  assignment.

of  this  State,  Avhich  fact  must  be  established  on  the  trial),  or  where  the 
debtor,  or  one  of  several  debtors,  has  absconded  with  intent  to  defraud 
his  creditors  or  has  left  the  county  of  his  residence  to  avoid  the  service 
of  summons;  or  so  conceals  himself  that  a  summons  can  not  be  served 
upon  him ;  or  is  about  to  remove  his  property,  or  a  part  thereof,  oat  of 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  oris 
about  to  convert  his  property,  or  a  part  thereof,  into  money,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  placing  it  beyond  the  reach  of  his  creditors;  or  has  property  or 
rights  in  action  which  he  conceals,  or  has  assigned*  removed  or  disposed 
of,  or  is  about  to  dispose  of,  his  property,  or  a  part  thereof,  with  the 
intent  to  defraud,  hinder  or  delay  his  creditors;  or  fraudulently  con- 
tracted the  debt;  or  fraudulently  incurred  the  liability  or  obligation  for 
which  suit  is  about  to  be  or  has  been  brought ;  or  when  the  damages  for 
which  the  action  is  brought  are  for  the  injuries  arising  from  the  commis- 
sion of  some  felony  or  misdemeanor,  or  the  seduction  of  some  female ;  or 
when  the  debtor  has  failed  to  pay  for  any  article  or  thing  delivered  for 
which,  by  contract,  he  was  bound  to  pay  on  delivery. 

An  undertaking  is  required  in  attachment  in  double  the  amount 
sued  for, conditioned  that  the  plaintiff  shall  pay  the  defendant  all  damages 
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he  may  sustain  by  reason  of  the  attachment,  if  the  order  be  wrongfully  ob- 
tained, but  no  undertaking  shall  be  required  when  the  party  or  parties  de- 
fendant are  all  non-residents  of  the  state  or  a  foreign  corporation.  The  un- 
dertaking in  District  Court  to  be  approved  by  the  Clerk  ;  in  Justices'  Courts, 
by  the  Justice. 

Accounts. — Proved  in  ordinary  manner. 

Courts. — District  Courts  hold  from  two  to  three  terms  annually  in  nearly 
every  county,  and  have  original  jurisdiction  in  cases  at  law  and  in  equity. 
Probate  Courts  hold  regular  terms  in  each  county  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  April,  July,  and  October.  Special  or  adjourned  terms  may  be 
held,  as  business  may  require,  and  said  Courts  are  always  open  for  business. 

jurisdiction  of  District  Court  unlimited.  Justices'  jurisdiction  in  civil

Costs — Bond  For. — In  District  Court  every  plaintiff  must  give  security  for 
costs,  or  deposit  $15  in  lieu  thereof,  or  make  affidavit  that,  by  reason  of  his 
poverty,  he  is  unable  to  do  so. 

In  Justices'  Court  every  non-resident  plaintiff  must  give  security  for  costs 
at  beginning  of  suit,  or  deposit  the  probable  amout  of  said  costs,  and  all  plain- 
tiffs may  be  required  to,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Justice. 

Exemption.— Every  person  residing  in  this  state,  and  being  the  head  of 
a  family,  shall  have  exempt  from  seizure  and  sale  upon  any  attachment,  exe- 
cution, or  other  process  issued  from  any  court  in  this  State,  the  following 
articles  of  personal  property  : 

Family  library,  pictures  and  musical  instruments ;  a  pew  in  place  of  pub- 
lic worship,  and  a  lot  in  any  burial  ground  ;  wearing  apparel  of  debtor  and 
family;  all  household  furniture  used  by  debtor  and  his  family,  including  sew- 
ing machine,  looms  and  other  implements  of  industry  not  exceeding  $500 
in  value ;  two  cows,  ten  hogs,  one  yoke  of  oxen,  and  one  horse  or  mule,  or  in 
lieu  thereof,  one  span  of  horses  or  mules  ;  twenty  sheep  and  wool  from  same; 
either  in  raw  material  or  manufactured  ;  food  for  support  of  stock  mentioned,' 
for  one  year,  either  provided  or  growing,  or  both ;  one  wagon,  cart,  or  dray] 
two  plows,  one  drag,  harness  and  tackle  for  teams,  not  exceeding  in  value 
$300;  necessary  tools  and  implements  of  any  mechanic,  and,  in  addition 
thereto,  stock  in  trade,  not  exceeding  $400  in  value  ;  the  library,  implements 
and  office  furniture  of  any  professional  man  ;  earnings  for  personal  services, 
for  three  months  prior  to  issuing  execution,  when  made  to  appear  by  affida- 
vit that  same  is  for  the  maintenance  of  his  family. 

Any  person  who  is  not  the  head  of  a  family,  and  who  resides  in  this 
State,  shall  have  the  following  property  only  exempt : 

The  wearing  apparel  of  the  debtor;  a  pew  in  a  place  of  public  wor- 
ship, and  a  lot  in  any  burial  ground  ;  necessary  tools  and  instruments  of 
any  mechanic,  miner  or  other  person,  used  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
on  his  trade  or  business,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  stock  in  trade,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  value  $400;  library,  implements  and  office  furniture  of  any 
professional  man;  earnings  for  personal  services  for  three  months  prior 
to  issuing  execution,  when  made  to  appear  that  such  earnings  are  neces- 
sary for  the  maintenance  of  a  family  supported  wholly  or  partly  by  his 
labor. 

Also  a  homestead  of  1G0  acres  of  farming  land,  or  one  acre  within  an 
incorporated  town  or  city,  with  buildings  thereon,  unlimited  in  value. 
A  lien  may  be  created  on  homestead  by  husband  and  wife,  both  joining 
in  the  mortgage. 

Garnishment.— When  the  plaintiff,  his  agent  or  attorney,  shall 
make  oath  in  writing  that  any  person  or  corporation  has  property  of  the 
defendant,  or  is  indebted  to  him,  a  garnishment  summons  may  issue  to 
such  person  or  corporation,  and  a  copy  of  order  of  attachment,  w  ith 
notice  that  he  appear  and  answer.  When  suit  is  brought  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  either  of  above-named  persons  shall  make 
affidavit,  in  substance  the  same  as  oneabove  referred  to  in  District  Court, 
the  Justice  of  the  Pence  Bhall  issue  such  summons,  either  at  the  com- 
mencement of  suit  or  afterwards. 
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Interest. — Legal  rate  seven  per  cent.,  but  twelve  per  cent,  may  be 
stipulated  for  by  contract.  A  charge  above  twelve  per  cent,  occasions 
lorfeiture  only,  there  being  no  penalty  for  usury.  Judgments  draw  the 
legal  rate  from  date  of  rendition,  but  where  judgment  "is  obtained  on  a 
promissory  note  or  other  contract,  in  which  a  greater  rate  was  agreed 
upon,  such  judgment  shall  be  drawn  at  the  contract  rate. 

Limitation  of  Actions. — Actions  concerning  real  property  must  be 
brought  within  two,  five,  or  fifteen  years,  according  to  the  reason  of  bringing 
same;  on  official  bonds  and  contracts  in  writing,  within  five  years;  contracts 
not  in  writing,  three  years ;  trespass,  detinue,  replevin,  and  for  relief  on  the 
ground  of  fraud,  two  years.  Kevivor :  part  payment  or  written  acknowl- 
edgment or  promise.

Attachment. — The  plaintiff  may  have  an  attachment  against  the  prop- 
erty of  the  defendant,  or  of  a  garnishee  in  an  action  of  the  recovery  of  money. 
When  the  suit  is  against : 

1.  A  defendant  who  is  a  foreign  corporation,  or  a  non-resident  of  the 
State. 

2.  Who  has  been  absent  therefrom  four  months,  or 

3.  Who  has  departed  therefrom  with  the  intent  to  defraud  his  cred- 
itors, or 

4.  Has  left  the  county  of  his  residence  to  avoid  the  service  of  a  sum- 
mons, or 

5.  So  conceals  himself  that  a  summons  can  not  be  served  upon  him,  or 

6.  Is  about  to  remove,  or  has  removed  his  property,  or  a  material  part 
thereof,  out  of  this  State,  not  leaving  enough  therein  to  satisfy  the  plaintiff's 
claims,  or  the  claims  of  defendant's  creditors,  or 

7.  Has  sold,  conveyed,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  his  property,  or  suffered 
or  permitted  it  to  be  sold,  with  the  fraudulent  intent  to  cheat,  hinder,  or

— The  following  property  is  exempt  from  execution,  attach- 
ment before  debt  is  due,  attachment  or  distress  against  a  bona-fide  house- 
keeper, with  a  family,  in  this  State,  and  on  all  liabilities  created  after  May  1st, 
1870,  the  libraries  of  preachers,  the  professional  libraries  of  lawyers,  physicians, 
and  surgeons,  and  their  instruments  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  dollars; 
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and  one  horse  with  cart  or  dray,  for  laboring  man.    The  wages  not  to  exceed  fifty 
dollars,  of  all  persons  who  work  for  wages,  not  to  apply  to  debts  contracted  for  food",  • 
raiment,  house  rent  for  family,  tools,  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  in  value,  of  a 
mechanic,  who  is  a  bona-flde  housekeeper,  with  family.    (Gen.  Stat.,  ch.  38,  art.  XIII, 
Sees.  6-9.)  v 

Of  any  mechanic  actually  engaged  in  the  prosecution  of  his  mechanical  business, 
material, 'manufactured  articles,  and  articles  in  processof  manufacture  notexceeding 
§200  in  value. 

So  much  land,  including  the  dwelling  house  and  appurtenances  owned  by  the 
debtor,  as  shall  not  exceed  in  value  one  thousand  dollars  ;  also  one  sewing  machine, 
pne  two-horse  wagon,  or  ox  cart,  one  set  of  gear,  washing  apparatus,  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars  in  value;  carpeting  for  one  room,  all  the  school  books,  a  prayer  book,  1 
hymn  book,  one  bureau,  one  wardrobe,  one  waslistand,  one  clock,  six  cups  and  • 
saucers,  six  plates,  six  knives  and  forks. 

As  against  debts  contracted  before  June  1,  1884,  the  following  exemptions  are 
allowed  in  addition  to  above:  Two  work  beasts,  or  one  and  yoke  of  oxen,  two  cows 
and  calves,  five  sheep,  wearing  apparel,  and  the  usual  household  and  kitchen  fur- 
niture, of  about  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

As  against  debts  contracted  on  or  after  June  1,  1884,  the  following  exemptions  are 
allowed : 

Two  work  beasts,  or  one  work  beast  and  one  yoke  of  oxen,  or  in  lieu  of  each  work  I 
beast  or  yoke  of  oxen,  if  not  on  hand,  $75  worth  of  other  personal  property;  two  plows 
and  gear,  or,  in  lieu  of  each,  if  not  on  hand,  $7.50  worth  of  other  personal  property  ;  one 
wagon  and  set  of  gear,  or  cart  or  dray,  or  if  not  on  hand,  £50  worth  of  other  personal 
property;  two  axes,  three  hoes,  one  spade,  one  shovel;  two  cows  and  calf,  or  if  not 
on  hand.  $25  worth  of  other  personal  property  in  lieu  of  each  cow  or  cow  and  calf;  % 
beds,  bedding  and  furniture  for  each,  sufficient  for  family  use;  one  loom  and  spin- 
ning wheel  and  pair  of  cards;  all  the  spun  yarn  and  manufactured  cloth  manufactured 
by  the  family,  necessary  for  family  use;  carpeting  for  all  family  rooms  in  use ;  one 
cooking  stove  and  all  cooking  utensils  ;  all  the  table-ware  and  cutlery  on  hand  for 
family  use;  one  table;  all  books,  not  exceeding  $50  in  value  ;  two  saddles  and  their 
appendages;  two  bridles:  six  chairs,  or  so  many  as  shall  not  exceed  $8  in  value; 
all  the  poultry  on  hand  :  ten  head  of  sheep,  or,  if  not  on  hand,  personal  property  not 
exceeding  $2.50  for  each  sheep  ;  all  wearing  apparel  ;  provisions  for  family  for  one  year, 
or,  if  not  on  hand,  growing  crop  or  other  personal  property  not  exceeding  >7>o  in  value 
for  each  member  of  the  family;  food  suitable  for  the  live  stock,  or,  if  not  on  hand, 
870  worth  of  other  personal  property;  washing  apparatus  not  exceeding  in  value  S'.O  ; 
one  bureau;  one  wardrobe;  one  waslistand  ;  one  gun  not  exceeding  $50  in  value; 
one  sewing  machine  ;  and  all  family  portraits  and  pictures.    (Acts  1883-4,  Vol,  I,  p.  76.) 

Garnishment.  When  an  execution  has  been  returned,  "no  property  found," 
the  plaintiffmay  bring  suit  in  equity,  for  a  discovery  of  the  defendant  under  oath 
of  all  legal  and  equitable  interest  chosen  in  action,  money  and  all  other  property  to 
which  he  is  entitle  1.  and  for  subjecting  tlm  same  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  judgment. 
And  in  such  act  ions  persons  indebted  to  the  pefendant  in  the  execution,  or  holding  B 
money  or  property  in  which  he  has  an  interest,  or  holding  evidences,  or  securities 
for  same,  may  also  be  made  defendants'.    (Civil  Code,  section  439.) 

in  such  an  action  the  plaintiff  may  have  attachment  against  defendant  without 
bond.    (Ibid  A 

The  court  may  compel  the  surrender  of  the  money  or  property,  and,  if  refused, 
the  court  can  commit  them  to  jail.    {Ibid  443.) 

Insolvency  and  Assignments.— Deeds  of  assignment  are  treated  as  all  other 
deeds.   (Gen.  Stat.,  p.  250.) 

The  assignee  is  named  by  debtor,  he  must  give  bond,  approved  by  the  Countv 
Court,  and  take  an  oath  to  perform  his  duties. 

The  assignee  is  under  the  control  of  the  Court  of  Equity,  and  settlements  are 
made  in  this  court.    (Civil  Code,  section  737.) 

Notice  to  prove  claims  is  given  by  publication  in  newspapers.  A  creditor  can  sue  , 
assignee  on  claims  rejected  by  him.    The  inventory  must  be  sworn  to  by  him. 

By  Statute,  if  preference  is  given  by  deed,  transferor  mortgage  to  a  creditor,  in 
contemplation  of  insolvency,  a  Court  of  Equity  will  set  the  same  aside,  if  suit  be  M 
brought  by  another  creditor  within  six  months,  and  the  same  will  operate  as  a 
general  assignment,  for  the  benefit  of  creditors.   (Gen.  Stat.,  art.  II,  ch.  44.) 

A  defendant  in  a  civil  action  can  be  arrested,  and  held  to  bail,  when  there  is  an 
affidavit  of  the  plaintiff  showing : 

L.   The  nature  of  the  plaintiff's  claim. 

2.  That  it  is  just. 

3.  The  amount  or  value  which  the  affiant  believes  that  the  plaintiff  ought  to 
recover.  .  I 

4.  That  the  affiant  believes,  cither  in  that  the  defendant  is  about  to  depart  from 
this  Siat«',  and  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  has  concealed,  or  removed,  from 
tins  State,  his  property  or  so  much  thereof,  that  the  process  of  the  court,  after  judg- 
ment, can  not  be  executed,  or  that  the  defendant  has  moneys,  or  securities  for  mbnev, 
or  evidences  of  debt  in  the  possession  of  himself,  or  of  others,  for  his  use,  and  is  about 
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to  depart  from  this  State,  without  leaving  property  enough  therein  sufficient  to  satisfy 
plaintiffs  claim.  To  do  this,  bond  and  security  must  be  given.  The  defendant,  in 
default  of  bail,  is  committed  to  jail,  where  he  must  remain  until  he  pays  the  debt,  or 
takes  the  insolvent  dedtor's  oath.    (Civil  Code,  title  8.  ch.  1.) 

There  is  a  statute  law,  giving  mechanics  and  material  men  a  lien,  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  work,  upon  the  improvements  and  the  interest  of  the  employer  in 
the  land,  for  work  done  and  material  furnished.  But  the  lien  is  dissolved  unless  the 
claimant,  within  sixty  days  from  time  he  cease?  to  labor  or  furnish  materials,  files 
notice  iu  County  Clerk's  office  setting  forth  his  lien  and  describing  property  to  be 
covered  thereby. 

Sub-contractors  and  laborers  may  acquire  alien  on  same,  to  the  extent  of  the 
amount  due  the  principal  contractor,  and  unpaid  at  the  time  of  giving  notice,  by 
giving  the  employer  written  notice  of  their  claim,  and  they  look  to  the  land  and  im- 
provements for  compensation. 

The  limitation  for  suit  on  mechanic's  lien  is  twelve  months  from  the  filing  of 
notice  in  clerk's  office.    (Gen.  Stat.,  ch.  70,  and  acts  1881.) 

Interest.— The  legal  rate  of  interest  in  this  State  is  six  per  cent.,  and  no  contract 
may  be  made  at  any  greater  rate.    (See  act  of  March  14th,  1878,  in  force  April  1st,  1878.) 

The  penalty  for  usury  is  forfeiture  of  all  interest  in  excess  of  the  legal  rate.  Six  per 
cent,  is  allowed  upon  judgments  rendered,  and  judgments  upon  written  contracts  bear 
the  same  rate  of  interest  provided  for  in  the  contract,  not  exceeding  the  legal  rate,  as 
fixed  by  the  above  law.  Interest,  at  the  legal  rate,  may  be  recovered  upon  open 
accounts,  by  proper  pleading  of  the  maturity  of  debt,  and  the  default  of  the  defendant. 
Prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  law  quoted  above,  it  was  allowable  to  cotnract  for  a  rate 
not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  issue  executions  on  judgments  from  the  Justice's  and 
County  Court  in  five  days,  from  Circuit  Court  in  ten  clays,  from  Louisville  Chancery 
Court  in  fifteen  days,  to  be  returnable  on  a  rule  dav,  not  under  thirty,  or  over  ninety 
days. 

An  execution  may  be  stayed  by  giving  the  proper  bond.  (Gen.  Stat.,  ch.  38. 
art.  XI.) 

A  judgment  does  not  constitute  a  lien  on  the  property  of  the  defendant.  Writ  of 
fieri  facias  binds  estate  of  defendant  from  the  time  it  is  delivered  to  proper  officer  to 
execute.   (Gen.  Stat.,  ch.  38.) 

As  to  claims  against  the  estate  of  deceased  persons,  no  more  proof  is  required  of 
non-residents  than  of  residents.  An  executor  or  administrator  can  not  be  a  non- 
resident, and  if  after  they  become  non-residents,  they  may  be  removed.  No  suit  can 
be  brought  against  the  personal  representative  within  six  months  after  qualification. 
Before  payment  is-made  by  a  representative,  demand  must  be  made  of  him,  accom- 
panied by  affidavit  of  claimant  or  agent  that  the  claim  is  just,  and  has  never,  to  his 
knowledge,  been  paid,  and  that  there  is  no  off-set  or  discount  against  the  same,  or  any 
usury  embraced  therein.  If  any  payment  has  been  made,  or  there  is  any  off-set  or 
discount  against  the  demand,  or  any  usury  embraced  therein,  the  affidavit  must 
fully  state  the  payment,  off-set,  discount  or  usury  ;  claims  not  prima  facie,  must  be 
proved.  No  action  can  be  broupht  or  recovery  had  until  after  such  affidavit  and 
demand.   (Gen.  Stat,  ch.  39,  art.  II.) 

If  the  personal  estate  is  insolvent,  suit  may  be  brought  by  a  creditor,  to  sell 
the  real  estate,  and  settle  the  accounts  of  the  personal  representative.  (Civil  Code, 
sec.  428.) 

Actions  upon  contracts  in  writing,  official  bond,  or  upon  judgment  of  any  court, 
must  be  brought  in  fifteen  years. 

Actions  upon  contracts,  expressed  or  implied,  not  in  writing,  for  trespass  upon 
real  or  personal  property,  on  bills  of  exchange,  drafts,  or  upon  promissory  notes,, 
placed  upon  the  footing  of  bills  of  exchange,  or  upon  accounts  between  merchants 
and  their  agents,  or  for  relief,  on  fhe  ground  of  fraud,  must  be  brought  within  five 
years. 

An  action  upon  a  merchant's  account  for  goods,  sold  and  delivered,  or  any  article 
charged  in  such  store  account,  shall  be  commenced  within  two  years,  from  the  date 
of  January  next  succeeding  the  respective  dates  of  the  delivery  of  the  articles  charged. 
(Gen.  Stat',  ch.  71.) 

Non-residents  and  corporations  must,  in  all  cases,  give  security  for  cost. 
Interest  does  not  disqualify  a  party  from  testifying.

LAWS  OF  LOUISIANA 

RELATIVE  TO  THE 

COLLECTION  OP  DEBTS,  Etc.

Arrest. — Is  allowed,  but  only  the  person  of  the  debtor  is  secured. 
The  debtor  can  be  discharged,  on  giving  bond  that  he  will  not  leave  the 
State  for  three  months.  Should  he  depart  his  bondsman  is  liable  for  the 
judgment.  This  is  the  only  practical  value  of  the  writ,  which  only 
issues  when  the  debtor  is  about  to  leave  the  State,  without  leaving  in 
it  sufficient  property  to  satisfy  the  judgment,  which  the  creditor  expects 
to  obtain  in  the  suit  he  intends  to  bring  against  him."  A  non-resident 
of  the  State  cannot  be  arrested  unless  it  appear  that  he  has  absconded 
from  his  residence. 

Creditor  must  give  bond  to  secure  issuance  of  the  writ. 

Assignmp:nts. — See  Insolvency. 

Attachment. — Issues  on  creditors  making  affidavit  to  facts  alleged, 
and  giving  bond.  Whenever,  (1)  the  debtor  resides  out  of  the  State ;  (2} 
has,  or  is  about  permanently  to  leave  it;  (3)  conceals  himself  in  order  to 
avoid  service  of  citation;  when  he  has  mortgaged,  assigned  or  disposed 
of,  or  is  about  to  mortgage,  assign  or  dispose  of  his  property,  rights  or 
credits,  or  some  part  thereof,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  or 
give  an  undue  preference  to  some  of  them  ;  when  he  has  converted,  or  is 
about  to  convert  his  property  into  money  or  evidences  of  debt,  with  in- 
tent to  place  his  property  beyond  the  reach  of  his  creditors.  Whenever 
the  debtor  is  about  to  remove  his  property  out  of  the  State  before  the 
debt  becomes  due,  non-resident  creditors  are  entitled  to  the  writ  to 
enforce  their  claims  same  as  resident  creditors.  < 

Exemptions.— Homesteads,  or  the  homestead  owned  by  the  debtor 
and  occupied  by  him,  consisting  of  lands,  buildings,  etc..  whether  rural 
or  urban,  of  eveiy  head  of  a  family  or  person  having  a  mother  or  fatber, 
a  person  or  persons  dependent  on  him  or  her  for  support;  also  one  work 
horse,  or  wagon,  or  cart,  one  yoke  of  oxen,  two  cows  and  calves,  twenty- 
five  head  of  hogs,  or  one  thousand  pounds  of  bacon,  or  its  equivalent  in 
pork,  whether  these  exempted  objects  be  attached  to  a  homestead  or  not, 
and  on  a  farm  the  necessary  quantity  of  corn  and  fodder  for  the  current 
year,  and  the  necessary  farming  implements  to  the  value  of  $2.000 ;  the 
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limit  is  $2,000.  The  property  exempt  cannot  exceed  that  amount  in 
value.  The  wife,  owning  that  much  in  her  own  right,  and  being  in  the 
active  enjoyment  of  it,  prevents  the  husband  from  claiming  k  home- 
stead. 

A  Sheriff  or  constable  cannot  seize  the  linen  and  clothes  belonging 
to  the  debtor  or  his  wife,  nor  his  bed,  bedding  or  bedstead,  nor  those  of 
his  famil}r,  nor  his  arms  and  military  accoutrements,  nor  the  tools  and 
instruments,  and  books  and  sewing  machines,  necessary  for  the  exercise 
of  his  or  her  calling,  trade  or  profession,  by  which  he  or  she  makes  a 
living;  nor  shall  he,  in  any  case,  seize  the  rights  of  personal  servitude, 
of  use  and  habitation,  of  usufruct  to  the  estate  of  a  minor  child,  nor  the 
income  of  dotal  property,  nor  money  due  for  the  salary  of  an  officer,, 
laborers'  wages,  nor  the  cooking  stove  and  utensils,  nor  the  plates,  dishes,  i 
knives  and  forks  and  spoons,  nor  the  dining  table  and  dining  chairs,  nor' 
washtubs,  nor  smoothing-irons  and  ironing  furnaces,  nor  family  portraits 
belonging  to  the  debtor,  nor  the  musical  instruments  played  on  or 
practiced  on  by  any  member  of  the  family. 

The  widow,  in  necessitous  circumstances,  has  a  right  to  $1,000. 

Garnishment. — Issues  whenever  a  third  person  has  property  of  debtor 
in  his  possession  ;  it  follows  the  writ. 

Insolvency. — May  be  voluntary  or  involuntary.  In  order  for  debtor 
to  obtain  discharge  a  majority  of  his  creditors,  in  number  and  amount, 
must  agree.  Any  person  may  make  a  surrender,  if  done  bona  fide.  A 
petition  to  the  Judge  of  his  domicile,  stating  the  cause  which  necessitated 
it,  asking  a  meeting  of  his  creditors,  upon  which  an  order  is  granted 
which  stays  all  further  proceedings  against  debtor.  Attached  to  petition 
must  be  a  schedule,  signed  and  sworn  to,  giving  a  full  statement  of  his 
(the  debtor's)  affairs,  the  losses  sustained,  names,  residences  and  amounts 
due  each  creditor,  and  property  of  every  kind,  with  a  fair  value.  Absent 
creditors  are  usually  represented  by  counsel  appointed  by  the  Court,  till 
they  secure  counsel  for  themselves. 

Interest. — Legal  rate  is  live  per  cent.,  a  greater  rate  up  to  eight  per 
cent,  may  be  agreed  on.  All  debts  bear  interest  at  five  per  cent,  from 
date  they  become  due. 

Limitations. — Prescriptions. — Open  accounts  are  prescribed  in 
three  years;  closed  acknowledged  accounts  in  ten  years;  notes,  in  five. 

Liens  and  Privileges. — When  on  real  estate,  must  be  recorded  in 
the  parish  (county)  where  the  property  is  situated. 

Liens  and  privileges  are  many,  under  our  jurisprudence.  Those  of 
principal  interest  are : 

1.  Salary  of  overseer  on  crop  for  current  year.

Provisional  Seizure. — Issues  when  creditor  sues  on  a  title,  import- 
ing a  confession  of  judgment;  when  lessor  sues  for  rent;  when  seamen 
asks  for  it  against  a  vessel  on  which  he  is  employed,  in  order  that  it  may 
not  leave  port  till  his  claim  be  paid  ;  when  property  is  abandoned,  or  the 
owner  is  unknown  or  absent;  and  against  property  pledged;  plantation 
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or  farm  laborers  may  have  the  writ  against  the  crop,  or  any  other  property 
on  which  they  have  a  privilege,  on  making  affidavit  that  it  is  about  to  be 
removed  from  the  "place."    No  bond. 

Sequestration — Issues  on  creditors  making  affidavit  to  truth  of  facts 
alleged,  and  giving  bond,  when  creditors  fear  that  pending  a  petition 
in  insolvency  for  a  stay  of  proceedings,  the  debtor  may  place  the  whole, 
or  part  of  his  property  beyond  their  reach.  Whenever  the  creditor  has 
li  lien  or  privilege  on  the  property ;  whenever  a  creditor,  by  special  mort- 
gage apprehends  that  the  property  will  be  removed  out  of  the  State  before 
he  can  have  the  benefit  of  his  mortgage.

Assignments  and  Insolvency. — An  insolvent  law  provides  a  S3rs-  - 
tem  of  insolvency,  voluntary  and  involuntary,  where  debts  are  not  less 
than  three  hundred  dollars,  with  assignee  elected,  subject  to  approval  of 
the  court,  who  dispose  of  property,  pay  expenses,  and  divide  the  assets.  . 
The  insolvent  may  be  discharged  from  his  debts  contracted  and  due, 
and  owing  to  parties  in  this  State,  and  from  all  debts  to  parties  out  of  the 
State,  when  creditor  proves  his  claim  ami  becomes  a  party  to  the  insol-  I 
vency  proceedings;  but  debts  due  to  parties  out  of  the  State  and  not 
contracted  here,  and  when  creditors  do  not  become  parties  to  the 
insolvency   proceedings,  are  not  discharged,  and  are  not  effected 
by  such  proceedings,  so  far  as  remedies  are  concerned.  Fraud- 
ulent conveyances   and  preferences  are  declared  void.    Penalties  are  I 
provided  for  misconduct  of  insolvent  assignee  and  messenger.  Debts 
contracted  by  fraud,  and  breach  of  trust,  are  not  affected  by  discharge, 
which  may  be  annulled  within  two  years,  for  cause.    Proceedings  are  I 
hi  the  Probate  Court,  with  appeals,  in  certain  cases,  to  the  Supreme  J 
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Judicial  Court,  which  has  full  equity  power  in  all  matters  arising  un- 
der the  law.  If  debts  are  less  than  three  hundred  dollars  the  debtor  may 
make  a  general  disclosure,  and  be  discharged  from  arrest. 

An  assignment  law,  for  benefit  of  creditors,  is  still  on  the  statute 
books;  but  the  Court  has  held  that  an  assignment  under  it,  by  one  who 
is  insolvent,  is  void,  since  the  enactment  of  the  insolvent  law. 

Attachment — Of  any  personal  property  not  exempt,  and  of  any 
interest  in  real  estate,  is,  as  a  matter  of  course,  and  continues  thirty 
days  after  judgment.  Personal  property  may  be  appraised,  and  sold  on 
the  wric  (unless  a  bond  is  given),  and  proceeds  held.  It  is  essential  to 
an  attachment  of  real  estate,  that  the  plaintiff's  elaim  be  specified,  par- 
ticularly in  the  declaration.  Where  property  is  attached  in  a  suit, 
against  one  joint  owner,  any  other  may  have  it  appraised,  and  give  bond, 
and  receive  it.  Incumbered  chattels  may  be  attached  by  paying  incum- 
brances. Stock  in  corporations  is  attached,  by  leaving  a  copy  of  writ, 
with  notice  of  attachment,  with  clerk,  cashier,  or  treasurer.  Corporate 
property  and  fianchises  of  toll  corporations,  may  be  attached  and  levied 
on.  No  attachment  can  be  made  until  debt  is  payable.  (JR.  IS.,  ch.  81, 
sees.  21-59.) 

Chattel  Mortgages. — If  the  mortgagor  remains  in  possession,  to 
be  valid  against  third  parties,  must  be  recorded  in  town  clerk's  office, 
where  mortgagor  resides;  or,  if  out  of  the  State,  where  they  are  made; 
or,  if  of  a  corporation,  wheie  its  place  of  business  is.  No  renewal  is 
required.  They  are  foreclosed  by  written  notice  served  on  the  mort- 
gagor by  the  mortgagee  (or  published,  if  he  is  out  of  the  State,  and 
recorded  in  the  same  place  as  the  mortgage,  and  is  completed  in  sixty 
days  after  the  record.    (K.  S.,  ch.  91,  sees.  1-8.) 

Under  these  provisions  it  is  usual  for  the  mortgagor  to  retain  posses- 
sion. Notes  are  also  given  for  property,  stipulating  that  it  shall  remain 
the  property  of  the  payee  until  the  note  is  paid,  and  are  subject  to  the 
same  regulations  as  to  record,  and  foreclosure  as  mortgages.  (E.  S.,  ch. 
Ill,  sec.  5;  1872,  ch.  71.) 

Execution — May  be  issued  any  time  after  twenty-four  hours  from 
rendition  of  judgment,  and  are  returnable  in  three  months.  Will  run 
against  the  body,  where  judgment  is  for  more  than  ten  dollars,  unless 
debtor  is  a  married  woman,  may  be  renewed  at  any  time  within  three 
'years,  or  j  udgment  may  be  sued  within  twenty  years.  No  stay  is  allowed, 
except  by  the  court  for  special  cause,  and  for  one  year  against  absent  de- 
fendants. Real  estate  may  be  levied  upon  by  sale  or  appraisal,  and  may 
be  redeemed  within  one  year. 

Personal  property  is  levied  upon  by  sale. 

Exemptions. — The  following  personal  property  is  exempt  from 
attachment  and  levy:  wearing  apparel,  fifty  dollars  worth  of  household 
furniture,  necessary  for  family;  one  bedstead,  bed  and  bedding  for  each 
two  members,  family  portraits,  bibles,  school  books  in  actual  use ;  copy 
of  State  Statutes,  library  worth  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  pew  in 
use,  one  cooking,  and  all  iron  warming  stoves,  charcoal,  twelve  cords 
wood  at  home  for  use;  live  tons  of  anthracite,  and  fifty  bushels  of  bitu- 
minous co  J,  ten  dollars  worth  of  lumber,  wood,  or  bark;  ail  produce 
tiJl  harvested;  one  ban  el  flour,  thirty  bushels  af  corn,  grain,  and  potn- 
toes;  half  an  acre  of  flax,  and  manufactures  therefrom  for  use;  tools  of 
trade;  sewing  machine,  worth  one  hundred  dollars ;  one  pair  of  work- 
ing cattle,  or  one  pair  of  horses  or  mules,  worth  three  hundred  dollars, 
and  hay  to  keep  them  through  the  winter;  one  harness,  worth  twenty 
dollars,  for  each  horse  or  mule;  a  horse  sled,  or  ox  sled,  two  swine,  one 
cow,  and  a  heifer  under  three  years  of  age,  or  two  cows,  if  no  oxen, 
horse,  or  mule ;  ten  sheep,  with  their  wool  and  lambs,  until  one  year  old, 
hay  sufficient  to  keep  them  through  the  winter ;  fifty-  dollars  worth 
of  domestic  fowl,  one  plow,  one  cart,  or  truck  wagon,  one  harrow,  one 
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yoke,  with  bows,  ring  and  staple,  two  chains,  one  ox  sled,  one  mowing 
machine,  one  boat  of  two  tons,  employed  in  fishing,  and  owned  exclu- 
sively by  an  inhabitant  of  the  State,  life  insurance  policies,  except  excess 
of  annual  cash  premiums,  for  two  years  above  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars.  Beal  Estate. — Lot  of  land  and  buildings,  worth  five  hundred 
dollars,  if  owner  files  required  certificate  in  registry  of  deeds,  is  exempt 
as  a  homestead,  from  all  attachments,  except  for  liens  of  mechanics  and 
material  men,  also  one  cemetery  lot.  (R.  S.,  ch.  81,  sees.  59-63;  Laws 
of  1874,  ch.  155  ;  Laws  of  1879,  ch.  99.) 

Interest. — The  legal  rate  of  interest  is  six  per  cent.,  but  the  parties 
may  agree  in  writing  for  any  rate  of  interest.  Judgments  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.  On  open  accounts  current,  interest  would 
commence  when  the  party,  to  whom  the  balance  is  due,  . makes  demand 
of  payment.    No  usury  laws. 

Mortgages  on  Real  Estate — Are  deed-s  poll,  with  condition  of 
defeasance,  executed  and  recorded  in  the  same  manner  as  deeds.  Notes 
are  usually  given  for  the  debt;  bonds  are  sometimes  used.  They  are 
foreclosed  in  thr^e  years,  or  in  a  less  time — not  less  than  one  year — if  so 
stipulated  in  the  mortgage.  Absolute  deed,  with  bond  back,  constitute 
a  mortgage.    Foreclosure  by  taking  possession  is : 

1.  By  judgment  and  possession  taken. 

2.  Entry  by  written  consent  of  mortgagor. 

3.  Entry  peaceably,  if  not  opposed,  with  two  witnesses,  who  make 
a  sworn  certificate  of  the  fact.  Abstract  of  wilt  and  return,  written 
consent,  and  certificate  to  be  recorded  in  same  place  as  mortgage,  within 
thirty  days  after  entry.  Possession  must  be  retained.  Foreclosure, 
without  taking  possession,  is: 

1.  By  three  weeks  notice  in  a  newspaper,  describing  land,  stating 
that  condition  is  broken,  and  claiming  foreclosed. 

2.  By  set  vice  of  same  on  mortgagor,  to  be  recorded  within  thirty 
days  after  last  publication  or  service.  Time  runs  from  possession  taken, 
first  publication,  and  service  of  notice.  Bills  in  equity  lies  for  discharge 
of  mortgage  satisfied,  and  to  redeem  mortgage  after  tender,  or  demand 
for  account  and  refusal,  or  neglect  of  mortgagee  to  furnish  it.  Writ  of 
entry  may  be  had  for  recovery  of  estate  from  mortgage  in  possession, 
after  mortgage  is  satisfied.  Mortgages  are  discharged  by  an  entry  in  the 
margin  of  the  record,  signed  by  the  mortgagee  personally,  or  by.  an 
attorn ey-at-law,  authorized  in  writing,  or  by  a  deed  of  release.  (R.  S., 
ch.  90.) 

No  statute  exists  in  regard  to  power  of  sale  mortgages,  but  they  are 
in  use,  and  recognized  by  the  court. 

Notes  and  Bills  of  Exchange. — Three  days  grace  is  allowed  on 
all  bills  of  exchange,  and  promissory  notes  not  on  demand,  which  are 
payable  within  this  State.  Promissory  notes  for  the  payment  of  money, 
to  order  or  bearer,  are  negotiable.  Demand  and  notice  are  necessary  to 
bind  indorsers.  The  maker  and  indorser  can  not  be  sued  in  one  action. 
Damages  on  domestic  bills,  three  to  nine  per  cent. ;  no  statute  in  relation 
to  damages  on  foreign  bills  protested.  Legal  holidays  are  Sundays,  day 
of  public  fast,  or  thanksgiving,  fixed  by  Governor  and  Council,  January 
1st,  February  22d,  July  4th,  December  25,  and  Memorial  day.

Attachments — Can  be  obtained  against  the  effects  of  a  non-resident  or 
an  absconding  debtor,  aud  where  a  debtor  is  disposing  of,  concealing  or  remov- 
ing his  property  from  the  State  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors;  also  in 
cases  where  the  debt  was  fraudulently  contracted. 

Arrest.— Imprisonment  for  debt  prohibited  by  the  Constitution. 

Ateignments. — A  debtor  can  make  an  assignment  for  the  benefit  of  credi- 
tors, but  no  preference  is  permitted. 

Chattel  Mortgages  and  Bills  of  Sale — Must  be  recorded  within  twenty 
days. 

Exemptions. — Wearing  apparel,  mechanical  text-books  and  books  of  pro- 
fessional men,  tools  of  mechanics,  and  all  tools  or  other  mechanical  in- 
struments or  appliances  moved  or  worked  by  the  hand  or  foot  necessary  to  the 
practice  of  any  trade  or  profession,  and  used  in  the  practice  thereof,  and  other 
property  to  be  selected  by  the  debtor  to  the  value  of  $100.    No  homestead. 

Insolvency. — A  debtor  can  obtain  his  discharge  by  petition,  setting 
forth  hir  inability  to  pay  his  indebtedness,  and  conveying  to  trustee 
appointed  by  the  Court  for  that  purpose,  all  his  property,  real,  personal 
and  mixed,  the  exemptions  allowed  by  law  excepted  ;  provided  he  has 
not  at  any  time  disposed  of  his  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  delay  or 
defraud  his  creditors,  and  any  creditor  or  creditors,  the  aggregate  of 
whose  claims  against  a  debtor  amount  to  at  least  $250,  can,  by  petition, 
have  such  debtor  declared  insolvent,  if  he  has  committed  any  act  of  in- 
solvency specified  in  the  statute,  namely  :  departing  from  or  remaining 
absent  from  this  State  with  the  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors ;  conceal- 
ing himself  to  avoid  service  of  process;  fraudulently  to  conceal  or 
remove  any  of  his  property,  or  to  transfer  the  same  with  the  intent  to

days,  provided  such  proceedings  are  instituted  within  sixty  days  after 
the  act  of  insolvency  is  committed.  No  discharge  under  the  insolvent 
law  can  affect  the  rights  of  a  non-resident  creditor,  unless  he  voluntarily 
becomes  a  party  to  the  proceedings. 

Interest. — Legal,  six  per  cent;  usury  forfeits  excess. 

Justice  of  the  Peace. — Jurisdiction,  $100. 

Limitation  of  Actions. — Open  accounts  and  simple  contracts,  three 
years;  sealed  instruments  and  judgments,  twelve  years.  Revivor: 
Judgments  by  scire  facias;  other  debts  by  any  promise  or  acknowledg- 
ment, written  or  verbal. 

Married  Women. — The  property  of  wife  is  not  liable  for  the  debts 
of  husband  nor  subject  to  his  control;  husband,  however,  must  join  in 
deed  conveying  or  transferring  the  same,  but  she,  by  will,  can  dispose  of 
it,  as  if  she  were  a  feme  sole.

Acknowledgments. — Deeds  must  be  acknowledged  by  grantors  or  one 
of  them,  or  by  the  attorney  executing  the  same,  and  in  the  State  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  or  Notary  Public  ;  in  any  other  part  of  the  United  States 
before  a  Justice,  Notary,  Magistrate,  or  commissioner  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose by  the  Governor  of  the  State.  In  any  foreign  country  before  such  Jus- 
tice, Notary,  Magistrate,  or  commissioner,  or  before  a  Minister,  Consul,  or 
Consular  offices  of  the  United  States  accredited  to  such  country. 

Administration — .  Shall  be  granted ;  First :  To  the  widow  of  de- 
ceased, or  next  of  kin,  or  both  as  the  Court  deems  fit;  Second:  To  the 
husband  of  deceased,  being  competent  and  willing,  if  feasible  and  pro- 
per ;  Third :  All  said  persons  being  incompetent,  unsuitable,  renouncing 
the  suit,  or  neglecting  without  good  cause,  for  30  days  after  decease  of 
the  intestate,  to  one  or  more  of  principal  creditors ;  Fourth  :  Such  creditors 
being  unwilling,  or  incompetent,  to  whom  the  court  deems  lit;  Fifth: 
There  being  no  widow,  husband  or  next  of  kin,  in  the  commonwealth, 
to  a  public  administration,  in  preference  to  creditors. 

Aliens — .  May  purchase,  hold  and  convey  real  and  personal  estate. 

Appeal — .  May  be  taken  from  Inferior  Courts  to  the  Superior 
Court,  if  claimed  within  24  hours  after  judgement  entered,  parties  ap- 
pealing must  give  bond  to  prosecute  appeal.  Appeal  lies  from  Superior 
Court  to  Supreme  Court  on  questions  of  law  only,  from  Courts  of  insol- 
vency to  the  Superior  Court ;  From  Probate  Courts  to  Supreme  Courts, 
when  claimed  within  thirty  days,  from  act  complained  of. 

Arrest  for  Debt. — On  mesne  process  in  action  of  contract  may  be 
made  if  the  plaintiff,  or  some  one  in  his  behalf,  make  affidavit,  and 
prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  some  magistrate,  that  he  has  good  cause  of 
action,  and  he  expects  to  recover  the  sum  of  $20,  exclusive  of  costs 
that  he  has  reason  to  believe  that  the  defendant  lias  property  to  the 
amount  of  $20,  or  more,  not  exempt  from  being  taken  on  execution,  and 
that  he  has  reason  to  believe  that  the  defendant  intends  to  leave  the 
State,  or  instead  of  second  and  third  that  the  defendant  is  an  attorney-at 
law,  and  the  debt  sought  to  be  recovered  is  money  collected  by  the  de- 
fendant for  the  plaintiff,  and  not  paid  over  in  a  reasonable  time. 

No  person  can  be  arrested  on  an  execution,  except  for  costs,  or 
action  of  tort,  unless  the  original  debt  amounted  to  $20  or  more,  and 
then  only  after  a  hearing  before  a  magistrate. 

No  woman  can  be  arrested  on  mense  process,  in  action  of  contract, 
but  she  may  be  cited  before  the  Court  of  Insolvency,  as  judgment  debtor, 
and  if  it  be  shown  that  she  has  property  not  exempt  from  attachment, 
she  will  be  compelled  to  surrender  the  sum  for  the  creditors'  benefit. 

Attachment. — Real  and  personal  estate  may  be  attached  on  the  or 
iginal  suit,  to  attach  real  estate,  the  debt  or  damage  must  be  not  less- 
than  $20,  attachment  may  be  dissolved  by  bond. 

Bills  and  Notes. — Grace  of  3  days  is  allowed  on  all  negotiable  pa- 
per, payable  at  sight,  or  future  time,  certain,  within  the  commonwealth. 
No  grace  on  paper  payable  on  demand,  or  checks  drawn  on  a  bank. 

Chattel  Mortgages.— Must  be  recorded  within  fifteen  days,  to  be 
valid,  except  as  to  the  parties,  in  the  Clerk's  office  of  the  city  or  town 
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where  the  mortgagor  resides,  and  also  of  the  city  or  town  where  is  his 
principal  place  of  business.  The  mortgagor  living  out  of  the  common- 
wealth,the  mortgage  must  be  recorded  in  the  town  or  city  where  the  prop- 
erty is.    JSTo  seal  or  acknowledgment  necessary. 

Corporations. — May  be  established,  except  for  selling  intoxicating 
liquors,  and  banking  under  the  general  laws.  Unless  stockholders  have 
paid  the  full  value  of  their  shares  they  are  liable  for  debt  contracted 
before  the  original  capital  is  paid  in. 

Courts. — The  District,  Municipal,  Police  Courts,  and  Trial  Justices 
have  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  when  the  debt  does  not  exceed 
$100,  and  concurrent  with  the  Superior  Court,  up  to  ,$300. 

The  Superior  Court  has  jurisdiction,  where  the  amount  claimed, 
exceeds  $100. 

Supreme  Court  has  original,  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  petitions 
for  divorce  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  Superior  Court,  of  peti- 
tion for  partition ;  writs  of  entry  for  foreclosure  of  inortgag  and  actions 
where  the  damage  on  property  claimed  exceeds  in  amount  of  value,  $4,000, 
in  Suffolk,  and  $1,000  in  other  counties.  The  Probate  Court  has  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  probate  of  wills;  granting  administration;  the  appointment  of 
guardians ;  the  adoption  of  children  and  the  change  of  names.  The 
Probate  Court  is  also  the  Court  of  Insolvency,  and  is  a  Court  of  Record. 

Creditors  Bill. — The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  has  jurisdiction  in 
equity  to  reach  and  apply  in  payment  of  a  debt,  any  property,  right, 
tile,  or  interest,  legal  or  equitable,  of  a  debtor  within  this  State,  which 
cannot  be  come  at  to  be  attached  or  taken  on  execution  in  a  suit  at 
law  against  such  debtor.  Also  any  property,  right,  title  or  interest, 
real  or  personal,  of  a  debtor  liable  to  be  attached  or  taken  on  execution 
in  a  suit  at  law  against  him,  and  fraudulently  conveyed  by  him,  with  in- 
tent to  defeat,  delay  or  defraud  his  creditors,  or  purchased  or  directly  or 
indirectly  paid  for  by  him,  the  record  or  other  title  to  which  is  returned 
in  the  vendor,  or  is  conveyed  to  a  third  person  with  intent  to  defeat, 
delay  or  defraud  the  creditors  of  the  debtor. 

Depositions. — Pending  action,  the' Court  will  issue  commission  to 
take  depositions  of  witnesses  out  of  the  State,  and  such  deposition  has 
the  same  validity  as  if  taken  within  the  State.  Depositions  of  United 
States  soldier  may  be  taken  before  a  United  States  Army  Officer  above 
the  rank  of  Lieuenant  of  United  States  Sailors',  before  any  paymaster, 
surgeon,  or  officer  in  command  of  his  vessel. 

Estates  of  Persons  Deceased. — Are  subject  to  payment  of  debts 
of  the  deceased,  and  may  be  taken  on  execution  against  the  executor. 
Personal  estate  must  be  exhausted  before  recourse  can  be  had  to  the  real 
estate.  If  more  claims  are  presented  than  the  estate  can  pay,  it  must  be 
rendered  insolvent. 

Executions. — Cannot,  issue  within  24  hours  after  judgment,  and 
are  returnable  within  60  days  after  date,  and  must  issue  within  one 
year  after  judgment.  If  returned  to  Court  unsatisfied,  an  alias  may 
be  had. 

Exemption  from  Attachments  and  Execution. — Homestead  to 
the  value  of  $800,  if  claim  is  made  and  recorded.  Homestead  furniture 
exceeding  $300,  fuel  not  exceeding  $20,  library  not  exceeding  $50;  one 
sewing  machine;  necessary  wearing  apparel;  pew  in  church;  one  cow, 
six  sheep,  one  swine  and  two  tons  of  hay  ;  tools  and  fixtures*  necessary 
for  carrying  on  his  business,  not  exceeding  $100 ;  material  and  stock 
designed  and  procured  by  him  and  necessaiy  for  carrying  on  his  busi- 
ness or  trade  and  intended  to  be  used  or  wrought  therein  not  exceeding 
$100;  boats  and  fishing  tackle  used  by  the  owner,  to  the  value  of  $100; 
provisions  not  exceeding  $50;  uniform  of  officer  and  soldier;  a  right  of 
burial  and  tomb,  while  in  use  as  such ;  shares  in  certain  co-operative 
association  not  exceeding  $20. 
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Insolvent  Law. — Any  inhabitant  of  the  State,  owing  debts  to  an  amount 
of  $200,  contracted  as  such  inhabitant,  may  apply  by  petition  to  the  Judge 
of  Insolvency  [who  also  is  Judge  of  Probate],  in  the  county  whore  lie  re- 
sides, setting  forth  his  inability  to  pay  his  debts,  and  his  willingness  to  sur- 
render all  of  his  property  (not  by  law  exempt)  to  his  creditors.  A  warrant 
thereupon  issues  to  a  messenger  (who  is  deputy  sheriff),  who  takes  possession 
of  the  insolvent  assets.  The  insolvent  furnishes,  on  oath,  and  within  five 
days  after  the  warrant  is  issued,  a  list  of  all  his  creditors  and  assets.  The 
creditors  are  notified  at  the  first  meeting,  at  which  meeting  the  creditors  can 
vote  for  assignee,  who  is  chosen  by  a  majority  in  value,  provided  the  num- 
ber is  more  than  five  and  less  than  ten.  All  debts  must  be  proven  by  oath 
of  the  creditor,  or  his  agent  or  attorney,  if  he  does  not  reside  in  the  State, 
and  must  be  presented  for  allowance  at  one  of  the  meetings  of  the  insolvent. 
All  parties  to  the  insolvency  proceedings  may  be  examined  on  oath,  if  re- 
quested by  the  Judge.  Appeals  are  allowed  to  the  Superior  Court  to  any 
person  aggrieved.  Appeals  must  be  entered  with  the  Register,  and  en- 
tered at  the  next  term  of  the  Superior  Court.  Insolvency  dissolves  all 
attachments  less  than  four  months  old. 

The  Preferred  Claims  On — 1.  Debts  due  to  the  United  States,  or  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  or  any  county,  city,  or  town  therein. 

2.  Wages  due  operators,  clerks,  or  servants,  not  exceeding  ftlOO  for 
labor  performed  within  one  year  of  first  publication  of  notice,  or  when  suit 
has  been  commenced  for  the  sum  within  one  year  from  performance, 
and  is  pending  or  has  terminated  within  one  year  from  said  publication. 

3.  Debts  due  physicians  for  medical  attendance  on  debtor  or  family 
rendered  within  six  months  prior  to  commencement  of  proceedings  in  in- 
solvency, not  exceeding  $50. 

4.  Debts  due  any  person  who  by  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  this  State, 
is  entitled  to  preference. 

5.  Legal  fees,  costs  and  expenses  of  suit  and  for  custody  of  property  if 
attachment  was  made  of  insolvent's  property. 

The  assignee  exhibits  his  account  at  the  third  meeting,  and  the  Judge 
thereon  orders  dividends.  If  the  insolvent  estate  pays  50  per  cent.,  or  if  a 
majority  in  number  and  value  of  his  creditors  give  their  assent  in  writing 
within  six  months  from  the  first  proceedings,  the  insolvent  is  entitled  to  his 
discharge.  Any  fraud  prevents  his  discharge  and  any  fraudulent  conceal- 
ment of  any  part  of  his  estate,  or  removal  of  it  out  of  the  State,  is  punished 
by  imprisonment  in  the  State's  prison.  Claims  due  the  parties  out  of  the 
State,  and  not  proved  against  the  insolvent's  estate,  are  not  discharged. 

Creditors  may  petition  debtors  into  insolvency. 

Debtor  can  make  no  preference  of  his  creditors  that  would  be  binding 
against  insolvency. 

The  assignee  gives  no  bond,  unless  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Judge. 

Also,  by  act  of  1884,  debtor  may  at  any  time  after  filing  of  petition  and 
schedules  in  insolvency,  file  a  proposal  for  composition  with  creditors,  stat- 
ing amount  of  dividend,  which  shall  be  payable  only  in  money,  and  time  of 
payment,  with  written  consent  of  majority  in  number  and  value  of  credi- 
tors; if  for  payment  of  not  less  than  fifty  per  cent.,  to  general  creditors;  if 
less  than  fifty  per  cent.,  three-quarters  in  number  and  value  of  such  credi- 
tors ;  and  the  Court  shall,  if  the  composition  appears  duly  assented  to,  con- 
sistent with  justice  and  for  the  interest  of  creditors,  order  the  composition 
confirmed  :  and  upon  deposit  of  all  payments,  vouchers,  and  securities  with- 
in time  limited  by  Court  therefor,  shall  grant  to  debtor  a  discharge  from  his 
debts. 

Interest. — Legal  rate,  six  per  cent.  No  usury  law.  Any  interest 
allowed  by  contract. 

Judgment — Does  not  constitute  a  lien  on  defendant's  property  unless  an 
attachment  was  made  on  the  original  writ;  property  not  exempt  may  be 
seized  on  the  execution  taken  out  on  any  judgment.  Foreign  judgments  are 
proved  by  certified  copies.  Six  percent,  interest  is  allowed  on  all  judgments. 
On  default,  j udgment  entered  on  last  day  of  term. 

LlEN. — Any  person  who  furnishes  labor  or  material  for  construct- 
ing or  repairing  any  building,  may  have  a  lien  on  the  same,  or  on  the 
owner's  interest  in  the  land,  on  which  the  same  is  situated,  if  claimed 
duly  within  30  days  from  time  labor  ceases;  but  when  the  material  is 
not  furnished  the  owner,  on  his  own  order,  notice  in  unity  must  be 
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given  him,  of  the  claim  of  lien,  when  the  materials  are  furnished,  suit 
to  enforce  said  lien  must  be  commenced  within  V>0  days.  Besides  the 
'  common  law  liens,  there  is  a  lieu  on  vessels  for  labor  on,  and  material 
used,  in  building  or  repairing  them,  to  be  claimed  duly  within  4  days 
after  vessel  leaves  port.  Boarding  house  keepers  have  lien  on  baggage, 
and 'effects  of  guests,  except  mariners.  There  is  a  lien  on  horses  and 
other  domestic  animals  for  boarding,  pasturing,  etc.,  the  same. 

Limitation  of  Actions. — Real  actions,  action  by  payee  or  his  ad- 
ministrator's on  a  witnessed  note,  personal  actions  not  elsewhere  limited 
and  Judgments  of  a  Court  of  Record,  must  be  brought  within  20  years. 

Actions  of  contract,  formed  on  any  contract  not  under  seal,  express 
or  implied,  except  judgments.  Actions  for  arrears  of  rent,  o  i  leases  not 
sealed.  Actions  of  replevin,  and  all  others,  for  taking,  detaining  or  in- 
juring chattels.  All  actions  of  tort  except  as  follows,  6  years.  Actions 
'  against  sheriffs  for  deputys'  default,  4  years. 

Actions  for  assault  and  batter}r,  false  imprisonment, slander  and  libel 
aud  for  the  conversion  of  personal  property  brought  against  executors 
administrators,  guardians',  trustees,  sheriffs'  deputy  sheriffs',  constables, 
assignees  in  insolvency,  2  years.  Actions  and  suits  for  penalties 
brought  in  behalf  of  plaintiff,  1  year. 

This  limitation  does  not  run  against  a  person  under  disability  at  time 
this  cause  of  action  accrued  on  account  of  minority,  insanity,  or  absence 
from  State. 

Acknowledgment  or  new  promise,  to  take  debt  out  of  operation  of 
statutes  of  limitation,  must  be  in  writing  signed  by  the  party  chargeable. 

Married  Women. — All  property,  either  real  or  personal,  of  a  mar- 
ried  woman,  whether  acquired  before  or  after  marriage,  in  any  way, 
except  by  gift  of  husband,  other  than  apparel  and  ornaments  etc.,  to 
the  value  of  not  more  than  $2000,  not  fraudulent  as  to  creditors,  js  her 
separate  estate,  and  may  be  used  as  she  sees  fit,  and  is  not  subject  to 
the  control  of  her  husband  or  liable  for  his  debts.  She  has  the  same 
rights,  and  subject  to  the  same  liability,  as  she  would  if  sole,  except  she 
cannot  convey  to,  nor  contract  with  her  husband,  nor  impair  his  rights  as 
tenant  by  this  courtesy  without  his  written  consent.  A  married  woman 
doing  business  on  her  separate  account  must  file  a  certificate  with  the 
City  or  Town  Clerk  where  she  does  business,  setting  forth  her  name,  the 
name  of  her  husband,  the  nature  of  her  business,  and  the  place  where  it 
is  to  be  done,  otherwise  her  property  will  be  liable  for  her  husband's 
debts,  The  husband  may  file  such  certificate,  rind  if  no  such  certificate  is 
filed  the  husband  is  liable  upon  all  contracts  made  in  such  business. 
Her  contracts  concerning  her  property, business  or  labor,  ar  e  not  binding 
on  her  husband,  and  his  property  is  not  held  therefore,  if  certificate  as 
abjve  is  duly  filed. 

Mortgages  and  Deeds  of  Trust. — Mortgages  are  in  form  like 
warranty  deeds,  with  clause  of  defeasance.  All  mortgages  are  now  made 
with  power  of  sale  clause,  and  may  be  foreclosed  after  entry  of  mort- 
gage for  breech  of  condition,  and  a  certificate  of  the  same  rendered 
within  30  days  :  or  by  suit  of  law;  or  by  sale  under  the  power  of  sale 
after  proper  notice.    Trust  Deeds  are  not  in  general  use. 

Redemption. — Lands  taken  on  execution  may  be  redeemed  by 
debtor,  within  1  year  after  levy.  Mortgaged  personal  property  within 
sixty  days  after  notice  of  forclosure.  By  owner  or  mortgagee  of  real 
estate  sold  for  non  payment  of  taxes  within  two  years  from  sale. 

Replevin. —Possession  of  specific  chattels  unlawfully  taken  or  detain- 
ed from  the  rightful  owner  can  be  obtained  by  this  writ  only.  It  lies  for 
goods  worth  above  $20,  and  chnttle  distraint.  Jewelry  and  clothing  on  the 
person  cannot  be  replevied.    Plaintiff  must  furnish  official  bond.

COMMERCIAL  LAWS. 


Statute  of  Laxds. — Xo  action  can  be  brought  in  the  following 
cases,  unless  the  promise  or  agreement  on  which  such  action  is  granted 
is  evidenced  by  writing  signed  by  the  person  to  be  charged  therewith  or 
some  one  thereto  lawfully  authorized  by  him : 

1.  To  charge  an  executor,  administrator,  or  assignee  under  an  in- 
solvent law  of  this  State,  upon  a  special  promise  to  answer  damages  out 
of  his  own  estate.  2.  To  charge  a  person  on  a  special  promise  to  aris* 
wer  for  the  debt,  default,  or  misdoings  of  another.  3.  When  an  agree- 
ment made  upon  consideration  of  marriage,  or  not  to  be  performed  with- 
in one  year  from  the  making  thereof.  4.  When  a  contract  for  the  sale 
of  lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments,  or  any  interests  in,  or  concerning 
them.  But  the  consideration  of  the  contract  need  not  be  in  writing.  5. 
Upon  a  promise  of  a  discharged  insolvent  debtor,  to  revive  the  debt.  0. 
Upon  a  representation,  or  assurance  concerning  the  character,  conduct, 
credit,  ability,  trade,  or  dealings  of  a  person.  Upon  a  contract  for  the  sale 
of  goods  and  wares,  merchandise,  for  $50  or  more,  unless  the  purchaser  re- 
ceive a  part  of  the  goods,  or  offer  some  pay  in  earnest,  or  part  payment. 

Every  contract  written,  or  oral  for  the  sale  or  the  transfer  oif  stock 
and  bonds  is  void,  unless  the  contracting  party  is  the  owner,  oris  by  him 
authorized  to  sell  the  same. 

Stay  of  Execution. — No  especial  stay  laws. 

Taxes. — Assessed  on  real  estate  are  a  lien  for  two  years  after  they 
are  committed  to  the  collector.    If  not  paid,  collector  may  sell. 

,  Trustee  Process. — Most  personal  actions  may  be  commenced  by 
trustee  process,  and  any  person  or  corporation  may  be  summoned  as 
trustee  of  the  defendant. 

Witness. — Testimony  of  parties  in  interest  admissable.

LAWS  OF  MICHIGAN. 

RELATIVE  TO  THE 

COLLECTION  OF  DEBTS,  Etc. 


Prepared  expressly  for  J.  A.  Graft  &  Co's  Legal  Directory, 


Affidavits. — An  affidavit  to  be  used  in  this  State,  taken  in  any  other 
State,  may  be  sworn  to  before  a  commissioner  for  Michigan,  or  it  may  be 
taken  before  any  Notary  or  Justice  of  the  Peace,  authorized  by  the  laws 
of  his  own  State  to  administer  oaths,  and  the  genuineness  of  his  signa- 
ture, and  the  fact  that  he  was  such  Notary  or  Justice  at  the  date  of  the 
jurat,  must  be  certified  to  by  the  Clerk  of  a  Court  of  Record  of  the 
county,  under  his  official  seal. 

Arrests. — No  arrest  or  imprisonment  for  debt,  except  where  defend- 
ant has  collected  money  as  public  officer,  or  in  professional  employment, 
and  failed  to  turn  it  over.  May  arrest  in  civil  actions  for  torts.  No  fe- 
male can  be  arrested  in  any  civil  action. 

Assignments. — May  be  made  for  benefit  of  all  creditors.  Must  be 
without  preference,  and  of  all  the  debtor's  property.  Regulated  by  stat- 
ute of  1879,  and  amendment  of  1881.  Creditors  must  prove  debts  within 
ninety  days  after  notice  from  assignee. 

Attachments — May  be  issued,  if  affidavit  made  by  plaintiff  or  agent, 
that  affiant  has  good  reason  to  believe,  and  does  believe,  that  debtor  has 
absconded,  or  is  about  to  abscond  from  the  State ;  or  is  concealed  herein, 
to  the  injury  of  his  creditors;  or  that  he  has  assigned,  disposed  of,  or  con- 
cealed any  of  his  property,  or  is  about  to  do  so,  with  intent  to  defraud  his 
creditors;  or  that  he  has  fraudulently  contracted  the  debt,  or  that  defend- 
ant is  not  a  resident  of  this  State,  and  has  not  resided  therein  for  three 
months  immediately  preceding  the  time  of  making  the  affidavit,  or  that 
defendant  is  a  foreign  corporation. 

Bills  of  Exchange  and  Promissory  Notes. — The  drawer,  maker,  en- 
dorser, and  guarantor  of  the  payment  of  a  note  or  bill  may  be  sued  in 
one  action  as  though  they  were  all  joint  contractors.  No  person  can  be 
charged  as  acceptor  of  a  bill  of  exchange,  unless  his  acceptance  is  in  writ- 
ing, signed  by  himself  or  his  lawful  agent.  Guarantee  of  payment  or  col- 
lection is  negotiable,  and  passes  to  holder  of  note  by  assignment  of  the 
note  merely,  whether  endorsed  on  the  note  itself  or  on  a  separate  paper. 

Chattel  Mortgages — Must  be  filed  in  office  of  township,  or  city  clerk, 
where  mortgagor  resides,  if  he  resides  within  the  State;  if  without  the 
State,  then  where  property  is  situated.  If  not  filed,  and  possession  is  not 
taken  immediately  by  the  mortgagee,  then  the  mortgage  is  void,  as  against 
creditors,  and  subsequent  purchasers,  and  mortgagees  in  good  faith.  Such 
filing  ceases  to  be  notice  after  one  y^ar,  unless  within  thirty  days  before 
the  expiration  of  the  year,  the  mortgage  is  renewed  by  affidavit. 

Courts. — Justice's  Courts. — Jurisdiction  in  actions  of  contract  to  $300, 
tort  $100.  No  jurisdiction  in  actions  for  slander,  libel,  malicious  prosecu- 
tion, or  in  real  actions. 

Circuit  Courts — In  each  county — General  jurisdiction  of  almost  all  ac- 
tions, and  appellate  jurisdiction  over  Justice  and  Probate  Courts. 

Deeds  and  Mortgages — If  executed  in  any  other  State  or  Territory,  they 
may  be  acknowledged  before  a  commissioner  for  Michigan  ;  may  be  executed 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  where  executed  ;  if  not  acknowledged  be- 
fore a  commissioner  for  Michigan,  a  certificate  of  a  Clerk  of  a  Court  of  Record 
in  the  county  must  be  attached,  certifying,  under  his  seal,  that  the  person 
taking  the  acknowledgment  is  such  officer  as  is  represented,  that  clerk  be- 
lieves his  signature  to  be  genuine,  and  that  the  instrument  is  executed  ac- 
cording to  laws  of  that  State  or  Territory.  They  must  be  recorded  in  Regis- 
ter's office  of  county  where  land  lies,  in  order  to  be  effectual  as  against  sub- 
sequent purchasers,  and  mortgagees  in  good  faith. 
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Depositions.— When  taken  in  any  other  State  or  Territory,  to  be  used  in 
Michigan,  are  taken  under  a  commission,  issued  out  of  toe  Michigan  Court,  and 
on  the  hack  of  the  commission  are  pi  in  ted  i'uil  instructions  lor  taking  and  re- 
turning the  evidence. 

Depositions  in  Michigan, to  be  ued  in  other  St  tes,  may  he  t:  ken  according 
to  the  laws  and  practice  o.  u.e  foreign  Stale.  \»  u  have  a  i-.u.tute  pro\  iding  lea 
the  subpo3naing  <  f  witne  mes  in  such  cases. 

Dower. — Tlie  widow  lias  the  use,  dui  mg  her  natural  li.'e,  of  one-third  part  of 
all  lands  whereof  her  husband  was  seized  o,  an  estate  of  inheritance  at  any  time 
during  coverture. 

Evidence . — Parties  are  competent  witnesses  in  any  court,  in  any  case,  with 
a  few  exceptions. 

Executions.— In  Justice's  Court  executions  may  issue  five  days  after  judg- 
ment, returnable  in  sixty  days.  Executions  may  issue  in  Circuit  Court  al  once 
after  judgment,  returnable  in  not  Jess  than  twenty  nor  more  than  ninety  days 
l  oin  the  date  of  issue.  Justice  Court  judgments  may  be  stayed,  by  giving  good 
security,  for  lour  months,  if  sum  is  not  over  fifty  dollars;  if  over  fifty  dollars,  lor 
six  months. 

Exemptions— REAii  Estate.— To  every  householder  a  homestead,  not  ex- 
ceeding forty  acres  in  The  country,  or  a  house  and  lot  in  any  city  or  village,  not 
exceeding  in  either  case  tilteen  hundred  dollars  in  value.  If  such  homestead  is 
worth  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  and  can  be  divided,  the  debtor  may  se- 
lect a  portion  of  it  worth  that  amount,  and  the  remainder  is  subject  to  levy  or 
execution.  If  worth  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  and  indivisible,  it  may 
be  appraise  d  by  six  jurors,  and  the  debtor  must  pay  the  surplus  over  and  above 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  or  the  amount  due  on  execution  or  decree,  or  else  in  sixty 
days  the  whole  property  may  be  sold  and  the  excess  over  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
applied  upon  the  debt.  A  mortgage  or  other  conveyance  of  a  homestead,  if  the 
owner  is  married,  is  void  unless  signed  by  his  wife,  except  where  given  to  secure 
all  or  a  portion  of  the  purchase  price  of  the  same. 

1.  Personal  property. 

2.  Spinning  wheels,  looms,  and  stoves  in  dwellings. 

3.  A  seat,  pew,  or  slip  in  any  church. 

4.  Cemeteries,  tombs,  and  places  of  burial. 

5.  All  weaving  apparel  and  arms  required  by  law. 

6.  Library  and  school  books  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
and  all  family  pictures. 

7.  To  each  householder  10  sheep  with  their  fleeces,  2  cows,  5  swine,  provis- 
ions and  fuel  for  six  months. 

8.  Household  goods,  furniture,  and  utensils  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars. 

9.  The  tools,  implements  materials,  stock,  apparatus,  teams,  vehicle, 
horses,  or  other  things  to  enable  the  person  to  carry  on  the  business  in  which  he 
is  wholly  or  principally  engaged,  not  exceeding  in  value  two  hundred  and  fifiy 
dollars.  A  sufficient  quantity  of  hay,  grain,  feed,  and  roots,  whether  giowing  or 
otherwise,  for  properly  keeping  said  animals  six  months. 

10.   One  sewing  machine  for  each  family. 

Garnishment.— Writ  may  issue  on  filing  affidavit  that  affiant  has  good 
reason  to  believe,  and  does  believe,  that  any  person  has  property,  etc.,  or  money 
belonging  to  defendant,  or  is  indebted  to  him;  and  that  affiant  is  justly  appre- 
hensive of  loss  of  debt,  unless  writ  issue. 

Grace.— The  customary  three  days  allowed  on  all  bills  of  exchange  payable 
at  sight  or  at  a  future  day  certain,  within  this  State,  and  on  all  negotiable  prom- 
issory notes,  uttless  payable  on  a  day  certain  or  on  demand.  Bank  checks  and 
drafts  are  payable  on  presentation  without  grace. 

Interest. — The  legal  rate  is  seven  per  cent,  per  annum.  Patties  may  con- 
tract in  writing  for  any  rate  not  higher  than  ten. 

JUDGMENTS— Not  liens  in  this  State,  until  levy  is  actuallymr.de  by  execu- 
tion. May  be  obtained  where  there  is  no  defense  in  Circuit  Courts,  in  from  twen- 
ty-live to  sixty  days,  depending  on  the  time  of  service,  with  reference  to  sessions  , 
of  court,  and  the  like;  in  Justice  Courts,  may  be  obtained  in  a  lew  days. 

Limitations — On  accounts  and  notes  actions  must  be  brought  within  six 
years  from  maturity,  or  last  payment.   Sealed  instruments  and  judgments,  ten  I 
years.   A  revivor  may  be  by  a  part  payment,  or  promise  in  writing. 

Married  Women— May  take  hold,  convey,  demise,  bequeath,  or  incumber 
real  and  personal  property,  and  may  contract  in  reference  thereto,  the  same  as  if 
she  were  femme  sole.  She  can  not  personally  become  surety  for  another's  under- 
taking, but  may  charge  her  property  to  secure  another's  undertaking. 

MORTGAGES.— See  deeds  and  mortgages,  and  chattel  mortgages. 

Practick.—  Common  law,  with  some  few  statutory  modifications. 

PROBd  TE  CoTTRTS.— Jurisdiction  over  estates  of  deceased  persons,  and  infants, 
Inna  ics,  etc. 

Proof  of  CLAIMS. — Prima  fade  proof  mav  be  made  of  open  accounts,  and 
accounts  stated,  and  of  ti  e  individuals  composing  a  partnership,  by  attaching 
affidavit  of  the  same  to  the  process,  hv  which  s  lit  is  commenced.  This  will  be 
'••  ome,  however,  if  the  defendant  denies  t  he  same  by  affidavit,  at  the  time  of 
patting  in  his  pleas.   As  to  the  verification  of  proof,  see  affidavit. 

Redemption— Of  real  estate,  sold  on  execution,  may  be  made  by  the  debtor 
at  any  time  within  a  year  after  the  sale  or  payment  of  judgment,  interest,  and 
costs;  by  any  other  creditor,  at  any  time  within  fifteen  months. 
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Supreme  Courts.— Appellate  jurisdiction  generally,  and  original  jurisdic- 
tion in  cases  of  mandamus,  quo  warranto,  and  prohibitions. 

Set-offs— Allowed  of  cross  demands,  where  both  are  liquidated,  or  capable 
of  being  ascertained  by  calculation. 

Stay  of  Executions.— See  executions. 

Taxes— Assessed  the  second  Monday  of  May;  Review  days,  the  third 
Monday  of  May,  and  next  two  days.  Become  a  lien  on  real  estate  first  Monday 
of  December.  Sales  of  realty  for  delinquent  taxes,  first  Monday  of  next  October. 
One  year  thereafter  is  allowed  for  redemption.  Tax  deed  is  prima  facie  evidence 
of  regularity  of  all  proceedings  back  of  it,  but  this  may  be  rebutted. 

City  t-»xes  depend  on  charter  provisions. 

Wills.— Every  person  of  m  1  age  and  sound  mind  who  is  the  owner  of  real 
or  personal  property  may  dispose  of  the  same  bv  will.  Nuncupative  wills  excepted. 
All  wills  made  in  this  siate,  in  order  to  effectually  pass  property,  shall  be  in 
writing  by  the  testator,  or  by  some  person  in  his  presence  and  by  his  express  di- 
rection, and  attested  and  subscribed  in  the  presence  of  the  testator  or  by  two  or 
more  competent  witnesses.  Wills  duly  approved  and  allowed  in  other  state i 
of  the  Union,  or  in  foreign  countries  according  to  their  laws,  may  be  fi.ed  and 
recorded  in  the  Probate  Courts  of  this  State.

A  scroll  or  device  answers  for  a 
seal.  Within  the  State  acknowledgments  may  be  made  before  any  Judge  or 
Clerk  of  a  court  of  record,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Notary  Public,  Register  of 
Deeds,  Court  Commissioner,  or  County  Auditor.  Without  the  State,  but 
within  the  United  States,  by  Judges  or  Clerks  of  courts  of  record,  Justices 
of  the  Peace  (whose  certificate  must  be  authenticated  with  certificate  of 
Clerk  of  Court)  and  Notaries  Public,  also  by  Commissioners  in  any  of  the 
States  or  Territories  of  the  United  States,  duly  appointed  and  commissioned 
by  the  Governor  of  this  State.  In  foreign  countries,  before  any  Notary  Pub- 
lic, Minister,  Consul,  or  other  diplomatic  or  commercial  agent  of  the  United 
States  there  accredited  and  resident. 

Assignments  must  be  in  writing,  subscribed  by  debtor  or  debtors  and 
acknowledged.  Debtor  must  file  inventory  of  all  property  within  ten  days 
after  filing  assignment.  Assignee  must  give  bond  with  two  or  more  sureties 
to  be  approved  by  Judge  of  District  Court  in  double  the  amount  of  property 
inventoried.  Claim  must  be  verified  by  oath  of  the  party,  except  claims  of 
the  United  States  or  State  of  Minnesota.  Debts  are  paid  in  the  following 
order  after  paying  costs  and  charges  of  assignment:  First,  debts  due  the 
United  States  and  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  all  taxes  levied  and  unpaid,  to 
be  paid  in  full;  Second,  debts  owing  for  wages  of  servants,  laborers,  and 
mechanics,  and  clerks  for  labor  and  service  performed  by  them  within  three 
months  next  preceding  the  date  of  assignment,  which  are  paid  in  full  to  the 
exclusion  of  all  other  indebtedness,  if  there  be  sufficient  wherewith  to  pay 
the  same  in  full.    If  not,  they  shall  be  paid  pro  rata. 

If  an  insolvent  debtor  confesses  judgment,  makes  a  conveyance,  does  any 
act  for  the  purpose  of  preferring  any  creditor,  or  omits  to  do  any  act  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  any  creditor  from  obtaining  a  preference,  or  does  not 
within  ten  days  after  a  levy  upon  his  property,  make  an  assignment  for  the 
benefit  of  all  his  creditors,  or  institute  proceedings  to  obtain  a  release  of  exe- 
cution against  him,  then,  or  at  any  time  within  sixty  days,  any  two  creditors 
having  claims  aggregating  $200  may  petition  the  Court  for  the  appointment 
of  a  receiver  for  all  of  the  debtor's  property  except  such  as  is  exempt  by  law. 

Upon  the  appointment  of  an  assignee  or  receiver,  all  levies  upon  the 
debtor's  property  shall  be  withdrawn,  unless  the  assignee  or  receiver  deems 
best  to  have  such  levies  remain,  but  such  levies  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  all 
the  creditors.  When  the  complaint  upon  which  judgment  is  based  was  filed 
more  than  twenty  days  before  judgment  rendered,  such  judgment  shall  be 
preferred. 

Costs  of  actions  commenced,  in  which  attachments  or  liens  are  made,  that 
are  subsequently  set  aside  by  an  assignment,  are  payable  by  the  assignee  or 
receiver  from  the  first  money  coming  into  his  hands. 

Any  debtor  who  confesses  or  suffers  judgment  to  be  rendered  against 
him  for  the  purpose  of  preferring  any  creditor,  may  be  fined  not  to  exceed 
$500,  and,  in  case  he  fail  to  pay  the  fine,  may  be  imprisoned  not  to  exceed 
six  months. 

Conveyances  and  payments  made  by  an  insolvent  debtor  within  four 
months  of  insolvency,  in  contemplation  of  insolvency,  to  parties  having 
reasonable  cause  to  believe  the  debtor  to  be  insolvent,  are  void,  and  may  be 
recorded  by  the  assignee  or  receiver.  All  suits  shall  be  brought  in  the  name 
of  the  assignee  or  receiver.  Appeals  from  orders  of  assignees  or  receivers 
disallowing  claims  may  be  made  to  the  District  Court.  The  assignee  must, 
within  ten  days  after  disallowing  a  claim,  notify  the  creditors.  Assignees 
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and  receivers  may  be  removed  upon  a  petition  of  two-thirds  of  the  creditors. 
No  creditor  is  entitled  to  share  in  the  distribution  of  the  estate,  unless  he 
shall  first  file  a  release  of  his  claim  in  the  District  Court,  upon  which  judg- 
ment is  entered,  discharging  the  debtor  from  all  clairus  or  debts  held  by  the 
creditor  tiling  such  release;  but  if  a  creditor  does  not  file  his  claim  and  re- 
lease  the  same  is  not  barred.  Judgment  can  be  taken  and  enforced  against 
future  acquired  property. 

The  assignee  or  receiver  shall  publish  notice  of  his  appointment,  and 
shall  mail  notice  to  each  creditor,  and  the  creditors  shall  hie  their  claims 
within  twenty  days  after  notice. 

The  assignee  or  receiver  shall  distribute  the  estate  in  the  following  order : 

1st.  Cost  of  proceeding.  2d.  Debts  due  the  United  States.  3d.  Debts  due 
the  State  of  Minnesota.  4th.  Taxes  and  assessments.  5th.  Clerks,  servants, 
and  laborers,  for  labor  performed  within  three  months,  in  full,  not  exceeding 
$50  to  each.    The  balance  shall  be  distributed  pro  rata  between  the  creditors. 

Appeal. — From  Justice's  Court  when  judgment,  or  in  replevin,  when  the 
value  of  the  property  exceeds  fifteen  dollars. 

From  District  to  Supreme  Court,  which  is  the  court  of  last  resort. 

Arrest. — (See  Supplementary  Proceedings.)   Not  allowed  for  debt. 

Attachments  may  issue  from  Justice's  Court  upon  tiling  bond  in  double 
the  value  of  the  property,  and  affidavit  of  plaintiff  or  some  person  in  his  be- 
half that  he  has  good  reason  to  believe:  1st,  that  defendant  is  a  non-resident 
corporation  ;  2nd,  that  defendant  is  not  a  resident  of  this  State,  and  has  not 
resided  therein  for  three  months  preceding  the  time  of  making  the  affidavit; 
3rd,  that  defendant  has  absconded  or  is  about  to  abscond  from  the  State;  4th, 
that  defendant  has  removed  or  is  about  to  remove  his  property  out  of  the 
State  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors;  5th,  that  defendant  resides  in  any 
other  county  and  more  than  100  miles  from  the  residence  of  the  Justice  ;  Gth, 
that  defendant  contracted  the  debt  under  fraudulent  representations;  7th, 
that  defendant  so  conceals  himself  that  the  summons  can  not  be  served  upon 
him  ;  8th,  that  defendant  has,  or  is  about  to,  fraudulently  convey  or  dispose 
of  his  property  so  as  to  hinder,  delay,  and  defraud  his  creditors.  In  attach- 
ments in  District  Courts  plaintiff 's  affidavit  must  state  facts,  and  can  not  be 
made  on  information  and  belief,  as  in  Justices'  Courts.  Bond  of  $100  is  not 
allowed  in  this  State  in  Justice's  Court,  and  not  less  than  $250  in  District 
Court  required. 

Bills  of  ExcIiange.—  On  all  bills  of  exchange,  payable  at  sight,  or  at  a 
future  day  certain,  and  on  all  negotiable  promissory  notes,  orders,  and  drafts 
payable  at  a  future  day  certain,  within  this  State,  in  which  there  is  no  express 
stipulation  to  the  contrary,  grace  is  allowed  according  to  the  custom  of  mer- 
chants. No  grace  on  demand  pamper.  Damages  five  per  cent,  on  domestic, 
and  ten  per  cent,  on  foreign  paper  protested.  Notes  obtained  by  fraudulent 
representation  without  negligence  on  part  of  maker  void;  question  of  negli- 
gence one  of  fact  for  jury. 

Bills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes,  drafts,  and  contracts  due,  payable  or 
to  be  executed  on  Sunday,  Thanksgiving,  Good  Friday,  Christmas  ,New  Years, 
February  22d,  and  July  4,  are  payable  or  performable  upon  the  business  day 
next  preceding  said  days. 

Costs. — In  District  Court,  allowed  to  prevailing  party :  to  plaintiff,  upon 
judgment  in  his  favor  for  $100  or  more,  in  an  action  for  the  recovery  of 
money  only,  when  no  issue  of  law  or  fact  is  joined,  $5;  when  issue  is  joined, 
$10;  to  defendant,  on  dismissal,  $5;  when  judgment  is  in  his  favor,  on 
merits,  $10.    The  resident  plaintiffs  must  give  security  for  costs. 

COURTS. — Terms  and  Jurisdiction. — District  Courts,  holding  one  or  two 
terms  a  year  in  each  organized  county,  (three  in  Ramsey  and  Hennepin 
counties),  have  original  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  actions  involving  over  $100 ; 
in  all  actions  where  a  Justice  has  not  jurisdiction,  without  regard  to  amount; 
and  in  all  equitable  actions  and  proceedings,  and  may  issue  process  in  term 
time  or  vacation  throughout  the  State,  returnable  to  the  proper  county.  A 
Probate  Court  with  usual  powers  is  established  in  each  organized  county,  and 
holds  term  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month.    Justice's  jurisdiction,  $100. 

Supreme  Court  sits  at  Saint  Paul  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  and 
October. 

Executions  may  issue  from  District  Courts  at  any  time  within  ten  years 
after  judgment,  and  to  any  county  where  a  transcript  has  been  docketed. 
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Executions  are  returnable  in  sixty  days,  but  may  be  renewed  for  sixty  days 
at  a  time  for  any  length  of  time,  upon  the  request  of  judgment  creditor  or 
his  attorney.  Personalty  is  first  levied  on,  and  is  sold  on  ten  days'  notice; 
real  estate  after  six  weeks  publication.  In  Justices'  Courts  execution  may 
issue  ten  days  after  entry  of  judgment,  returnable  in  thirty  days,  and  renew- 
able from  time  to  time  for  periods  of  thirty  days.  In  courts  of  record  six 
months  stay  is  granted  on  defendant  filing  bond  with  two  free-hold  sureties, 
approved  by  the  court,  conditioned  to  pay  amount  of  judgment  with  costs, 
and  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum.  Stay  in  Justices'  Courts 
may  be  had  in  the  same  manner,  where  judgment  is  under  $10,  one  month; 
$10  to  $25,  two  months;  $25  to  $50,  three  months;  $50  to  $75,  four  months; 
over  $75,  six  months.  Real  estate  sold  on  execution  is  subject  to  redemption 
for  one  year  from  date  of  sale. 

No  execution  against  the  person. 

Deposition  may  be  taken  within  the  State,  orally  or  upon  interrogation, 
upon  notice. 

Without  the  State  commission  issues  to  take  the  testimony  of  the  wit- 
ness, or  same  may  be  taken  orally,  upon  notice. 

Divorce. — Action  must  be  brought  in  county  where  plaintiff  resides,  if  a 
resident. 

Plaintiff  must  have  been  a  resident  for  one  year  immediately  preceding 
commencement  of  action. 

Granted  for  adultery,  impotency,  cruel  and  inhuman  treatment.  Sen- 
tence to  imprisonment  in  State's  prison,  willful  desertion  for  three  years ; 
habitual  drunkenness  for  one  year.  The  Court  may  order  alimony,  change 
custody  of  children,  and  protect  party  from  injury. 

Estates  of  Decedents  — Personal :  widow  is  allowed  her  wearing  apparel, 
and  that  of  her  husband;  household  furniture  not  exceeding  $500  in  value; 
remainder  is  distributed  in  same  proportion  as  real  estate. 

Real  estate:  after  assignment  of  dower  and  homestead  to  widow  (see 
Married  Women),  remainder  descends  equally  to  the  children  of  the  de- 
ceased, and  to  the  issue  of  any  deceased  child,  per  stirpes.  If  no  child,  or  issue 
of  deceased  child,  to  decedent's  father.  If  no  father,  one-third  to  decedent's 
mother;  balance  equally  to  sisters  and  brothers;  other  provisions  for  ad- 
ditional cases. 

Exemptions. — Surviving  husband  or  wife  holds  homestead  free  from 
debts  of  deceased  for  life  of  survivor.  Homestead  of  eighty  acres  in  country ; 
half  an  acre  if  in  city,  town,  or  village  not  incorporated,  and  of  less  than 
5,000  inhabitants,  and  one  lot  if  in  larger  cities,  towns,  or  villages,  with 
dwelling  house  thereon,  without  regard  to  value.  Wearing  apparel,  books, 
pictures,  and  furniture,  up  to  $500;  three  cows,  ten  swine,  twenty  sheep,  and 
wool  from  the  same,  a  yoke  of  oxen  and  a  horse,  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  a  span  of 
horses  or  mules;  necessary  food  for  stock  for  one  year;  wagon,  plows,  and 
farming  utensils  up  to  $300;  one  year's  seed  grain  not  exceeding  150  bushels 
in  all,  and  provisions  for  family  for  one  year.  The  tools  and  instruments  of 
a  miner,  mechanic,  or  other  person,  and  stock  in  trade  up  to  $400;  library 
and  instruments  of  a  professional  man  ;  $20  wages  of  laboring  man  or  woman, 
for  services  rendered  within  ninety  days  preceding  the  issue  of  process.  Also, 
where  the  debtor  is  a  printer,  publisher,  or  editor  of  a  newspaper,  all  the 
presses,  stones,  tvpe,  cases,  and  other  tools  and  implements,  not  exceeding 
#2,000,  and  stock  in  trade  up  to  $400. 

Interest. — Seven  per  cent,  is  the  legal  rate  of  interest  upon  every  legal 
indebtedness,  including  judgments  and  accounts.  Since  July  1,  1879,  the 
highest  rate  of  interest  allowed  to  be  taken  by  special  contract  is  ten  per  cent. 
The  penalty  for  usury  is  forfeiture  of  the  entire  amount  of  the  note  or  other 
instrument,  and  of  all  interest. 

Judgments. — If  no  defense  is  made,  judgments  can  be  obtained  at  the 
expiration  of  twenty  days,  and  upon  being  docketed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  court,  they  become  liens  upon  all  real  estate  of  the  debtor  in  the 
county  where  docketed,  owned  by  him  at  that  time  or  afterward  acquired, 
for  ten  years  after  date  of  docketing,  and  can  be  enforced  during  that  time 
by  execution  against  the  real  or  personal  property  of  judgment  debtor. 

Liens. — Statute  gives  lien  for  work  and  labor  performed  by  mechanic  on 
any  building,  boat,  or  vessel,  and  for  materials  furnished  for  the  erection, 
alteration,  or  repairing  of  any  building,  boat,  or  vessel,  and  the  real  estate  on 
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which  any  building  is  situated,  not  to  exceed  eighty  acres  in  the  country,  or 
one  half  acre  in  a  village  or  town,  or  one  lot  in  any  platted  city  of  more  than 
5,000  inhabitants  ;  also  gives  to  servants  and  clerks  a  lien  on  personal  proper- 
ty, not  to  exceed  $200  in  amount,  for  work  performed  within  six  months 
next  preceding  filing  of  lien. 

Limitations  to  Suits. — On  contracts,  express  or  implied,  six  years;  on 
judgments  or  to  foreclose  mortgage,  ten  years;  real  actions,  twenty  years. 
Revivor:  Part  payment  or  new  promise  in  writing. 

Married  Women. — All  property  acquired  by  wife  before  or  after  mar- 
riage remains  her  separate  estate,  neither  controlled  by  or  liable  for  the  debts 
of  her  husband.  Married  women  are  held  on  their  contracts  and  bound  by 
them  the  same  as  if  unmarried:  except,  a  married  woman  can  not  sell  her 
real  estate,  or  make  any  conveyance  of  land  other  than  a  mortgage  for  the 
purchase  money  or  a  lease  for  three  years  or  less,  without  her  husband  joins 
in  the  conveyance.  Estates  in  dower  and  by  the  curtesy  are  abolished,  and 
the  surviving  wife  or  husband  is  entitled  to  the  homestead  for  life  free  from 
debts  of  the  deceased,  and  to  one  equal  undivided  one-third  of  all  other 
lands  of  which  the  deceased  was  seized  during  coverture,  subject  to  payment 
of  lawful  debts  of  the  deceased,  but  free  from  any  testamentary  or  other  dis- 
position. 

Mortgages  on  real  estate  must  be  recorded,  and  are  foreclosed  by  action 
or  publication.  A  year  is  allowed  for  redemption.  Chattel  mortgages  are 
void  as  against  creditors  and  subsequent  mortgagees  and  purchasers  in  good 
faith,  unless  acknowledged  and  filed  with  the  Town  or  City  Clerk,  both 
where  property  is  situated  and  where  mortgagor  resides.  They  are  then 
valid,  but  cease  to  be  notice  after  two  years  from  date  of  filing.  Interest  of 
mortgagor  subject  to  sale  on  execution,  and  purchaser  is  substituted  in  place 
of  mortgagor,  and  acquires  rights  of  redemption. 

Suits. — There  is  only  one  form  of  action,  and  all  civil  actions  must  be 
prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  real  party  in  interest,  except  suits  by  admin- 
istrators, etc.  Full  name  of  plaintiff  must  be  furnished.  Process  to  com- 
mence suit  in  the  District  Court  must  be  served  on  the  debtor  twenty  days 
before  judgment  can  be  taken  by  default,  except  action  for  divorce,  when 
summons  must  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  defendant  will  be  in 
default.  A  deposit  of  $3  with  Clerk  of  Court  for  costs  in  all  civil  actions 
hereafter  begun  is  required  before  entry  of  action  on  docket  (Hennepin  and 
Ramsey  county  excepted).  Process  in  Justices'  Courts  must  be  served  not 
less  than  six  nor  more  than  twenty  days  before  return  day. 

Taxes. — Taxes  become  due  and  payable  Dec.  1 ;  personal  property  tax 
delinquent  March  1 ;  real  property  tax  delinquent  June  1 ;  penalty  of  5  per 
cent,  attached  on  personal  property  March  1,  and  on  real  property  of  10  per 
cent,  after  June  1.  County  Treasurer  to  levy  distress  on  goods  and  chattels 
and  sell  the  same  at  public  vendue  for  personal  property  tax,  and  real  estate 
is  sold  for  tax  on  third  Monday  in  September  each  year*  and  is  subject  to  two 
years  redemption.  Tax  judgments  draw  interest  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one- 
half  per  cent,  per  month  from  date  of  sale. 

Witness. — Not  incompetent  by  reason  of  interest  in  event  of  the  action, 
nor  by  reason  of  having  been  convicted  of  crime. 

Party  to  action  or  interested  in  result  can  not  give  evidence  of  or  con- 
cerning conversations  with  or  admissions  of  a  deceased  or  insane  party  or 
person  relative  to  matters  at  issue  between  the  parties. 

A  husband  or  wife  can  not  be  witnesses  for  or  against  each  other  without 
the  other's  consent,  nor  can  either  without  such  consent  be  examined  as  to 
any  communication  made  by  one  to  the  other  during  marriage;  but  this  does 
not  apply  to  a  civil  action  by  one  against  the  other,  nor  to  proceedings  for 
crime  committed  by  one  against  the  other. 

Privileged  communications  may  not  be  testified  to  without  the  consent 
of  the  person  making  them.

LAWS  OF  MISSISSIPPI 

RELATIVE  TO  THE 

COLLECTION  OF  DEBTS,  Etc. 


Revised  expressly  for  J.  A.  Graft  &  Co.'s  Legal  Directory,  by  W.  C.  Forsee,  Attorney 
and  Counsellor -at- Law,  Meridian,  Mississippi. 


Actions. — Common  law  as  to  substance.  Forms  immaterial.  Fict- 
ions and  much  technicality  abolished.  Law  suits  commence  by  declara- 
tion and  summons  issued  thereon ;  equity  by  bill  and  summons.  Security 
for  costs  demandable  of  non-residents  and  insolvents.  Security  for  costs 
demandable  from  non-residents;  but  any  resident  of  the  state  may  com- 
mence or  prosecute  any  action  in  form  of  paupers,  by  filing  an  affidavit 
of  his  inability  to  pay  or  secure  costs. 

Affidavits. — Made  before  Judge,  Court  of  Records,  Clerk  of  said 
Courts,  Supervisors,  Justices  of  Peace,  Notary  Public,  or  Master,  or 
Commissioner  in  Chancery,  or  Commissioner  of  the  State  in  other  States. 

Aliens, — Resident,  or  non-resident,  may  acquire  and  hold  real  estate ; 
dispose  of  it,  or  transmit  by  descent. 

Appeals — From  Justices  to  Circuit  Court  to  be  taken  in  five  days; 
certorari  in  six  months.  From  Circuit  and  Chancery  to  Supreme,  in.  two 
years. 

Arrest — For  debt,  abolished. 

Assignments — Must  be  in  writing,  signed  by  party  making,  and 
recorded. 

Attachments — Issue  for  all  debts,  damages  growing  out  of  breach 
of  any  contract,  and  claim  founded  on  State  penal  laws.  Creditor,  agent, 
or  attorney,  files  affidavit  of  amount  and  character  of  claim,  and  charging 
one  or  more  of  following  grounds:  1.  That  defendant  is  foreign 
corporation,  or  a  non-resident  of  this  State.  2.  That  he  has  removed, 
or  is  about  to  remove  himself,  or  his  property,  out  of  the  State.  3.  That 
he  so  absconds,  or  conceals  himself  that  he  cannot  be  served  with  sum- 
mons. 4.  That  he  contracted  the  debt,  or  incurred  the  obligation,  in 
conducting  the  business  of  a  ship,  steamboat,  or  other  water  craft,  in 
some  of  tlie  navigable  waters  of  this  State.  5.  That  he  has  property,  or 
rights  in  action  which  he  conceals  and  unjustly  refuses  to  apply  to  the 
payment  of  his  debts.  G.  That  he  has  assigned,  or  disposed  of,  or  is 
about  to  assign  or  dispose  of,  his  property,  or  rights  in  action,  or  some 
part  thereof,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors.  7.  That  he  has  con- 
verted, or  is  about  to  convert  his  property  into  money,  or  evidences  of 
of  debt,  with  intent  to  place  it  beyond  the  reach  of  his  creditors.  <S. 
That  he  fraudulently  contracted  the  debt,  or  incurred  the  obligation  for 
which  suit  has  been,  or  is  about  to  be  brought. 
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Before  writ  issues,  bond,  with  security  in  double  the  amount  of  debt 
claimed,  must  be  executed,  conditioned  to  pay  all  such  damages  as  de- 
fendant shall  sustain  by  the  wrongful  suing  out  of  the  attachment,  and 
costs.  Non-residents  may  attach.  Attachments,  triable  at  first  term, 
may  issue  for  debts  due,  or  not  due.  Writ  may  be  levied  on  lands,  tene- 
ments, money,  goods,  chattels,  and  debts  of  defendant,  wherever  found. 
Upon  suggestion,  a  garnishment  clause  may  be  added  to  writ. 

Defendant  may  contest  grounds,  as  a  preliminary  and  separate  issue. 
If  successful,  may  recover  actual  damages  for  wrongful  issuance  of  writ. 
Plaintiff  can  not  defeat  recovery  of  damages  by  dismissing  suit.  Successful 
contest  of  grounds  abates  suit  and  dissolves  attachment. 

Chattel  Mortgages — May  be  executed  as  other  mortgages  and  trust 
deeds.  Delivery  of  possession  unnecessary.  Rules  as  to  acknowledg- 
ment and  record,  apply.  On  removal  of  mortgaged  property  to  another 
county,  mortgagee  may  be  protected  against  purchasers  and  incumbran- 
cers by  recording  in  latter  county  in  twelve  months  after  removal. 
Mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  allowed  to  be  made  on  growing  crops,  and 
crops  to  be  grown  in  fifteen  months. 

Claims  Against  Deceased  Persons — Registered  in  Chancery 
Clerk's  office  in  one  year  after  administrator's  first  notice,  otherwise 
barred.  Before  registered,  claims  must  be  proved  and  allowed  by  clerk. 
Bonds,  bills  and  notes  must  be  exhibited,  with  creditor's  oath  attached,, 
that  no  part  of  the  money  thereby  secured  is  paid,  except  as  credited, 
and  that  no  security,  or  satisfaction  has  been  given  for  same.  Short 
copies  of  judgments  and  decrees,  certified  by  seal  of  clerk  of  proper  court, 
and  that  there  is  no  entry  of  satisfaction,  must  be  filed,  with  similar  affi- 
davit, when  claim  is  a  judgment,  or  decree.  Insolvent  estates  to  be  so 
declared;  notice  for  four  weeks  published;  claim  barred  then,  unless^ 
presented  in  six  months. 

Deeds. — Husband  and  wife,  independant  of  each  other,  and  need 
not  join,  except  conveyances  of  homestead.  Estates  may  be  created  to 
commence  in  future.  Every  estate  a  fi-e,  unless  specially  limited,  or 
intention  of  limitation  clearly  appears.  Conveyance,  or  devises  permiss- 
able  to  succession  of  donees  then  living,  not  exceeding  two,  and  to  heirs 
of  body  of  remainder  none,  and,  in  default,  to  right  heirs  of  donor. 
Rule  in  Shelly's  case;  dower,  courtesy  and  tenancy  by  entirety  abolish- 
ed. Acknowledgment  and  proof  of  deeds,  and  other  written  contracts,, 
required  to  be  recorded,  made  in  United  States,  but  out  of  Miss.,  taken 
before  any  Justice  of  U.  S.  Supreme,  or  Judge  of  IT.  S.  Dist. ;  or  Judge 
or  Justices  of  Supreme,  or  Superior  Court  of  any  State  or  Territory,  or 
Justice  of  Peace,  whose  official  character  shall  be  certified  under  s  al  of 
a  Court  of  Record  in  his  county,  or  by  Miss.  Commissioners  residing  in 
such  State  or  Territory,  or  by  Notary  Public,  or  by  Clerk  of  a  Court  of 
Record,  having  seal  of  office,  in  any  State  or  Territory  of  the  Union.

Evidence. — Interest  or  relationship  no  disqualification,  except  no 
ore  can  establish  his  own  claim  for  or  against  estate  of  deceased  person 
'  which  originated  during  life  time  of  decedent,  or  which  he  has  trans- 
ferred since  the  death. 
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Executions — Must  be  issued  and  delivered  by  clerk  to  sheriff,  within 
twenty  days  of  adjournment  of  Court.  After  first  executions  may  be 
taken  out  in  seven  years  after  the  hist  issued.  In  justice's  courts  five 
days  must  elapse  after  judgment  before  execution  issues.  Equitable  and 
undivided  interests,  bank  notes,  bills,  are  evidences  of  debt  circulating 
as  money  and  stocks,  vendible  under  execution  at  law  or  equity.  Exe- 
cutions, where  there  is  no  judgment  lien,  bind  the  property  actually 
levied  on  from  the  time  of  levy. 

Exemptions. — None,  whore  purchase  money,  in  whole  or  part, 
forms  debt  on  which  judgment  is  founded,  nor  for  non-payment  of  taxes 
or  assessments,  nor  for  materials  furnished,  nor  labor  done,  nor  where 
debt  is  for  labor  performed,  nor  upon  forfeited  recognizance  or  bail  bond. 
Subject  to  these  exceptions,  there  is  exempt  a  homestead  to  every  citizen, 
male  or  female,  being  a  householder  and  having  a  family,  not  exceeding 
$2,000  in  value,  nor,  if  farm  in  county  160  acres  in  extent.  Also  to  each 
head  of  family,  or  housekeeper,  2  horses  or  mules,  or  1  yoke  oxen,  2  cows 
and  calves,  5  head  stock  hogs,  5  sheep,  150  bushels  corn,  300  bundles 
fodder,  10  bushels  wheat  or  rice,  200  pounds -/neat,  1  cart  or  wagon,  not 
worth  more  than  $100,  1  sewing  machine,  household  and  kitchen  furni- 
ture, not  to  exceed  $100  in  value,  crops,  while  growing.  To  persons  in 
towns,  villages,  and  cities,  not  to  exceed  $250  in  value  of  such  personal 
property  as  they  select.  Also  $100  of  a  laborer's  wages,  tools  of  mechanic, 
agricultural  implements  of  farmer  for  two  laborers,  implements  of  a 
laborer  necessary,  books  of  students,  wearing  apparel,  libraries  of  attor- 
neys, physicians  and  ministers,  and  instruments  of  surgeons  and  dentists, 
not  to  exceed  $250  in  value ;  arms  and  accoutrements  of  militiamen,  globes, 
books  and  maps  of  teachers  of  schools,  academies  and  colleges,  life  in- 
surance policy,  not  exceeding  $10,000.  In  case  no  widow,  husband  or 
children  survive,  at  death  exempt  property  liable  to  creditors.  Debtor 
may  sell  or  remove  exempt  property  from  State. 

Garnishment — May  issue  on  a  law  judgment,  or  equity  decree,  and 
only  before  judgment  as  incident  to  attachment.  Numerous  issues,  on 
suggestions  of  plaintiff,  that  person  named  as  garnishee  owes  defendant, 
or  has  custody  of  his  property,  or  knows  who  does  owe  or  hold  property 
for  him.  Garnishee  must  answer  under  oath  as  to  truth  of  suggestion, 
which  answer  may  be  traversed  and  trial  had. 

Insolvent  Laws. — None  in  Mississippi. 

Interest, — Legal  rate,  6  per  cent.  Parties  may  contract  for  10  per 
•cent.    Whole  interest  forfeited  in  cases  of  usury. 

Judgments. — May  be  had  at  first  term  in  Justices,  Circuit  and 
Chancery  Courts,  when  there  is  personal  service  and  no  pleadings  filed. 
Without  personal  service,  or  when  plea  is  liled,  no  judgment  can  be  had 
at  first  term,  except  in  Justices  Courts,  and  in  quo  warranto  attachment 
and  replevin  suits  in  Circuit  Court.  All  judgments  may  be  enrolled  dm 
judgment  roll  in  Circuit  Clerk's  office,  and,  when  enrolled,  are  lien9 
upon  property  of  defendant  in  such  county  from  enrollment,  except  Cir- 
cuit Court  judgments,  which  bind  from  rendition.  Judgments  must  be 
enrolled  within  twenty  days  after  rendition,  to  take  effect. 

Justices'  Jurisdiction. — Justices  have  jurisdiction  in  all  matters 
of  law  where  only  $150,  or  less,  is  involved. 

Liens. — Common  law  liens  are  administered;  also  agricultural  and 
mechanics'  liens  exist  by  statute. 

Limitations. — Verbal  contracts,  three  years ;  actions  on  penalty  and 
torts,  one  year;  domestic  judgments,  seven  years;  foreign  judgments, 
seven  years,  unless  against  person  then  resid  nt  in  this  State,  when  three 
years;  executors  and  administrators,  within  four  years  after  qualification; 
.all  other  personal  actions,  six  years,  and  real  actions  ten  years. 

Married  Women. — Absolutely  emancipated. 
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Notes  and  Bills. — Every  promise  in  writing  to  pay  a  sum  of 
money,  or  acknowledging  the  same  to  be  due,  is  a  promissory  note. 
May  be  assigned  in  writing ;  and  assignee  may  sue  on  in  his  own  name. 
Defendant  allowed  benefit  of  all  defences  existing  previous  to  notice  to 
him  of  assignment.  Rule  does  not  apply  to  paper  payable  to  bearer,  or 
payable  in  another  State,  or  country.  Notes  not  protestable ;  domestic 
and  foreign  bills  protestable. 

Proof  of  Claims. — Account  sued  on  may  be  sworn  to,  stating  to 
its  correctness,  and  that  it  is  due  from  the  party  against  whom  it  is 
charged;  such  affidavit  entitles  to  judgment  at  trial  term  without  further 
proof,  unless  defendant  makes  counter  affidavit.  Defendant  may  I  ke- 
wise  prove  set-off.  Don't  apply  to  accounts  against  decedents,  and  suits 
against  executors  and  administrators. 

Recording. — Deeds,  conveying  estates  of  freehold,  or  inheritance,  or 
term  of  years,  covenants,  or  agreements  made  in  consideration  of  mar- 
riage, deeds  of  marriage  settlement,  wherein  lands,  money,  or  other 
personalty  shall  be  seated;  all  deeds  of  trust  and  mortgages  whatsoever, 
title  bonds,  and  other  written  contracts  in  relation  to  lands,  must  be  re- 
corded in  Chancery  Clerk's  office  of  county  where  property  is  situated  ; 
otherwise  voidable  by  subsequent  bona  fide  purchaser,  or  any  creditor. 
The  deed,  or  writing,  must  be  acknowledged,  attested  or  proven,  before 
recorded.  Record  constructive  notice  from  date  of  filing.  Actual  pos- 
session and  occupancy  by  grantee  equivalent  to  record. 

Services. — Summons  must  be  served  five  days  before  return  day. 
Publication  on  non-residents,  four  weeks  in  newspapers,  and  sent  to 
address  of  non-resident.  • 

Wills. — Made*  by  persons  twenty-one  years  old.  Witnessed  by  two 
persons,  if  not  written  wholly  and  subscribed  by  hand  of  testator.  Nun- 
cupative wills  allowed  soldiers  and  marines,  and  persons  in  their  last 
sickness,  under  certain  circumstances.

COLLECTION  OF  DEBTS,  Etc.

Actions— Where  Brought. — Suits  instituted  by  summons  shall  be 
brought;  First,  when  the  defendant  is  a  resident  of  the  State,  either  in 
pie  county  within  which  the  defendant  resides,  or  in  the  county  which 
pie  plaintiff  resides,  and  the  defendant  may  be  found;  Second,  when 
[there  are  several  defendants,  and  they  reside  in  different  counties,  the 
suit  may  be  brought  in  any  such  county ;  Third,  when  there  are  sev- 
eral defendants,  some  residents  and  others  non-residents  of  the  State, 
suit  may  be  brought  in  any  county  in  which  any  defendant  resides; 
t  Fourth,  when  all  of  the  defendants  are  non-residents  of  the  State,  suit 
'  nay  be  brought  in  any  county,    [Rev.  Stat.  Sec.  3,481]. 

Suits  by  attachments  shall  be  brought  in  the  county  where  property 
bay  be  found.    [Rev.  Stat.  Sec.  3,482]', 
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Assignments. — Assignments  must  be  for  the  benefit  of  all  the 
creditors  of  the  assignor,  and  are  made  by  deed  acknowledged  and  re- 
corded. The  assignor  makes  affidavit  as  to  the  nature  and  value  of  the 
estate,  and  bond  is  required,  to  be  approved  by  the  Circuit  Court,  in 
double  the  value  of  the  estate  assigned.  The  assignee  makes  a  sworn  in- 
ventory, and  sworn  appraisers  appraise  the  value.  Within  three  months 
after  the  assignment  the  assignee  is  required  to  appoint  a  place  and  time 
for  the  hearing  and  allowance  or  demands,  and  must  give  four  weeks 
notice,  by  advertisement,  and  by  lettter  to  all  known  creditors.  On  the 
day  named,  and  for  two  consecutive  days  thereafter,  the  asignee  attends 
at  the  place  appointed  from  9  a.  in.  to  5  p.  m.  Creditors  who  fail  to 
present  claims,  shall  be  precluded  from  any  benefit  of  said  estate  ;  but, 
the  hearing  on  any  demand  presented  at  the  time  may  be  continued,  for 
good  cause  shown,  to  such  time  as  is  deemed  right;  provided,  that  any 
creditor,  who  shall  fail  to  lay  his  claim  before  said  assignee  during  said 
term,  on  account  of  sickness,  absence  from  the  State,  or  other  good  cause, 
may  at  any  time  before  the  declaration  of  the  final  dividend,  file  and 
prove  up  his  claim,  and  the  same  may  be  allowed,  and  the  remaining 
dividends  paid  thereon,  as  in  the  case  of  other  allowed  claims.  (Rev. 
Stat.  Sec.  373). 

The  assignee  shall  require  such  evidence  and  no  other  of  the  justice 
of  such  demands,  as  is  required  to  establish  demands  of  a  similar  char- 
acter in  the  Circuit  Court,  in  suits  between  the  original  parties  to  the 
contract.    (Rev.  Stat.  Sec.  375) 

Appeals  from  descisions  of  assignee  to  Circuit  Court. 

Attachments. — Plaintiff  in  any  civil  action  may  have  an  attachment 
against  the  property  of  tne  defendant,  or  of  any  one  or  more  of  defend- 
ants, in  any  one  or  more  of  the  following  cases :  1.  Where  the  defend-v 
ant  is  not  a  resident  of  the  State.  2.  Where  the  defendant  is  a  corpora- 
tion, whose  chief  office  or  place  of  business  is  out  of  this  State.  3. 
Where  the  defendant  conceals  himself,  so  that  the  ordinary  process  of 
the  law  cannot  be  served  upon  him.  4.  Where  the  defendant  has  ab» 
sconded,  or  absented  himself  from  his  usual  place  of  abode  in  this  State^j 
so  that  the  ordinary  process  of  the  Jaw  cannot  be  served  upon  him.  5. 
Where  the  defendent  is  about  to  remove  his  property  or  effects  out  of 
this  State,  with  the  intent  to  defraud,  hinder  or  delay  his  creditors.  G. 
Where  the  defendant  is  about  to  remove  out  of  this  State,  with  the  in- 1 
tent  to  change  his  domicile.  7.  Where  the  defendant  has  fraudulently 
conveyed  or  assigned  his  property  or  effects  so  as  to  hinder  or  delay  his 
creditors.  8.  Where  the  defendant  has  fraudulently  concealed,  remov-. 
ed  or  di-posed  of  his  property  or  effects  so  as  to  'under  or  ce  ay  his  creJi-  i, 
tors.  9.  Where  the  defendant  is  about,  fraudulently,  to  convey  or  as-  l 
si^i!  his  property  or  effects,  ho  as  to  hinder  or  delay  his  creditors.  10. 
Where  the  defendant  is  about,  fraudulently,  to  conceal,  remove  or  dis*J 
pose  of  his  property  or  effects,  so  as  to  hinder  or  delay  his  creditors.  11.  | 
Where  the  cause  of  action  accrued  out  of  this  State,  and  the  defendant!:1 
has  absconded,  or  secretly  removed  his  property  or  effects,  into  thisi 
Stale.  12.  Where  the  damages  for  which  the  action  is  brought  are,  fpr*l 
injuries  arising  from  the  commission  of  some  felony  or  misdemeanor,  or«| 
for  the  seduction  of  any  female.  13.  Where  the  debtor  has  failed  toj 
pay  the  price  or  value  of  any  article  or  thing  delivered,  which,  by  con-: 
tract,  he  was  bound  to  pay  upon  the  delivery.  If.  Where  the  debt  sued  f 
for  was  fraudulently  contracted,  on  the  part  of  the  debtor-.  [Rev.  Stat.: 
Sec.  338]. 

Attachments  for  debts  not  yet  due*  may  issue  in  any  of  the  casern 
mentioned,  except  the  first  four,  but  judgment  is  not  rendered  until  the  i 
maturity  of  demand.  Plaintiff',  or  some  one  for  him,  must  make  affidavit 
that  the  plaintiff  has  a  just  demand  against  the  defendant,. and  that  the . 
amount  which  the  affiant  believes  the  plaintiff  ought  to  recover,  afteij 
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allowing  all  just  credits  and  set-offs  is  dollars, and  that  he  has  good 

reason  to  believe,  and  does  believe  in  the  existence  of  one  or  more  of  the 
above  causes  of  attachment.  Bond  in  double  amount  of  suit  is  required, 
to  be  approved  by  the  Clerk;  sureties  to  be  resident  householders  of  the 
county.  All  property  and  debts  may  be  levied  on.  Attachments  may 
he  sued  out  after  suit  has  been  pending. 

Bills  and  Notes. —  Acceptance  must  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the 
acceptor  or  his  lawful  agent.  If  acceptance  on  a  paper  other  than  the 
bill,  it  shall  not  bind  the  acceptor,  except  in  favor  of  a  person  to  whom 
such  acceptance  shall  have  been  shown,  and  who,  upon  the  faith  thereof, 
shall  have  received  the  bill  for  a  valuable  consideration.  JSiotes  payable 
to  order  of  bearer,  and  expressed  to  be  for  value  received,  are  negotiable 
as  inland  bills  of  exchange. 

Protest  and  Damages. — Damages  allowed  after  protest  of  bill :  1. 
If  the  bill  shall  have  been  drawn  on  any  person  within  this  State,  at  the 
rate  of  four  per  centum  on  the  principal  sum  specified  in  the  bill.  2.  If 
the  bill  shall  have  been  drawn  on  any  person,  at  any  place  out  of  this 
State,  but  within  the  limited  States,  or  th«  Territories  thereof,  at  the 
rate  of  ten  per  centum  on  the  principal  sum  specified  in  the  bill.  3.  If 
the  bill  shall  have  been  drawn  on  any  person,  at  any  port  or  place  with- 
out the  United  States  and  their  Territories^  at  the  rate  of  twenty  per 
centum  on  the  principal  sum  specified  in  the  bill.    [Rev.  Stat.  Sec.  539]. 

Holidays — Days  of  Grace — January  1,  February  22,  July  4,  any 
general  States  election  day,  any  thanksgiving  clay  appointed  by  the  Go\- 
ernor  of  this  State,  or  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  Decem- 
ber 25,  are  public  holidays,  and  when  any  such  holidays  fall  upon  Sunday, 
the  Monday  next  following  shall  be  considered  such  holiday.  For  all  pur- 
poses of  presentment  of  mercantile  paper  and  protesting  "such  holidays 
shall  be  treated  and  considered  the  same  as  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
commonly  called  Sunday,  and  all  bills  of  exchange,  bonds,  promissory 
notes,  or  other  mercantile  paper  falling  due  on  any  such  holidays,  shall 
be  considered  as  falling  due  on  the  next  succeeding  day,  unless  such  suc- 
ceeding day  be  a  holiday  or  Sunday.  In  such  case  it  shall  be  considered 
as  falling  due  the  day  previous.    [Rev.  Stat.  Sec.  552.]. 

Costs  Security  for, — Non-residents  must  furnish  security  for  costs 
on  bringing  actions  in  this  State,  by  giving  the  written  undertaking  of 
some  resident  who  shall  acknowledge,  himself  to  be  bound  for  all  costs 
which  may  accrue  or  by  depositing  with  the  clerk  a  sum  of  money  suffi- 
cient to  pay  all  costs,  subject  to  be  increased  by  order  of  Court.  The 
ordinary  deposit  required  in  the  Circuit  Court  is  $25.00,  and  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  $10.00,  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  $25.00. 

Courts — Jurisdiction. — United  States  Circuit  Court.  Terms  :  St. 
Louis,  third  Mondays  in  March  and  September;  Jefferson  City,  third 
Mondays,  April  and  November;  Kansas  City,  third  Mondays  in  May 
and  October.  •  United  States  District  Court,  Eastern  District,  St  Louis, 
Terms :  first  Mondays  in  May  and  November,  Western  District,  Jeff- 
erson City,  first  Mondays  in  March  and  September;  Kansas  City,  third, 
Mondaj^s  in  May  and  October.  State  Circuit  Courts  have  general  juris- 
diction except  over  probate  m  eters,  and  cases  exclusively  cognizable  be- 
fore Justices  of  the  Peace.  Probate  Courts  have  jurisdiction  over  ad- 
ministration^, probate  of  wills,  and  settlements  of  estates  of  minors,  and 
persons  of  unsound  mind.  Appeals  lie  to  Circuit  Court.  Justices  of  the 
Peace  have  original  jurisdiction  of  all  civil  actions  founded  upon  contract 
or  cost  or  bond  required  by  statute,  when  the  sum  demanded,  exclusive 
of  interest  and  costs,  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  In 
counties  and  cities  having  over  fifty  thousand  inhabitants,  jurisdiction 
in  above  cases  extends  to  actions  for  recovery  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars.. 
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Deeds — May  be  acknowledged  or  pioved.  If  acknowledged  or 
proved  within  this  State,  they  must  be  before  some  Judge,  Justice  or 
Clerk  thereof,  Notary  Public  or  some  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  county 
in  which  the  real  estate  conveyed  or  affected,  is  situated.  If  acknowl- 
edged, or  proved,  without  this  Scate,  and  within  the  United  States,  by 
any  Notary  Public,  or  by  any  Court  of  the  United  States ,  or  of  any  State 
or  Territory  having  a  seal,  or  the  Clerk  or  any  such  Court,  or  any  com- 
missioner appointed  by  the  Governor  of  this  State  to  take  the  acknowl- 
edgment of  deeds.  If  acknowledged  or  proved  without  the  United  States, 
by  any  Court  of  any  State,  Kingdom  or  Empire,  having  a  teal,  or  the 
mayor  or  chief  officer  of  any  city  or  town,  having  an  official  seal,  or  by 
any  minister,  or  consular  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  Notary  Public, 
having  a  seal.

Depositions. — Upon  proper  notice  and  interrogatories  filed  in  any 
Court  of  Record  where  suit  is  pending  in  the  State,  commissions, 
With  the  interrogatories  annexed,  will  be  issued  by  such  Court  to  take 
the  depositions  of  witnesses  residing  out  of  this  State.  Depositions  may 
be  taken  out  of  this  State  without  commission  by  any  officer  appointed 
by  authority  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  take  depositions  without  this 
State.  Depositions,  if  taken  within  this  State,  may  be  taken  by  some 
Judge,  Justice,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Notary  Public,  Mayor  or  chief 
officer  of  a  town  having  a  seal  of  office.  Depositions  may  be  taken  with- 
out this  State  by  some  officer  out  of  this  State  appointed  by  authority 
of  the  laws  of  this  State  to  take  depositions,  or  by  some  consul,  or  com- 
mercial or  diplomatic  representative  of  the  United  States  having  a  seal 
of  office,  or  by  some  Judge,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  other  judical  officer, 
or  by  some  Notary  Public,  within  the  government  where  the  witness 
may  be  found.    (§  2133). 

Exemptions. — Of  one  not  the  head  of  the  family :  1.  The  wearing 
apparel  of  all  persons.  2.  The  necessary  tools  and  impliments  of  trade 
of  any  mechanic,  whilst  carrying  on  his  trade. 

When  owned  by  the  head  of  a  family  :  1.  Ten  head  of  choice  hogs, 
ten  head  of  choice  sheep,  and  the  product  thereof  in  wool,  yarn  or  cloth, 
two  cows  and  calves,  two  plows,  one  axe,  one  hoe  and  one  set  of  plow 
gears,  and  all  necessary  farm  implements  for  the  use  of  one  man.  2. 
Working  animals  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  3.  The 
spinning  wheels  and  cards,  one  loom,  an  apparatus  necessary  for  manu- 
facturing cloth  in  a  private  family.  4.  All  the  spun  yarn,  thread 
and  cloth  manufactured  for  family  use.  5.  Any  quantity  of  hemp,  flax 
and  wool,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  pounds  each.  6.  All  wearing  ap- 
parel of  the  family,  four  beds  with  the  usual  bedding,  and  such  other 
household  and  kitchen  furniture,  not  exceeding  the  value  of  one  hundred 
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dollars,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  family,  agreeably  to  an  inventory 
thereof,  to  be  returned  on  oath,  with  the  execution,  by  the  officer  whose 
duty  it  may  be  to  levy  the  same.  7.  The  necessary  tools  and  imple- 
ments of  trade  of  any  mechanic,  while  carrying  on  his  trade.  8.  Any 
and  all  arms  and  military  equipments,  required  by  law  to  be  kept.  9. 
All  such  provisions  as  may  be  on  hand  for  family  use,  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  in  value.  10.  The  bibles  and  other  books  used  in  a 
family,  lettered  grave  stone  and  one  pew  in  a  house  of  worship.  11. 
All  lawyers,  physicians,  ministers  of  the  gospel,  and  teachers  in  the 
actual  prosecution  of  their  calling,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  selecting 
such  books  as  shall  be  necessary  to  their  profession,  in  tin;  place  of  other 
property  herein  allowed  at  their  option;  and  doctors  of  medicine,  in 
lieu  of  other  property  exempt  from  execution,  may  be  allowed  to  select 
their  medicines.  In  lieu  of  the  first  and  second  subdivisions,  a  head  of  a 
family  may  select  other  property  of  the  value  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

Husband  and  Wife. — Husband  not  liable  for  debts  of  wife  contract- 
ed before  marriage,  except  to  the  extent  of  property  acquired  from  wife- 
Wife's  property  not  subject  to  husband's  debts,  unless  by  writing  she 
shall  permit  him  to  use  the  same  as  his  own. 

Homesteads. — In  the  country  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres  of  land,  or  exceed  the  total  value  of  $1,500,  in  incorporated 
towns  and  cities  of  less  than  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  homesteads  shall 
not  include  more  than  five  acres  of  ground,  or  exceed  the  total  vamo  of 
$1,500.  In  towns  of  ten  thousand  and  less  than  forty  thousand,  not 
more  than  thirty  square  rods  and  $1,500  value.  In  cities  exceeding  forty 
thousand  inhabitants  not  more  than  eighteen  square  rods  and  $3,000 
value. 

Interest. — Lawful  rate  six  per  cent.,  but  parties  may  agree  in 
writing  for  the  payment  of  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum.  Interest  on 
judgments  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.,  but  judgments  on  contracts  bear- 
ing more  than  six  per  cent,  shall  bear  the  same  interest  borne. by  such 
contracts.  Penally  for  usury  is  the,  forfeiture  of  ad  interest  to  the  com- 
mon school  fund,  and  the  defendant  may  recover  his  costs.  Interest 
may  be  compounded  by  contract,  but  not  oftener  than  once  a  year. 
Accounts  do  not  bear  interest  until  demand  of  payment  is  made. 

Judgments —  Of  courts  of  record, are  liens  on  the  real  estate  of  person 
against  whom  they  are  rendered,  situate  in  the  county  for  which  the 
court  is  held,  and  continue  for  three  years,  subject  to  be  revived  for  ten 
years.  Judgments  a  e  i<ot  alien  on  personal  property  until  after  levy. 
Transcripts  of  judgments  before  Justices  of  the  Peace  may  be  tiled  in 
the  Circuit  Court,  and  thereby  become  liens  on  real  estate. 

Limitations. — Actions  for  recovery  on  real  estate  shall  be  com- 
menced within  ten  years,  except  military  bounty  lands,  which  shall  be 
within  two  years.  Personal  actions,  upon  written  instruments  for  .pay- 
ment of  money  orproperty,  or  covenants  in  deeds,  or  actions  for  relief, 
within  ten  years ;  upon  contracts,  expressed  or  implied;  upon  liabilities 
under  statute,  other  than  a  penalty  or  forfeiture ;  upon  actions  of  tres- 
pass on  real  e.-tate  for  taking,  detaining  and  injuring  goods,  and  for  the 
recovery  of  the  specific  personal  property,  within  five  years,  except  that 
in  cases  of  fraud,  the  cause  of  action  is  deemed  not  to  have  accrued  until 
Ihe  discovery  by  the  aggrieved  party,  at  any  time  within  ten  years  of  the 
facts  constituting  the  fraud  ;  within  three  years  actions  must  be  brought 
against  sheriffs,  coroners  or  other  officers,  upon  a  liability  incurred  by 
the  doing  of  an  act  in  official  capacity,  or  the  omission  of  official  duty, 
and  upon  penalties  and  forfeitures,  where  the  action  is  given  to  the  party 
aggrieved,  or  to  such  party  and  the  State.  Acknowledgment  of  indebt- 
edness must  be  in  writing  after  statute  has  once  elasped.  Limitation  on 
accounts  current  run  from  the  last  item  on  the  adverse  side. 
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Service  of  Process. — In  Circuit  Courts,  fifteen  day's  service  before 
the  first  day  of  the  next  term,  is  required.  Suits  may  be  entered  before 
Justices  of  the  Peace  at  any  time  and  summons  shall  be  served  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  day  of  appearance  therein  mentioned.  Service  may 
be  made  by  leaving  copy  of  summons  at  usual  place  of  abode  with  some 
person  of  family,  above  the  age  of  fifteen  years.

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Assignments  and  Insolvency. — There  is  no  general  law  permitting 
an  assignment  by  an  insolvent,  except  when  he  has  been  arrested  in  an 
action,  when  he  may  assign  his  property  to  receive  his  discharge. 

Attachments. — All  property  not  exempt  from  execution  may  be  at- 
tached, by  filing  sufficient  bonds  in  double  the  amount  claimed,  if  it  be 
less  than  one  thousand  dollars;  if  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  then

A  person  selling  mortgaged 
chattels  during  the  continuance  of  the  lien,  forfeits  to  the  purchaser 
twice  the  value  thereof,  and  by  act  February  11,  1876,  is  guilty  of  mis- 
demeanor, and  may,  on  conviction,  be  lined  not  less  than  fifty  dollars, 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Executions — Issue  at  anytime  within  five  years,  and  to  any  county, 
and  are  made  returnable  in  not  less  than  ten,  nor  more  than  sixty  days. 
Personal  property  is  first  levied  on,  and  is  sold  after  five  days'  notice. 
There  is  no  stay  law.  Six  months  are  allowed  for  redemption  of  real 
property  sold  under  execution. 

Exemption. — Homestead,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  in  country  ;  half  an  acre,  if  within  a  town  plat,  city  or  village,  and 
in  each  case  limited  to  $2,500.  Usual  personal  schedule,  and  to  farmer, 
implements,  stock,  seeds,  etc.,  $800;  tools,  teams,  and  libraries  of  pro- 
fessional and  business  men,  and  mechanics  \  dwelling  of  miner,  $500;  his 
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tools  and  machinery,  $500 ;  wages  of  laborer  for  thirty  clays  preceding 
the  levy,  where  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  family,  are  also  exempt. 
Only  married  persons,  or  the  heads  of  families  can  claim  the  exemption 
under  the  homestead  claim. 

Interest. — Parties  may  stipulate  for  an y  rate  of  interest.  When  no 
contract  is  made  as  to  interest,  the  legal  rate,  ten  per  cent,  per  annum, 
governs  after  debt  is  due.  There  is  no  usury  law.  (Cod.  Stat.,  title 
bills  of  exchange  and  promissory  notes.) 

Mortgages. — Mortgages  on  real  estate  must  be  executed  and  re- 
corded like  deeds.  The  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage  is  a  civil  action,  pro- 
vided for  in  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  1S77,  p.  135.  The  mortgagor  has 
six  months  in  which  to  redeem  after  sale.  Satisfaction  may  be  made  by 
entry  in  margin  of  record,  or  by  separate  instrument,  duly  executed. 
Failure  to  enter  satisfaction  for  one  week  after  request  subjects  the  de- 
linquent to  forfeiture  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  mortgagee,  besides  other 
damages. 

Notes  and  Bills  of  Exchange. — Foreign  and  inland  bills  of  ex- 
change and  promissory  notes  are  negotiable,  and  commercial  paper  is 
subject  to  the  law  merchant,  as  to  protest,  grace,  etc.

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Acknowledgments. — May  be  executed  and  acknowledged  before  a 
commissioner,  appointed  by  the  governor  of  this  State  for  that  purpose, 
or  before  any  officer  appointed  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  or  Ter- 
ritory wherein  the  deed  or  other  instrument  in  writing  is  executed  and 
acknowledged. 

Arrest  and  Imprisonment  for  Debt  on  Civil  Process. — Civil 
arrests  can  be  made  before  or  after  judgment,  on  tiling  an  affidavit, 
showing  the  nature  and  justice  of  the  demand,  with  the  amount  thereof, 
and  also  the  existence  of  one  of  the  following  causes;  1st.  Converting 
property  to  defraud  creditors.  2d.  Assigning,  removing  or  disposing  of 
property  to  defraud  creditors.  3d.  Concealing  property  or  rights  of 
action.  "  4th.  Fraudulently  contracting  the  debt.  5th.  Kemoving  prop- 
erty out  of  jurisdiction  of  court  to  defraud  creditors.  The  affidavit  must 
contain  a  statement  of  facts  justifying  belief.  A  bond  in  double  the 
amonnt  of  the  demand  must  be  given,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all 
damages. 

Attachments. — In  all  cases  of  attachment,  an  affidavit  must  be 
filed  before  the  order  of  attachment  issues,  and  a  bond  must  be  filed  in 
double  the  amount  of  the  debt,  excepting  when  the  debtor  is  a  non-resi- 
dent of  the  State.  The  body  of  the  debtor  may  be  attached  for  the 
reasons,  and  in  the  manner  above  set  forth. 

Bills  of  Exchange  and  Promissory  Notes. — All  negotiable 
instruments  are  entitled  to  three  days'  grace.  Bonds  and  promissory 
notes  and  bills  of  exchange  for  any  sum  of  money  certain,  made  payable 
to  any  person  or  order,  or  to  any  person  or  assigns,  are  only  negotiable 
by  indorsement.  Any  such  instruments,  made  payable  to  a  person  or 
bearer,  are  negotiable  by  delivery  merely.  To  entitle  an  indorser  of  a 
negotiable  instrument  to  maintain  an  action  against  any  prior  indorser, 
he  must  first  use  due  diligence  to  obtain  the  money  of  the  maker,  drawer 
or  obligor.  Demand  of  payment  on  the  third  day  of  grace,  and  notice  of 
non-payment  or  non-acceptance,  are  adjudged  due  diligence,  unless 
other  conditions  are  expressed  in  the  indorsement. 

Commencement  of  Suit. — Process,  of  summons,  replevin  and  at- 
tachment, issued  by  justices  of  the  peace,  must  be  made  returnable  not 
less  than  three,  nor  more  than  twelve  days  from  its  date.  Process  issued 
by  County  Judge  must  be  made  returnable  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
month  following  the  date  of  its  issuance,  if  ten  full  days  intervene 
between  day  of  service  and  the  first  Monday,  otherwise  it  must  be  made 
returnable  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  month  next  succeeding.  An 
action  in  the  District  Court  is  commenced  by  petition.  The  return  day 
of  the  summons  is  the  second  Monday  after  the  day  of  its  date.  When 
service  of  the  summons  is  made  personally  on  the  debtor,  he  shall  an- 
swer or  demur  before  the  third  Monday.  Ordinarily  a  cause  can  be 
brought  to  issue  the  fifth  Monday  after  the  filing  of  the  petition. 
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Consignments. — If  the  consignee  appropriates  the  consigned  goods 
to  bis  own  use,  it  is  an  embezzlement,  and  if  the  goods  De  over  $85  in 
value,  the  act  is  punishable  as  a  felony,  by  imprisonment  in  the  peniten- 
tiary for  from  one  to  seven  years.  The  indictment  must  be  found  within 
three  years.  The  consignor  may  also  have  the  consignee  arrested  in  a 
civil  action. 

Contracts  of  Married  Women. — The  property,  real  and  personal, 
which  any  woman  in  this  State  may  own  at  the  time  of  her  marriage, 
find  any  real  or  personal  property  which  shall  come  to  her  by  descent, 
devise,  bequest  or  gift  of  any  person,  except  her  husband  (excepting 
marriage  settlements),  shall  remain  her  sole  and  separate  property,  not- 
withstanding her  marriage,  and  not  be  subject  to  the  disposal  of  her  hus- 
band, or  liable  for  his  debts.  She  may  bargain  and  sell,  and  enter  into 
contracts  with  reference  to  any  of  her  separate  property,  in  the  same 
manner,  to  the  same  extent,  and  with  like  effect  as  a  married  man,  in 
relation  to  his  real  and  personal  property.  In  dealing  with  man  Jed 
women,  it  must  be  explicitly  stated,  or  understood  between  the  parties, 
that  her  separate  estate  will  be  bound,  else  the  husband  only  can  be  held. 
She  may  sue  and  be  sued,  the  same  as  if  unmarried,  and  cany  on  any 
trade  or  business,  or  perform  labor  on  her  sole  or  separate  account,  and 
her  earnings  are  not  subject  to  the  husband's  debts  or  control. 

Estates  of  Deceased  Persons. — Claims  must  be  presented  for 
allowance  usually  within  one  year.  Time  may  be  extended  for  special 
reasons,  not  exceeding  three  years  in  all.  Administrators  and  executors 
liable  to  be  cited  to  settle  accounts,  at  any  time,  for  special  reasons  shown. 
Widow  entitled  to  personal  property  of  estate  amounting  to  $250,  to  be 
selected  by  her,  and  further  allowance  of  $200  in  money,  besides  one 
year's  support  of  family.  All  claims  (except  in  suits  on  foreclosure  of 
mortgage  on  real  estate),  must  be  tiled  and  allowed  in  County  Court. 
The  County  Court  is  the  Probate  Court  in  this  State,  and  is  composed  of 
one  Judge.  License  to  sell  real  estate  to  pay  debts  must  be  obtained 
from  District  Court.  Widow  is  entitled  to  one-third  real  estate  of  de- 
ceased husband,  as  at  common  law,  for  use  during  natural  life,  unless 
legally  barred.  She  may  forfeit  dower  by  simply  joining  husband  in 
deed  of  conveyance,  or  accepting  jointure  of  life  estate  before  marriage. 
Wife  being  non-resident  does  not  effect  her  right  to  dower  in  husband's 
lands  in  this  State.  Widow  may  occupy  dwelling  of  deceased  husband 
one  year,  and  have  reasonable  sustenance  free.  Common  law  tenant  by 
courtesy  obtains,  unless  there  are  living  issue  of  wife  by  former  husband, 
in  which  event  property  of  wife  descends  to  them. 

Exemptions. — A  homestead  consisting  of  any  quantity  of  land,  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  and  the  dwelling  house  thereon, 
and  its  appurtenances,  to  be  selected  by  the  owner  thereof,  and  not  in- 
cluded in  any  incorporated  city  or  village;  or,  instead  thereof,  at  the  op- 
tion of  the  owner,  a  quantity  of  contiguous  land,  not  exceeding  one-half 
an  acre,  with  buildings  thereon,  and  appurtenances,  all  not  over  .$2,000 
in  value,  being  Within  an  incorporated  town,  city  or  village ;  or  in  lieu 
of  the  above,  a  lot  or  parcel  of  contiguous  land,  not  exceeding  twenty 
acres,  being  within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  town,  city  or  village, 
the  said  parcel  or  lot  of  land  not  being  laid  off  into  streets,  blocks  and 
lots,  owned  and  occupied  by  any  resident  of  the  State,  being  the  head  of 
a  family,  shall  not  be  subject  to  attachment,  levy  or  sale,  upon  execution 
or  other  process  issuing  out  of  any  court  in  this  State,  so  long  as  the  same 
shall  be  occupied  by  the  debtor  as  a  homestead,  provided,  however,  that 
such  farm  lands,  lots,  ere,  do  not  exceed  in  value  $2,000.  All  heads  of 
families  who  have  neither  lands,  town  lots,  nor  houses  subject  to  exemp- 
tion as  a  homestead,  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall  have,  exempt 
from  forced  sale  on  execution,  the  sum  of  $500  in  personal  property.  No 
property  hereinafter  mentioned  shall  be  liable  to  attachment,  execution 
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of  sale,  or  any  final  process,  issued  from  any  court  of  this  State,  against 
any  person  being  a  resident  of  this  State,  and  the  head  of  a  family.  The 
family  bible;  family  pictures,  school  books  and  library  for  the  use  of  the 
family  ;  all  necessary  wearing  apparel  of  the  debtor  and  his  family;  all 
beds,  bedsteads  and  bedding  necessary  for  the  use  of  such  family;  all 
stoves  and  appendages  put  up  or  kept  for  the  use  of  the  debtor's  family, 
not  to  exceed  four;  all  cooking  utensils,  and  all  other  household  furni- 
ture not  herein  enumerated,  to  be  selected  by  the  debtor,  not  exceeding 
in  value  $100;  one  cow,  three  hogs,  and  all  pigs  under  six  months  old'; 
and  if  the  debtor  be  at  the  time  actually  engaged  in  the  business  of  agri- 
culture, in  addition  to  the  above,  one  yoke  of  oxen,  or  a  pair  of  horses  in 
lieu  thereof,  ten  sheep,  and  the  wool  there! rom,  either  in  the  raw  mate- 
rial or  manufactured  into  yarn  or  cloth  ;  the  necessary  food  for  the  stock 
mentioned  in  this  section  for  the  period  of  three  months;  one  wagon, 
cart  or  dray,  two  plows  and  one  drag;  the  necessary  gearing  for  the 
team  herein  exempted,  and  other  farming  implements  not  exceeding  $50 
iri  value ;  the  provisions  for  the  debtor  and  his  family  necessary  for  six 
months  support,  either  provided  or  growing,  or  both,  and  fuel  necessary 
for  six  months;  the  tools  and  instruments  of  any  mechanic,  miner  or 
other  person,  used  and  kept  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  his  trade  or 
business ;  the  library  and  implements  of  any  professional  man.  Unmar- 
ried child  residing  on  homestead,  is  allowed  it  exempt  if  parents  both 
dead.  The  widow  or  widower,  together  or  either  one  without  the  other, 
and  with  or  without  a  child  living  with  them,  or  if  all  children  are  dead, 
are  entitled  to  homestead.  That  is,  a  widow  or  widower  is  deemed  head 
of  a  family  even  without  child. 

Interest. — Seven  per  cent,  is  the  legal  rate,  or  any  rate  not  exceed- 
ing ten  per  cent.,  on  express  written  contracts.  If  more  is  exacted,  the 
contract  remains  good  as  to  principal,  but  all  the  interest  is  forfeited. 

Judgment,  Execution,  and  Stay  of  Execution. — Judgment  may 
be  obtained  at  the  first  term  after  the  issues  arc  formed,  unless,  for  good 
cause  shown,  the  action  is  continued  by  order  of  the  court.  In  justices' 
courts  judgment  may  be  obtained  usually  within  four  days  where  no  de- 
fense is  put  in,  or  continuance  granted  upon  showing;  but  no  action  can 
be  continued  in  the  first  instance  beyond  thirty  da}Ts.  Execution  for  the 
enforcement  of  judgment  may  issue  at  any  time.  Executions  on  all 
judgments  rendered  by  justices  of  the  peace  may  bo  stayed  as  follows: 
On  judgments  of  $5  and  under,  for  trie  period  of  sixty  days;  on  judg- 
ments over  $5  and  not  exceeding  $50,  for  ninety  days;  over  $50  and  not 
exceeding  $100,  for  six  months.  On  all  judgments  and  decrees  of  Dis- 
trict Court,  except  in  cases  brought  upon  appeal  or  error,  a  stay  of  nine 
months,  when  damages  exceed  $100,  may  be  taken.  In  all  cases  of  stay 
of  execution  an  undertaking  with  sureties  must  be  entered  into  by  the 
party  desiring  the  stay,  conditional  for  the  payment  of  the  j  udgment  costs, 
and  interest  at  seven  per  cent.,  excepting  in  cases  of  foreclosure  of  mort- 
gages on  real  estate,  and  orders  for  a  specific  performance  where  the  title 
to  real  estate  is  concerned,  in  which  case  no  undertaking  is  require  !. 
Application  for  stay  of  foreclosure  must  be  made  in  twenty  days  from 
decree. 

Jurisdiction  of  Courts. — Justice's  courts  have  original  jurisdiction" 
in  actions  for  debt  when  the  amount  claimed  does  not  exceed  $200; 
county  courts  above  $100  and  up  to  $1000,  and  the  County  Court  also  has 
Justice's  jurisdiction.  District  courts  have  original  jurisdiction  in  all  mat- 
ters exceeding  $200,  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  justice's  and  county 
courts  where  the  debt  is  over  $25,  and  not  exceeding  $1000. 

Limitation  of  Actions. — Actions  to  recover  the  title  to,  or  an  inter- 
est in,  real  estate  and  foreclosure  of  mortgage,  must  he  commenced 
within  ten  years  from  the  time  the  cause  of  action  accrued.  Actions  for 
forcible  entry  and  detain 3r  must  be  commenced   in  one  year  after  the 
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cause  of  action  accrued;  within  five  years  upon  any  agreement,  contract 
or  promise  in  writing,  or  foreign  judgment;  within  four  years  upon  con- 
tracts not  in  writing,  accounts  and  liabilities  created  by  statute,  other 
than  forfeiture  of  penalty,  xlctious  on  official  bonds,  undertakings  in 
attachment,  replevin  and  injunction,  can  only  be  brought  within  ten 
years.  All  causes  of  action  which  have  become  barred  by  the  law  of  any 
State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States  shall  be  deemed  barred  by  the  law 
of  this  State.  If  a  party  entitled  to  bring  an  .  action  be,  at  the  time  the 
cause  of  action  accrued,  under  twenty-one  years,  old,  a  married  woman, 
insane  or  imprisoned,  such  person  shall  be  entitled  to  bring  such  action 
within  the  times  limited  after  such  disability  shall  have  been  removed. 
When  a  cause  of  action  accrues  against  a  person,  if  such  person  be  out  of 
zhe  State,  or  shall  have  absconded  or  conceals  himself,  or  if,  after  a  cause 
of  action  accrues,  such  person  shall  depart  from  the  State,  or  abscond  or 
conceal  himself,  the  time  of  his  absence  or  concealment  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  period  of  limitation.

Assignments  and  Insolvency. — Insolvent  debtors  may  be  dis- 
charged from  their  debts  by  complying  with  provisions  of  insolvent  laws. 
An  assignment  of  insolvent  debtor,  not  in  compliance  with  insolvent 
laws,  is  void  as  to  creditors. 

Attachments. — Writ  of  attachment  may  be  issued  with  summons, 
or  at  any  time  afterwards  on  affidavit  and  bond.  In  an  action  upon  a 
contract  for  the  direct  payment  of  money,  made,  or  by  the  terms  thereof 
payable,  in  this  State,  which  is  not  secured  by  mortgage,  lien,  or  pledge, 
upon  real  or  personal  property,  situated,  or  being  in  the  State,  if  so  secur- 
ed, when  such  security  has  been  rendered  nugatory  by  the  act  of  the 
defendant;  or  in  an  action  upon  a  contract  against  a  defendant  not  resid- 
ing in  this  State. 

Garnishee  process  may  be  had  in  aid  of  attachment.  A  fraudulent 
or  absconding  debtor,  or  one  who  conceals  his  property,  or  removes  or 
disposes  of  it,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  may  be  arrested  on 
affidavit  of  the  fact  made,  surety  in  not  less  than  $500  being  given  by  the 
plaintiff. 

Chattel  Mortgages. — Xo  mortgage  of  personal  property  shall  be 
valid,  unless  possession  be  delivered  to  and  retained  by  the  mortgagee; 
provided,  that  growing  crops  may  be  mortgaged  by  the  execution, 
acknowledgment,  and  recording  of  a  mortgage  instrument,  without  such 
possession.  Chattel  mortgages  are  foreclosed  by  action  at  any  time  after 
the  debt  secured  becomes  due,  and  before  it  is  barred  by  the  statute  of 
limitations.  There  is  no  statutory  provisions  in  regard  to  chattel  mort- 
gages, except  as  to  growing  crops.  Where  the  mortgagor  of  stock  in 
trade  remains  in  possession,  the  transaction  is  only  binding  as  between 
himself  and  the  mortgagee,  and  is  void  as  to  creditors. 

Executions. — Stay  of  Execution;  Judgments, — The  laws  of 
Nevada  on  these  points  are  similar  to  those  of  California,  except  that 
when  redemption  is  made  of  real  estate,  eighteen  per  cent,  must  be  paid, 
in  addition  to  purchase  money. 

Exemptions. — Homestead,  $5,000.  Personal  and  mining  propert}', 
tools,  implements,  etc.,  exempt,  same  as  in  California. 

Interest. — The  legal  rate  is  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  but  parties 
m;iy  contract  in  writing  for  the  payment  of  any  other  rate.  After  a  j  u  Jg- 
ment  on  such  a  contract,  only  the  original  claim  shall  draw  interest. 

Mortgages. — A  mortgage  of  real  property,  whatever  its  terms,  shall 
not  be  deemed  a  conveyance,  so  as  to  enable  the  owner  of  the  mortgage 
to  recover  possession  of  the  real  property,  without  a  foreclosure  and  sale. 
tStat.  1SG9.) 

But  one  form  of  action  for  the  recovery  of  any  debt,  or  enforcement 
of  any  right  secured  by  lien  or  mortgage  upon  property,  real  or  personal, 
which  is  by  action  for  foreclosure.  Judgment  is  for  amount  found  due, 
with  a  decree  or  order  of  sale  of  incumbered  property,  and  for  the  appli- 
cation of  the  proceeds  to  the  payment  of  the  debt ;  balance  remaining  due, 
if  any,  is  docketed  against  the  defendant  personally  liable.  It  is  only 
necessary  that  the  mortgagee  should  join  in  discharge.  The  discharge 
may  be  made  either  upon  the  margin  of  the  record  of  the  mortgage,  or  by 
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satisfaction  piece,  duly  acknowledged  and  recorded.  Before  any  satis- 
faction or  discharge  of  a  mortgage  can  be  made,  the  law  exacts  an  oath 
by  the  mortgagee,  or  agent  of  mortgagee,  to  be  made  before  the  Kecorder 
having  custody  of  the  record  of  the  mortgage,  that  all  State  and  county 
taxes,  assessed  and  levied  upon  the  moneys  or  debt  secured  by  the  mort- 
gage, have  been  paid.  This  oath  can  only  be  made  before  the  County 
Kecorder  having  the  custody  of  the  record  of  the  mortgage,  to  be  dis- 
charged. 

Notes  and  Bills  of  Exchange. — Protest  and  notice  will  hold  the 
'  ulorser,  and  the  general  statute  of  limitation,  six  years,  is  the  limitation 
<  f  the  right  of  action. 

Fifteen  per  cent,  damages  are  allowed  on  domestic,  and  twenty  per 
cent,  on  foreign  bills  protested.    Grace  is  not  allowed  on  sight  drafts.

Actions. — Original  forms  of  process  are,  writs  of  attachments,  capias 
summons,  replevin,  and  trustee  process,  or  foreign  attachment.  In  act- 
ions brought  by  non-residents,  some  responsible  resident  is  required  to 
indorse  the  writ.  The  attorney  bringing  the  suit  may  be,  and  usually  is, 
the  endorser. 

If  either  party  resides  in  this  State,  transitory  actions  should  be 
brought  in  the  county  in  which  one  of  the  party  resides. 

Affidavits — May  be  made  before  any  officer  authorized  to  take 
depositions. 

Arrests. — No  woman,  Sheriff,  or  voter,  on  election  day,  is  liable  to  ar- 
rest on  civil  process.  No  person  is  liable  to  arrest  on  real  action,  or  act- 
ion of  ejectment,  or  on  action  founded  on  contract,  unless  the  debt 
exceeds  thirteen  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents,  and  then  only  by  its 
appearing  by  affidavit,  on  the  back  of  the  writ,  or  execution  signed  by 
the  plaintiff,  or  some  one  for  him,  that  the  defendant  is,  in  his  belief, 
justly  indebted  to  him  in  a  sum  exceeding  thirteen  dollars  and  thirty- 
three  cents,  and  that  he  conceals  his  property,  or  is  about  to  leave  the 
State,  to  avoid  payment  of  his  debts. 

Assignments — Of  futur  e  earnings  valid  against  creditors,  when  given 
for  just  debt,  due  from  assignor  to  assignee.  A  copy  thereof,  duly  ac- 
cepted in  writing  on  the  back,  being  filed  with  the*  clerk  of  the  town 
where  the  assignor  lives. 

Evidence. —  Test  imony  of  parties  in  interests  admissible. 

Exemptions  —  There  is  exempt  from  attachment,  and  from  liability, 
to  be  taken  on  execuiion  : 

1.  Necessary  wenring  apparel  of  the  debtor  and  his  family. 

2.  Comfortable  beds,  bedsteads,  and  bedding  necessary  for  the  debt- 
or, his  wife,  and  children. 

3.  Household  furniture,  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars. 
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4.  One  cooking  stove,  and  the  necessary  furniture  belonging  to  the 
same. 

5.  One  sewing  machine,  kept  for  the  use  of  the  debtor  or  his  family , 

6.  Provisions  and  fuel,  to  the  value  of  fifty  dollars. 

7.  Uniform,  arms,  and  equipments,  of  every  officer  and  private  in 
the  militia. 

8.  Bibles,  school  books,  and  library,  used  by  debtor,  or  his  family, 
to  value  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

9.  Tools  of  his  occupation,  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

10.  One  hog,  and  one  pig,  and  the  pork  of  same  when  slaughtered. 

11.  Six  sheep,  and  fleeces  of  same. 

12.  One  cow,  a  yoke  of  oxen,  or  a  horse  when  required,  for  farming 
or  teaming  purposes,  or  other  actual  use,  and  four  tons  of  hay. 

13.  Domestic  fowl  to  the  value  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  debtor's  right  to  one  pew  in  any  meeting  house,  and  one  lot  in  any 
cemetery. 

Homestead  of  householder,  five  hundred  dollars. 

Interest. — Six  per  cent.  Contracts  for  greater  rate  not  void,  but 
le^al  rate  onlv  recoverable.  Penalty  for  receiving  over  six  per  cent.,  for- 
feiture of  three  times  the  excess  of  such. 

Limitations. — Actions  for  the  recovery  of  real  estate,  upon  notes 
secured  by  mortgage,  and  upon  judgments,  recognizances,  and  contracts, 
under  seal,  must  be  brought  within  twenty  years  after  right  of  action  ac- 
crues. Actions  for  trespass  to  person,  and  slander,  within  two  years. 
All  other  personal  actions,  within  six  years  after  cause  of  action  accrues. 

A  debt  is  revived  by  a  new  promise. 
Married  Womex — Holding  separate  estate,  or  doing  business  in 
their  own  name,  may  sue,  and  be  sued,  in  relation  thereto,  as  if  sole. 

Are  nob  liable  for  debts  of  husband.  Are  not  bound  by  any  under- 
taking by  th<  m  for  their  husbands,  or  in  their  behalf. 

Stay  of  Execution — 1^  not  made  in  any  case,  except  by  special 
order  of  court. 

There  are  no  insolvent  laws  in  use  in  this  State. 

Assignments  for  benefit  of  creditors,  binding  only  ivpon  mutual  con- 
sent of  all  parties  interested. 

Service — Of  writs  in  all  cases  fourteen  days,  before  return  day. 

Trustee  Process — May  be  used  to  reach  money,  goods,  rights,  and 
credits  of  the  defendant  in  the  hands  of  another,  except  in  actions  of  re- 
plevin,  trespass  to  the  person,  defamation,  or  malicious  prosecution. 

Twenty  dollars  of  defendant's  earnings  are  exempt  from  trustee  process, 
unless  the  claim  is  for  necessaries. 

I^on-resident  trustees  may  be  charged  upon  deposition  of  their  agent.

Assignments  for  the  Benefit  of  Creditors. — Preferences  in  such 
cases  are  void;  the  assignment  must  be  for  the  equal  benefit  of  all  the 
creditors.  Those  creditors  accepting  the  benefit  of  the  assignment,  must 
take  their  rateable  shares  of  the  proceeds,  in  full  satisfaction  of  their 
claims.  Those,  however,  not  choosing  to  prove  their  claims,  may  enforce 
them  against  any  after  acquired  property  of  the  debtor. 

Attachment. — Upon  affidavit  by  the  creditor,  his  agent  or  attorney, 
of  the  amount  of  his  debt,  and  that  the  debtor  is  a  non-resident,  or  has 
absconded  from  his  creditors,  the  rights,  credits,  moneys,  goods,  chattels, 
and  real  estate  of  the  debtor  may  be  seized.  Any  other  creditor,  upon 
affidavit  of  the  amount  of  his  debt,  and  application  to  the  court,  will  be 
allowed  to  share  pro  rata  in  the  proceeds  of  the  attached  property. 

Deeds  and  Mortgages. — A  deed  must  be  lodged  for  record  within 
fifteen  days  after  the  date  of  its  execution,  or  it  will  be  void  against  a 
subsequent  judgment  creditor,  or  buna  fide  purchaser  or  mortgagee  for  a 
valuable  consideration,  not  having  notice  of  such  prior  deed. 

A  mortgage  will  be  void  against  a  subsequent  judgment  creditor  or 
bona  jide  purchaser,  or  mortgagee  for  a  valuable  consideration,  not  having 
notice  thereof,  unless  such  mortgage  shall  be  lodged  for  record  at  or  be- 
fore the  time  of  entering  such  subsequent  judgment,  or  of  recording 
such  subsequent  deed  or  mortgage. 

Exemption  from  Sale  on  Execution.— Goods  and  chattels  of  every 
kind,  not  exceeding  in  value  (exclusive  of  wearing  apparel)  $'200,  and 
fdl  wearing  apparel,  the  property  of  any  debtor  having  a  family  residing 
in  this  State,  are  exempt  from  seizure  by  execution,  or  any  civil  process 
whatever. 
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Imprisonment  for  Debt1. — This  is  abolished,  except  in  cases  where 
there  is  fraud  in  the  contract,  or  where  the  debtor  removes,  transfers,  or 
conceals  his  property  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors. 

Interest. — The  legal  rate  is  six  per  cent.  In  cases  of  usury,  the 
creditor  recovers  only  the  actual  amount  loaned,  without  interest  or 
costs. 

Limitations.  —  Actions  for  the  recovery  of  real  estate  must  be 
brought  within  twenty  years;  actions  on  contracts  under  seal,  within 
sixteen  years  after  the  cause  of  action  accrues;  actions  on  oral  contracts 
or  contracts  not  under  seal,  within  six  years  from  the  time  when  the 
cause  of  action  accrues;  actions  of  trespass,  and  for  torts  generally, 
within  six  years. 

Married  Women. — A  married  woman  may,  in  the  same  manner  M 
though  single,  take  and  hold  real  and  personal  property.  She  is  entitled 
to  the  exclusive  control  of  all  earnings  or  profits  acquired  by  her  in  any 
trade  or  occupation  carried  on  separately  from  her  husband ;  and  may 
bind  herself  by  contract,  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  as 
though  unmarried ;  which  contract  may  be  enforced  by  or  against  her, 
in  her  own  name.  She  is  not  permitted,  however,  to  become  an  accom- 
modation indorser,  guarantor,  or  surety. 

She  may  execute  valid  conveyances  of  real  estate,  in  certain  cases, 
without  joining  her  husband ;  as  where  he  is  an  idiot, a  lunatic,  of  unsound 
mind,  or  imprisoned  on  conviction  of  crime,  or  where  she  is  living  in  a 
state  of  separation  from  him,  under  the  final  judgment  or  decree  of  any 
Court. 

A  married  woman  may  also,  as  effectually  as  if  single,  dispose  of  her 
property  by  will,  although  she  cannot  deprive  her  husband  of  his  estate 
by  the  courtesy.

Assignments — No  statutory  provisions  thereon  in  this  Territory. 

Collections. — Accounts  sent  to  this  Territory,  verified  by  the  affi- 
davit of  the  creditor,  are  securable  as  proof  of  the  indebtedness,  unless 
denied  by  the  defendant,  under  oath,  in  which  event  the  claim  would 
have  to  be  proven  by  proper  testimony. 

Exemptions. — Homestead,  to  the  value  of  $1,000,  to  the  head  of  a 
family,  and  certain  articles  of  personal  property,  recited  in  the  statute, 
amounting  to  about  $200. 

Insolvency. — No  statute  on  the  subject. 

Interest. — Legal  rate  in  this  Territory  is  six  per  cent.,  but  there  is 
no  usury  law  in  the  Territory,  and  parties  may  agree  in  writing  on  any 
amount. 

Limitations. — Actions  upon  judgments  must  be  brought  within 
fifteen  years. 

Upon  open  accounts,  unwritten  contracts,  within  four  years. 
Upon  bonds,  promissory  notes,  etc.,  within  six  years. 
Notes  and  Bills. — No  days  of  grace  allowed. 
Practice. — Strict  common  law.

Assignments. — Act  of  1877  provides  that  a  debtor  may,  by  an  instru- 
ment in  writing,  convey  or  assign  his  property,  real  and  personal,  to  an 
assignee  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors.  The  debtor  shall,  within  twenty 
days  after  date  of  assignment,  make,  and  deliver  to  the  County  Judge,  of 
the  county  where  the  assignment  is  recorded,  an  inventory  or  schedule, 
showing  his  name,  occupation,  residence,  and  place  of  business,  also 
name  and  place  of  residence  of  the  assignee,  also  an  account  of  all  the 
debtor's  creditors,  the  sum  owing  to  each,  with  the  true  consideration 
thereof,  etc.  Also  a  true  inventory  of  such  debtor's  estate,  at  date  of  the 
assignment,  the  incumbrances  thereon,  and  all  vouchers  and  securities 
relating  thereto,  the  nominal  and  the  actual  value  thereof,  all  of  which 
shall  be  verified  by  the  debtor's  affidavit.  The  act  does  not  prohibit  pre- 
ferences, and  the  debtor  may  prefer  creditors,  as  he  chooses. 

The  assignee  shall  give  a  bond  for  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

The  assignee  may  be  cited  by  a  creditor  to  account  after  one  year. 
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Collections. — An  action  for  collection  of  a  debt  must  be  com- 
menced by  summons. 

An  attachment  may  issue  with,  or  subsequent  to  the  summons,  when 
the  action  is  brought  to  recover  a  sum  of  money  only  as  damages,  for  one 
or  more  of  the  following  causes  : 

1.  Breach  of  contract,  express  or  implied,  other  than  a  contract  to 
marry. 

2.  Wrongful  conversion  of  personal  property. 

ii.  Any  other  injury  to  personal  property,  in  consequence  of  negli- 
gence, fraud,  or  other  wrongful  act. 

The  warrant  of  attachment  is  issued  upon  showing  by  the  plaintiff, 
by  affidavit,  to  the  satisfaction. of  the  Judge  granting  the  same. 

1.  That  a  cause  of  action  exists  for  one  of  the  causes  above  specified, 
and  if  the  action  is  to  recover  damages  for  breach  of  a  contract,  the  affi- 
davit must  show  that  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  recover  a  sum  stated 
therein,  over  and  above  all  counter  claims  known  to  him.  Also  that  the 
defendant  is  a  foreign  corporation,  or  not  a  resident  of  the  State,  or  if  a 
natural  person,  and  a  resident  of  the  State,  that  he  has  departed  there- 
from, with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  <5r  to  avoid  the  service  of  a. 
summon,  or  keeps  himself  concealed  therein,  with  the  like  intent,  or  that 
he,  or  it  has  removed,  or  is  about  to  remove  property,  from  the  State, 
with  intent  to  defraud  his  or  its  creditors,  or  has  assigned,  disposed  of,  or 
secreted,  or  is  about  to  assign,  dispose  of,  or  secrete  property,  with  the 
like  intent. 

The  attachment  holds  the  property  until  execution  is  issued  on  the 
judgment. 

Personal  property  is  sold  on  execution,  after  six  days'  posting  notice 
of  sale. 

On  sale  of  real  estate  on  execution,  the  judgment  debtor  has  one  year 
to  redeem,  by  paying  the  amount  for  which  the  property  was  sold,  and 
interest  thereon  at  ten  per  centum  per  year,  subsequent  judgment  credit- 
ors, or  mortgagees,  may  redeem  within  fifteen  months  after  such  sale. 

Exemptions. — The  following  personal  property,  when  owned  by  a 
householder,  is  exempt  from  levy  and  sale  on  execution  : 

1.  All  spinning  wheels,  weaving  looms,  and  stoves,  put  up,  or  kept 
for  use  in  a  dwelling  house,  and  one  sewing  machine,  with  its  appur- 
tenances. 

2.  The  family  bible,  family  pictures,  and  school  books,  used  by,  or 
in  the  family,  and  other  books,  not  exceeding  in  value  fifty  dollars,  kept 
and  used  as  part  of  the  family  library. 

3.  A  seat  or  pew,  occupied  by  the  judgment  debtor,  or  the  family, 
in  a  place  of  public  worship. 

4.  Ten  sheep,  with  their  fleeces,  and  the  yarn  or  cloth  manufactured 
therefrom;  one  cow,  two  swine;  the  necessary  food  for  those  animals; 
all  necessary  meat,  fish,  flour,  and  vegetables,  actually  provided  for  family 
use,  and  necessary  fuel,  oil,  and  candles,  for  the  use  of  the  family  for 
sixty  days. 

5.  Also  certain  specified  household  furniture,  dishes,  etc. 

6.  The  tools  and  implements  of  a  mechanic,  necessary  to  the  carry- 
ing on  of  his  trade. 

7.  In  addition  to  the  above,  the  necessary  household  furniture, 
working  tools  and  team,  professional  instruments,  furniture  and  library, 
not  exceeding  in  value  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  when  owned  by  a 
person  being  a  householder,  except  for  purchase  money  of  one  or  more 
of  said  articles,  and  except  for  the  wages  of  a  domestic. 

Where  the  judgment  debtor  is  a  woman  she  is  entitled  to  the  same 
exemptions  as  in  case  of  a  householder.  A  burial  lot,  not  exceeding  one- 
fourth  of  an  acre.  There  is  a  homestead  exemption  of  a  lot  of  land  with 
one  or  more  buildings  thereon,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  in 
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value,  owned  and  occupied  as  a  residence,  by  a  householder  having  a 
family ;  after  a  conveyance,  or  notice  has  been  recorded,  showing  such 
intention  to  hold  said  lot  as  a  homestead,  etc. 

Interests. — The  legal  rate  is  six  per  cent.    (Laws  1879,  ch.  538.) 

A  person  paying  a  greater  rate  may  recover  the  excess  in  an  action 
brought  within  one  year.  All  bonds,  notes,  conveyances,  contracts,  or 
securities  whatsoever,  (except  bottomry  bonds)  and  all  deposits  of  goods 
whereby  there  shall  be  reserved,  or  taken,  or  agreed  to  be  reserved  or 
taken,  a  greater  rate  of  interest,  are  absolutely  void,  even  in  the  hands  of 
innocent  third  parties;  but  no  corporation  can  plead  the  defense  of 
usury,  usury  is  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  with  a  tine  of  $1,000,  or  six 
months  imprisonment,  or  both.    (Laws  1837,  ch.  430.) 

State  banks  have  been  placed  on  the  same  footing  as  national  banks, 
as  regards  usury,  and  are  thereby  exempt  from  the  extreme  penalties 
above  mentioned.    (Laws  1870.  ch.  163;  sec.  64  N.  Y.,  212.) 

Insolvent  Debtors. — An  insolvent  debtor  may  be  discharged  from 
his  debts  under  the  insolvent  laws  of  this  State,  upon  presenting  a  petit  • 
ion  to  the  county  court  of  the  county  where  such  insolvent  resides,  show- 
ing the  amount,  etc.,  of  debts  owing  by  him,  and  having  annexed  thereto 
a  consent  by  one  or  more  of  his  creditors,  owing  debts  against  such  in- 
solvent, not  less  in  amount  than  two-thirds  of  all  his  debts,  owing  to 
creditors  residing  in  the  United  States,  consenting  to  such  discharge,  etc. 

Limitations. —  Within  twenty  years  an  action  on  a  sealed  instrument, 
is  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations  after  lapse  of  twenty  years  after 
cause  of  action  accrued.  Within  six  years,  upon  a  contract,  obligation, 
or  liability,  expressed  or  implied;  an  action  to  recover  a  chattel ;  an  act- 
ion to  recover  upon  a  liability,  created  by  statute,  except  a  penalty  or  for- 
feiture ;  an  action  to  recover  damages  for  an  injury  to  property,  or  a 
personal  injury;  an  aciion  to  procure  a  judgment  other  than  lor  a  sum  of 
money,  on  the  ground  of  fraud,  etc. ;  an  action  to  establish  a  will,  etc. ; 
an  aciion  upon  a  judgment  or  decree  rendered  in  a  court,  not  of  record, 
etc.  Within  three  years,  an  action  against  a  Sheriff,  Coroner,  Constable, 
or  other  officer,  for  non-payment  of  money  collected  upon  an  execution, 
or  upon  any  other  liability  incurred  by  him,  by  doing  an  act  in  his  offi- 
cial capacity,  or  by  the  omission  of  an  official  duty,  except  an  escape;  an 
action  upon  a  statute  for  a  penalty  or  forfeiture ;  an  action  against  an 
executor,  administrator,  or  receiver,  or  against  the  trustee  of  an  insolvent 
debtor,  etc. ;  an  action  to  recover  damages  for  a  personal  injury,  result- 
ing from  negligence.  Within  two  years,  an  action  to  recover  damages  for 
libel,  slander,  assault,  battery,  or  false  imprisonment;  an  action  upon  a 
statute  for  a  forfeiture,  or  penalty  to  the  people  of  the  State.  Within  one 
year,  an  action  against  a  Sheriff  or  Coroner,  upon  a  liability  incurred  by 
him,  by  doing  an  act  in  his  official  capacity,  or  by  the  omission  o?  an  offi- 
cial duty,  etc.,  an  action  for  an  escape  of  a  prisoner,  etc.

— Every  resident  of  this  State  may 
hold  personal  property,  to  the  amount  of  $500,  and  real  property  to  the 
amount  of  $1,000,  exempt  from  the  execution  of  any  court,  but  subject 
to  such  taxes,  as  may  be  lawfully  exacted.  The  homestead  may  be 
voluntarily  subjected  to  laborers'  liens,  or  other  debts,  and  is  liable  for 
unpaid  purchase  money,  unless  released.  The  debtor's  title  to  it  is  in 
fee  simple. 

Foreclosure  of  Registered  Mortgages — Is  allowed,  when  proper 
power  of  sale  is  therein  given. 

Jurisdiction. — Justice's  of  the  Peace  have  exclusive  original  juris- 
diction of  all  matters  arising  out  of  contract,  where  the  amount  demand- 
ed, exclusive  of  interest,  does  not  exceed  $200.  Also  of  actions  for  the 
possession  of  personalty,  Avhere  the  value  thereof  does  not  exceed  $50. 

Limitations. —  Within  ten  years,  an  action  upon  a  judgment  or  decree 
of  any  Court  of  U.  S.,  or  State,  or  territory;  upon  a  sealed  instrument, 
against  the  principal  thereto,  (three  years  being  the  limit  against  the 
surety,)  after  maturity,  or  last  partial  payment;  for  foreclosure  of  a  mort- 
gage or  deed  in  trust  for  creditor  with  power  of  sale,  of  realty,  where  the 
mortgagor  or  grantor  has  been  in  possession  within  ten  years  after  for- 
feiture, or  power  of  sale  become  absolute,  or  last  payment  made  on  same; 
and  for  redemption  of  mortgage,  after  right  of  action  accrued. 

Within  seven  years,  on  a. judgment  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace;  and  by 
a  creditor  of  a  deceased  person  against  his  personal  representative,  but  if 
claimed,  is  rejected,  then  within  six  months  after  such  rejection. 

Within  six  years,  on  the  official  bond  of  any  public  officer;  against  an 
executor,  administrator,  or  guardian  on  his  official  bond;  and  for  injury 
to  any  incorporeal  heriditament. 

Within  three  years,  upon  a  contract,  express  or  implied,  except  such 
as  are  above  mentioned,  and  upon  a  liability  created  by  statute,  other 
than  a  penalty  or  forfeiture,-  unless  other  time  be  therein  prescribed ;  for 
trespass  upon  real  property ;  and  for  taking,  detaining,  converting  or 
injuring  goods  or  chattels,  including  actions  for  specific  recovery;  and 
for  criminal  conversation,  or  other  injury  to  person,  or  rights  of  another, 
not  arising  out  of  contract  and  against  sureties  of  executors,  administra- 
tors and  guardians  or  the  official  bonds  of  their  principals;  against  bail ;

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$100.00  four  months ;  above  $100.00  six  months.  Execution  may  then 
issue  against  both  principal  and  surety  for  the  debt  with  interest  accrued 
and  costs. 

Witness. — Any  party  may  be  a  witness  on  either  side  without  re- 
gard to  personal  interest,  save  as  to  transactions  with  persons  since  de- 
ceased.

Assignment  made  in  contemplation 
of  insolvency,  with  intent  to  prefer  one  or  more  creditors,  inures  to  the 
benefit:  of  all  creditors.  Assignment  made  with  intent  to  hinder,  delays 
or  defraud  creditors,  shall  be  declare*  1  void  at  the  suit  of  any  creditor, 
and  such  assignment,  after  having  been  declared  void,  or  a  preferred 
assignment,  is  cause  for  the  appointment  of  trustee.  No  assignment 
shall  be  construed  to  include  property  exempt,  unless  the  exemption  is 
expressly  waived.  Preferred  claims  are:  Taxes  of  every  description 
assessed  against  assignor,  and  wages  for  all  labor  performed  by  any  one 
in  the  assignor's  service  within  one  year  preceding  the  assignment, 
not  exceeding  $300. 

Attachment. — In  a  civil  action  for  the  recovery  of  money  the 
plaintiff  may  at,  or  after  the  commencement  thereof,  have  an  attachment 
against  the  propert}^  of  the  defendant,  upon  the  grounds  herein  stated: 
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1.  When  the  defendant,  or  one  of  several  defendants,  is  a  foreign 
corporation,  or  a  non-resident  of  this  State. 

2.  Has  absconded,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors. 

3.  Has  left  the  county  of  his  residence,  to  avoid  the  service  of  a 
summons. 

4.  So  conceals  himself  that  a  summons  can  not  be  served  upon  him. 

5.  Is  about  to  remove  his  property,  or  a  part  thereof,  out  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  court  with  the  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors. 

6o  Is  about  to  convert  his  property,  or  a  part  thereof,  into  money, 
for  the  purpose  of  placing  it  beyond  the  reach  of  his  creditors. 

7.  Has  property,  or  rights  in  action,  which  he  conceals. 

8.  Has  assigned,  removed,  disposed  of,  or  is  about  to  dispose  of, 
his  property,  or  a  part  thereof,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors.

1.  The  nature  of  the  plaintiff's  claim, 

2.  That  it  is  just. 

3.  The  amount  which  affiant  believes  the  plaintiff  ought  to  recover. 

4.  Some  one  of  the  above  mentioned  grounds. 

Where  the  defendant  is  a  foreign  corporation,  or  a  non-resident,  the 
order  of  attachment  is  issued  without  an  undertaking,  but  in  all  other 
cases  it  shall  not  issue  until  an  undertaking  in  double  the  plaintiff's 
claim,  to  be  approved  by  the  clerk,  is  executed,  conditioned  for  the  pay- 
ment of  all  damages  to  defendant,  in  case  said  attachment  is  wrongfully 
issued.  An  attachment  may  issue  before  debt  is  due,  where  the  debtor 
has  sold,  conveyed,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  his  property,  with  intent  to 
cheat  or  defraud  his  creditors,  or  hinder  or  delay  them  in  the  collection 
of  their  debts,  or  is  about  to  make  such  sale,  or  is  about  to  remove  his 
property,  with  fraudulent  intent.  Where  the  officer  can  not  get  posses- 
sion of  the  property  sought  to  be  attacned,  he  may  leave  with  the  person 
alleged,  by  affidavit,  to  be  in  possession  of  the  same,  a  copy  of  the  order 
of  attachment,  and  a  notice  to  appear  and  answer,  touching  suck 
property. 

Courts.  Terms  and  Jurisdiction.  Justice's  Courts  have  exclusive 
original  jurisdiction  of  any  sum  not  exceeding  $100,  and  concurrent 
jurisdiction  with  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  any  sum  from  $100  to 
$300.  Superior  Courts  of  Cincinnati,  Cleveland  and  Dayton,  have  the 
same  general  jurisdiction  in  actions  for  debt  that  is  exercised  by  the 
Courts  of  Common  Fleas.  Common  Pleas  Courts  have  original  juris- 
diction where  the  amount  in  controversy  exceeds  $100, 

Depositions — May  be  used  only  in  the  following  cases : 

1.  When  the  witness  does  not  reside  in,  or  is  absent  from,  the 
county  where  the  action  or  proceeding  is  pending;  or  by  change  of 
venue,  is  sent  for  trial. 

2.  When  the  witness  is  dead,  or  from  age,  infirmity,  or  imprison- 
ment, is  unable  to  attend  court. 

3.  When  the  testimony  is  required  upon  a  motion,  or  where  the 
oral  examination  of  the  witness  is  not  required. 

Either  party  may  commence  taking  testimony  by  deposition  at  any 
time  after  service  upon  the  defendant. 

Depositions  taken  in  this  State,  to  be  used  therein,  must  be  taken 
before  an  officer  deriving  his  authority  from  the  State,  and  they  may  be 
taken  out  of  this  State  before  a  Judge,  Justice,  or  Chancellor,  of  any 
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Court  of  Record,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Notary  Public,  Mayor,  or 
Chief  Magistrate,  of  any  municipal  corporation,  a  commissioner,  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor,  or  any  person  authorized  by  a  special  commis- 
sion from  this  State.  Such  officer  must  not  be  an  attorney,  or  relative 
of  either  party/  or  otherwise  interested  in  the  event  of  the  action. 

Written  notice  of  the  intention  to  take  a  deposition  must  be  given 
to  the  adverse  party,  specifying  the  action,  name  of  court,  time  and 
place  it  will  be  taken,  and,  if  a  party  to  the  suit  is  to  testify,  it  must  so 
state,  or  his  testimony  can  not  be  used.  Time  must  be  given,  so  as  to 
allow  adverse  party  sufficient  time,  exclusive,  of  Sundays,  day  of  service, 
and  one  day's  preparation,  to  go  to  place  of  taking  same,  by  ordinary 
and  usual  modes  of  conveyance.  Examinations,  if  so  stated  in  notice, 
may  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day.  The  deposition  so  taken  must  be 
sealed  in  an  envelope,  endorsed  with  the  title  of  the  cause,  and  the  name 
of  the  officer  before  whom  it  was  taken,  and  it  must  be  transmitted  to 
the  clerk  of  the  court  where  action  is  pending,  and  remain  under  seal, 
until  opened  by  the  clerk  by  order  of  the  court,  or  at  the  request  of  a 
party,  or  his  attorney. 

The  officer  must  annex  to  the  deposition,  under  his  official  seal,  a 
certificate,  showing: 

1.  That  the  witness  was  sworn  to  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth, 
and  nothing  but  the  truth. 

2.  That  the  deposition  was  reduced  to  writing  by  some  proper 
person,  naming  him. 

3.  That  the  deposition  was  written,  and  subscribed,  in  the  presence 
of  the  officer  certifying  thereto. 

4.  That  the  deposition  was  taken  at  the  time  and  place  specified  in 
the  notice. 

Executions — Issue  from  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  to  any  county. 
Execution  against  the  person  will  only  issue  when  the  Judge  of  one  of 
the  Superior  Courts  is  satisfied  of  the  existence  of  cause — such  as  con- 
cealment of  property  by  the  debtor — or  where  debtor  was  arrested  before 
judgment  and  not  discharged  under  the  law.  Lands  levied  on  must  be 
appraised  by  three  disinterested  freeholders,  and  can  not  be  sold  for  less 
than  two-thirds  of  such  appraisement.  Executions  are  stayed  before 
Justices,  by  entering  into  a  bond  to  adverse  party  within  ten  days  after 
rendition  of  judgment,  on  judgments  for  $5  and  under,  sixty  days; 
$5  and  under  $20,  ninety  days;  $20  and  under  $50,  one  hundred  and 
fifty  days ;  $50  and  upward,  two  hundred  and  forty  days.  No  stay  on 
judgment  in  favor  of  any  person  for  wages  due  for  manual  labor  per- 
formed. 

Exemptions — Every  person  who  has  a  family,  and  every  widow, 
may  hold  the  following  property  exempt  from  execution,  attachment  or 
sale  for  any  debt,  damages,  fine  or  amercement : 

1.  The  wearing  apparel  of  such  person  or  family,  beds,  bedsteads 
and  bedding  necessary  tor  the  same,  one  cooking  stove  and  pipe,  one 
stove  and  pipe  used  for  warming  the  dwelling,  and  fuel  for  sixty  days, 
actually  provided,  and  designed  for  the  use  of  such  person  or  family. 

2.  One  cow,  or  if  the  debtor  owns  none,  household  furniture  to  be 
selected  by  such  debtor  not  exceeding  $35  in  value;  two  swine  or  the 
pork  therefrom,  or  if  the  debtor  owns  no  swine,  household  furniture  to 
be  selected  by  such  debtor  not  exceeding  $15  in  value;  six  sheep,  their 
wool  and  the  cloth  or  other  articles  manufactured  therefrom,  or  in  lieu 
thereof  household  furniture,  to  be  selected  by  the  debtor,  not  exceeding 
$15,  and  food  for  such  animals  for  sixty  days. 

3.  Bibles,  hymn  books,  psalm  books,  testaments  and  school  boo^a 
used  in  the  family,  and  all  family  pictures. 
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4.  Provisions  actually  provided  and  designed  for  the  use  of  such 
person  or  family  not  exceeding  $50  in  value,  and  other  articles  of  house- 
hold or  kitchen  furniture  necessary  for  such  person  or  family,  not 
exceeding  $50  in  value. 

5.  One  sewing  machine,  one  knitting  machine,  and  all  the  tools  and 
implements  of  the  debtor  necessary  for  carrying  on  his  or  her  trade  or 
business,  whether  mechanical  or  agricultural,  not  exceeding  $100  in 
value. 

6.  The  personal  earnings  of  the  debtor  and  of  his  or  her  minor 
child  or  children  for  three  months,  when  it  is  made  to  appear  by  affidavit 
that  such  earnings  are  necessary  for  such  person  or  family. 

7.  All  articles,  specimens  and  cabinets  of  natural  history  or  science, 
except  such  as  are  intended  for  show  or  exhibition  for  money  or 
pecuniary  gain. 

8.  Every  drayman,  who  is  the  head  of  a  family,  in  addition  to  the 
above  exemptions,  shall  hold  one  horse,  harness  and  dray  exempt  from 
execution.  Every  agriculturist  who  is  the  head  of  a  family,  in  addition 
to  the  exemptions  specified  in  paragraphs  one  to  seven  inclusive,  shall 
hold  exempt  from  execution  one  horse  or  one  yoke  of  cattle  with  the 
necessary  gearing  for  the  same,  one  wagon ;  and  every  practitioner  of 
medicine,  the  head  of  a  family,  in  addition  to  the  exemptions  specified 
in  paragraphs  one  to  seven  inclusive,  shall  hold  exempt  one  horse,  one 
saddle  and  bridle,  snd  also  books,  medicines  and  instruments  pertaining 
to  his  profession  not  exceeding  $100  in  value. 

Every  unmarried  woman  may  hold  the  following  property  exempt 
from  execution,  attachment  or  sale : 

1.  Wearing  apparel  not  exceeding  $100.  . 

2.  One  sewing  machine. 

3.  One  knitting  machine. 

4.  A  bible,  hymn  book,  psalm  book  and  any  other  books  not 
exceeding  in  value  $25. 

Any  beneficiary  fund,  not  exceeding  $5,000,  set  apart,  appropriated 
or  paid  by  any  benevolent  association  or  society  according  to  its  rules 
and  regulations  to  the  family  of  any  deceased  member,  or  to  any  mem- 
ber of  such  family,  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  taken  by  any  process  or 
proceedings,  legal  or  equitable,  to  pay  any  debt  of  such  deceased 
member. 

The  regalia,  insignia  of  office,  journals  of  proceedings,  account 
books  and  the  private  work  belonging  to  any  benevolent  society  in  this 
State,  shall  be  exempt,  etc. . 

All  property  used  by  any  municipal  corporation  or  fire  company 
for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fire  shall  be  exempt,  but  the  owner 
may  create  liens  thereon  by  mortgage,  etc.  Any  resident  being  the 
head  of  a  family  and  not  the  owner  of  a  homestead,  can  hold  other 
personal  property  to  be  selected  by  him,  and  not  appraised  at  over  $500, 
in  addition  to  the  chattel  property  specified  above.  No  exemption  runs 
against  claim  for  labor  amounting  to  less  than  $100.  The  above  exemp- 
tion may  be  claimed  by  any  one  who  has  a  family,  and  by  every  widow, 
against  whom  an  action  is  prosecuted  in  this  State,  whether  such  debtor 
is  or  is  net  a  resident  of  this  State. 

Homestead — Husband  and  wife  living  together,  a  widow  or  widow- 
er living  together  with  an  unmarried  daughter  or  unmarried  minor  son, 
may  hold  exempt  from  sale  on  judgment  or  order  a  family  homestead 
not  exceeding  $1,000  in  value;  the  wife  may  make  demand  if  the 
husband  refuse,  but  neither  can  make  such  demand  if  the  other  has  a 
homestead. 

Intekest. — The  legal  rate  is  six  per  cent.  Parties  may  contract  in 
writing  for  eight  per  cent.  No  penalty  is  attached  for  the  violation  of 
the  law.   If  a  contract  is  made  for  a  higher  rate  than  eight  per  cent., 
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the  contract  as  to  interest  is  void,  and  the  recovery  is  limited  to  the 
principal  sum  and  six  per  cent.  Interest  is  computed  upon  judgments 
and  decrees  at  the  rate  specified  in  the  instrument  upon  which  said 
judgment  or  decree  is  rendered.  Interest  is  not  recoverable  on  open 
running  accounts,  when  there  are  no  circumstances  from  which  an 
agreement  to  allow  interest  can  be  inferred,  and  there  has  been  no 
vexatious  delay  of  payment.  Open  accounts  draw  interest  after  state- 
ment is  made  and  account  rendered.  Interest  from  and  after  maturity 
may  be  allowed  on  items  of  wages  or  salary,  payable  monthly. 

Judgments — Are  a  lien  on  real  property  of  defendant  within  the 
county,  which  lien  continues  for  live  years.  If  execution  be  not  levied 
within  one  year  from  the  rendition  of  the  judgment,  said  judgment  shall 
not  operate  to  the  prejudice  of  any  other  bona  fide  judgment  creditor. 

Limitation  of  Suits — Upon  contracts  not  in  writing,  express  01 
implied,  six  years;  specialty  or  any  agreement  in  writing,  fifteen  years; 
real  actions,  twenty-one  years.  An  action  may  be  taken  out  of  the 
statute  by  part  payment,  acknowledgment,  or  promise  in  writing. 

Married  Women — Retain  all  their  separate  property,  real  and 
personal,  owned  at  marriage  or  acquired  thereafter,  with  all  the  rents, 
incomes  and  profits  thereof.  Wife  can  contract  for  the  improvement, 
repair  and  cultivation  of  her  real  estate,  and  may  lease  the  same  for  not 
exceeding  three  years.  A  married  woman  engaged  in  business  may 
sue  and  be  sued  alone,  and  her  separate  property  is  liable  for  any  judg- 
ment rendered  against  her.  The  husband  must  unite  in  all  deeds  and 
mortgages  of  the  wife's  separate  real  estate.  A  widow  is  entitled  to 
dower  in  all  real  estate  owned  by  her  husband  during  her  coverture.  A 
married  woman's  separate  property  cannot  be  charged  with  her  general 
engagements  unless  by  a  contract  valid  in  law  to  bind  the  same,  or  such 
facts  as  make  it  between  the  parties  just  and  equitable. 

A  debt  incurred  by  a  married  woman  for  her  benefit  or  that  of  her 
separate  estate,  and  upon  its  credit,  and  the  giving  of  a  note  therefor, 
are  facts  from  which  a  court  of  equity  may  imply  and  enforce  a  charge 
against  such  property. 

Mortgages — Must  be  executed  as  deeds,  and  the  first  mortgage 
recorded  has  the  preference.  Are  foreclosed  by  suit  in  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  and  there  is  no  redemption  of  lands  sold  under  fore- 
closure. Chattel  mortgages,  or  a  true  copy  thereof,  must  be  deposited 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  township  where  the  mortgagor  resides,  and  are 
void  unless  re-filed  within  thirty  days  of  the  expiration  of  one  year  from 
their  execution,  and  annually  thereafter. 

Notes  and  Bills  of  Exchange. — All  bonds,  notes  and  bills  payable 
at  a  day  certain  after  date,  or  after  sight,  are  entitled  to  three  days  of 
grace  in  the  time  of  payment.  When  the  third  day  of  grace  is  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  the  demand  shall  be  made  on  the  next  preceeding 
business  day.  The  first  day  of  January,  the  4th  day  of  July,  the  25th 
of  December,  and  any  day  appointed  or  recommended  by  the  Governor 
of  Ohio,  or  the  President  of  the  United  States,  as  a  day  of  Fast  or 
Thanksgiving,  is  treated  and  considered  as  the  first  day  of  the  week. 
When  the  1st  day  of  January,  4th  day  of  July,  or  the  25th  day  of 
December  shall  be  the  first  day  of  the  week,  the  succeeding  Monday  is 
also  treated  and  considered  as  the  first  day  of  the  week.  When  made 
payable  to  order  or  bearer,  they  are  negotiable  by  indorsement  thereon, 
and  vest  the  title  thereof  in  indorsee. 

Suits. — There  is  but  one  form  of  action,  known  as  a  civil  action, 
which  must  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  real  party  in  interest, 
except  as  to  administrators,  trustees,  etc.  In  certain  cases  service  may 
be  made  by  publication. 
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Taxes — Ate  due  on  December  20th  of 'each  year,  but  the  party- 
charged  may  at  his  option  pay  one-half  then  and  the  remainder  on  or 
before  J  Line  20th  following.  Lands  delinquent  for  three  semi-annual  in- 
stalments are  sold  by  the  County  Treasurer.  Owner  can  redeem  within 
two  years  by  paying  amount  for  which  the  land  was  sold,  all  subsequent 
taxes  and  interest,  and  a  penalty  of  fifteen  per  cent,  if  redeemed 
within  one  year,  and  twenty-five  per  cent,  if  within  two  years.

LAWS  OF  OREGON 

RELATIVE  TO  THE 

COLLECTION"  OF  DEBTS,  Etc. 


Prepared  expressly  for  J.  A.  Graft  &  Co.'s  Legal  Directory,  by  S.  R.  Hammer,  Attorney 
and  Counselor -at- Law,  Salem,  Oregon. 


Actions. — Actions  must  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  real  party 
in  interest,  upon  notes  and  accounts,  within  six  years;  upon  instruments 
under  seal,  judgments  and  for  the  recovery  of  land,  ten  years,  except  in 
case  of  infants ;  femme  coverts,  prisoners  or  insane,  in  which  case  the 
time  may  be  extended  five  years — but  not  more  than  one  after  such  dis- 
ability is  removed. 

Attachment — May  be  had  by  plaintiff  any  time  after  summons  is- 
sues, for  debt  upon  contract  made  or  payable  within  the  State,  not  se- 
cured, upon  giving  bond  in  the  amount  sued  for,  surety  justifying  in  double 
the  amount. 

Arrest. — The  defendant  may  be  arrested  in  case  he  is  about  to  leave 
the  State,  or  in  secreting  his  property  with  intent  to  defraud  his  credit- 
ors, or  the  contract  was  fraudulent.    No  female  can  be  arrested  for  debt. 

Assignment. — May  be  made  by  debtors,  for  benefit  of  all  creditors, 
which  discharges  attachments.  Creditors  have  then  three  months  in 
which  to  prove  their  debt. 

Courts. — Separate  supreme  court  of  three  judges,  and  five  circuit 
courts,  with  one  judge  each,  all  elective,  and  hold  their  offices  for  six 
years.  One  county  judge  in  each  comity,  elected  every  four  years,  and 
a  justice  of  the  peace  in  each  voting  precinct,  elected  for  two  years. 

Justices' courts  have  jurisdiction  of  ^250,  but  execution  therefrom, 
cannot  reach  land.  Transcript  of  judgment  may  be  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  county,  and  become  lien  upon  land,  and  may  be  executed  as  a  judg- 
ment of  circuit  court.    County  courts  have  jurisdiction  of  $500. 

Disbursements,  but  no  costs,  are  allowed  in  justices'  courts.  If 
plaintiff  fails  to  recover  $50  in  circuit  or  county  court,  the  defendant  re- 
covers costs  and  disbursments ;  otherwise,  plaintiff'  recovers  them. 

Deeds. — Should  be  executed  out  of  the  State,  according  to  the  laws 
of  the  place  where  executed,  and  acknowledged  before  a  Notary  Public, 
Justice  of  the  Pence  or  Judge,  whose  official  character  and  signature 
must  be  certified  to  by  a  clerk  of  court  of  record,  under  seal.  Such  clerk 
must  also  certify,  that  it  is  executed  and  acknowledged,  according  to  the 
laws  of  such  place. 

Exempt  from  Execution. — Books,  pictures,  musical  instruments  to 
the  value  of  $75;  wearing  apparel,  $100;  each  member  of  the  family, 
$50;  tools,  implements,  library,  one  yoke  of  oxen  or  one  pair  of  horses, 
vehicle  or  harness,  necessary  to  carry  on  his  trade  or  profession ;  also  food 
to  support  such  team,  if  any,  for  sixty  days;  owned  by  a  house  holder, 
and  in  actual  use;  ten  sheep,  with  one  year's  fleece,  or  the  yarn  or  cloth 
manufactured  therefrom  ;  two  cows  and  five  swine;  household  goods  to 
the  amount  of  $300;  provisions  for  animals  for  three  months,  and  such  as 
is  necessary  for  the  support  of  the.family  for  six  months ;  and  one  months 
wages  if  necessary  for  the  support  of  family,  and  a  homstead  of  value  of 
$2,000,  by  acts  of  1882. 

Interest. — The  legal  rate  is  eight  per  cent.  Parties  may  agree  upon 
ten  per  cent,  per  annum. 
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Married  Women — May  sue  and  be  sued  as  sole ;  own  and  hold  sepa- 
rate property,  and  may  sell  the  same.  Her  property  is  liable  for  expense 
and  education  of  family;  is  entitled  to  her  wages. 

Parties. — Jointly  liable  or  promissory  notes,  or  other  obligations  or 
undertakings,  may  be  sued  jointly  or  severally. 

Pleadings.— May  be  verified  by  the  attorney  or  agent,  if  the  party 
be  out  of  the  county,  or  the  action  be  on  a  promissory  note  or  other  in- 
strument of  writing,  and  such  attorney  or  agent  has  possession  thereof. 

Time  to  Answer. — Defendants  in  County  and  Circuit  Courts  have 
ten  days  to  answer.  In  Justice's  Courts  the  time  is  tiled  by  the  court, 
not  less  than  six,  nor  more  than  seventy  days.

Acknowledgments,  Affidavits,  Etc.— Out  of  this  State,  can  be 
taken  by  a  Commissioner  for  Pennsylvania,  or  a  Notary  Public,  under 
his  official  seal.  Also  by  any  officer  so  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the 
•State,  wherein  the  acknowledgment  is  taken,  but  he  must  attach  to 
his  certificate  of  acknowledgment,  a  certificate  from  the  Prothonotary, 
or  other  proper  officer  of  a  Court  of  Record  of  the  county,  under  the  seal 
of  said  Court,  showing  the  official  character  and  authority  of  the  officer 
taking  such  acknowledgment. 

Actions. — On  a  contract  may  be  begun  by  a  summons,  made  return- 
able to  the  next  term  of  Court.  The  summons  must  issue  before,  but  can 
be  served  on  the  return  day.  After  the  return  of  the  writ,  and  ten  days 
after  service  thereof,  if  the  defendant  has  not  appeared,  judgment  can  be 
taken  against  him  in  default.  (Eeturn  day's  judgments,  in  default,  etc., 
are  regulated  by  rule  of  the  various  Courts  throughout  this  common- 
wealth.) 
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A  summons  from  a  justice  is  returnable  on  a  day  named  therein,  not 
more  than  eight  nor  less  than  five  days  from  the  date  of  the  writ,  and  it 
must  be  served  at  least  four  days  before  the  day  of  hearing.  If  the 
defendant  does  not  appear,  judgment  can  be  taken  against  him  in  default. 
Both  plaintiff  and  defendant  can  appeal,  or  certiorari  within  twenty  days 
after  judgment,  but  a  non-resident  plaintiff,  before  doing  so,  can  be  re- 
quired to  give  security  for  costs. 

Arrest. — Imprisonment  for  debt  has  been  abolished,  excepting  in 
proceeding,  as  for  contempt,  to  enforce  civil  remedies,  actions  for  fines  or 
penalties,  etc.  When  the  defendant  has  been  arrested,  and  after  he  has 
suffered  an  imprisonment  for  at  least  sixty  days,  he  can  be  discharged 
from  further  imprisonment  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  under  the 
Insolvent  Laws,"  but  such  a  discharge  does  not  release  him  from  the 
debt. 

Assignment. — A  debtor  can  make  an  assignment  of  all  or  any  por- 
tion of  his  estate  for  the  benefit  of  all  his  creditors,  but  any  preference 
will  make  it  void. 

The  assignee  must  file  an  inventory  and  appraisment,  verified  by  affi- 
davit, within  thirty  days,  and  immediately  thereafter  give  bond  in  double 
its  amount,  and  he  must  file  his  account  within  one  year.  The  claims  of 
miners,  mechanics,  and  a  few  others,  are  preferred  to  the  amount  of  $200, 
but  all  other  claims  are  paid  pro  rata.  The  debtor  is  not  discharged  from 
his  debts,  by  the  assignment,  but  remains  liable  for  an  unpaid  balance. 

A  debtor  may  pref  er  his  creditor,  however,  by  confessing  a  judgment 
to  him,  or  by  assigning  to  him  specific  property  as  security  lor,  or  in  full 
payment  of  his  indebtedness,  before  making  an  assignment. 

Attachment. — Can  issue,  upon  proof  by  affidavit,  that  the  defendant 
is  indebted  to  the  plaintiff,  in  a  sum  certain,  over  and  above  all  set-offs, 
and  has  assigned,  disposed  of,  removed  or  secreted,  or  is  about  to  assign, 
dispose  of,  remove  or  secrete  any  of  his  property,  with  intent  to  defraud 
his  creditors;  or  that  the  defendant  is  about  to  remove  from  the  county, 
any  of  his  property  with  alike  fraudulent  intent,  or  that  he  has  rights  in 
action,  money,  stocks,  or  evidences  of  indebtedness  which  he  fraud  uently 
conceals;  or  that  he  fraudulently  contracted  the  debt  for  which  such 
claim  is  made.  Provided  the  plaintiff  gives  bond  in  double  the  amount 
of  his  claim,  to  prosecute  the  suit  with  effect. 

The  attachment  can  be  dissolved,  by  defendant  givingDond  in  double 
the  amount  of  plaintiff's  claim. 

Bills  of  sale  are  good  betwreen  the  parties  making  them,  but  will  not 
hold  as  against  creditors,  unless  an  actual  delivery  has  been  made,  and 
possession  retained  by  purchase. 

Chattel  Mortgages — Do  not  exist  in  this  Commonwealth. 

Domestic  Attachment. — Can  issue  against  an  absconding  debtor. 
A  trustee  is  appointed,  and  the  debtor's  effect  taken  in  charge  by  him, 
sold,  etc.,  and  the  proceeds  distributed  pro  rata  among  the  creditors. 

Exemption. — The  law  exempts  from  levy  and  sale  upon  execution, 
or  distress  for  rent,  the  wearing  apparel  of  defendant  and  his  family,  the 
bibles,  school  books  and  sewing  machines  in  use  in  his  family,  and  any 
other  property,  real  or  personal,  which  he  may  claim  as  exempt,  to  the 
value  of  $300.  The  exemption  must  be  claimed  by  the  defendant,  and 
being  a  persona]  right  merely,  it  can  be  waived  by  him  if  he  does  not 
wish  to  take  advantage  of  it. 

Foreign  Attachment. — A  non-resident  debtor,  who,  is  not  within 
the  county  at  the  time  the  writ  issues,  can  be  attached  by  his  real  and 
personal  property,  but  the  defendant,  by  appearing  and  giving  sufficient 
bond,  can  have  the  attachment  dissolved.  Foreign  attachment  can  be 
brought  by  a  non-resident  plaintiff  also. 

Insolvent. — Xone  other  than  treated  of  under  arrest. 
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Interest. — The  legal  rate  is  six  per  cent.  Usurious  interest  cannot 
be  collected,  and  if  paid,  may  be  recovered  back,  provided  suit  is  brought 
therefor  within  six  months.  Most  of  the  savings  banks  are,  by  special 
statutes,  authorized  to  loan  money  at  higher  rates  of  interest,  but  by  act 
of  1878,  all  banking  companies  are  prohibited  from  taking  more  than  six 
per  cent.  Commission  merchants  and  agents  may  contract  with  parties 
outside  the  State,  for  seven  per  cent.  It  is  not  usury  for  a  borrower  to 
contract  to  pay  the  taxes  upon  the  money  lent,  nor  to  pay  a  reasonable 
attorney's  fee,  in  case  suit  is  brought  for  its  collection.  Interest  is  due 
upon  every  debt  from  the  time  it  becomes  due  and  payable.  The  rate  is 
the  same  on  all  debts,  whether  secured  by  judgment  or  not. 

Judgment. — Is  good  for  twenty  years,  but  is  a  lien  on  real  estate, 
only  for  five  years  from  its  date.  Its  lien  may  be  continued  indefinitely, 
however,  by  reviving  it  every  five  years.  It  is  not  a  lien  on  after-acquired 
real  estate  until  revived. 

Limitation. — Actions  on  contracts,  and  on  all  instruments  not  under 
seal,  must  be  begun  within  six  years  from  the  time  when  right  of  action 
accrues.  The  presumption  of  payment  against  instruments  under  seal 
arises  after  twenty  years,  but  this  presumption  can  be  overcome  by  proof 
of  non-payment.  Actions  for  the  recovery  of  real  estate  must  be  brought 
within  twenty-one  years,  except  in  the  case  of  persons  under  some  legal 
disability,  who  can  bring  their  action  within  thirty  years  after  the  right 
of  entry  has  accrued. 

A  debt  barred  by  the  statute  may  be  revived,  by  an  acknowledgment 
of  it,  coupled  with  a  promise  to  pay,  by  the  debtor,  and  the  promise  to 
pay  will  be  implied,  if  the  acknowledgment  of  the  debt  is  plain  and  un- 
ambiguous. 

Married  Women. — Any  property  owned  by  a  woman  at  the  time  of 
her  marriage,  or  which  may  accrue  to  her  during  her  coverture,  is  her 
separate  property,  and  is  not  liable  for  her  husband's  debts.  He  must 
join  with  her,  in  conveying  or  encumbering  her  separate  real  estate.  He 
has  his  right  of  "  courtesy  "  in  her  estate,  and  she  her  right  of  "  dower  " 
in  his  estate,  and  therefor  both  must  join  in  the  deed  of  conveyance  of" 
either's  estate,  and  the  wife  must  be  examined,  separate  and  apart  from, 
her  husband,  and  her  acknowledgment  taken. 

Although  in  general,  a  married  woman  cannot  make  a  contract,  she 
can  charge  her  separate  estate,  for  debts  contracted  by  her  for  necessaries, 
which  have  been  furnished  to  her,  for  the  support  of  herself  and  family. 

Every  married  woman  can  secure  to  herself,  her  separate  earnings,, 
by  petitioning  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

Whenever  any  husband,  from  drunkeness,  profligacy,  or  any  other 
cause,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  provide  for  his  wife,  or  shall  desert  her, 
she  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  nfemme  sole  trader,  i.  e.,  she- 
can  make  contracts,  engage  in  business,  etc.,  independent  of  her  husband, 
and  can  sue  and  be  sued,  without  joining  him  in  the  action,  and  her  prop- 
erty of  whatever  kind,  and  howsoever  acquired,  shall  be  subject  to  her 
free  and  absolute  disposal. 

Negotiable  Paper. — In  general,  notes,  checks,  and  bills  of  exchange 
are  negotiable,  and  pass  by  endorsement,  and  in  the  hands  of  an  innocent 
holder  for  value,  who  purchased  the  same  be  for  maturity,  tney  are  clear  of 
all  equities.  Over  due  notes  are  not  negotiable,  and  a  purchaser  takes 
subject  to  all  equities  and  defenses.  Three  days  of  grace  are  allowed  on 
all  negotiable  paper,  except  sight  drafts  and  checks,  but  if  the  third  day 
of  grace  falls  on  Sunday,  or  a  legal  holiday,  such  paper  becomes  due  on 
the  secular  day  next  preceeding  it.  The  holder  of  negotiable  paper  can 
sue  the  maker,  or  the  indorser,  or  indorsers,  or  either,  or  all  of  them  at 
the  same  time,  as  he  pleases,  but  the  satisfaction  of  one  judgment  will 
satisfy  all. 
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Proof  of  Claims. — Book  accounts  are  prov  cl  by  producing  the  book 
of  original  entries,  and  notes,  checks,  etc.,  by  proving  the  signature  or 
indorsement. 

A  judgment  obtained  in  any  other  State  is  conclusive  evidence  of 
debt  when  sued  upon,  if  it  is  proved  by  a  copy  of  the  record,  duly  certifi- 
ed, and  if  the  record  shows  that  the  defendant  was  served  or  appeared. 

Replevin. — Is  the  method  by  which  one  person  seeks  to  recover  pos- 
session of  his  goods  and  chattels,  which  are  held  by  another,  but  before 
this  writ  will  issue,  the  plaintiff  must  give  bond  to  prosecute  his  suit  with 
effect. 

Trover  and  Conversion. — Is  brought  to  recover  damages  for  the 
wrongful  conversion  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  another. 

Stay  of  Execution. — In  general,  when  a  judgment  is  recovered  on 
a  contract,  the  defendant,  by  giving  security  for  the  debt,  or  if  he  be  a 
freeholder,  without  giving  security,  is  entitled  to  the  following  stay  of 
execution,  to  wit. : 

1.  On  a  judgment  not  exceeding  $200,  a  stay  for  six  months. 

2.  On  a  judgment  in  excess  of  $200,  and  not  exceeding  $500,  a  stay 
for  six  months.  * 

3.  On  a  judgment  in  excess  of  $500,  a  stay  for  one  year.  And  when 
the  judgment  is  given  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  defendant  is  entitled  to 
the  following  stay  of  execution,  to  wit: 

1.  On  a  judgment  in  excess  of  $5.33,  and  not  exceeding  $20.00,  a 
stay  for  three  months. 

2.  On  a  judgment  in  excess  of  $20.00,  and  not  exceeding  $00,00,  a 
^stay  for  six  months. 

3.  On  a  judgment  in  excess  of  $60.00,  a  stay  for  nine  months.

Assignments  and  Insolvency. — There  is  no  general  insolvent  law. 
Assignments  for  equal  benefit  of  all  creditors  are  allowed ;  all  preferences 
are  void.  Any  debtor  whose  property,  real  or  personal,  is  attached, 
may  dissolve  the  attachment  by  a  general  assignment  for  the  equal 
benefit  of  his  creditors. 

Three  or  more  creditors,  representing,  collectively,  one-fourth  in 
amount  of  all  claims  against  any  debtor,  may,  within  sixty  days  of  any 
attachment  of  his  property,  or  any  transfer  by  him  of  property,  in  the 
way  of  preference,  secure  the  setting  aside  of  such  assignment  and 
transfer,  and  the  appointment  of  a  receiver,  to  convert  the  debtor's 
property  and  assets  into  money,  and  distribute  equally  among  all  credi- 
tors. Such  proceedings  do  not  entitle  the  debtor  to  a  discharge,  which 
is  only  obtained  by  actual  release  from  each  creditor. 

Attachments. — Attachment  process  will  issue  on  creditor  making 
affidavit  as  to  his  claim,  and  that  debtor  is  a  corporation  established  out 
of  the  State,  or  has  left  the  State,  and  is  not  expected  to  return  in 
season  to  be  served  with  process,  returnable  to  the  next  term  of  such 
court,  or  has  committed  fraud  in  contracting  the  debt  on  which  suit  is 
brought,  or  in  the  concealment  or  disposition  of  his  property,  or  since 
contracting  the  debt  on  which  suit  is  brought,  has  been  the  owner  of 
property,  or  in  the  receipt  of  an  income,  which  he  has  refused,  or  neg- 
lected, to  apply  toward  the  payment  of  said  debt,  though  requested  by 
the  creditor  so  to  do.  Personal  property  of  the  debtor  (unless  secured 
hf<  bill  of  exchange  or  negotiable  promissory  nore>  in  the  hands  of  any 
person,  partnership,  or  corporation,  is  subject  to  garnishment. 

Chattel  Mortgages— May,  like  mortgages  of  real  estate,  be  fore- 
closed (or  redeemed)  within  twenty  years.  Record  is  necessary,  in 
office  of  clerk  of  town  where  mortgagor  resides  unless  possession  is 
taken  of  the  property  by  the  mortgagee.    CGen.  Stats.,  ch.  165,  sec.  9.) 
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No  mortgage  is  good  against  purchaser,  or  attaching  creditor,  unless 
recorded,  or  the  mortgagee  is  in  possession,  or  can  prove  actual 
notice. 

Foreclosure  is  usually  by  sale,  under  powers  in  the  mortgage, 
but  may  be  effected  by  possession,  for  sixty  days  after  breach  of 
condition. 

Executions — Are  returnable  at  the  next  term  of  court  after  they 
issue,  and  can  only  be  stayed  by  order  of  the  court.  There  is  no  re- 
demption of  property  sold  under  execution.  In  default  of  goods  ant* 
chattels  on  which  to  levy,  execution  may  issue  against  the  body  of  tin 
debtor,  in  cases  where  fraud  is  alleged. 

Exemptions. — The  necessary  wearing  apparel  of  a  debtor  and  hi?1 
family;  his  necessary  working  tools,  not  exceeding  $200  in  value;  hie 
household  furniture  and  family  stores,  if  a  housekeeper,  not  exceeding 
$300  in  value;  the  bibles,  school,  and  other  books  in  use  in  his  family; 
one  cow,  and  one  and  a  half  tons  of  hay,  of  a  housekeeper;  one  hog  and 
one  pig,  and  the  pork  of  same,  of  a  housekeeper;  arms,  equipments,  etc., 
of  a  militia  man;  one  pew  in  church;  a  burial  lot;  mariner's  wages, 
until  after  the  termination  of  the  voyage  in  which  same  have  been 
earned ;  debts  secured  by  bills  of  exchange  on  negotiable  promissory 
notes;  and  ten  dollars  due  as  the  wages  of  labor,  are  exempt  from 
attachment  and  execution.    (Gen.  Stat.,  ch.  198.) 

Interest. — The  legal  rate  of  interest  is  six  per  cent.,  but  any  rate 
of  interest  agreed  upon  between  the  parties  may  be  taken.  Rates  on 
judgments,  notes  or  open  accounts,  etc.,  is  six  per  cent.,  unless  a 
different  rate  be  stipulated  by  the  parties.  Interest  begins  to  run  on 
accounts  from  the  expiration  of  stipulated  term  of  credit,  or  at  a  time 
fixed  by  usage  of  trade. 

Mortgages. — Real  estate  mortgages  are  to  be  executed  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  deeds,  and  recorded  in  the  town  clerk's  office  of  the 
town  wherein  the  estate  is  situated. 

Personal  or  chattel  mortgages  are  to  be  executed  in  like  manner, 
and  recorded  in  the  town  clerk's  office,  of  the  town  where  the  mortgagor 
resides,  unless  the  mortgagee  takes  and  holds  possession  of  the 
property. 

Foreclosure  is  usually  enforced  by  sale,  under  power  in  the  mort- 
gage, which  enables  the  mortgagee  to  sell  after  ten  or  twenty  days' 
notice,  given  by  advertisement  in  public  newspaper,  twenty  days  after 
default. 

In  the  absence  of  such  power,  the  mortgagee  may  foreclose  in 
equity,  usually  within  a  year,  and  at  small  expense,  or  he  may  obtain 
possession  of  real  estate  by  suit  at  law  in  six  to  nine  months,  in  which 
case  the  mortgagor,  his  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns,  may 
redeem  within  three  years.  Possession  of  real  estate  may  also  be  taken 
by  the  mortgagee,  by  peaceable  and  open  entry,  in  presence  of  two 
witnesses,  whose  certificate  thereof  is  to  be  recorded,  the  mortgagor 
having  the  right  to  redeem  within  three  years. 

A  mortgage  of  personal  property  is  foreclosed,  unless  the  mortgagor 
redeem,  within  sixty  days  after  breach  of  condition.  (Gen.  Stat.,  ch. 
1G5.) 

Mortgages  are  discharged  by  entry  of  satisfaction  on  the  face  of  the 
record,  or  upon  the  mortgage,  by  the  mortagee,  or  by  separate  deed  of 
release.    (Gen.  Stat.,  ch.  105.) 

Mortgages  are  almost  always  given  to  secure  promissory  note  of 
mortgagor  to  mortgagee's  order  described  in  the  mortgage.  They  are 
never  accompanied  by  bonds.  . 
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Notes  and  Bills  of  Exchange — Are  governed  by  rules  and  usages 
of  commercial  law.  The  usual  three  days'  grace  is  allowed  (see  Syn.'74, 
p.  242)  except  on  bills  drawn  at  sight,  due  and  payable  in  this  State, 
which  are  payable  on  presentation.    (Gen.  Stats.,  ch.  129,  sec.  6.) 

If  the  third  day  of  grace  be  Sunday,  or  a  legal  holiday,  payment 
must  be  made  on  the  day  preceeding. 

Legal  Holidays.— The  4th  of  July,  December  25th,  February  22d 
(if  coming  on  Sunday  the  day  following),  May  30,  (if  bunday,  the  day 
preceeding),  and  such  day  as  Thanksgiving  or  solemn  fast,  as  may  be 
appoiuted^by  the  Governor,  General  Assembly,  the  President,  or  Con- 
gress.   (Ib.,  sec.  7.) 

Indorsers  of  commercial  paper,  are  holden  on  notice  from  Notary 
Public  in  accordance  with  the  usages  of  merchants,  in  no  way  do  the 
statutes  of  the  State  regulate  it.

Assignments. — There  are  two  kinds  of  assignments  for  the  benefit 
of  creditors :  voluntary  assignment,  and  assignment  under  process. 
Where  a  debtor  assigns  his  property  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  it  is 
permissable  for  them  to  name  an  agent,  or  agents,  corresponding  in 
number  with  that  of  the  assignees,  to  act  with  them.  Within  ten  days 
after  the  assignment,  the  assignees  must  call  the  creditors  together. 
Upon  their  refusal,  or  neglect  so  to  do,  their  estate  becomes  forfeited, 
and  the  creditors  have  a  right  to  meet  and  appoint  their  agent.  Before 
the  meeting  of  the  creditors,  the  assignees  can  make  no  sale,  or  transfer, 
affecting  the  assigned  estate ;  but,  if  the  creditors  refuse,  or  neglect  to 
name  an  agent,  the  assignees  have  power  to  act  alone.  Two  and  a  half 
per  cent,  upon  money  paid  out,  and  five  per  cent,  upon  money  received, 
is  the  compensation  to  which  the  assignees  are  entitled.  They  should 
report  to  the  creditors  once  every  three  months.  A  debtor,  reserving 
nothing  to  himself  from  the  assignment  of  his  property,  can  make  w  hat 
preferences  he  may  choose. 

A  surrender  of  all  his  estate  entitles  a  debtor,  under  arrest  or  con- 
finement, to  his  release  from  such  arrest,  or  confinement.  No  debtor, 
who  is  not  a  party  to  these  proceedings,  is  affected  by  them. 

Attachments. — Amended  code,  chapter  iv.,  sec.  250:  In  an  action 
arising  for  the  recovery  of  money  or  for  the  recovery  of  property, 
whether  real  or  personal,  and  damages  for  the  wrongful  conversion  anil 
detention  of  personal  property,  or  in  an  action  for  the  recovery  of 
damages  for  injury  done  to  either  person  or  property,  against  a  corpora- 
tion created  by  or  under  the  laws  of  any  other  State,  Government,  or 
country,  or  against  a  defendant  who  is  not  a  resident  of  this  State,  or 
against  a  defendant  who  has  absconded,  or  concealed  himself,  or  when- 
ever any  person  or  corporation  is  about  to  remove  any  of  his,  or  its 
property  from  this  State,  or  has  assigned,  disposed  of,  or  secreted,  or  is 
about  to  assign,  dispose  of,  or  secrete  any  of  his,  or  its  property,  with 
intent  to  defraud  creditors,  (as  hereinafter  mentioned,)  the  plaintiff,  at 
the  time  of  issuing  the  summons,  or  at  any  time  afterwards,  may  have 
the  property  of  such  defendant,  or  corporation,  attached,  (in  the  manner 
hereinafter  prescribed,)  as  a  security  for  the  satisfaction  of  such  judg- 
ment as  the  plaintiff  may  recover;  and  for  the  purpose  of  this  section,  an 
action  shall  be  deemed  commenced  when  the  summons  is  issued.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  personal  service  of  such  summons  shall  be  made, 
or  publication  thereof  commenced  within  thirty  days. 

Exemptions. — Amendment  to  Art.  II.,  Sec.  32  of  Constitution  of  1868  : 
"  The  General  Assembly  shall  enact  such  laws  as  will  exempt  from  attach- 
ment and  sale,  under  any  means  or  final  process  issued  from  any  court,  a 
homestead  in  lands,  whether  held  in  fee  or  any  lesser  estate,  not  to  exceed 
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in  value  one  thousand  dollars;  and  every  head  of  a  family  residing  in  this 
State,  whether  entitled  to  a  homestead  exemption  in  lands  or  not,  personal 
property  not  to  exceed  in  value  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars.  But  "  no 
property  shall  be  exempt  from  attachment,  levy,  or  sale  for  taxes,  or  for 
payment^  of  obligations  contracted  for  the  purchase  of  said  homestead,  or 
the  erection  of  improvements  thereon." 

The  homestead  right  cannot  be  waived  nor  alienated ;  nor  can  the 
homestead  be  sold  for  any  other  purpose  than  the  purchase  of  another 
homestead. 

Claims  Against  Estates. — As  soon  as  he  shall  have  qualified,  the 
executor,  or  administrator,  must  advertise  for  claims  against  his  in- 
testate's estate  which  claims  must  be  proved  by  an  affidavit,  stating  the 
nature  and  amount  of  the  debt,  and  that  no  part  of  such  debt  has  been 
discharged.  If  the  executor,  or  administrator,  entertains  a  doubt  of  the 
debt,  the  claimant  may  be  compelled  to  bring  suit  upon  it.  The  ordinary 
courts  have  jurisdiction  over  such  suits,  but  they  cannot  be  brought 
within  nine  months  from  the  death  of  the  deceased.  If  the  administra- 
-  tor  neglects  to  pay,  or  account,  he  is  liable  to  suit  upon  his  bond — a 
bond  in  double  the  value  of  the  personal  estate  being  requisite  in  the 
case  of  an  administrator.  No  bond  is  required  of  an  executor.  Admin- 
istrators must  render  an  annual  account  before  the  Probate  Court.  If 
they  fail  so  to  do,  a  decree  in  that  court  can  be  had  against  them.  The 
real  estate  of  the  deceased  is  liable  to  be  levied  upon  under  judgments 
against  the  admistrator,  or  executor. 

By  one  month's  publication  in  a  county  newspaper  of  their  inten- 
tion to  apply  for  a  discharge,  administrators  and  executors  can  obtain 
such  discharge,  after  which  they  are  not  liable  to  suit.  Claims  against 
an  estate  must  be  verified  before  a  trial  justice,  or  notary  public,  if 
within  the  State,  and  if  without,  before  a  Commissioner  for  South 
Carolina. 

There  is  no  difference  between  creditors  resident  and  non-resident. 
Non-resident  creditors  may  qualify  as  executors,  and  may  be  appointed 
as  administrators,  upon  giving  security. 

Interest. — Legal  rate,  seven  per  cent.,  but  parties  can  contract  in  writ- 
ing up  to  ten  per  cent.    Usury  forfeits  all  interest. 

Insolvents. — To  obtain  his  release  from  arrest  in  any  civil  action 
in  this  State,  an  insolvent  must  file  a  petition  to  the  Court  of  Common 
Please  for  that  county  in  which  he  is  confined,  setting  forth  the  reason 
for  his  confinement,  together  with  a  full  statement  of  his  real  and 
personal  estate.  The  prisoner  will  then  be  brought  before  the  Court, 
who  will  likewise  direct  his  creditors  to  be  summoned  to  appear  at 
some  fixed  day  after  the  lapse  of  three  months,  to  show  cause,  if  any, 
against  the  discharge  of  the  prisoner.  The  summons  must  be  by  public 
noiice,  published  for  three  months  in  the  county  newspaper,  or,  if 
there  be  no  county  paper,  then  in  some  paper  circulated  in  the 
county. 

On  the  appointed  day  an  examination  is  made  touching  the  facts 
alleged  in  the  petition,  and  the  prisoner  is  himself  examined  concerning 
them  and  the  disposition  he  has  made  of  his  property,  on  oath,  prescrib- 
ed by  statute,  being  administered  to  him.  If  the  prisoner  takes  the 
prescribed  oath,  and  the  court  is  satisfied  with  the  truth  thereof,  it  is 
empowered  to  give  up  to  the  prisoner  so  much  of  his  bedding,  wearing 
apparel,  working  tools,  and  arms  for  muster,  as  shall  be  deemed  suitable 
to  his  former  station  and  condition  in  life;  and,  if  he  be  the  head  of  a 
family,  there  shall  be  reserved  to  him  a  homestead  and  such  articles  as 
are  exempt  from  attachment,  levy  and  sale,  under  the  homestead  act, 
subject  to  these  reservations;  the  court  shall  order  so  much  of  his  lands, 
goods  and  effects  contained  in  his  account,  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy 
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the  debts  with  which  he  is  charged,  the  fees  of  his  jail-keeper,  the  costs 
of  his  prosecution,  and  all  other  costs  involved  in  prosecuting  and  ob- 
taining his  discharge,  to  be  assigned  to  the  creditor,  or  creditors  at 
whose  suit  such  petitioner  stands  charged,  or  to  such  other  person  or 
persons  as  the  court  shall  direct. 

Proof  op  Claims. — Proof  of  claims  are  alike  in  form  and  character, 
whether  held  within  or  without  the  State.  The  defendant  to  suit  upon  a 
money  demand  must  admit  or  deny  the  claim  in  a  categorical  answer; 
and  if  he  denies  it  he  must  prove  it.  The  mode  of  proving  an  open  ac- 
count is  by  producing  the  books  of  entry,  by  establishing  the  sale 
and  delivery  of  the  goods,  or  by  the  admission  of  the  parties  charged. 

Proof  of  hand-writing  establishes  a  written  instrument.  The  testi- 
mony of  witnesses,  unable  through  infirmity  to  attend,  or  residing  with- 
out the  county,  or  more  than  one  hundred  miles  from  the  court  house, 
may  be  taken  by  commission.  Before  the  defendant  begins  his 
defense,  the  plaintiff,  if  not  resident,  may  be  compelled  to  give  security 
for  costs. 

In  suit  on  open  account,  if  an  itemized  copy  of  the  same  be  served  with 
the  complaint,  and  the  defendant  does  not  answer,  then  no  further  proof  is 
necessary,  and  judgment  may  be  had  by  default.  Such  itemized  account 
must,  however,  be  sworn  to  before  a  Notary  in  this  State,  or  Commissioner 
of  Deeds  for  thi*  State  in  any  other  State.  The  oath  is,  "  that  no  part  of  the 
same  has  been  oaid  by  discount  or  otherwise,  and  that  the  account  is  right 
and  true." 

Supplementary  Proceedings.— If  an  execution  against  a  judgment 
debtor  is  returned  unsatisfied,  or,  if  before  execution  is  returned,  it  is 
stated  upon  affidavit  that  the  debtor  has  property  with  which  he  refuses 
to  satisfy  the  judgment,  he  may  be  required  by  the  judge  to  appear  and 
answer  concerning  the  same.  The  debtor  may  be  examined,  and  other 
witnesses  called  by  either  party.  If  it  appear,  through  affidavit,  that 
the  defendant  is  about  to  conceal  himself,  or  to  leave  the  State,  the 
Sheriff  may  compel  his  attendance;  and,  if  the  judge  is  satisfied  upon 
examination  that  there  is  danger  of  his  so  concealing  himself,  or  leaving 
the  State,  he  mav  be  required  to  give  bond,  with  surities,  for  his  atten- 
dance upon  the  examination,  and  for  the  safe  keeping  of  his  property 
while  the  proceedings  are  pending.  He  may  be  committed  to  prison, 
upon  his  failure  to  give  such  bond. 

The  judge  may  order  any  property  of  the  judgment  debtor,  whether 
in  his  own  hands,  or  in  those  of  another  person,  except  such  property  as 
is  exempt  from  levy  and  sale,  and  what  the  debtor  earns  for  his  personal 
service,  at  any  time  within  sixty  days  pending  the  order,  to  be  paid  on 
the  judgment.

Accounts. — An  account  from  another  county  or  State,  with  the  affidavit 
of  the  plaintiff  to  its  correctness,  and  the  certificate  of  a  Commissioner  for 
Tennessee,  or  that  of  a  Justice  annexed  thereto,  with  the  Clerk's  certificate 
as  to  official  character  of  Justice,  is  conclusive  against  the  party  sought  to  be 
charged  unless  denied  under  oath.  An  account  from  another  county  may 
also  be  verified  by  affidavit  before  a  Notary  Public.  Accounts  against  the 
estates  of  deceased  persons  are  proven  in  the  same  manner  as  those  against 
the  living.    (See  Form  1.) 

Acknowledgments. — To  authenticate  an  instrument  for  registration,  its 
execution  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  maker,  or  proved  by  two  subscribing 
witnesses. 

If  the  person  executing  the  instrument  resides,  or  is  within  the  State,  the 
acknowledgment  shall  be  made  before  the  Clerk  or  Deputy  Clerk  of  the 
County  Court.  If  without  the  State,  but  within  the  Union  or  its  Territories, 
before  any  Court  of  Record  or  its  Clerk,  a  Commissioner  for  Tennessee,  or 
Notary  Public  of  such  State  or  Territory.  If  without  the  Union  and  Territo- 
ries, before  a  Commissioner  for  Tennessee  appointed  in  the  country  where 
the  acknowledgment  is  made,  or  Notary  Public  of  such  country,  or  consul, 
minister  or  ambassador  of  the  United  States  in  such  country. 

If  the  acknowledgment  is  made  before  a  Notary  Commissioner  of  the 
State,  or  a  consul,  minister  or  ambassador,  he  shall  make  the  certificate  under 
his  seal.  If  before  a  Judge,  he  shall  make  the  certificate  under  his  hand,  and 
thereupon  the  Clerk  of  his  Court  under  his  seal  of  office,  if  there  be  a 
seal,  or  under  his  private  seal,  if  there  be  none,  as  to  the  official  character  of 
the  Judge ;  or  the  official  character  of  the  Judge  may  be  certified  by  the 
Governor  of  the  State  or  Territory,  under  the  great  seal  of  the  State  or  Terri- 
tory.

Assignments. — Must  be  general  and  for  the  benefit  of  all  creditors,  and 
registered.  No  transfer  to  settle  a  pre-existing  debt  is  valid  unless  made 
more  than  three  months  before  assignment.    (No  statutory  form.) 

Chattel  Mortgages. — Must  be  registered,  in  order  to  be  valid  against 
creditors  or  purchasers  for  value,  without  notice. 

Deeds. — Must  be  written  or  printed,  signed  by  the  grantor,  and,  if  made 
within  this  State,  acknowledged  before  two  attesting  witnesses,  or  before  the 
Clerk  or  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  County  Court,  or  before  a  Notary  Public.  Deeds 
from  other  States  are  proven  before  a  Commissioner  for  Tennessee,  a  Notary 
Public,  Judge  of  Court  of  Record,  and  Clerk  of  such  Court,  with  certificate  of 
Judge  as  to  official  character  of  Clerk.  Registration,  without  proper  probate, 
is  invalid.    (See  Form  2.) 

Depositions. — Must  be  written  by  the  deponent,  or  by  the  officer  taking 
them,  or  by  some  one  acting  by  mutual  consent.  They  must  be  enveloped, 
sealed,  with  the  Commissioner's  name  written  across  the  seal,  and  directed 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  where  the  cause  is  pending,  with  the  title  of  the 
cause  endorsed  thereon,  and  may  be  sent  by  mail  or  private  conveyance,  or 
by  express,  in  which  latter  case  the  Commissioner  shall  so  certify.  Deposi- 
tions may  be  taken  by  any  Judge,  Notary  Public,  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
Mayor,  Clerk  of  Court,  Commissioner  for  Tennessee,  or  any  person  properly 
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commissioned  or  appointed  by  the  Court  or  Clerk,  on  notice,  by  consent,  or 
by  order  of  Court.  If  taken  where  suit  is  pending,  five  days'  notice  is  re- 
quired. Of  witness  distant  over  fifty  and  under  one  hundred  miles,  ten  days ; 
one  hundred  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  fifteen  days;  two  hundred  and 
fifty  to  five  hundred  miles,  thirty  days.  No  statutory  form  of  notice.  (For 
caption  and  certificate,  see  Form  3.) 

Exemptions. — Homestead,  to  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars,  is  ex- 
empt in  favor  of  heads  of  families;  also  a  specified  amount  of  furniture  and 
household  articles.  Wages  of  mechanics  or  laborers,  to  the  sum  of  thirty 
dollars,  is  exempt. 

Interest. — Legal  rate  is  six  per  cent,  per  annum.  Usurious  interest 
may  be  recovered  by  action. 

Judgments.— If  not  revived,  will  be  barred  in  ten  years.  May  be  obtained 
on  a  transcript  of  a  judgment  from  another  State. 

Wills. — Wills  of  realty  must  be  written  during  life  of  testator  and  signed 
by  him,  or  by  some  one  for  him  by  his  direction,  and  subscribed  in  his 
presence  by  at  least  two  disinterested  witnesses.  Wills  of  personalty  are 
valid,  if  signed  by  the  testator,  without  witnesses. 

Probate  of  wills  from  other  States  must  be  proven  here  according  to  our 
laws,  and  certified  as  prescribed  by  Congress.  The  certified  copy  of  a  will  so 
made  and  recorded  in  the  County  where  the  land  lies,  shall  be  evidence  and 
passes  title.  Witnesses  should  certify  above  their  signatures  that  the  testa- 
tor acknowledged  the  will  in  their  presence,  and  that  they  signed  their 
names  thereto  in  the  presence  of  the  testator.

Assignments. — Assignments  by  any  insolvent  debtor;  or  in  contem- 
plation of  insolvency,  must  provide  for  a  distribution  of  all  his  estate, 
other  than  that  exempt  by  law  from  execution,  among  all  his  creditors, 
in  proportion  to  their  respective  claims,  and  however  expressed  shall  be 
so  construed,  and  shall  be  acknowledged,  certified  and  recorded,  as  are 
other  conveyances  of  property. 

He  shall  annex  an  inventory  containing  following  statement: 

1.  A  full  account  of  all  creditors. 

2.  Residence  of  each  creditor,  or  if  not  known,  fact  stated. 

3.  Sum  owing  each  creditor,  and  nature  of  debt. 

4.  True  cause,  and  consideration  of  each  debt,  and  where  it  arose. 

5.  Statement  of  any  security  for  any  debt. 

6.  A  full  and  true  inventory  of  all  the  debtor's  estate,  and  all 
vouchers  and  securities,  and  value  thereof. 

7.  An  affidavit  made  by  the  debtor  shall  be  annexed,  that  the  same 
is  in  all  respects  just  and  true. 

A  debtor  may  make  an  assignment  for  snch  of  his  creditors  only  as  will 
accept  their  pro  rata  of  the  assignor's  property  in  full  payment  of  their  claims, 
provided  that  the  debtor  shall  not  be  released  unless  the  creditor  realizes 
33^%  of  his  claim.  Assignee  shall,  within  thirty  days,  give  notice  of  his  ap- 
pointment in  newspaper,  and  give  personal  notice,  or  notice  by  mail,  to  each 
creditor.  The  creditors  who  consent  in  writing,  within  four  months  after 
publication,  alone  receive  or  take  benefit;  provided,  any  creditor  who  had  no 
notice,  may  make  known  assent  at  any  time,  and  provided,  that  the  receipt  of 
any  portion  of  his  claim,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  assent  of  any  creditor. 

Assignee  shall  at  once  record  assignment,  and  make  bond,  with  good 
securities.  Every  consenting  creditor  shall,  within  six  months  from  first 
publication  of  notice,  file  with  the  assignee  a  distinct  statement  of  his 
claim,  supported  by  affidavit,  that  the  statement  is  true,  that  the  debt  is 
just,  and  that  there  are  no  credits  or  off-sets,  that  should  be  allowed 
against  the  claim,  except  as  shown  by  the  statement,  and  no  creditor 
takes  benefit  who  fails  to  do  this.  Any  creditor  not  consenting,  may 
garnishee  assignee  for  any  balance  in  his  hands,  after  paying  creditors 
who  consent.  All  property  conveyed  by  assignor  previous  to,  and  in 
contemplation  of  the  assignment,  with  intent  to  defeat,  delay,  or  defraud 
creditors,  or  give  preference,  shall  pass  to  the  assignee.  Every  lien 
given  by  owner  upon  goods  exposed  to  sale,  in  regular  course  of  busi- 
ness, contemplating  a  continuance,  and  control  of  business,  and  posses- 
sion of  goods  by  owner,  shall  be  deemed  fraudulent  and  void. 

Attachments.  —  Judges  and  clerks  of  the  District  and  County 
Courts,  and  Justices  of  the  Peace,  may  issue  writs  of  original  attach- 
ment, upon  the  plaintiff,  his  agent  or  attorney,  making  affidavit: 

1.  That  defendant  is  justly  indebted  to  plaintiff,  and  the  amount, 

and 

2.  That,defendant  is  not  a  resident  of  the  State,  or  is  a  foreign  cor- 
poration, or  acting  as  such ;  or 
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3.  That  lie  is  about  to  remove  permanently  out  of  the  State,  and 
has  refused  to  pay  or  secure  the  debt  due  the  plaintiff;  or 

4.  That  he  secretes  himself  so  that  the  ordinary  process  of  law  can 
not  be  served  upon  him ;  or 

5.  That  he  has  secreted  his  property,  for  the  purpose  of  defrauding 
his  creditors ;  or 

6.  That  he  is  about  to  secrete  his  property  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
frauding his  creditors ;  or 

7.  That  he  is  about  to  remove  his  property  out  of  the  State,  without 
leaving  sufficient  remaining  to  pay  his  debts ;  or 

8.  That  he  is  about  to  remove  his  property,  or  a  rjart  thereof,  out  of 
the  county  where  the  suit  is  brought,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  credi- 
tors; or 

9.  That  he  has  disposed  of  his  property,  in  whole  or  in  part,  with 
intent  to  defraud  his  creditors ;  or 

10.  That  he  is  about  to  dispose  of  his  property,  with  intent  to  de- 
fraud his  creditors ;  or 

11.  That  he  is  about  to  convert  his  property,  or  a  part  thereof,  into 
money,  for  the  purpose  of  placing  it  beyond  the  reach  of  his  creditors ; 
or 

12.  That  the  debt  is  due  for  property,  obtained  under  false  pre- 
tences. 

The  affidavit  shall  further  state : 

1.  That  the  attachment  is  not  sued  out  for  the  purpose  of  injuring 
or  harrassing  the  defendant;  and 

2.  That  the  plaintiff  will  probably  lose  his  debt  unless  such  attach- 
ment issues. 

Suit  must  be  first  brought.  May  be  sued  out  on  debt  not  due,  but 
final  judgment  not  rendered  until  debt  is  due.  Plaintiff  required  to  give 
bond  in  double  amount  of  debt.  Any  person  claiming  property  may 
give  claimant's  bond,  make  affidavit,  and  try  the  right  of  property. 

Exemptions. — Property  reserved  to  every  family  from  forced  sale. 
The  homestead  of  the  family.  The  homestead  shall  consist  of  two  hun- 
dred acres  of  land  in  the  country,  which  may  be  in  one  or  more  parcels, 
with  the  improvements;  in  a  city,  town  or  village,  of  a  lot  or  lots,  not  to 
exceed  in  value  five  thousand  dollars,  at  the  time  of  their  designation,  as 
the  homestead,  without  reference  to  the  value  of  any  improvements,  pro- 
vided it  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  a  home,  or  the  place  of  business  for 
the  head  of  a  family. 

All  household  and  kitchen  furniture;  any  lots  in  a  cemetery  for  se- 
pulchre; all  implements  of  husbandry;  all  tools,  apparatus,  and  books 
of  any  profession  or  trade;  the  family  library,  and  all  family  portraits 
and  pictures;  five  milch  cows  and  calves;  two  yoke  of  work  oxen,  with 
necessary  yokes  and  chains;  two  horses  and  one  wagon,  one  carriage  or 
buggy;  one  gun;  twenty  hogs;  twenty  head  of  sheep;  all  saddles, 
bridles,  and  harness  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  family;  all  provisions 
and  forage  on  hand  for  home  consumption,  and  all  current  wages  for  per- 
sonal services.  Exempt  to  persons  not  constiuents  of  a  family :  A  lot 
or  lots  in  a  cemetery,  held  for  the  purpose  of  sepulchre,  all  wearing  ap 
parel ;  all  tools,  apparatus,  and  books,  belonging  to  any  trade  or  profes- 
sion ;  one  horse,  saddle  and  bridle ;  current  wages  for  personal  services 
Exemption  of  homestead  does  not  apply. 

Where  the  debt  is  due  : 

1.  For  purchase  money. 

2.  For  taxes. 

3.  For  improvements,  but  must  be  contracted  for  in  writing,  an 
executed  and  acknowledged  by  husband  and  wife,  and  ackflowledgme 
of  wife  taken  privately  and  a  part,  from  her  husband.

Judgment  Liens. — Any  judgment,  an  abstract  of  which  has  been 
recorded  and  indexed  in  the  County  Court  Clerk's  office,  from  the  date 
of  such  record  and  index,  operates  a  lien  upon  all  real  estate  then 
owned,  or  afterwards  required,  by  the  defendant  in  the  county. 

Such  abstract  shall  show  : 

1.  The  names  of  plaintiff  and  defendant. 

2.  The  number  of  the  suit. 

3.  The  date  of  the  judgment. 

4.  The  amount  for  which  it  was  rendered,  and  the  amount  still  due 
from  the  same. 

5.  The  rate  of  interest,  if  any  is  specified,  in  the  judgment. 
Eights  op  Married  Persons. — All  property  owned  or  claimed  by 

the  husband  before  marriage,  and  that  acquired  afterwards,  by  gift,  dc- 
vise,  or  descent,  as  also  the  increase  of  all  lands  thus  acquired,  shall  be 
his  separate  property.  All  property  of  the  wife,  owned  or  claimed  by 
her  before  marriage,  and  that  acquired  afterwards,  by  gilt,  devise,  or  de- 
scent, as  also  the  increa-eof  all  lands  thus  acquired,  shall  be  the  separate 
property  of  the  wife ;  but  the  husband  has  sole  management  of  it.  All 
property  acquired  by  eitiier  during  marriage,  except  as  above,  is  com- 
mon property,  and  is  disposed  of  by  the  husband  only.  The  wife  may 
contract  debts  for  necessaries  for  her.-elf  and  children,  and  for  the  benefit 
of  her  separate  property,  but  she  can  not  make  any  other  contract,  by 
which  she  or  her  separate  property  will  be  liable.  Separate  property  of 
husband,  whore  no  wife  survives,  descends  to  his  children,  or,  if  no 
children,  to  his  next  of  kin;  if  the  wife  and  children  survive,  the  wife 
takes  one-third  of  the  personal  estate,  and  an  estate  for  life  in  one-third 
of  the  land.  The  separate  estate  of  the  wife  descends  in  like  manner. 
Each  party  to  the  community  is  seized  of  one  undivided  half  of  the 
property  comprising  the  mass. 

Upon  the  dissolution  of  the  marringe  relation  by  death,  all  the  com- 
mon property  goes  to  the  survivor,  if  the  deceased  have  no  child  or 
children  ;  but  if  the  deceased  have  a  child  or  children,  the  survivor  shall 
be  entitled  to  one-half  of  said  property,  and  the  other  half  shall  pass  to 
the  child  or  children  of  the  deceased. 

A  married  woman  can  not  contract  as  a  partner  in  business  nor  embark 
her  separate  means  in  trade. 

Interest.— Legal  rate,  eight  per  cent  per  annum.  By  written  contract 
conventional  interest  may  be  agreed  upon,  not  to  exceed  twelve  per  cent,  per 
annum.  Usurious  contracts  are  void  for  the  interest,  and  the  principal  only 
can  be  collected.    Usury  must  be  specially  pleaded  under  oath. 

Limitation  of  Actions. —  Two  years,  open  accounts,  except  between 
merchants,  their  agents  and  factors ;  four  years,  notes  and  other  written  in- 
struments, foreign  judgments,  and  open  accounts  between  merchant  and 
(merchant,  their  factors  and  agents;  ten  years,  record  judgments.

Assignments. — No  statute  providing  for  assignments  by  debtor, 
but  are  made  under  the  common  law. 

Actions. — In  District  Court  commenced  by  filing  complaint  and 
issuing  summons  thereon.  If  summons  served  in  the  county  where 
suit  is  begun,  time  to  answer  or  demur,  ten  days  ;  if  served  without 
the  county,  but  in  the  district,  twenty  days ;  in  all  other  cases,  forty 
days.  Actions  may  be  brought  in,  or  out  of  term.  In  Justice's 
Courts  the  defendant  must  appear  and  answer  the  complaint  within 
five  days,  if  the  summons  is  served  in  the  city  or  precinct  in  which 
the  action  is  brought ;  within  ten  days,  if  served  out  of  the  precinct  or 
city,  but  in  the  county  in  which  the  action  is  brought ;  and  within 
twenty  days  if  served  elsewhere.

Mortgage. — Mortgage  of  real  estate,  whatever  its  terms,  shall  not  be 
deemed  a  conveyance  so  as  to  enable  the  owner  of  the  mortgage  to  obtain 
possession  of  the  property  without  a  foreclosure  and  sale.  But  one  form  of 
action  for  the  recovery  of  any  debt,  or  the  enforcement  of  any  right  secured 
by  mortgage  upon  real  estate,  viz:  by  foreclosure  and  sale.  Judgment  may 
be  rendered  for  amount  found  due,  and  the  incumbered  property  subjected 
to  sale,  with  a  right  to  docket  a  personal  judgment  for  the  balance  found  due 
against  the  mortgagor. 

Protest. — Law  Merchant  governs. 

Redemption. — On  sale  of  real  property  by  execution,  six  months :  and,  if 
made  by  another  creditor  as  redemptioner,  sixty  days  additional  to  the  judg- 
ment debtor. 

Sales. — All  sales  of  personal  property  are  void  as  to  creditors ;  unless 
accompanied  by  delivery  and  actual  change  of  possession.  Possessory  right 
to  mining  locations  are  conveyed  as  by  quit  claim  deed  to  real  estate.  Chattel 
mortgage  allowed. 

Taxes.— Due  July  1st,  annually;  delinquent,  October  31st.  Land  sold 
at  public  auction,  and  redeemable  within  two  years  from  sale.  . 

Witness. — Party  in  interest  may.  Husband  and  wife  can  not,  in  civil 
cases,  be  a  witness  for  the  other.

Actions. — The  forms  of  actions  are  those  prescribed  by  statute  and 
common  law. 

Arrest. — In  all  actions,  in  form  ex  delicto,  the  defendant  is  subject  to 
arrest.  A  bill  is  now  pending  before  the  legislature  to  require  the  plaintiff 
in  all  actions  in  form  ex  delicto,  to  file  with  the  authority  issuing  the  writ  an 
affidavit  stating  nature  and  amount  of  claim,  and  that  the  action  is  com- 
menced in  "  good  faith  "  as  to  its  merits,  before  body  arrested. 

In  all  actions,  in  form  ex,  contractu,  the  defendant  is  not  subject  to 
arrest,  except  upon  the  affidavit  of  the  creditor,  his  agent  or  attorney, 
"that  he  has  good  reason  to  believe,  and  does  believe,  that  the  debtor 
is  about  to  abscond  or  remove  from  the  State,  and  has  money  or  other 
property,  secreted  about  his  person,  or  elsewhere,  to  an  amount  exceed- 
ing twenty  dollars,  or  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  demand  upon  which  he  is 
to  be  arrested,"  or  in  case  a  party  refuses  to  pay  over  money  which  he 
has  in  his  hands  in  a  fiduciary  capacity. 

A  person  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State  may  be 
arrested  in  any  action. 

Attachment. — Defendant's  property,  both  real  and  personal,  is 
liable  to  attachment  on  mesne  process  in  all  forms  of  action,  and  may  be 
held  to  respond  to  final  judgment  and  execution. 

Chattel  Mortgages. — May  be  made  of  all  personal  property.  To 
be  valid,  the  property  must  be  delivered  to  and  retained  by  the  mort- 
gagee, or  the  mortgage  must  be  recorded  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office,  of 
the  town  in  which  the  mortgagor  resides,  at  the  time  of  his  making  the 
same,  or  if  he  resides  out  of  this  State,  in  the  town  in  which  the  property 
is  situated,  and  no  property  so  mortgaged  shall  be  removed  from  this 
State,  except  by  consent  of  the  parties  to  such  mortgage,  or  their 
assigns. 

There  must  be  attached  to  and  recorded  with  the  mortgage  an  affida- 
vit, signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  mortgagor  and  mortgagee,  stating  that 
the  debt  secured  is  a  just  one,  and  honestly  owing  and  that  the  mortgage 
is  given  to  secure  the  same. 

Corporations — May  be  formed  by  special  charter,  or  by  the  general 
laws  of  the  State. 

Deeds — Must  be  signed  and  sealed  by  makers  in  the  presence  of  two 
subscribing  witnesses,  and  acknowledged  before  a  Judge,  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  Notary  Public,  or  Master  in  Chancery,  and  the  person 
before  whom  a  deed  is  acknowledged,  must  add  Lis  certificate  of  the 
same. 

When  a  wife  joins  in  a  deed  it  is  not  necessary  for  her  to  have  a 
separate  examination. 

The  homestead  is  not  conveyed  unless  the  wife  joins  with  her 
husband. 

The  husband  must  join  with  the  wife  to  convey  her  land. 
The  record  of  deeds  must  be  made  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office,  of  the 
town  in  which  the  property  is  situated. 
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A  deed  made  out  of  the  state  may  be  acknowledged  according  to  the 
laws  of  Vermont  or  of  the  State  where  executed. 

Depositions — May  be  taken  before  a  Judge,  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
Notary  Public,  or  Master  in  Chancery,  and  reasonable  notice  must  be  given. 

The  authority  taking  the  same  must  certify  that  it  was  taken  to  be  used 
in  the  cause,  stating  the  title  and  where  pending,  and  the  reason  for  taking 
it.  It  must  then  be  sealed  up  by  such  authority,  and  a  certificate  of  the  fact 
written  on  the  sealed  package.  Great  strictness  in  following  the  statute  re- 
quirements is  exacted  by  the  courts. 

Executions — Must  be  served  in  sixty  days,  by  levy  upon  personal 
property,  if  any  can  be  found,  but  if  not, "then  upon  real  property. 

Three  disinterested  free-holders  appraise  real  estate,  and  set  "out,  by 
metes  and  bounds,  enough  to  satisfy  the  execution. 

The  amount  of  the  levy  may  be  paid  at  any  time  within  six  months, 
otherwise  the  title  becomes  absolute  in  the  creditor. 

Exemptions, — The  following  is,  exempt  from  attachment  or  execu- 
tion: Homestead  of  $500,  and  the  rents  or  products  of  the  same;  such 
suitable  apparel,  bedding,  tools,  arms  and  articles  of  household  furniture 
as  may  be  necessary  for  upholding  of  life,  tool  chests  of  mechanics,  one 
sewing  machine  kept  for  use,  one  cow,  the  best  swine,  or  the  meat  of 
one  swine,  sheep  not  exceeding  in  number  ten,  and  one  year's  product 
of  said  sheep  in  wool,  yarn  or  cloth,  forage  sufficient  for  keeping  not 
exceeding  ten  sheep  and  one  cow  through  one  winter,  ten  cords  of 
fire- wood,  or  five  tons  of  coal,  twenty  bushels  of  potatoes,  such  military 
arms  and  accoutrements  as  the  debtor  is  required,  by  law,  to  furnish, 
and  also  the  pistols,  side  arms  and  equipments  personally  used  by  any 
soldiers  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  kept  by  him  or  his  heirs 
as  mementoes  of  his  service,  all  growing  crops,  ten  bushels  of  grain,  one 
barrel  of  Hour,  three  swarms  of  bees  and  hives  together  with  their 
produce  in  honey,  two  hundred  pounds  of  sugar,  and  all  lettered  grave 
stones,  the  bibles  and  other  books  used  in  a  family,  one  pew  or  slip  in  a 
meeting  house,  or  place  of  religious  worship, live  poultry  not  exceeding  in 
amount  or  value  the  sum  often  dollars,  the  professional  books  and  instru- 
ments of  physicians  and  the  professional  books  of  clergymen  and  attor- 
neys at  law  to  the  value  of  $200,  and  also  one  yoke  of  oxen  or  steers,  as 
debtor  may  select,  two  horses  kept  and  used  for  team  work  and  such  as 
the  debtor  may  select  in  lieu  of  oxen  or  steers,  but  not  exceeding  in 
value  the  sum  of  $200,  with  sufficient  forage  for  the  keeping  of  the  same 
through  the  winter,  also  one  two  horse  wagon  with  whiiiietiees  and 
neckyoke,  or  one  ox  cart  as  the  debtor  may  choose,  one  sled  or  set  of 
traverse  sleds  either  for  horses  or  oxen  as  the  debtor  may  select,  two 
harnesses,  two  halters,  two  chains,  one  plow  and  one  ox  yoke,  which 
with  the  oxen  or  steers  or  horses  which  the  debtor  may  select  for  team 
work,  shall  not  exceed  in  value  $250.00. 

Insolvency. — Courts  of  Insolvency  are  Courts  of  record,  and  the 
Judge  and  Register  of  each  Probate  District  are,  ex-officio,  Judge  and 
Kegister  of  the  Insolvent  Court  of  their  respective  districts.  An  inhabi- 
tant of  this..State  owing  debts  exceeding  the  amount  of  $300,  contracted 
while  such  inhabitant,  may  be  judged  an  insolvent  upon  his  own  petition, 
or  a  person  residing  in  this  State  and  owing  debts  to  an  amount  exceed- 
ing $300,  and  who  commits  an  act  of  insolvency,  may  be  judged  an  in- 
solvent on  the  petition  of  any  of  his  creditors  whose  claims  provable 
exceed  $250,  but  the  petition  of  such  creditor  must  be  filed  within  ninety 
days  after  the  act  of  iusolvency. 

The  acts  of  insolvency  set  forth  are  similar  to  the  acts  of  bankruptc3r, 
as  defined  in  the  late  bankrupt  laws  of  the  United  States. 
The  insolvent's  estate  is  managed  by  one  or  more  assignees  elected  by 
the  creditors,  but  when  no  choice  is  made  by  the  creditors,  the  Judge 
appoints. 
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The  adjudication  of  insolvency  sets  aside  all  fraudulent  preferences 
and  conveyances  which  take  place  within  four  months  before  the  filing 
of  the  petition,  and  dissolves  all  attachments  upon  mesne  process  or 
execution  when  tlue  property  levied  upon  has  not  been  sold,  if  levied 
upon  within  sixty  days  prior  to  the  filing  of  ihe  petition. 

The  act  does  not  apply  to  railroad  and  banking  corporations. 

Debts  due  and  payable  from  the  debtor  at  the  time  of  filing  the 
petition,  may  be  proved  and  allowed  at  any  meeting  of  the  creditors, 
and  debts  not  payable  until  a  future  day  may  be  proved  and  allowed  as 
if  presently  payable,  with  a  discount  of  interest,  when  no  interest,  is 
payable  by  the  contract. 

The  act  provides  for  the  granting  of  a  discharge  to  the  debtor,  from 
all  debts  existing  at  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  petition,  and  also  that 
the  debtor  shall  be  absolutely  discharged  from  all  debts  proved  against 
his  estate  and  from  all  debts  provable  and  founded  on  any  contract  made 
by  him,  while  an  inhabitant  of  this  State,  if  made  within  this  State,  or 
to  be  performed  within  the  same  or  due  to  any  person  resident  therein 
at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  petition  for  adjudication.  The  discharge 
does  not  effect  a  fiduciary  debt.  A  discharge  is  not  granted  unless  the 
assets  equal  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  debts,  or  the  consent  of  a  majority  in 
number  and  amount  of  the  creditors  is  filed. 

The  property  in  this  State  of  the  debtor,  by  him  acquired,  subse- 
quently to  the  time  of  filing  of  the  petition,  shall  not  be  subject  to 
attachment  by  trustee  process  or  otherwise,  in  any  suit  to  recover  a 
debt  which  may  have  been  so  provable  and  due  to  any  person  or  persons 
not  resident  in  this  State  at  the  time  of  such  filing,  or  founded  on  any 
contract  existing  at  the  time  of  said  filing,  and  made,  or  to  be  performed 
out  of  the  limits  of  this  State.  Our  law  is  very  similar  to  the  Massachusetts 
law,  and  decisions  of  the  courts  of  Massachusetts,  which  are  much  more  num- 
erous than  in  this  State,  are  good  precedents  in  our  courts. 

Interest. — Six  per  cent.  Usurious  excess  is  not  collectible,  and  may 
be  recovered  back,  though  paid  voluntarily. 

Limitation. — No  acknowledgment  will  prevent  the  operation  of  the 
statute,  unless  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  party  thereby  affected. 

Absence  from  the  state  of  debtor  will  prevent  the  operation  of  the  stat- 
ute during  such  time,  if  the  debtor  has  no  known  property  within  the  State, 
which  might  be  attached  by  the  common  process  of  law. 

Actions  for  slanderous  words  and  libels,  two  years.  Actions  for 
assault  and  battery  and  false  imprisonment,  three  years. 

In  all  actions  on  debt  upon  contract,  not  under  seal,  excepting  debt 
on  judgment  all  actions  of  debt  for  rent,  actions  of  account,  assumpsit 
or  on  the  case  founded  on  contract,  expressed  or  implied,  actions  of 
tresspass  upon  land,  actions  of  replevin  or  other  actions  for  taking, 
detaining  or  injuring  goods  or  chattels,  and  all  other  actions  on  the  case, 
except  for  slanderous  words  and  libel,  six  years. 

Debtor  scire  facias  upon  judgment,  and  debt  on  specialties,  and 
actions  of  covenant,  eight  years. 

Attested  promissory  notes,  fourteen  years. 

Married  Women. — A  married  woman,  carrying  on  business  in  her 
own  name,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  matters  connected  with  such 
business,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  she  were  unmarried,  and  execution 
may  issue  against  her,  and  be  levied  on  her  sole  and  separate  goods, 
chattels  and  estate. 

Any  married  woman,  whose  husband  shall  desert  her,  or  from  any 
cause  neglect  to  provide  for  his  family,  may  in  her  own  name,  make 
contracts  for  her  own  labor,  and  the  labor  of  her  minor  children,  and  i.i 
her  own  name,  sue  for  and  recover  her  own  and  their  wages. 

Notaries. — Appointed  by  Judges  of  County  Court  for  two  years, 
and  have  jurisdiction  of  State.

Notes  and  Bills. — Entitled  to  three  days  of  grace. 
Practice. — Common  law. 

Set-off. — Existing  at  the  time  of  bringing  a  suit,  may  be  pleaded 
to  any  action  arising  on  contract. 

Wills. — Every  person  of  full  age  (women  at  eighteen,  and  men  at 
twenty-one) ,  and  of  sound  mind,  may  devise  and  dispose  of  real  and 
personal  estate. 

Three  attesting  witnesses  are  necessary,  who  shall  sign  as  such  at 
the  request  and  in  the  presence  of  the  testator,  and  in  the  presence  of 
each  other,  and  a  will  must  be  in  writing.

Actions. — As  at  common  law.    In  equity  by  bill  or  petition. 

Administration. — 1.  Where  there  is  no  will,  administration  shall 
be  granted  to  the  distributees  who  apply  therefore;  preferring  first  the 
husband  or  wife,  and  then  such  of  the  others  entitled  to  distribution,  as 
the  court  shall  see  fit.  If  no  application  in  thirty  clays  from  death  of 
intestate,  administration  majr  be  granted  to  one  or  more  of  creditors,  or 
to  any  other  person.  Bond,  with  security,  in  penalty  equal  at  least  to 
full  value  of  personal  estate. 

2.  Has  no  control  over  real  estate. 

3.  When  assets,  after  payment  of  funeral  expenses,  charges  of  ad- 
ministration :  Claims  for  physician's  fees  in  last,  sickness,  of  $50,  and 
druggist's  accounts  for  articles  furnished  during  same  period,  of  $50,  are 
not  sufficient  to  satisfy  all  demands,  they  shall  be  applied : 

1.  Debts  due  United  States. 

2.  Taxes  and  levies  assessed  upon  decedent  previous  to  his 
death. 

3.  Debts  due  as  personal  representative,  trustee  for  persons  under 
disabilities,  guardian  or  committee,  where  the  qualification  Avas  in  this 
State,  in  which  debts  shall  be  included  a  debt  for  money  received  by  a 
husband  acting  a*  such  fiduciary,  in  right  of  wife. 

4.  All  other  demands  ratably  (except  voluntary  obligations.) 

5.  Voluntary  obligations. 

Arrests. — No  imprisonment  for  debt.  But  upon  affidavit  of  plain- 
tiff to  any  Judge  or  Justice,  that  he  has  cause  of  action,  and  probable 
cause  for  believing  that  defendant  is  about  to  quit  the  State,  unless  he  be 
forthwith  apprehended,  defendant  may  be  held  to  bail.  If  defendant 
gives  bond,  with  security,  that  he.  will  answer  such  interrogatories  as 
may  be  filed  in  four  months  after  judgment,  decree,  or  order,  and  make 
such  conveyance  and  delivery  as  is  required,  or  perform  and  satisfy  such 
judgment,  decree,  or  order,  he  may  be  discharged. 

Bond,  with  security,  required  of  plaintiff  before  capias  is  sued 

out. 

Assignments. — Assignees  may  sue  in  their  own  names,  and  all 
evidences  of  debt  may  be  assigned  by  indorsement.  Any  person,  insol- 
vent or  not,  may  make  conveyance  for  benefit  of  creditors,  preferring 
one  or  more. 

Attachments. — Besides  tenants  liable  for  rent: 

1.  Non-residents  having  estate,  or  sued  with  parties  who  reside 
within  the  State. 

2.  And  defendants  removing,  intending  to  remove,  or  who  have 
removed,  their  effects  out  of  the  State,  so  that  judgment  or  decree  would 
be  unavailing,  may  be  proceeded  against  by  attachment,  or  affidavit  ol 
the  facts. 
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Against  class  1,  attachment  may  issue,  in  action  at  law,  for  debt,  or 
damages  for  breach  of  contract,  or  in  equity  upon  any  such  claim, 
or  in  a  suit  for  specilic  performance,  where  a  certain  sum  is  claim- 
ed. 

Against  class  2,  in  any  action  at  law  to  recover  specific  personal  prop- 
erty, or  money  upon  any  claim,  or  damages  for  any  wrong,  that  is, 
including  torts. 

Against  tenants  and  debtors,  removing  effects,  etc.,  any  Justice  of 
the  Peace  may  issue  attachment,  whether  ihe  claim  be  due  or  not;  other- 
wise the  writ  must  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Court.  A  non- 
resident may  attach  the  estate,  within  this  State,  of  another  non-resident. 
Bond,  with  security,  required,  usually  double  the  amount  claimed,  when 
property  taken  possession  of  by  officer. 

Courts. — Justices  of  the  Peace. — Jurisdiction  in  civil  cases  to 
$100,  with  right  of  appeal  in  ten  days,  upon  appellant  giving  bond  for 
payment  of  judgment,  and  all  costs  and  damages,  if  it  is  affirmed,  where 
matter  in  controversy,  exclusive  of  interest,  is  of  a  greater  amount  or 
value  than  $10;  or  where  the  constitutionality  or  validity  of  an  ordin- 
ance or  by-law  of  a  corporation  is  involved. 

Before  trial,  if  amount  in  controversy  exceeds  the  value  of  $20, 
Justice,  upon  application  of  defendant,  shall  remove  cause  to  the  court 
of  the  county,  or  corporation. 

County  Courts. — Jurisdiction,  criminal,  as  to  misdemeanors,  with 
right  of  accused  in  capital  cases  to  elect,  to  be  tried  by  Circuit  Court. 
Probate  of  wills.  Settlement  of  fiduciary  accounts.  Opening  roads. 
Establishing  landings,  ferries, etc, 

Circuit  Courts. — Jurisdiction,  chancery  and  common  law  cases  in 
all  sums  over  $20. 

Supreme  Court  of  Appeals. — Five  Judges.  Apellate  jurisdiction  in  all 
criminal  cases,  and  in  civil  suits  where  matter  in  controversy  exceeds  $500  in 
value.  Petition  for  an  appeal  from  or  writ  of  error  or  supersedeas  to  any  final 
judgment,  decree,  or  order  must  be  presented  within  one  year  after  such 
judgment,  etc. 

Deeds. — The  word  "grant,"  in  every  deed  conveying  lands  shall,  unless 
an  exception  be  made  therein,  be  construed  to  include  all  the  estate,  right, 
title,  and  interest  whatever,  both  at  law  and  in  equity,  of  the  grantor  in  or  to 
such  lands.  Must  be  in  writing,  signed,  sealed,  acknowledged,  or  proven. 
Acknowledgments  before  Justice,  a  Commissioner  in  Chancery  of  a  Court  of 
Record,  or  Notary  Public,  within  the  United  States. 

Dower. — Widow  is  endowered  of  one-third  of  real  estate. 

Exemptions. — The  family  bible,  family  pictures,  school  books,  and 
library,  not  exceeding  in  value  $100;  a  seat  or  pew  in  church;  a  lot  in 
burial  ground;  all  necessary  wearing  apparel  of  the  debtor  and  family; 
all  beds,  bedsteads,  and  bedding  necessary  for  use.  of  family;  all  stoves 
and  appendages,  not  to  exceed  three ;  one  cow,  one  horse,  six  chairs, 
one  table,  and  other  specified  articles  of  household  and  kitchen  furniture, 
and  certain  provisions,  mechanics'  tools,  not  to  exceed  in  value  $100; 
where  debtor  actually  engaged  in  agriculture,  one  yoke  of  oxen,  or  a 
pair  of  horses  or  mules,  can  be  claimed  by  householder,  or  head  of 
family. 

Homestead. — In  real  or  personal  property,  not  to  exceed  $2,000. 
Debtor  may  waive  it  in  bond,  n<»te,  or  other  writing.  If  householder  or 
head  of  family,  die  without  claiming  it,  right  survives  to  widow  and  in- 
fant children.    It  can  not  be  claimed  in  certain  specified  cases : 

1.  For  purchase  price  of  property. 

2.  For  services  rendered  by  a  laborer  or  mechanic. 

3.  For  liabilities  incurred  by  any  public  officer,  or  officer  of  a 
court,  or  any  fiduciary,  or  attorney-at-law,  for  money  collected. 

4.  For  lawful  claim  for  any  taxes,  levies,  or  assessments,  accruing 
after  1st  day  of  January,  1866. 
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5.  For  rent  hereafter  accruing, 

6.  For  the  legal  or  taxable  fees  of  any  public  officer,  or  officer  of  a 
court. 

7.  Where  debtor  has  waived  it.  , 

Interest. — The  legal  rate  is  six  per  cent.  If  a  greater  rate  is  charg- 
ed the  lender  forfeits  all  interest. 

Limitations. — On  sealed  instruments  twenty  years.  Notes,  con- 
tracts in  writing,  not  sealed,  and  contracts  not  in  writing,  etc,,  five 
years.  Retail  store  accounts,  two  years.  Wholesale  store  accounts,  and 
between  merchant  and  merchant,  their  factories  or  servants  settling 
accounts  concerning  trade,  where  action  of  account  would  be  five  years 
from  cessation  of  dealing  between  the  parties. 

Widow. — Where  there  is  no  will  as  to  personal  estate.  If  no  issue, 
entitled  absolutely  to  such  of  personal  estate  in  surplus  (after  payment 
of  debts)  as  shall  be  acquired  by  intestate  in  virtue  of  his  marriage  with 
her,  and  remain  in  kind  at  his  death.  She  shall  also  be  entitled,  if  in- 
testate leave  issue  by  former  marriage  to  one-third ;  if  no  such  issue, 
to  one-half  of  the  residue  of  such  surplus. 

Wills —  Must  be  in  writing,  signed  by  testator,  or  some  one  for 
him,  in  his  presence,  and  by  his  direction ;  and,  unless  wholly  written 
by  the  testator,  must  be  attested  by  two  -competent  witnesses,  subscrib- 
ing their  names  to  the  same  in  the  presence  of  the  testator.  Every 
person  of  sound  mind  and  twenty-one  years  of  age,  may  make  a  will  and 
dispose  of  their  estate,  and  persons  of  eighteen  and  upwards,  may 
dispose  of  personalty  by  will.  Married  women  may  make  wills  in  the 
exercise  of  a  power,  or  as  to  their  separate  estate.

Acknowledgment. — Acknowledgments  may  be  taken  before  a  J utlge 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  a  Judge  of  the  Probate  Court,a  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  a  County  Auditor,  a  Clerk  of  the  District,  or  [Supreme  Court,  or 
a  Notary  Public,  duly  qualified  according  to  law.  Acknowledgments 
to  deeds  of  conveyance  of  real  estate  taken  in  other  States,  or  Territories, 
of  the  United.  States,  may  be  taken  before  any  person  authorized  by  law 
to  take  acknowledgments.  Unless  taken  before  a  Commissioner  of 
Deeds  for  this  Territory,  or  a  Clerk  of  a  Court  of  Record,  the  certificate 
of  the  Clerk  of  a  Court  of  Record  must  be  attached  to  the  acknowledg- 
ment, showing  that  the  officer  officiating  was  at  the  time  duly  qualified 
to  act  as  such. 

Assignments. — All  creditors  are  alike  in  this  Territory,  there  being 
no  preferences  to  any  class.    A  debtor  cannot  get  a  release  from  his 
debts  by  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  his  creditors.    When  the  assign-' 
ment  embraces  all  the  debtor's  property  upon  petition  to  District  Court,  in 
absence  of  fraud,  he  will  be  discharged  from  all  his  debts. 

Collections. — All  accounts  transmitted  for  collection  should  be  made 
out  in  detail,  and  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  claimant.  All  accounts  bear 
interest  after  due,  whether  presented  or  not.  Accounts  against  the  estates 
of  deceased  persons  must  be  accompanied  by  the  affidavit  of  the  claimant 
to  the  effect  that  the  amount  claimed  is  correct,  and  that  no  part  of  the 
same  has  been  paid. 

Chattel  Mortgages. — A  chattel  mortgage  must  be  accompanied^  by 
the  affidavit  of  the  mortgagor  that  it  is  made  in  good  faith,  without  design 
to  hinder,  delay,  or  defraud  creditors,  and  acknowledged  and  recorded  in 
the  County  Auditor's  office. 

Exemptions. — All  real  and  personal  property  of  the  wife  for  hus- 
band's debts.  Her  property  is  liable  for  her  own  debts  contracted  before 
marriage,  but  not  for  debts  of  her  husband. 
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To  the  head  of  a  family  a  homestead,  not  exceeding  in  value  $1,000, 
while  occupied  by  himselt  or  family. 

Homestead  may  be  mortgaged,  but,  to  be  valid,  must  be  signed  by 
wife. 

Wearing  apparel  of  every  person,  and  family  libraries,  family 
pictures  and  keepsakes. 

To  each  householder  necessary  household  goods,  not  exceeding  in 
value  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars ;  two  cows  and  calves,  five  hogs,  two 
stands  of  bees,  twenty-five  domestic  fowls,  and  provisions  and  food  for 
isrueh.  householder  and  family  for  six  months.  i 

To  a  farmer,  one  span  of  horses,  or  two  yoke  of  oxen  and  one  wagom 
and  farming  utensils  in  use  on  the  farm  not  exceeding  in  value  two  hun- 
dred dollars. 

To  a  mechanic,  tools  used  to  carry  on  his  trade,  and  material  not  to ' 
exceed  in  value  five  hundred  dollars. 

The  libraries  of  physicians,  attorneys,  clergymen,  and  other  profess- 
ional men,  not  to  exceed  in  value  live  hundred  dollars. 

To  a  physician,  one  horse  and  buggy,  used  in  practice,  and  medicines 
and  instruments,  not  exceeding  in  value  two  hundred  dollars. 

All  firearms  kept  for  the  use  of  any  person,  or  family. 

To  a  teamster  and  drayman,  engaged  for  the  support  of  himself  or 
family,  a  span  of  horses  and  one  wagon,  or  dray. 

To  any  person,  a  canoe,  or  small  boat,  with  rigging,  not  exceeding 
in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

To  a  person  engaged  on  lighting,  for  the  support  of  himself  or  family, 
one  or  more  lighters,  barges,  or  scows,  and  rigging,  not  exceeding  in 
value  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

No  property  is  exempt,  however,  from  execution  issued  from  a  judg- 
ment for  the  purchase  price,  or  taxes  levied  thereon. 

Interest. — The  legal  rate  of  interest  is  ten  per  cent.,  but  parties  may 
contract  in  writing  for  any  rate. 

Judgments. — Judgments  bear  the  legal  rate  of  interest  from  the  date 
of  their  rendition;  if  upon  a  written  contract,  to  draw  the  same  rate  of 
interest  specified  in  such  written  contract. 

In  order  that  a  judgment  may  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  estate  of  the 
judgment  debtor,  a  transcript  of  the  judgment  must  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  County  Auditor  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  is  situated. 

Limitations. — The  following  actions  must  be  commenced  within 
three  years : 

Upon  a  contract,  or  liability,  express  or  implied,  which  does  not  arise 
out  of  a  written  instrument. 

An  action  for  taking,  detaining,  or  injuring  personal  property,  in- 
cluding an  action  for  the  specific  recovery  thereof. 

An  action  for  relief  upon  the  ground  of  fraud. 

An  action  for  waste,  or  trespass  upon  real  property. 

An  action  upon  a  statute  for  a  penalty  or  forfeiture. 

The  following  actions  must  be  commenced  within  six  years  from  the 
time  the  cause  of  action  occurs : 

An  action  upon  a  contract,  in  writing,  or  liability  arising  out  of  a 
writen  agreement. 

An  action  for  rents  and  profits  of  real  estate. 

An  action  upon  a  judgment  of  any  court. 

In  an  action  upon  an  open  account,  to  recover  balance,  the  cause  of 
action  shall  be  deemed  to  have  accrued  from  the  date  of  the  last  item 
proved. 

An  action  must  be  commenced  within  three  years  against  a  Sheriff, 
Coroner,  or  Constable,  upon  a  liability  incurred  in  his  official  capacity, 
fneluding  the  non  payment  of  money  collected  upon  an  execution. 
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An  action  for  the  recovery  of  real  estate  must  be  commenced  within 
ten  years. 

An  action  must  be  commenced  within  two  years  for  libel,  slander, 
assault,  assault  and  battery,  and  false  imprisonment. 

Within  one  year  an  action  against  a  Sheriff,  or  other  officer,  for  the 
escape  of  a  prisoner  arrested  on  civil  process. 

Married  Women. — A  married  woman  may  sue  and  be  sued  without 
joining  her  husband,  when  the  action  concerns  her  separate  property. 
AH  property  of  the  wife  owned  by  her  before  marriage,  the  profits  of  her 
own  labor,  and  the  property  acquired  afterwards  by  gift,  bequest,  devise,  or 
descent,  with  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  thereof,  is  her  separate  property.

Arrest. — An  order  for  the  arrest  of  a  defendant  in  a  civil  action, 
may  issue  upon  the  affidavit  of  the  plaintiff,  or  some  credible  person 
showing  the  nature  and  justice  of  the  plaintiff's  claim,  the  amount  there- 
of, and  the  existence  of  some  one  of  the  following  grounds  for  the  arrest 
of  the  defendant : 

1.  That  the  defendant  has  removed  or  is  about  to  remove  any  of  his 
property  out  of  the  State,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors ;  or 

That  he  has  converted  or  is  about  to  convert  his  property  or  any  part 
thereof  into  money  or  securities  with  like  intent;  or 

That  he  has  assigned,  disposed  of,  or  removed  his  property,  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  is  about  to  do  so  with  like  intent;  or 

That  he  has  property,  or  rights  of  action,  which  he  fraudulently  con- 
ceals ;  or 

That  he  fraudulently  contracted  the  debt,  or  incurred  the  liabilit}^  for 
which  the  action  or  suit  is  brought;  or 

That  he  is  about  to  leave  the  State,  and  reside  permanently  in  another 
State  or  county  without  paying  the  debt,  or  liability  for  which  the  action 
or  suit  is  brought.  But  such  order  shall  not  issue  until  the  plaintiff,  or 
some  person  for  him  shall  deliver  to  the  clerk  of  the  Court  in  which  such 
action  is  pending,  or  to  the  Justice,  if  it  be  before  a  Justice,  a  bond,  in  pen- 
alty double  the  amount.sworn  to,  with  one  or  more  sureties  to  effect,  that 
the  plaintiff  will  pay  the  defendant  all  damages  he  may  sustain  by  reason 
of  the  arrest,  should  it  thereafter  appear  that  the  order  was  wrongfully 
obtained. 

The  defendant  may  be  discharged  by  giving  bond  and  security,  that 
fie  will  answer  such  interrogatories  as  may  be  filed  within  four  months 
jifter  judgment,  claim  or  order,  and  make  the  required  conveyance  or 
delivery,  or  perform  and  satisfy  such  claim  or  order. 

Assignments. — Any  bond,  note,  accounts  or  writing  not  negotiable 
may  be  assigned  and  an  action  thereupon  may  be  maintained  by  the 
assignee  in  his  own  name,  without  the  addition  of  "  assignee;  "  but  he 
shall  allow  all  just  discounts,  not  only  against  himself,  but  against  the 
assignor,  before  the  defendant  had  notice  of  the  assignment.  In  every 
such  action  the  plaintiff  may  write  claims  payable  to  him  individually, 
with  those  payable  to  him  as  such  assigned. 

Assignments  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  may  be  made  by  deed,  ac- 
knowledged as  other  deeds,  and  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the 
county  wherein  the  property  is  situated.  Any  person  named  by  the 
debtor  may  be  assignee. 

Attachments. — When  an  action  or  suit  is  about  to  be,  or  is  institut- 
ed for  the  recovery  of  any  claim  or  debt  arising  out  of  contract,  or  to 
recover  damages  for  any  wrong,  the  plaintiff,  at  the  commencement  of 
the  action,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  and  before  judgment  may  have  an 
order  of  attachment  against  the  property  of  the  defendant  by  filing  his 
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affidavit,  or  that  of  some  credible  person,  stating  the  nature  of  the  plain- 
tiff's claim  and  the  amount  at  the  best,  which  the  plaintiff  is  justly  entitl- 
ed to  recover,  and  that  the  affiant  believes  that  some  one  of  the  following 
grounds  exist  for  such  attachment :  That  the  defendant,  or  one  of  the 
defendants  is  a  foreign  corporation,  or  is  a  non-resident  of  the  state,  or 
that  he  has  left  or  is  about  to  leave  the  state  with  intent  to  defraud  his 
creditors;  or  that  he  so  conceals  himself,  that  a  summons  can  not  be 
served  upon  him ;  or  that  he  is  removing,  or  is  about  to  remove  his  prop- 
erty, or  a  material  part  thereof,  out  of  the  state,  with  intent  to  defraud 
his  creditors ;  or  that  he  is  converting,  or  is  about  to  convert  his  property, 
or  a  material  part  thereof,  into  money  or  securities,  with  like  intent;  or 
that  he  has  assigned  or  disposed  of  his  property,  or  a  material  part  there- 
of, or  is  about  to  do  so,  with  like  intent  ;  or  that  he  has  property,  or  rights 
of  action,  which  he  conceals;  or  that  he  fraudulently  contracted  the  debt 
or  incurred  the  liability,  for  which  the  action  or  suit  is  brought.  Upon  the 
creditor,  giving  bond  in  penalty  double  the  amount  of  his  claim,  the 
officer  to  whom  the  order  of  attachment  is  directed,  is  required  to  take 
the  attached  property  into  possession. 

Effects  or  money  due  the  defendant  in  the  hands  of  a  third  party,  can 
be  garnisheed. 

Bills  of  Exchange  and  Peomissoey  Notes. — All  promissory  notes 
or  checks  payable  in  this  state,  at  a  particular  bank,  or  at  a  particular 
office  thereof,  for  discount  and  deposit,  or  the  place  of  business  of  a  sav- 
ings institution,  or  savings  bank,  and  every  inland  bill  of  exchange,  pay- 
able in  this  state,  shall  be  deemed  negotiable. 

Three  days  of  grace  are  allowed,  except  on  bills  of  exchange  payable 
at  sight,  on  which  there  shall  be  no  grace.  Upon  a  bill  drawn  within, 
and  payable  without  the  State,  and  within  the  United  States,  the  holder 
can  recover,  in  addition  to  what  else  the  party  liable  for  the  principal  is 
bound  to  pay  damages,  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  on  the  principal, 
and  at  the  rate  often  per  cent.,  if  payable  without  the  United  States. 

Deeds,  Acknowledgments,  Etc. — Any  deed,  contract,  power  of 
attorney,  or  other  writing  shall  be  admitted  to  record  as  to  the  person 
whose  name  is  signed  thereto,  upon  a  certificate  of  his  acknowledgment 
before  a  justice,  notary  public,  recorder,  prothonotary,  or  clerk  of  any 
court  within  the  United  States,  or  commissioner  appointed  within  the 
same,  by  the  Governor  of  this  State,  within  or  annexed  to  the  same. 

Executions. — Upon  judgment  or  decree  of  any  Circuit  or  Munici- 
pal Court  may  issue  within  two  years  after  the  date  thereof,  or  if  none  be 
so  issued,  the  court  in  which  the  judgment  was  rendered,  may  thereafter 
and  within  ten  years  from  date  of  judgment,  upon  ten  days  notice  to  the

Exemptions. — Any  husband  or  parent  residing  in  this  state,  or  the 
infant  children  of  deceased  parents,  may  hold  a  homestead  of  the  value  of 
$1,000,  and  personal  property  not  exceeding  $200,  to  be  exempt  from 
force  sales;  and  any  mechanic,  artisan,  or  laborer,  whether  he  be  a  hus- 
band, or  parent,  or  not,  may  hold  the  working  tools  of  his  trade  or 
occupation,  exempt  from  sale  or  execution. 

Such  exemption  does  not  effect  or  impair  any  claim  for  purchase 
money,  or  any  process  for  collection  of  taxes,  or  district  or  county  levies. 

Insolvency. — This  State  has  no  insolvent  laws. 
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Interest. — Legal  rate  of  interest  is  six  per  cent.  Excess  of  interest 
is  not  recoverable  at  law.  Joint  stock  companies  and  municipal  corpor- 
ations may  borrow  money  at  higher  rates. 

J  udgments. — Judgments  are  a  lien  upon  all  the  real  estate  of  the 
debtor,  at  or  after  their  date;  but  to  secure  the  lien  against  a  purchaser 
for  valuable  consideration  without  notice,  the  same  must  be  docketed  in 
the  County  Clerk's  office  within  ninety  days.  Judgments  bear  six  per 
cent,  interest  from  dale. 

Limitation  of  Actions, — Ten  years  on  any  indemnifying  bond,  taken 
under  any  statue,  or  upon  the  bond  of  an  executor,  administrator,  guard- 
ian, curator,  committee  or  public  officer. 

Twenty  years,  upon  any  other  contract  in  writing  under  seal — exe- 
cuted befor  t  the  first  of  April,  1869.  Ten  years,  if  executed  on  or  after 
that  date.  Ten  years  upon  an  award  or  contract  in  writing,  signed  by 
the  party  to  be  charged  thereby,  or  by  his  agent,  but  not  under  seal. 
Five  years  upon  any  other  contract,  unless  it  be  an  action  for  any  article 
charged  in  a  store  account,  when  it  must  be  brought  within  three  years. 
An  action  by  one  partner  against  his  co-partner,  or  merchant  against 
merchant,  where  an  action  of  account  would  lie,  in  either  of  which  cases, 
an  action  may  be  brought  within  five  years  from  cessation  of  dealings. 
Revivor,  acknowledgment  of  debt,  or  promise  in  writing  to  pay. 

All  actions  to  recover  land  must  be  brought  within  ten  years  after 
the  time  the  right  shall  have  first  accrued. 

Married  Women. — Property  of  wife,  acquired  at  any  time,  and  from 
any  source  other  than  her  husband,  as  her  sole  and  separate  property,  and 
the  rents,  issues  and  profits  thereof,  shall  be  and  remain  her  sole  and 
separate  property,  as  if  she  were  a  single  woman;  and  the  same  shall,  in 
no  way,  be  subject  to  the  control  of  her  husband,  or  liable  for  his  debts. 
She  may  sue  and  be  sued  without  joining  her  husband,  when  the  action 
concerns  her  separate  property ;  when  the  action  is  between  herself  and 
husband,  and  when  £he  is  living  separate  and  apart  from  her  husband. 
When  living  separate  and  apart  from  her  husband,  she  may,  in  her  own 
name,  carry  on  any  trade  or  business,  and  the  stock  and  property  used  in 
such  trade  or  business,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  her  sole  and  separate  prop- 
erty, and  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  control  of  her  husband,  nor  liable 
for  his  debts. 

Stay. — Upon  judgments  in  Justice  Court,  where  the  judgment,,  ex- 
clusive of  interest  and  costs,  does  not  exceed  $50,  two  months;  over  $50, 
and  not  over  $100,  four  months;  over  $100,  six  months. 

No  stay  is  allowed  upon  judgment,  upon  stay  bonds,  or  other  bonds 
filed  in  Justice  Court,  or  against  constables  or  justices  for  official  mis- 
conduct. 

No  stay  is  allowed  in  higher  Courts.

Arrest. — Defendant  may  be  arrested  in  a  civil  action  by  order  of  a  Judge, 
or  Court  Commissioner,  at  the  issuing  of  a  summons,  or  at  any  time  before 
judgment,  on  an  affidavit  showing  that  a  cause  of  action  exists  in  an  action 
for  the  recovery  of  damages  not  arising  out  of  contract,  where  the  defendant 
is  a  non-resident,  or  about  to  remove  from  the  State,  or  for  injury  to  person, 
or  character;  or  for  seduction  or  criminal  conversation,  or  for  injuring  or 
wrongfully  taking,  detaining,  or  converting  property,  and  to  recover  dam- 
ages for  value  of  property  obtained  under  false  pretenses  or  tokens ;  for  a  fine 
or  penalty,  for  money  received,  property  embezzled  or  fraudulently  misap- 
plied by  a  public  officer,  attorney,  solicitor,  or  counselor;  or  an  officer  or 
agent  of  a  corporation  or  bank ;  or  by  a  factor,  agent,  broker,  or  any  person 
in  a  fiduciary  capacity  ;  or  in  an  action  to  recover  possession  of  personal  prop- 
erty unjustly  detained,  where  the  property,  or  part  of  it,  has  been  concealed 
or  disposed  of  so  that  it  can  not  be  taken  by  the  sheriff.  The  above  does  not 
apply  to  females,  except  for  a  willful  injury  to  person,  property,  or  character. 

A_ssiGXMEXT. — Voluntary  assignments  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  can  be  I 
made  under  the  laws  of  the  State.  The  assignment  is  void,  unless  assignee 
delivers  the  bond,  provided  for  by  the  statute,  to  the  County  Judge  or  a  Court 
Commissioner,  before  taking  upon  himself  the  execution  of  the  trust  imposed 
by  the  assignment,  which  bond,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  assignment,  must 
be  immediately  filed  by  the  officer  taking  the  same,  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  County.  The  assignment  also  becomes  void  if  the 
assignor  fails  to  file  in  said  Clerk's  office,  within  ten  days  after  execution  of 
assignment,  an  inventory  of  assets,  and  list  of  creditors,  verified  by  his  oath, 
and  have  affixed  a  certificate  of  the  assignee,  that  the  same  is  correct,  accord- 
ing to  his  best  knowledge  and  belief,  but  no  mistake  therein  shall  invalidate 
assignment  or  affect  the  right  of  any  creditor.  Within  twelve  (12)  days  after 
execution  of  assignment,  assignee  is  to  give  notice  by  publication  and  mail, 
where  address  is  known,  requiring  creditors  to  file,  within  three  months,  with 
such  assignee,  or  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court,  on  pain  of  being  debarred  a 
dividend,  an  affidavit  setting  forth  his  name,  residence,  and  post-office  address, 
the  nature,  consideration,  and  amount  of  his  debt  claimed  by  him,  over  and 
above  all  off-sets.  Creditors  must  thus  prove  their  claims  or  be  debarred 
from  dividends.  Debts  to  become  due  may  also  be  proved.  Preferences  are 
prohibited,  except  for  wages  of  laborers,  servants,  and  employees,  earned 
within  six  months  prior  to  assignment :  other  preference  renders  assignment 
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void.  Assignee  must  be  resident  of  State.  Debts  are  only  extinguished  to 
the  extent  of  dividends  paid  thereon. 

Attachments — May  issue  against  property  of  debtor,  except  municipal 
corporations,  either  at  the  time  of  issuing  summons,  or  at  any  time  before 
final  judgment,  in  actions  on  contract,  express  or  implied,  or  upon  judg- 
ment, or  decree,  where  the  plaintiff,  or  some  one  in  his  behalf,  shows  by 
affidavit  that  the  debt  exceeds  fifty  dollars,  specifying  amount  as  near  as  may 
be,  over  and  above  all  legal  set-offs,  and  that  deponent  knows,  or  has  good 
reason  to  believe,  either : 

1.  That  the  defendant  has  absconded,  or  is  about  to  abscond,  from  the 
State,  or  is  concealed  therein  to  the  injury  of  his  creditors;  or  keeps  himself 
concealed  therein  with  intent  to  avoid  the  service  of  a  summons.  2.  That  he 
has  assigned,  conveyed,  disposed  of,  or  concealed,  or  is  about  to,  any  of  his 
property,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors.  3.  That  he  has  removed,  or  is 
about  to  remove,  any  of  his  property  out  of  the  State,  with  like  intent,  4. 
That  he  fraudulently  contracted  the  debt,  or  incurred  the  obligation  respect- 
ing which  the  action  is  brought ;  or,  5.  That  he  is  not  a  resident  of  this  State  ; 
or,  6.  That  the  defendant  is  a  foreign  corporation,  or  if  created  under  the  laws 
of  this  State,  that  all  the  proper  officers  thereof,  on  whom  to  serve  the  sum- 
mons, do  not  exist,  are  non-residents  of  the  State,  or  can  not  be  found  ;  or,  7. 
That  the  action  is  brought  against  the  defendant,  as  principal  upon  an  official 
bond,  to  recover  money  due  the  State,  or  some  county,  or  other  municipality 
therein  ;  or  that  the  action  is  brought  against  a  defendant,  as  principal,  upon 
a  bond  or  other  instrument,  given  as  evidence  of  indebtedness,  for  or  to  secure 
payment  of  money  embezzled,  or  misappropriated  by  the  defendant  while 
acting  as  an  officer  of  the  State,  or  of  any  county  or  municipality  therein  ;  or 
an  affidavit  showing  that  a  cause  of  action,  sounding  in  tort,  exists  in  favor 
of  the  plaintiff  against  the  defendant,  named  in  such  writ;  that  the  damages 
sustained  and  claimed  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  spe'cifying  the  amount 
claimed,  and  the  further  statement,  either:  1.  That  the  defendant  is  not  a 
resident  of  this  State,  or  that  his  residence  is  unknown,  and  can  not  with  due 
diligence  be  ascertained;  or,  2.  That  the  defendant  is  a  foreign  corporation. 

Attachment  may  be  issued  on  demand  not  due,  in  any  case  mentioned 
above,  except  the  5th,  Gth,  and  7th :  same  proceedings  had,  and  like  affidavit, 
except  that  it  must  state  that  the  debt  is  to  become  due  ;  and  the  undertaking 
must  be  conditioned  in  three  times  the  amount  demanded 

Attachment  may  be  traversed  by  special  answer,  and  plaintiff  must  prove 
the  allegations  of  the  affidavit:  proof  of  good  reason  to  believe  them  true,  is  in- 
sufficient; and  on  debt  not  due,  if  traversed  successfully,  action  will  be  dis- 
missed with  costs  against  plaintiff. 

Executions— Upon  judgments  in  Courts  of  Record  may  issue  at  any 
time  within  five  years  from  its  rendition,  and  alias  execution  at  any  time 
thereafter  within  twenty  years.  But  if  no  execution  be  issued  within  the 
five  years,  the  order  of  a  Judge  or  Court  Commissioner  is  necessary  to  author- 
ize it.  Personal  property  must  be  first  exhausted  before  real  estate  can  be 
levied  on.  Executions  from  Justices'  Courts  may  issue  on  demand,  at  any 
time  within  five  years  after  judgment. 

Exemptions.— A  homestead' outside  of  any  city  or  village,  not  exceeding 
forty  acres,  or  instead  not  exceeding  one-fourth  of  an  acre  within  any  city  or 
village;  the  family  bible,  family  pictures,  school  books,  library,  pew  in  any 
house  of  worship,  wearing  apparel,  beds,  bedsteads  and  bedding,  stoves,  cook- 
ing utensils,  and  all  other  household  furniture,  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
dollars  in  value,  and  one  firearm  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  in  value  ;  two 
cowrs,  ten  swdne,  one  yoke  of  oxen,  and  one  horse  or  mule;  or  in  lieu  thereof, 
two  horses  or  mules;  ten  sheep,  and  wool  from  same,  the  necessary  food  for 
exempt  stock  for  one  year's  support;  one  wagon,  cart,  or  dray;  one  sleigh, 
one  plow,  one  drag,  and  other  farming  utensils,  including  tackle  for  teams, 
not  exceeding  $200  in  value;  provisions  and  fuel  for  debtor  and  family  for 
one  year;  tools,  implements,  and  stock  in  trade  of  any  person  used  for  carry- 
ing on  the  business,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  in  value ;  all  prticles  pre- 
sented by  Congress  or  Legislature  ;  sewing  machines  in  use  and  owned  by  in- 
dividuals ;  all  inventions  from  debt  of  the  inventor ;  the  earnings  of  all  married 
persons  having  a  family  dependent  upon  them  for  three  months  next  pre- 
ceding issue  of  any  attachment,  execution,  garnishment,  etc.,  to  the  amount 
of  $60,  only  for  each  month  in  which  earnings  are  made ;  fire  engines  and 
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their  fixtures;  moneys  arising  from  insurance  of  exempt  property,  including 
homestead ;  moneys  arising  from  insurance  made  for  the  benefit  of  married 
women;  printing  presses  and  material  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifteen 
hundred  dollars;  books,  etc.,  kept  for  making  abstracts  of  title. 

All  exemptions  are  to  be  selected  by  the  debtor.  No  personal  property 
is  exempt  as  against  any  debt  for  a  portion  of  the  purchase  money. 

Garnishment. — Any  creditor  may  proceed  by  garnishment  against  any 
person  (except  a  municipal  corporation)  who  shall  be  indebted  to,  or  have 
any  property,  either  real  or  personal,  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control, 
belonging  to  such  creditor's  debtor  at  the  time  of  issuing  a  summons,  or  at 
any  time  before  final  judgment,  in  an  action  founded  on  contract,  express  or 
implied,  or  upon  judgment  or  decree  at  any  time  after  issuing  execution 
thereupon,  and  before  same  is  returnable.  In  such  case,  the  garnishee  debt- 
ors are  liable  for  the  amount  of  property  in  their  hands,  or  the  amount  of  in- 
debtedness due  from  them  to  the  principal  debtor  from  the  time  the  garnishee 
summons  is  served  upon  them.  No  judgment  can  be  rendered  upon  a  lia- 
bility of  the  garnishee  arising  by  reason  of  his  having  drawn,  accepted,  made, 
indorsed  or  guaranteed  any  promissory  note,  by  reason  of  money  collected  by 
him  as  an  officer,  or  by  reason  of  any  indebtedness  depending  upon  a  future 
contingency. 

Insolvency. — An  insolvent  debtor  may  be  discharged  from  debt  by  ap- 
plication to  the  Circuit  Court,  by  petition  setting  forth  his  creditors,  their 
residence,  sums  due  each,  cause  of  the  indebtedness,  statement  of  security 
for  each  debt,  full  inventory  of  his  estate,  accompanied  by  affidavits,  that  he 
lias  in  no  way  disposed  of,  or  secreted  any  of  his  property.  After  due  notice 
to  creditors  and  opportunity  for  them  to  oppose  the  discharge  (which  can  be 
tried  by  jury)  the  court  may  grant  the  same  and  order  an  assignment,  and 
the  assignee  converts  the  same  into  money  and  disposes  of  the  same,  under 
direction  of  the  Court. 

Interest. — Parties  may  contract  in  writing  for  ten  per  cent,  per  annum, 
but  unless  expressly  named,  the  rate  will  be  seven  per  cent,  upon  all  moneys 
due  and  payable  with  interest,  and  upon  all  judgments,  except  foreclosures, 
which  bear  ten  per  cent.  Compound  interest  is  not  allowed,  unless  distinctly 
agreed  upon  in  writing.  Any  usurious  agreement  forfeits  the  entire  interest 
agreed  to  be  paid,  or  of  any  costs  in  the  action. 

Judgment. — Judgment  of  a  Court  of  Record  becomes  a  lien  upon  all  the 
real  estate  of  the  judgment  debtor  within  the  county,  for  a  period  of  ten 
years  from  the  date  of  its  being  docketed  in  the  Clerk's  office.  Transcript  of 
Justice's  judgment  may  be  docketed  in  the  Circuit  Court  Clerk's  office,  and 
is  then  regarded  as  Circuit  Court  judgment,  with  reference  to  lien  and  en- 
forcement. Transcript  of  judgment  of  Circuit  Court  may  be  docketed  in  any 
other  County,  and  becomes  lien  the  same  as  judgments  originally  rendered 
and  docketed  in  that  County. 

Justice  Court — Has  jurisdiction  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  dollars 
in  actions  other  than  actions  for  libel,  slander,  malicious  prosecution,  false 
imprisonment,  debt  against  decedent's  estate,  or  where  title  to  real  estate 
shall  come  in  question.  May  take  confession  of  judgment  to  the  amount  of 
three  hundred  dollars. 

Limitation  of  Actions. — Twenty  years,  actions  on  judgments  of  Courts 
within  the  State,  and  upon  sealed  instruments,  except  such  given  by  town, 
county,  city,  village,  or  school  district,  which  are  limited  to  six  years. 

Ten  years,  actions  on  foreign  judgments  and  specialties.  Six  years,  all 
other  contracts,  obligations  or  liabilities,  including  notes,  acceptance,  and 
accounts. 

Three  years,  actions  against  sheriffs,  etc.,  for  liabilities  incurred  in 
official  capacity;  on  open  mutual  accounts,  statute  begins  to  run  from  the 
date  of  the  last  item.  Infancy,  insanity,  imprisonment,  extend  the  period 
of  limitation  during  the  continuance  of  the  disability,  provided  it  be  for  a 
period  (except  in  case  of  infancy)  of  not  more  than  five  years.  Actions  must 
be  commenced  within  one  year  after  disability  removed.  Absence  of  de- 
fendant prevents  the  statute  from  running  until  his  return.  But  payment 
renews  the  debt,  generally. 

Notes  and  Bills  of  Exchange. — Notes  signed  by  person,  or  by  his  special 
or  general  agent,  and  payable  to  order  or  bearer,  and  certificate  of  deposit, 
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issued  by  persons  or  corporation,  payable  to  order  or  bearer,  are  negotiable 
as  inland  bills  of  exchange,  according  to  the  custom  of  merchants,  and  days 
of  grace  allowed,  except  as  to  bills,  notes  and  drafts  payable  on  demand. 
Acceptance  must  be  signed  by  acceptor,  or  by  his  lawful  agent. 

Partnership.— Limited  partnerships  may  be  formed  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  by  publication  of  the  terms  of  the  statute,  as  provided  by  statute, 
and  in  case  of  failure  to  do  so  the  partnership  becomes  general.

Actions. — The  old  forms  of  actions  (except  chancery  proceedings) 
are  abolished  by  the  code.  Actions  commenced  in  District  Court  by 
filing  petition,  and  praecipe;  summons  issues,  returnable  on  the  second 
Monday  after  its  date.  Defendant  to  answer  third  Saturday  after  return 
day.  Actions  must  be*at  issue  prior  to  the  first  day  of  term,  in  order  to 
be  heard  at  tei  m. 

Attachments. — The  plaintiff  in  a  civil  action  for  the  recovery  of  \ 
money,  may  have  an  attachment  against  the  property  of  the  defendant, 
where  the  defendant,  or  one  of  the  defendants  is  a  foreign  corporation  or 
a  non-residentof  the  Territory  ;  when  the  defendant  has  absconded  with  in- 
tent to  defraud  his  creditors ;  when  he  has  left  the  county  of  his  residence 
to  avoid  service  of  summons ;  when  he  so  conceals  himself  that  summons 
can  not  be  served  upon  him ;  when  he  is  about  to  remove  his  property,  or  a 
part  thereof,  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  with  intent  to  defraud  his 
creditors ;  when  he  is  about  to  convert  his  property,  or  a  part  thereof, 
into  money  for  the  purpose  of  placing  it  beyond  the  reach  of  his  credi- 
tors; when  he  has  property  or  rights  of  action  which  he  conceals;  when 
he  has  assigned  his  property,  or  a  part  thereof,  with  intent  to  defraud 
his  creditors;  or,  wrhen  he  fraudulently  contracted  the  debt,  or  incurred 
the  obligation  for  which  suit  is  about  to  be.  or  has  been  brought,  and  in 
all  cases  not  exceeding  $250,  in  which  the  debt  is  not  otherwise  secured, 
and  which  has  not  been  paid  when  due,  and  within  ten  clays  thereafter 
on  demand;  but  an  attachment  shall  not  be  granted  on  the  ground  that 
the  defendant  is  a  foreign  corporation  or  a  non-resident  of  this  Territory 
for  any  claim  other  than  a  debt,  or  demand  arising  upon  contract,  judg- 
ment, or  decree.  Attachment  issues  upon  affidavit  and  filing  of  usual 
undertaking  at  or  after  commencement  of  action.  Attachments  are  al- 
lowed in  cases  when  debts  are  not  due  in  certain  cases  of  fraud. 

Bonds  for  Costs. — Non-resident  plaintiffs  required  to  give  security 
for  costs,  unless  paid  as  they  accrue. 

Courts. — Justices' jurisdiction,  $100;  can  try  actions  for  forcible 
entry  and  detainer,  but  can  not  try  cases  where  title  is  involved.  Dis- 
trict Court  jurisdiction,  unlimited,  and  have  appellate  jurisdiction  from 
Justices'  Courts.  Supreme  Court  has  appellate  jurisdiction  from  District 
Court  in  all  cases. 

Estates  of  Decedents. — Preferred  claims  : 

1.  Funeral  and  administartion  expenses. 

2.  Expenses  of  last  sickness,  wages  of  servants,  and  medicines  and 
attendance  during  last  sickness. 

3.  Judgments  rendered  against  decedent  during  lifetime. 

4.  Demands  without  regard  to  quality,  legally  exhibited  within  six 
months  after  first  letters  granted. 
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5.  All  demands  thus  exhibited  within  one  year  after  letters  grant- 
ed; claims  not  exhibited  within  one  year  are  barred. 

Claims,  to  be  legally  exhibited,  must  be  served  upon  representative, 
stating  nature  and  amount  of  claim,  proved  by  oath  of  claimant,  to  the 
effect  that  all  credit  and  off-sets  have  been  given,  and  that  balance  is 
justly  due.  Claims  must  be  established  in  Probate  Court  or  any  Court 
of  Record  having  jurisdiction. 

Exemptions. — To  a  householder,  a  homestead  not  exceeding  in 
value  $1,500;  personal  property  not  exceeding  $500  in  value;  $300  worth 
of  working  implements  and  stock  in  trade;  also  the  library  and  imple- 
ments of  a  professional  man  not  exceeding  $300  in  value.  Nothing 
exempt  to  person  about  removing  from  the  Territory. 

Execution. —  No  stay  in  District  Court.  May  be  issued  any  time 
after  judgment.  Stay  in  Justices'  Courts,  for  $25  and  not  exceeding 
$50,  thirty  days ;  over  $50  and  not  exceeding  $100,  sixty  days.  Bond 
must  be  given. 

Grace. — Law  merchant  governs. 

Interest. — Legal  rate,  twelve  per  cent.  A  ny  rate  may  be  agreed 
upon.    No  usury  laws. 

Insolvency. — Assignments. — An  insolvent  debtor  may  in  good 
faith  execute  an  assignment  of  property  to  one  or  more  assignees  in 
trust  for  satisfaction  of  his  creditors ;  but  an  assignment  for  the  benefit 
of  creditors  is  void  against  any  creditor  of  the  assignor  not  assenting 
thereto,  if  it  give  a  preference;  if  it  tend  to  coerce  a  creditor;  if  it 
provide  for  the  payment  of  a  claim  known  to  the  assignor  to  be  false  or 
fraudulent;  if  it  reserve  any  interest  in  the  assigned  property;  if  it 
make  it  possible  for  the  assignor  to  delay  the  conversion  of  the  assigned 
property,  or  if  it  exempt  him  from  liability  for  neglect  of  duty  or  mis- 
conduct. 

Judgment  Liens.—  A  judgment  is  a  lien  on  the  lands  and  tenements 
of  a  judgment  debtor  from  the  first  day  of  term  at  which  it  is  rendered; 
but  judgments  by  confession,  and  judgments  rendered  at  the  same  term 
at  which  the  action  is  commenced,  bind  such  lands  only  from  the  date 
of  their  rendition. 

If  execution  is  not  sued  out  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  the 
rendition  of  judgment,  such  judgment  becomes  dormant,  and  ceases  to 
operate  as  a  lien.  The  judgment  may  subsequently  be  revived,  but  the 
lien  is  not  restored,  except  from  the  date  of  revivor.

Protest. — Law  merchant  governs. 

Statute  of  Limitation. — Contract,  agreement,  or  promise,  in 
writing,  five  pears;  not  in  writing,  four  years.

Actions.— May  be  brought  in  any  County,  and  not  necessarily  in 
the  County  where  the  defendant  lives. 

Attachments.— If  any  person  resident  in  Ontario,  indebted  to  any 
other  person  absconds  from  Ontario,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors 
and  is  at  the  time  of  departing  possessed  of  property  etc.,  he  is  deemed 
an  absconding  debtor  and  his  property  may  be  taken  by  a  writ  of  attach- 
ment for  which  a  Judge's  Order  must  be  obtained  upon  affidavits  setting 
forth  the  facts,  (Rev.  Stat.  Ontario,  Cap.  68.) 

Other  creditors  may  share  the  proceeds  of  the  property  seized  if  they 
issue  their  attachments  within  six  months  of  date,  of  first  writ. 

Affidavits. — If  taken  in  foreign  countries  should  be  sworn  to  be- 
fore either  a  Notary  Public,  a  commissioner  for  Ontario,  a  Judge  of  a 
Court  ofiRecord,  or  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  place  and  the  official  seal 
should  be  placed  on  the  document. 

Arrest. — Imprisonment  for  debt  is  abolished  except  if,  on  examina- 
tion before  a  Judge  it  is  ascertained  that  the  party  fraudulently  conceals 
or  disposes  of  his  property,  or  does  not  disclose  full  and  proper  informa- 
tion as  to  his  means  <fcc. 

Chattel  Mortgages  and  Bills  of  Sale. — All  sales  and  mortgages 
of  personal  property,  are  void  as  against  creditors  and  subsequent  pur- 
chasers, or  mortgagees,  in  good  faith,  for  valuable  consideration,  if  not  ac- 
companied by  an  immediate  delivery  and  actual  and  continual  change  of 
possession  of  the  goods  mortgaged  or  sold,  unless  registered  in  the  office  of 
the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  of  the  County  where  the  property  is  at  the 
time  of  the  execution  of  the  instrument,  within  five  days  from  the  execution 
thereof,  together  with  an  affidavit  of  the  mortgagee  or  purchaser  or  his 
agent  as  to  the  bona  fides  of  the  mortgage  or  bill  of  sale.  Within  thirty 
days  next  preceding  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  registration  of  the  mort- 
gage, a  statement  of  the  mortgagee  showing  the  amount  due  and  his  in- 
terest in  the  property  mortgaged  and  an  affidavit  verifying  same  and  stat- 
ing that  the  mortgage  is  not  kept  on  foot  for  any  fraudulent  purpose,  must 
be  filed  in  the  Clerk's  office,  or  the  mortgage  will  be  void  as  against  credi- 
tors and  subsequent  purchasers  or  mortgagees  in  good  faith.  (Rev.  Stat. 
Ontario,  Cap.  119  and  44  vie.) 

Assignments  and  discharges  of  mortgages  may  be  registered. 

Choses  in  Action — Are  assignable,  but  are  subject  to  any  defence  to 
which  they  would  have  been  liable  in  the  hands  of  the  assignor. 

Execution. — May  issue  on  judgment,  immediately  after  judgment,  un- 
less stayed  by  the  judge  at  the  trial,  and  is  not  a  lien  until  placed  in  the 
Sheriffs  hands  and  may  be  issued  to  several  different  Counties.  Priority 
between  execution  creditors  is  now  abolished.  All  execution  creditors  rank 
pro  rata  for  the  proceeds  of  sale. 
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Exemptions. — Beds,  bedding  and  wearing  apparel  of  the  debtor 
and  his  family  and  a  certain  quantity  of  household  furniture;  provisions 
to  the  value  of  $40,  one  cow,  four  sheep,  two  hogs,  and  food  for  thirty 
days,  for  same;  tools  and  implements  of  trade  .to  the  value  of  $G0;  and 
fifteen  hives  of  bees,  are  exempt  from  seizure  under  any  writ  of  execu- 
tion whatever,  and  the  same  goods  are  after  the  death  of  the  debtor,  ex- 
empt from  the  claims  of  his  creditors. 

Free  grants  and  homesteads  to  actual  settlers  in  the  districts  of 
Algoma  and  Nipissing  and  of  certain  land  between  the  river  Ottawa  and 
the  Georgian  Bay  are  also  exempt  from  seizure.  (Rev.  Stat,  Ont,,  Cap. 
GO). 

Foreign  Judgments. — The  defendant  sued  in  the  Courts  of  Ontario 
on  a  foreign  judgment  cannot  set  up  as  a  defence  thereto  any  defence 
which  he  set  up  or  might  have  set  up  in  the  original  action  if  he  was  per- 
sonally seiwed  with  process  in  the  said  original  action,  or  appeared  or 
pleaded  therein. 

Insolvency. — The  insolvent  acts  have  been  repealed  except  as  to 
cases  pending  on  the  1st,  of  April,  1880.  Debtors,  however,  may  assign 
to  a  trustee  for  the  benefit  of  creditors.  The  assets  in  that  case  should 
be  distributed  pro  rata  without  preferrence. 

A  debtor  cannot  get  a  discharge  except  by  consent  of  creditors. 

Interest. — Legal  rate  6  per  cent.    Any  rate  by  agreement  . 

Jurisdiction  of  the  Courts. — Division  Courts  sits  once  each 
month,  and  has  jurisdiction  in  torts  up  to  $60,  debts  up  to  $100,  unless 
acknowledged  by  signature  of  defendant,  when  the  Court  has  jurisdic- 
tion up  to  $200. 

County  Court  sits  four  times  each  year  and  has  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases  for  damages  up  to  $200;  and  in  debts  liquidated  or  ascertained  by 
the  parties  up  to  $400. 

Supreme  Court  for  all  matters  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
County  Court  up  to  any  amount,  and  sits  three  times  each  year  in  each 
county  town. 

The  Martitime  Court  has  jurisdiction  to  any  amount  and  proceed- 
ings may  be  in  rem. 

Limitation  of  Actions. — Contracts,  notes  and  instruments,  not  un- 
der seal,  six  years ;  contracts  under  seal,  including  covenants  in  mort- 
gages, twenty  years;  on  judgments,  six  years;  but  may  be  revived;  to 
recover  land,  ten  years;  distress  for  rent,  six  years;  to  recover  wild  land 
never  in  possession  of  the  crown  grantee  as  against  person  in  possession 
but  not  claiming  under  crown  grantee,  twenty  years. 

In  cases  of  the  plaintiff  being  under  the  disability  of  infancy  cover- 
ture or  lunacy  the  time  runs  from  the  removal  of  the  disability.  No 
greater  time  is  now  allowed  by  reason  of  the  plaintiff's  absence  from 
Ontario.  The  persons  under  the  disability  of  infancy,  lunacy  or  cover- 
ture, or  their  representatives  are  allowed  five  years  from  the  disability  or 
death,  notwithstanding  the  expiry  of  the  period  of  ten  years  in  which  to 
bring  the  action,  but  no  action  shall  be  brought  except  within  twenty 
years  next  after  the.  right  of  action  approved. 

Mortgages, — Must  be  made  under  seal,  by  43  vie.  Cap.  42,  (Dom. 
Act)  special  provision  is  made  for  recovery  of  interest  upon  money,  se- 
cured by  mortgage  in  certain  cases.  There  is  no  redemption  after  sale 
under  a  decree. 

A  mortgage  is  discharged  by  the  registration  in  the  hand  registry 
office  of  the  county  where  the  land  is  situated,  of  a  certificate  under  the 
hand  of  the  mortgagee,  or  his  assignee,  or  representative  entitled  to  the 
money,  stating  that  the  mortgage  money  has  been  paid. 

A  mortgage  must  be  registered  in  order  to  retain  priority. 

Married  Women. — Real  and  personal  estate  exempt  from  husband's 
debts,  may  hold  and  convey  her  property  as  if  she  was  feme  sole. 


COMMERCIAL  LAWS. 
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Mechanic  Liens. — Every  mechanic,  machinist,  builder,  miner,  con- 
tractor and  other  person  doing  work  on  or  furnishing  material  to  be  used 
in  constructing  any  building  etc,  have  a  lien  to  the  extent  of  the  owners 
interest,  on  the  buildings  and  land  for  the  value  of  their  work  or  mater- 
ials, provided  that  statement,  verified  by  affidavit  be  filed  within  one 
month,  in  the  County  Registrv  Office  and  proceedings  taken  to  enforce 
such  claims  at  law  within  ninety  days  from  time  of  work  completed  or 
material  furnished. 

Negotiable  Investments. — No  stamps  are  required.  The  law  in 
most  respects  is  the  same  as  the  law  of  England  and  the  United  States. 
Three  days  of  grace  are  allowed  except  when  payable  on  demand. 

When  the  last  day  is  a  Sunday  or  legal  holiday,  the  next  day  suc- 
ceeding is  allowed. 

Any  rate  of  interest  may  be  fixed.  If  no  rate  fixed,  6  per  cent,  from 
date  note  comes  due. 

Must  be  protested  when  due  and  parties  notified,  If  not  paid,  in  or- 
der to  hold  endorser  liable. 

Replevin. — Whenever  any  personal  property  has  been  wrongfully 
distrained  or  otherwise  wrongfully  taken  and  detained,  it  maybe  replev- 
ied at  the  time  that  the  writ  is  issued  upon  the  plaintiff  giving  a  bond  to 
the  Sheriff  in  treble  the  value  of  the  property. 

Revivor. — By  part  payment  or  written  acknowledgment. 

Security  for  Costs. — Non-resident  plaintiff's  may  be  required  to 
give  .security  to  the  defendant  for  his  costs. 

Security  may  be  given  either  by  a  bond  for  $400,  executed  by  two 
sureties  resident  in  Ontario,  or  by  depositing  not  less  than  $200  into  Court 
to  abide  the  event  of  the  suit. 

Trust  Deeds. — Are  not  used  except  for  the  purpose  of  effecting 
family  and  marriage  settlements,  or,  since  the  repeal  of  the  insolvent  act 
by  debtors  for  the  purpose  of  paying  creditors  their  just  debts  rateably.

Attachment. — Is  of  various  kinds,  to  facilitate  the  various  remedies 
of  the  creditor.  In  ordinary  cases,  it  takes  place  as  regards  movables 
fifteen  days  after  judgment.  After  judgment,  and  before  the  expiration 
of  the  fifteen  days,  the  plaintiff  may,  on  affidavit  of  the  circumstances 
next  hereinafter  mentioned,  procure' the  attachment  of  the  debtor's  mov- 
ables. A  creditor  has  also  a  right,  before  obtaining  judgment,  to  attach 
the  goods  and  effects  of  his  debtor,  in  all  cases  where  as  plaintiff  he  pro- 
duces an  affidavit  establishing  that  the  defendant  is  personally  indebted 
to  him  in  a  sum  exceeding  five  dollars,  that  the  defendant  absconds,  oris 
immediately  about  to  leave  the  Province,  oris  secreting  his  property,  with 
intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  and  the  plaintiff  in  particular;  or  that  the 
defendant  is  a  trader,  that  he  is  notoriously  insolvent,  and  has  refused  to 
arrange  with  his  creditors,  and  that  in  any  case  the  deponent  believes 
that  without  the  benefit  of  the  attachment  the  plaintiff  will  lose  his  debt 
or  sustain  damage.  A  warrant  of  attachment  can  be  obtained  when  the 
claim  is  not  yet  due,  upon  an  affidavit  of  establishing  fraud. 
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Exemptions — In  the  sale  of  movable  property  of  the  debtor,  the  fol- 
lowing articles  are  exempted : 

1.  Bed,  bedding,  and  bedsteads,  in  use  by  himself  and  his  family. 

2.  The  ordinary  and  necessary  wearing  apparel  of  himself  and  his 
family. 

3.  One  stove  and  pipes,  one  crane  and  its  appendages,  one  pair  of 
andirons,  one  set  of  cooking  utensils,  one\>air  of  tongs  and  shovels,  one 
table,  six  chairs,  six  knives,  six  forks,  six  plates,  six  tea  cups,  six  saucers, 
one  sugar  basin,  one  milk  jug,  one  tea  pot,  six  spoons,  all  spinning 
wheels  and  weaving  looms  in  domestic  use,  one  ax,  one  saw,  one  gun, 
six  traps,  such  fishing  nets  and  seines,  as  are  in  common  use,  and  ten 
volumes  of  books. 

4.  Fuel  and  food  not  more  than  sufficient  for  thirty  days,  and  not  ex- 
ceeding in  value  twenty  dollars. 

5.  One  cow,  four  sheep,  two  hogs,  and  food  therefor  for  thirty  days. 

6.  Tools  and  implements,  or  other  chattels  ordinarily  used  in  his 
trade,  to  the  value  of  thirty  dollars. 

7.  Bees,  to  the  extent  of  fifteen  hives. 

8.  Nevertheless  the  things  and  effects  mentioned  in  paragraphs  4,  o 
and  6,  are  not  exempt  from  seizure  and  sale  when  the  suit  is  to  recover 
the  price  of  the  purchase,  or  they  have  been  given  in  pawn. 

The  following  are  also  exempt  from  seizure  : 

1.  Consecrated  vessels  and  things  used  for  religious  worship. 

2.  Alimentary  allowance  granted  by  a  court, 

3.  Sums  of  money  or  objects  given  or  bequeathed,  upon  the  condit- 
ion of  their  being  exempt  from  seizure. 

4.  Sums  of  money  or  pensions  given  as  aliment,  even  though  the 
donor  or  testator  has  not  expressly  declared  that  they  should  be  exempt 
from  seizure. 

5.  Wages  and  salaries  not  yet  due ;  certain  animals  and  instruments  of 
agriculture  are  also  exempted  by  statute  passed  in  the  year  1882,  viz:  two 
draught  horses  or  oxen,  a  plough,  harrow,  working  sleigh,  tumbril,  hay  cart, 
and  the  harness  necessary  for  farming  purposes. 

Interest. — Interest  on  judgment  debts  is  fixed  at  six  per  cent.;  but  any 
rate  of  interest  may  be  stipulated  by  consent,  except  as  to  banks,  which  can 
not  stipulate  for  more  than  seven  per  cent. 

Insolvent  Laws. — The  insolvent  laws  have  been  repealed,  and  none 
now  exist.

Note  A. — The  wife  is  only  entitled  to  the  third  of  the  gross  rental  of  the  real  estate 
for  life  as  her  dower,  hut  in  most  cases  this  is  harred,  rather  as  a  matter  of  form  by 
lawyers  than  for  any  other  reason,  and  she  then  takes  no  interest  in  the  real  estate. 

Note  B. — This  only  applies  to  real  estate  in  possession  ;  the  husband  would  take  no 
benefit  from  his  wife's  reversionary  interests  in  real  estate. 

Note  C— Children  who  have  had  advances  from  the  father  in  the  lifetime  are  to 
bring  them  into  account. 

Note  D  —  The  above  table  to  successions  to  real  property  does  not  extend  to  the 
decease  of  any  person  dying  before  1st  January,  1S34,  nor  to  Gravelkind  lands  in  Kent 
and  other  places,  nor  to  land  held  subject  to  Borough  English  custom,  nor  to  Copy- 
holds, nor  to  Estates  Tail. 

Note  E  —  The  husband  is  entitled  by  canon  law  right,  and  not  under  the  Statute  of 
Distributions.  He  would,  therefore,  be  excluded  from  taking  any  share  of  his  wife's 
effects  if  given  by  any  deed  or  will  to  "  her  next  of  kin  "  at  her  decease.— Milne  v. 
Gilbert,  L.  J.  vol.  23,  N.  S.  Chy.  828.
